The  President  then  read  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Council  as  follows: — 

Beport  of  ihe  Comwil  to  tiir  Tliirteenth  Annual  GetiercU  Meeting 
of  the  Huyuenol  Society  of  London, 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  a  loss  of  eleven  Fellows, 
five  by  death  and  six  by  withdrawal,  and  a  gain  of  nineteen 
new  Fellows,  the  net  increase  thus  being  eight.  The  whole 
number  now  on  the  list  amounts  to  385.  In  addition  to 
these  there  are  eighteen  Honorary  Fellows,  making  altogether 
403, 

Whilst  referring  to  the  Honorary  Fellows,  the  Council 
desire  to  express  their  sense  of  the  great  loss  sustained  by 
the  Society  and  by  the  Commissifm  pour  I'Histoire  des  Eglises 
Wallonnes,  in  the  death  (^f  Dr.  W.  N.  du  Rieu,  who  for  so 
many  years  had  been  Secretary  to  the  Commission  and 
Director  of  the  University  Library  at  Leyden.    Dr.  du 
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Rien  was  one  of  the  first  Honorarv  Fellows  of  the  Society, 
having  l)een  elected  at  its  foundation  in  1885,  and  he  was 
always  ready  to  pve  any  assistance  he  could  in  promoting 
its  ohjects.  To  fill  i]w  vacancy  caused  hy  his  death,  the 
Council  have  recently  elected  Mr.  M.  G.  Wildeman,  Assistant- 
archivist  of  Haarlem. 

The  Treasurer's  halance-sheet  acconipanyin*^  this  Report 
shows  an  income  for  the  year  of  £498  88.,  and  an  expenditure 
of  £44'2  ()S.  lOd.,  leaving  a  halance  on  the  81st  Decemher, 
18UC),  of  £51  Is.  2d.  The  halance  this  evening  is  £814  5s. 
3d.,  sul)ject  to  the  printing  and  other  expenses  of  the  re- 
mainder of  the  current  year.  The  Society  also  possesses  the 
sum  of  £(384  88.  2d.,  invested  in  2|  per  cent.  Consols. 

The  Society's  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Martin  Kasmith  for 
his  kindness  in  continuing  to  make  the  parchases  of  stock 
trom  time  to  time  required,  free  of  all  brokerage ;  also  to  the 
Treasurer,  Mr.  Boumieu,  and  the  Auditors,  Mr.  Ouvry  and 
Mr.  EouBselet. 

Since  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  the  third  number  of  the 
fifth  volume  of  Proceedings  has  been  issued.  The  fourth 
number,  completing  that  volume,  is  already  printed,  and 
will  be  issued  as  soon  as  the  Index  to  the  whole  volume  ia 
ready. 

The  Council  have  great  pleasure  in  reporting  that  Mr. 
Moens  has  kindly  consented  to  edit  another  volume  of  the 
TkrcadnvoUv  Street  JicgisterB,  and  has  already  hegun  work 
upon  it.  He  has  also  heen  engaged  in  editing  the  Jic<ii.sier$ 
of  the  Colchester  Dutch  Churchy  which  will  be  issued,  it  is 
hoped,  in  1898. 

Tlie  other  tpiarto  volumes  now  being  printed  are  the 
Beyisters  of  La  PateiUe,  edited  hy  Mr.  Waller  and  Mr.  Minet, 
and  the  Tnd(^x  volume  of  the  Canterhnnj  licijisters,  edited  by 
Mr.  Hovenden.  This  Index  has  proved  a  very  hiilky  one, 
recjuirin^  much  time  and  care,  l)ut  is  now  far  advanced 
towai'ds  completion.  INIr.  Kirk  has  in  active  preparation 
the  List  of  ALiem  in  London  in  the  liciym  oj  Henry  Vlli,  to 
James  I. 

As  a  companion  volume  to  the  Cautcrbiiry  lit'tfi.sios,  Mr. 
F.  \V.  Cross  is  pre])ai  inj^^  a  very  full  history  of  the  Walloon 
Church  and  settlement  in  that  city,  and  iIk'  Council  also 
contemplate  ])nntin^^  the  /iVf//.s/r;\s  of  the  Ilmjuvnot  ISvmon- 
fanni.st  i'iiurchcs  oj  JJublifi^  With  the  kind  assistance  of  Dr. 
La  Touche. 

A  meeting  was*  held  in  July  last  at  Bye  and  Winchelsea,. 
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a  report  of  which  has  already  appeared  in  the  Proceedings. 
It  was  well  attended,  and  a  cordial  welcome  was  given  to 
the  Society's  representatives  hy  the  Mayors  of  these  two 
ancient  cinque-ports,  the  cler^  and  other  inhabitants,  who 
all  combined  to  render  the  visit  exceedingly  enjoyable.  It 
is  not  proposed  to  hold  any  Conference  in  the  country  during 
the  coming  summer,  as,  owing  to  the  numerous  events  to 
celebrate  the  Queen's  reign,  it  seems  scarcely  possible  to 
carry  out  any  such  excursion  satisfactorily. 

In  alluding  to  the  approach! n<r  completion  of  Her  Majesty's 
sixtieth  year  of  sovereignty,  the  Council  may  draw  attention 
to  the  special  Huguenot  Fund  which  has  been  set  on  foot  to 
commemorate  it.  Particulars  of  this  having  been  already 
sent  to  all  Fellows  of  the  Society,  they  need  only  say  here 
that  th(^  Fund  has  had  their  hearty  support  from  the  begin- 
nmg,  and  that  it  has  now  reached  the  amount  of  £S70. 
This  sum.  added  to  the  £1  100  ahcady  administered  by  the 
Directors  of  the  French  Hospital,  makes  a  total  of  .£'2'270 
out  of  the  £5000  proposed  to  be  raised.  The  Council  trust 
that  the  remainder  may  be  fully  subscribed  by  the  20th  of 
June. 

The  interchange  of  publications  between  the  Society  and 
the  foreign  Societies  in  correspondence  has  been  maintained 
as  usual,  and  the  various  Bnlletim  received  from  the  P>ench, 
Dutch,  German  and  Vaudois  Societies,  show  how  keen  an 
interest  continues  to  be  taken  in  every  department  of  Hugue- 
not history.  These  works  are  always  most  welcome  here, 
and  in  return  the  Council  are  gratified  to  learn  that  the  pub- 
lications of  the  Society  meet  with  a  kindly  appreciation 
abroad  and  are  highly  valued  there. 

It  is  not  usiud  for  the  Council  to  allude  in  their  Beport  to 
any  very  distant  prospective  arrangements.  They  feef,  how- 
ever, that  it  is  their  pleasant  duty  on  the  present  occasion 
to  remind  the  Society  of  the  cordial  invitation  received  a 
few  weeks  ago  from  the  Huguenot  Society  of  America. 
That  Society  proposes  to  celebrate  in  New  York,  in  April 
next  year,  the  300th  anniversary  of  the  Promulgation  of 
the  Edict  of  Nantes,  and  has  most  courteously  invited  all 
kindred  Societies  in  Europe  to  take  part  in  the  celebration. 
The  Council  hope  that  the  Huguenot  Society  of  London 
wiU  be  fittingly  represented  on  the  occasion,  and  they  take 
this  opportunity  of  saying  that  the  Honorary  Secretary  will 
be  glad  to  hear  from  any  Fellows  who  may  be  inclined  to  go 
over  to  New  York,  and  to  afford  them  any  information  he 
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may  from  time  io  time  receive  as  to  the  contemplated 
proceedings.

The  Minutes  of  the  Meeting  held  on  9th  March  were  read 
and  confirmed. 

Mrs.  Porcher,  12  Connaught  Place,  Hyde  Park,  W.,  was 
elected  a  Fellow  of  the  Society. 

The  President  read  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Council  and 
the  Reports  of  Mr.  A.  G.  Browning?,  V.P.,  and  Mr.  E. 
Belleroche,  who  had  been  deputed  to  represent  the  Society 
ottii  uilly  at  the  Commemoration  of  the  Tercentenary  of  the 
Proiiiuit/ation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes,  held  by  the  Huguenot 
Society  of  America  in  New  York  in  April. 

Messrs.  Brownint,^  and  BeUeroche  had  been  unable  to 
return  to  Eni^hind  in  time  to  attend  the  Annual  Meeting, 
so  liad  forwarded  their  Reports  by  post.  The  Society's 
cordial  thanks  wen^  unanimously  voted  to  them  for  their 
kindness  in  journeyint^  to  America  for  the  commemoration. 

The  Reports  were  as  follows : — 

Report  of  the  Council  to  the  Fourteenth  Annual  (reiieral  Meeting 
oj'  Oie  Huyiietiot  Society  of  London. 

Daring  the  past  year  there  have  been  twenty  losses  by 
death  and  withdrawal,  and  thirteen  new  Fellows  have  been 
elected,  making  the  total  number  now  377.  There  have 
also  been  elected  three  new  Honorary  Fellows,  Measiems 
fiourher.  Dozy  and  £nsched6,  and  the  Honorary  List  is  now 
at  its  full  complement  of  twenty. 

The  Treasurer's  Balance  Sheet,  accompanying^  this  report, 
shows  an  income  for  the  financial  year  of  €466  38.  8d.,  and 
&o  expenditure  of  £399  ITs.  9d.,  leaving  a  balance  on  the 
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31st  December,  1897,  of  £66  58. 6d.  The  Society  also  stands 
possessed  of  a  sum  of  £652  19s.  9d.  in  2}  per  cent.  Consols^ 
representing  the  investment  of  the  Life  Composition  Fees  of 
sixty-three  Fellows  since  its  inangoration. 

The  accounts  have  been  examined  and  approved  by  the 
Auditors,  Mr.  E.  C.  Ouvry  and  Mr.  Albert  E.  T.  Jourdain, 
to  whom,  and  especially  to  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  R.  St.  A. 
Roumieu,  the  Society's  thanks  are  due  for  the  care  they 
have  l)estowed  upon  every  detail  of  the  tinances. 

The  Council  feel  that  some  explanation  may  be  expected 
from  them  of  the  delay  in  tho  issue  of  the  publications. 
This  delay  has  been  prolonged  far  l^eyond  all  anticipation, 
and  is  re^^retted  by  no  one  inore  than  by  the  Council  them- 
selves. Tt  has  been  almost  wliolly  raused  by  the  fact  that 
two  of  the  ])ul)lications  contain  wry  full  indexes,  not  only  to 
their  own  contents  but  to  the  precedin*^  parts  which,  with 
them,  make  up  entire  volumes.  These  indexes  comprise 
references  to  many  thousand  names,  and  it  has  been  im- 
possible to  do  the  work  quicker  without  doin^'  it  less  satis- 
factorily. But  the  ])ublications  in  (juestion  (the  concluding 
parts  of  the  Canterbiiri/  Jieijistrrs  and  of  tht;  fifth  volume  of 
Proceed iH' I s)  are  now  in  course  of  delivery,  and  they  will  be 
followed  durin<;  the  present  year  by  others  which  are  now 
rapidly  nearin^,^  completion. 

The  usual  friendly  relations  have  l)een  maintained  with 
the  various  other  Societies  with  which  the  Society  is  in  cor- 
respondence, and  there  have  been  added  to  the  number  the 
Holland  Society  of  New  York  and  the  important  Archives 
Gtenerales  du  Boyanme  at  Brussels. 

In  alluding  to  the  foreign  Societies,  the  Council  more 
especially  desire  to  place  on  record  their  deep  appreciation 
of  the  cordial  welcome  and  splendid  hospitality  given  to  their 
representatives,  Mr.  Browning,  Mr.  Belleroche  and  Mr. 
Hovenden,  by  the  Huguenot  Society  of  America  at  that 
Society's  recent  Commemoration  in  New  York  of  the  Ter- 
centenary of  the  Promulgation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes.  That 
any  representative  of  the  Huguenots  of  England  would  meet 
with  a  fraternal  reception  by  the  Huguenots  of  America  was 
only  naturally  to  be  expected,  but  the  warmth  and  wealth  of 
greeting  shown  day  after  day  on  this  occasion  fairly  surpassed 
all  expectation,  and  will,  the  Council  ffd  sure,  go  straight  to 
the  heart  of  all  who  hear  or  read  Mr.  Browning's  following 
Report  of  the  proceedings. 
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Jfr.  A,  G.  Brownhig*s  Beport  on  the  Commemoratiofi  at  New 
Yofk  of  the  Tercentenary  of  the  Promulgation  of  the  Edict  of 
Nantee, 

New  York,  'I'drd  April,  1898. 

An  Ameiican  writer  somewhere  asserts  that  next  to  7 
per  cent,  interest,  a  diary  is  the  most  remorseless  thing  in 
nature  *\  I  am  very  much  of  the  same  opinion,  and  there- 
fore do  not  keep  a  diary,  but  occasionally  (and  this  is  one  of 
the  occasions)  T  wisli  tliat  T  did,  for  I  am  under  promise  to 
send  the  Society  an  account  of  the  Huguenot  Congress  in 
New  York  wliich  has  just  conchided. 

The  Hu'^menot  Society  of  London  was  represented  by  Mr. 
Belleroche,  Mr.  PTovcndcn  and  myself.  Mr.  Ilovcndcn  and 
I  (each  taking'  out  a  dau^diter)  left  Liverpool  to^'ether  in  the 
Ktruriii,  reaching'  New  York  early  on  the  morning;  of  Kaster 
Sunday.  The  story  of  our  voya^re  would  interest  only  those 
who  take  a  mild  pleasure  in  the  misfortunes  and  sutferings. 
of  their  nei<,dd)ours  ;  it  would  therefore  fail  upon  deaf  ears  at 
a  meetin<^  of  the  Hu^^uenot  Society. 

We  landed  at  New  York  just  in  time  to  l)e  taken  to  the 
Easter  morninj^  servic-e  at  Gracechurch,  the  most  beautiful 
church  in  the  city,  and  there  to  our  surprise  a  special  wel- 
come had  been  prepared  for  the  delegates  from  the  various 
European  Huguenot  Societies  to  the  Congress  which  was 
about  to  be  held.  Conspicuous  among  the  wealth  of  floral 
decracation  (which  surpassed  everything  of  the  kind  that  I 
have  seen  in  Hugland)  was  a  magnificent  wreath  of  dark  red 
roses,  known  in  America  as  "  Huguenot  Boses,"  at  least  four 
yards  in  circumference.  This  had  been  placed  in  the  chancel 
by  Mrs.  Lawton,  who  has  been  the  movmg  spirit  of  this  cele- 
bration, sparing  neither  time,  strength,  nor  money  to  ensure 
its  success,  llie  choir  of  Gracechurch  is,  I  believe,  famed 
<m  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic,  and  the  music  on  Easter  Sun^ 
day  morning  was  something  to  be  remembered.  In  his  ser* 
mon,  the  Rector,  after  referring  to  the  gathering  war-clouds 
over  Cuba,  and  to  the  possil)ihty  of  war  with  Spain  (a  possi- 
bihty  which  has  now,  unhappily,  ripened  into  actual  fact), 
spoke  of  the  sutferings  inflicted  biy  Spain  upon  the  Protestants 
in  the  Netherlands,  and  of  her  cruelty  to  some  of  the  first 
settlers  on  the  American  Continent,  and  he  then  gave  a  slight 
sketch  of  Huguenot  history  in  the  seventeenth  century,  lead- 
ing up  to  the  Promulgation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes  ;  an  event 
which  was  to  be  celebrated  in  the  ensuing  week,  when  its 
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sooth  anniversary  would  be  reached,  and  he  conclnded  by 
offering  a  warm  welcome  from  the  Huguenot  descendants  in 
America  to  those  who  had  come  from  beyond  the  seas  to  join 
in  the  celebration.  The  sudden  change  from  the  confinement 
and  discomfort  of  a  steamship  in  rough  weather  to  this  im- 
pressive Easter  service  at  Gracechnich  was  simply  over- 
powering,  and  he  must  have  been  dnU  indeed  whose  heart 
^id  not  expand  in  gratitude  when  joining  in  it. 

My  daughter  and  I  were  most  kindly  received  by  Mrs. 
Lawton,  ^ose  New  York  home  is  at  the  Hotel  Grosvenor* 
«  kind  of  private  hotel  corresponding  closely  to*  the  Belgrave 
Mansions  in  London.  Here  we  found  a  suite  of  rooms  pre- 
pared for  us,  and  we  remained  as  Mrs.  Lawton's  guests  until 
the  conclusion  of  the  conference.  On  the  Sunday  afternoon 
we  were  asked  to  go  down  to  ^Trs.  Lawton's  rooms,  where  a 
number  of  persons  called,  including  the  President  and  Vice- 
President  and  various  members  of  the  Huguenot  Society  of 
America  with  their  famihes. 

On  Monday.  11th  April,  Mr.  Marquand,  President  of  the 
Society,  invited  thv  foreign  delegates  to  a  reception  at  the  Me- 
tropolitan Mnsoiiin  of  Art.  Mr.  Marqnand,  who  is  now  very 
old,  was  f('(>lin^'  too  unwell  to  receiv(^  his  <ruests  personally, 
so  we  Were  welcomed  by  the  Director  of  the  Museum  and 
two  or  tliree  luemhers  of  the  Ooniinitt(  e.  It  would  l)e  hope- 
less for  me  to  attem[)t  to  describe  this  Museum,  which  in 
some  of  its  collections  surpasses  both  our  l^ritisli  ^fuscuui 
and  the  South  KensinLTton.  No  money  has  been  s|)an^d  to 
secure  many  of  the  tinest  treasures  of  the  Old  World  in 
Eg>'ptian.  Etruscan,  Koman  and  Persian  Art.  and  in  both 
ancient  antl  modern  scul]iture  and  pamtini^.  I  here  renewed 
acquaintance  with  many  a  marble  <(roup  and  statue,  and  with 
many  a  paintiii;^' which  I  had  formerlv  seen  in  London.  Mr. 
Marquand  himself  has  j^iven  >5l, 800,000  (£^260,000)  to  tliis 
Museum,  antl  two  or  three  other  donors  of  hardlv  less  amount 
were  Uientioned  to  me.  While  speaking  of  dollars  I  may  as 
well  here  say  that  the  Huguenot  descendants  in  New  York 
are  among  its  wealthiest  and  most  aristocratic  families,  and 
that  the  Huguenot  Society  there  seems  to  aim  almost  as 
much  at  bringing  these  families  together  in  close  touch,  and 
in  keeping  would-be  intruders  out  of  the  charmed  circle,  as 
at  collecting  and  preserving  the  Huguenot  literature  of  the 
country.  So  Gracechurch,  the  church  which  most  of  the 
Huguenot  famihes  attend,  is  "  run,*'  as  the  Americans  say, 
•quite  regardless  of  expense.   The  clergy  work  very  hard  and 
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aiof  on  a  groat  Tariety  of  work  in  the  puish.  They  also 
eondoct  missioiis  in  the  poozeet  PMrts  m  New  York  yenr 
modi  on  the  lines  of  the  Oxford  House  snd  Toynbee  HjJI 
in  London,  hat  the  cost  of  canying  on  the  church  services 
and  of  maintaining  the  choir,  wbiiSi  is  always  strengthened 
by  tlie  best  mnsjcimifl,  vocal  and  instrumental,  obtainable, 
must  be  enormoos.  The  offertories,  however,  are  on  a 
correspondirii,'  scale.  A  special  appeal  was  made  on  Easter 
Sunday,  and  the  collections  dnnng  the  day  amounted  to  a 
litlie  OTOr  £5000,  a  sum  exasperating  to  a  suburban  London 
churchwarden  who  cannot  raise  £300  in  a  whole  year! 

On  Tuesday,  the  12th,  Mrs.  Lawton  held  a  reception 
which  was  attended  by  nearly  200  people,  senators,  lawyers, 
doctocs,  othcers,  professors,  cleiqgynien  and  others,  with  their 
wives  and  daughters,  forming  a  very  brilliant  assembly  of 
educated  Americans,  who  have  nothing  in  common  with  the 
'*  Yankee  '  so  persistently  exhibited  in  England  as  the  ty^cal 
native  of  the  United  States. 

The  f''  il  l)usiuess  of  tlie  Conference  began  on  Wednesday 
mornin^^  with  a  short  serviro  at  the  French  Church  of  Saint 
Esprit,  a  Presbyterian  Church  wliere  services  in  French, 
very  similar  to  those  of  the  Crypt  Church  at  Canterbury,  are 
held. 

To  an  KnijHsh  churchman  it  seems  very  straTi<,^e,  not  to 
say  embarrassing,  to  hear  or  to  read  papers  on  secular 
.sabjects  in  a  church,  but  I  beln've  it  is  fre(|ueiitly  done 
here  in  the  Presbytena!!  churches.  The  first  [)aper  was 
read  by  Mr.  Belleroche  on  the  *' Events  that  led  to  the 
Enactment  uf  the  Edict  of  Nantes  Mr.  Belleroche  was  at 
some  disadvantage,  for  he  had  prepared  a  paper  which  would 
take  alxjut  forty  minutes  to  read,  and  he  was  asked  on  short 
notice  to  cut  It  down  to  twenty.  The  result  was  naturally 
unsatisfactory,  a  «;ood  part  of  tlie  tune  denied  to  the  reading 
being  taken  u|»  with  verbal  explanations  of  the  omissions, 
bat  I  luiiiK  that  the  paper  when  printed  will  read  more 
effectively.  Then  came  a  paper  by  tlie  Professor  of  Church 
History  in  New  York  University  on  *'  The  Edict  of  Nantes,  Its 
Scope  and  Its  Place  in  the  History  of  Rehgious  Toleration  ". 
ThiH  paper  was  a  masterpiece ;  every  sentence  rang  ont  clear 
as  a  bell;  the  principal  leatores  of  the  Edict  were  first 
dssoibed,  then  the  secret  or  supplementary  claoses  and 
their  effect  npon  the  measure  which  they  professed  to 
studdate,  and  the  wcnrking  of  the  whole  Edict  during  the 
tal  jfeaies  of  its  ezistenoe.   Nothing  could  be  dearer  or 
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more  satisfactory  than  Professor  Jackson's  treatment  of  hia 
subject.  His  delivery  too  was  so  good  that  not  a  word  was 
lost  to  his  audience,  nor  did  the  interest  of  any  one  flag  for  a 

moment. 

Dr.  Baird  followed  with  a  paper  on  '*  The  Strength  and 
Weakness  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes,"  just  the  paper  that  a 
historian  would  delifjht  in  writing,  and  one  that  will  afford 
solid  and  useful  readin^^  in  the  quiet  of  the  study,  but  I 
thought  it  a  little  over  the  heads  of  the  audience. 

The  last  and  ahnost  tlie  Ix  st  pajx  r  read  on  Wednesday 
was  l)v  M.  Weiss  on  "  The  I'.ncniies  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes," 
and  the  anther  treated  his  suhjeet  with  so  much  vigour  that 
the  rather  flag^nn^j  ener<,Mes  of  the  listem  rs  were  hrou^dit  baek 
to  attention,  and  T  think  all  aj)j)i-e(  iated  both  the  learning 
and  the  courage  of  M.  Weiss  in  showing  that  tlu^  enemies 
of  religious  toleration,  as  enil)odied  in  the  famous  P^.dict, 
have  been  steadily  at  work  from  the  dawn  of  the  Refonna- 
tion  in  Erance  until  even  a  month  or  two  ago,  when  Paris 
was  covei  (  (1  with  posters  issued  from  a  clerical  college 
denouncing  all  Jews,  Freemasons  and  Protestants  as  con- 
federates of  the  traitor  Dreyfus,  and  advising  that  they 
should  all  be  hounded  out  of  the  country.  M.  Weiss  pre- 
sented a  copy  of  this  poster  to  be  preserved  among  the 
records  of  the  American  Hngnenot  Society. 

The  reading  of  these  papers  lasted  until  about  half  past 
one,  when  the  audience  (or  congregation?)  dispersed  for 
lunch,  many  of  them  only  to  gather  again  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Society  at  four  o'clock.  As  an  Honorary 
Member  I  was  permitted  to  attend  this  Meeting,  at  which 
various  matters  were  discussed  and  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year  were  elected.  Mr.  Marquand,  the  President,  retired, 
and  Mr.  de  Peyster  was  chosen  to  succeed  him.  I  took  this 
opportunity  of  presenting  to  tlie  Society  the  series  of  bronze 
medals  commemorating  the  ^lassacre  of  St,  Bartholomew 
and  the  Bevocation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes  with  which  I 
was  charged  by  our  own  Society,  and  at  the  same  time  of 
expressing  my  great  regret  that  our  President,  Sir  Henry 
Peek,  had  l>e(  n  unable  to  personally  attend  the  Conference 
and  to  make  the  presentation.  I  also  assured  tlie  l^resident 
and  Council  of  the  warm  sympathy  of  our  English  Society 
with  the  purpose  of  their  Congi'ess,  for  we  felt  that  our 
Huguenot  forefathers  should  be  held  in  continual  remem- 
brance, and  that  every  such  commemoration  of  their  heroic 
faith  and  suiferings,  and  of  their  struggle  for  freedom  of 
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ooDBcienoe,  most  tend  to  stien^hen  the  ties  which  hold 
together  their  deaoendants  on  whichever  aide  of  the  Atlantic 
they  may  be  foond.  After  the  Meeting  I  had  to  take  back 
the  medalB  to  be  monnted  by  Tiffany  in  a  manner  corre- 
sponding with  Bome  other  medals  the  Society  possesses,  and 
when  thev  are  finished  I  shall  finaUy  present  them  together 
with  the  fetter,  a  copy  of  which  is  appended  to  this  Beport. 

On  Thnraday  morning,  the  14th,  the  members  of  the 
Society  again  assembled  at  the  French  Church  for  a  short 
seryice  similar  to  that  of  the  previous  day,  and  for  the  read- 
ingof  more  papers. 

The  first  place  was  given  to  mine  on  the  French  Hosfntal. 
Perhaps  because  it  was  rather  in  contrast  with  the  purely 
histoncal  papers  which  had  been  read  the  day  before,  or  per- 
haps because  it  treated  of  an  institution  which  has  an  inherent 
inteiest  of  its  own,  and  yet  was  unknown  to  almost  eve  ly 
one  present,  the  paper  excited  a  good  deal  of  curiosity,  and  I 
have  since  had  to  answer  innumerable  questions  ahout  the 
Hospital  and  its  Gk>vemor8,  Directors,  Officers  and  Inmates. 
For  oetter  or  worse,  one  effect  of  my  paper  will  be  to  make 
the  French  Hospital  a  Huguenot  shrine  to  be  visited  by 
American  pil^i^mB  to  the  old  country ;  for  many  have  said 
it  is  one  of  the  first  places  they  shall  want  to  see  when  they 
next  go  to  London.  The  other  papers  read  on  Thursday 
were  on  the  Huguenot  settlements  in  different  parts  of 
America.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Committee  to  publish 
a  Bulletin  containing  a  coni])lf'te  account  of  this  Congress 
with  the  papers  more  or  less  in  full.  A  copy  will,  of  course, 
be  sent  to  our  Society  and  preserved  in  the  library. 

But  I  suppose  that  to  many  the  great  event  of  Thursday, 
if  not  of  the  whole  Congi'ess,  was  the  magnificent  dinner  at 
1  )elTiionico's,  at  which  about  250  of  the  elite  of  New  York 
and  of  the  Hugiu^not  settlements  in  America  were  present. 
Enthusiasts  gathered  from  all  parts  of  the  country,  as  well 
as  from  beyond  the  sea.  The  scene  was  really  most  brilliant. 
At  one  end  of  the  room  was  a  slightly  raised  dais,  at  which 
sat  the  new  President,  Mr.  de  I^eyster,  supported  on  either 
side  by  about  ten  delegates  or  most  distinguished  guests. 
M.  Weiss,  as  delegate  from  the  oldest  Society,  sat  on  the 
Prcjsident's  right  hand,  and  I,  in  virtue  of  my  representing 
the  Huguenot  Society  of  London,  on  his  left.  The  Bishop 
of  New  York  was  placi^d  between  Mr.  Hovenden  and  me, 
but  he  was  unfortunately  prevented  from  coming.  Mr. 
Belieroche  sat  beyond  M.  Weiss  on  the  other  side  of  the 

vol*.  VI. — no,  I.  B 
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Ghainnan.  The  whole  floor  of  the  large  room  was  oociipied 
hy  round  tables  of  varying  size,  at  which  parties  of  from  six 
to  twelve  people  sat.  The  decorations  of  the  room  itself  and 
of  the  separate  tables  were  superb,  and  of  coarse  the  genenX 
effect  was  greatly  heightened  by  the  large  proportion  of 
American  ladies  in  splondid  toilettes  and  glittenng  diamonds. 
Music  was  provided  by  the  orchestra  and  choir  of  Graoe- 
church;  the  cmshestra  performing  tiironghoat  the  dinner, 
and  the  choir  singing  between  the  giving  of  each  toast  and 
the  response  to  it.  The  Preaidentt  Mr.  de  Peyster,  has  a 
reputation  for  after-dinner  speaking,  second  only  to  that  of 
one  of  the  guests,  Mr.  Chaiincey  Depew.  They  were  both 
said  to  be  at  their  best  on  Thursday  evening.  Other  speakers 
were  Dr.  Van  de  Water  and  Mr.  William  K.  Dodge,  both 
splendidly  (iloquent  men,  and  Dr.  Baird.  To  listen  to  these 
accomplished  speakers  has  been  to  mo  perhaps  the  best 
intellectual  treat  of  my  life.  T  only  regret  that  with  such 
surroundings  the  task  of  speaking  tor  the  delei^mtes  from 
Europe  and  America  was  allotted  to  me.  I  did  my  best,  but 
with  a  consciousness  that  I  was  a  ])igmy  among  giants. 
Still  I  hope  that  T  made  good  the  record  of  our  Society,  and 
showed  the  ap]n-e('iation  T  really  felt  of  the  warmth  of  the 
welcome  extended  to  the  dele«^at<}s  from  all  parts  Ijy  the 
latter-day  Huguenots  of  New  York.  Tt  was  rather  a  ti-^nng 
position  to  stand  l)efore  that  great  assembly  with  the  English 
flag  draped  behind  me,  listenin^r  to  the  exquisite  siui^un^^  »>f 
our  national  anthem  by  the  choir,  and  with  the  feeling  that 
as  the  music  softened  into  silence  I  nmst  speak. 

I  cannot  pretend  to  report  the  speeches  I  so  nmch  enjoyed. 
Together  they  must  have  occupied  from  two  to  three  hours, 
but  I  think  they  will  all  appear  in  tlie  forthcoming  book. 

On  Friday  Mrs.  Lawton  and  the  English  group  were  in- 
vited to  lunch  by  Mr.  Marquand  in  his  ''house  beautiful  ". 
As  I  sat  at  table,  pictures  by  "Reynolds,  Hopner  and 
Lawrence,  all  portraits  of  sweet  women,  looked  down  upon 
me.  The  rooms  tliemselves  and  every  article  in  them  were 
works  of  the  choicest  art ;  vases,  sculptures,  paintings,  were 
on  every  side,  yet  all  in  the  most  perfect  accord  and  taste. 
The  piano  is  a  gem  and  is  said  to  have  cost  £10,000,  the 
case  Deing  decorated  with  paintings  by  Long  and  Tadema, 
and  beantifolly  carved.  In  the  panels  of  the  ceihng  are 
paintings  by  Leighton,  Long  and  Tadema.  It  was  quite 
bewildoinff  to  look  round  sach  a  house  of  inxnry,  and  yet 
the  general  tone  was  so  subdued  and  quiet  that  thero  was  no 
disom  of  fom  or  ecdour. 
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On  Saturday,  and  on  the  Monday  and  Tuesday  following, 
we  were  invited  to  other  receptions  and  social  gatherinj?8, 
but  T  fear  that  the  impression  already  f^iven  by  this  account 
is  that  the  Huguenot  Society  of  America  is  stronj^er  on  its 
Mx:ial  than  on  its  hterary  side.  It  must  be  remembered, 
homiver,  that  I  have  described  a  week  professedly  given  up 
to  social  meetings  and  to  hospitahty.  The  Society  has  un- 
doubtedly done  some  good  work  and  it  will  do  more.  It  has 
formed  uie  nueleas  of  a  Hbraiy  of  Huguenot  works  and 
othefB  besring  on  the  Hugu^ot  settlements  in  Amerioa.  I 
wsB  quite  sairoised  to  see  how  much  has  been  written  on 
this  Bobject.  i^nmbers  of  articles  have  also  appeared  in  the 
Tarioiu  magazines  and  newspapers,  and  these  are  cardhilly 
eoUectod  throng  a  press-agency  and  preserved.  Great  efforts 

I  too  are  made  to  have  the  pedigrees  of  all  members  of  the 
Society  accurately  worked  ont  from  Church  records  and 
other  authentic  documents.   The  weak  point  is  that  nearly 

I  the  whole  work  of  the  Society  during  the  last  three  years 
has  been  done  by  one  enthusiastic  lady,  Mrs.  Lawton.  It 

I  fleema  incredible,  but  she  has  spent  from  six  to  eight  hours  a 
day  regularly,  and  with  hardly  a  break  since  her  husband's 
death,  at  the  office  of  the  Society,  assisted  by  only  one  g^rl 
clerk  who  can  manage  a  type- writer,  but  who  cannot  write 
Bhorihand.  Besides  giving  her  time,  Mrs.  Lawton  appears 
to  provide  whatever  funds  are  needed  to  supplement  the 
sobacr^tions  to  the  Society.  I  was  informed  by  one  of  the 
Conmuttee  that  she  contributed  about  XnOO  towards  the  ex- 
penses of  this  Congress.  I  cannot  help  hoping  that  Mrs. 
Lawton  may  see  her  way  to  devolve  some  of  her  self-imposed 
duties  upon  some  well-educated  and  competent  man  who,  as 
he  gets  into  the  work,  will  imbibe  much  of  her  enthusiasm, 

I  ind  systematise  the  various  available  energies  which  now 
appear  to  be  working  spasmodically  for  the  Huguenot  Society

Mr.  E.  Bdleroche's  Report  on  the  Vwoeiliiuj  of  a  Huyuenot 
MonwneiU  at  New  Rochelle,  21th  April,  1898. 

I  was  the  only  one  of  the  four  European  delegates  present* 
and  the  American  Society  was  only  represented  by  three 
memhers.  On  arrival  at  New  Rocheile  Station  I  found  a 
good  muster  from  the  Westchester  County  Historical  Society 
with  their  President,  Mr.  Wood.  The  untiring  Mr,  Henry 
M.  Lester  was  ready  for  us  with  a  number  of  carriages,  and 
we  drove  at  once  to  a  lovely  promontory  on  the  Sound,  across 
which,  at  a  distance  of  five  miles,  we  could  see  Long  Island. 
Awaiting  us  were  the;  nu  iiihers  of  the  local  committees,  and 
after  a  few  introductions  and  the  singing  of  "  America,  or 
My  Country,  *ti8  of  Thee  "  (in  which  are  strains  from 
**  Grod  Save  the  Queen  the  Vicar,  the  "Rev.  W.  Canedy, 
said  very  few  words,  because,  although  the  weather  was 
bright,  the  wind  was  high  and  trying.  H(i  then  conducted 
to  the  Monument  Mrs.  Joseph  Lambden  of  Rochelle,  to 
whose  exertions  and  hl)eral  contributions  the  success  of  this 
memorial  is  mostly  due.  The  Monument  was  then  unveiled. 
It  is  a  huge  massive  block  of  granite  with  the  following  in- 
scription on  a  neat  brass  tablet  :  7o  coinmcmorate  the  comhuj 
of  ihe  Huguenots,    Erected  by  the  Mutoricai  Society  of  West- 
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€knUT  County.  (Below,  carved  in  the  stone)  The  gift  of 
HtngumuA  duemiaiiU$,  The  spot  is  thought  to  be  above  the 
beach  where  the  Hiifinienots  landed.  The  company  having 
adjourned  to  the  Tadit  Club  Honse,  the  Vicar  made  an  open- 
ing speech,  and  then  introdaced  me  and  asked  me  to  say  a 
few  words.  Knowing  that  Mr.  Wood  was  prepared  with  the 
mech  of  the  day,  I  contented  myself  with  apologies  for  the 
abeenoe  of  my  coUeacoes,  which  I  regretted  aU  the  more  that 
among  them  are  to  oe  fonnd  better  speakers  than  I  conld 
boast  to  be.  I  spoke  diortly  of  the  siege  of  La  Bochelle 
by  Kichelien,  and  then  Mr.  Wood  gave  his  address.  He 
was  followed  by  the  Hon.  Mr.  Dillon,  Supervisor  (a  Boman 
Gathohc),  who,  in  the  name  of  the  town,  accepted  the  custody 
of  the  Monument,  and  undertook  that  it  never  should  be  dis- 
turbed.   We  then  adjourned  for  refreshments.

In  offering  to  vou  Some  Notes  on  the  Eikon  BatiUke 
(Eucmv  Boo-iXiiv^),  with  a  Beferenoe  to  some  French  Transla- 
tions/' I  most  ask  yon  to  remember  that  on  many  points 
the  book  is  surrounded  with  uncertainty.  There  is  not 
much  cause  for  surprise  that  uncertainty  rests  on  the  author- 
ship of  the  book,  though  the  proofs  for  King  Charles  I.  being 
the  author  seem  to  some  of  us  to  be  increasmgly  convincing. 
"  Who  wrote  Eikon  Ba»%Uke  /  "  is  still  canvassed  with  the 
same  eagerness  at  the  present  time  as  it  was  a  few  years 
after  its  pubhcation.  It  appears  to  me  that  at  first  all 
writers  thought  of  the  king  as  the  author,  whether  they 
Uved  in  England  or  translated  the  book  into  French  ;  but  in 
a  very  short  time  political  interests,  personal  ambition  or 

Erivate  necessities  made  it  necessary  that  the  book  should  be 
rought  into  disrepute  as  a  defence  and  appreciation  of  the 
murdered  king,  or  it  offered  itself  as  a  tempting  prize,  if  the 
claim  to  be  its  autlior  could  bring  fame  and  position  to 
claimants  otherwise  undistinguished.  It  is  not  necessary 
for  me  to  mention  here  all  the  pros  and  cmis  for  the  king's 
authorship  or  for  Dr.  Gauden's.  You  will  not  expect  me  even 
to  run  through  all  the  publications  on  one  side  or  the  other, 
beginning  with  Milton's  Iconoclastcs,  or  The  Imaijc  Breaker^ 
and  going  on  to  The  Princelif  Pelican,  The  Ivuk/c  Unhrokeiiy 
Wagstaffe's  vindication  of  King  Charles,  the  silence,  or 
rather  the  mysteri(jus  words  of  Clarendon  on  the  subject, 
the  at  first  doubtful  judgment  of  Charles  II.  and  James  II.  as 
to  the  authorship  of  the  king,  followed  by  the  distinct  state- 
ment by  Charles  II.  that  the  book  was  written  by  his  father, 
the  statement  of  Levett  (the  page  of  the  royal  bed-chaml>er) 
that  he  saw  the  king  write  that  which  was  written  in  the 
book,  the  claim  of  Dr.  Gauden  to  be  the  author,  and  the 
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testimony  of  Mrs.  Gaxiden  to  the  same  eiffect,  the  defence  of 
Dr.  HoUmgworth  for  the  king's  authorship  and  his  state- 
ment "  that  (after  her  husband's  death)  Mrs.  Gauden  told  a 
lady  of  good  quality  that  she  had  a  great  concern  f  or  the 
eternal  state  of  her  husband,  because  he  pretended  that 
he  was  the  author  of  that  book,  when  to  her  knowledge 
he  never  wrote  it "  (Preface,  p.  zxtI.,  Miss  PhiUimore's 
edition  of  Etkan  BanUke,  1879). 

All  these,  and  many  more  names  and  treatises  concerned 
in  this  matter,  I  must  leave  to  your  personal  research,  only 
saying  that  I  have  never  quite  understood  why  more  notice 
has  not  been  taken  of  this  after-statement  by  Mrs.  Gauden. 
Bin  whoever  wishes  to  follow  this  controversy  must  read 
Dr.  Christopher  Wordsworth's  vohime.  Who  Wrote  ^Eckodp 
BeuTiXiKij  /  pubhshed  in  18*24,  a  most  elaliorate  statement,  all 
•  »n  the  side  of  the  king,  followed  by  further  proofs  to  the 
^^ame  effect  in  18'28.  At  p.  51  of  .1  Bihliviiraphy  of  the  Kinyt> 
Book,  or  Eikun  Basilikc,  Mr.  Almack  mentions  that  a  eorre- 
.spondcnt  writes  to  him  upon  this  matter  :  "  One  day,  at  the 
time  wiieu  Dr.  Wordsworth  was  engaged  u]K)n  his  wonder- 
ful letters  upon  the  subject,  he  fouud  on  his  desk  the  follow- 
ing pasquinade  : — 

*Who  wrote  the  IVho  Wrote  the  IcoH  BoiUiiu  f* 

'1/  sairl  the  Master  of  Trinityi 

'  With  my  little  abilitv, 
I  wrote  the  Xnb  WnUuU  lam  BtuiUkef**' 

1  refer  to  this  because  Mr.  Almack  does  not  mention  who 
is  supposed  to  be  the  author  of  this  epigram,  and  I  have  also 
found  other  forms  of  the  verse.  At  p.  79  of  Mr.  W.  Daven- 
port Adams'  English  Epigrams,  it  is  given  in  this  form : — 

**fFkofFfoUEikonBMiUket" 
''I/'  Mid  the  Master  of  Trinity, 

"  I,  with  niv  little  di\nnitv. 

Wrote  Who  Wrutt  Eihrn  Basilike  i  " 

This  is  attributed  to  Kichard  Whately  (1787-1863),  hut  it  is 
nuely  improbable  that  Archbishop  Whately  wrote  it  in  this 
form,  miless  in  sly  sarcasm  he  intended  to  represent  that 
after  reading  the  hook  he  could  only  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  author  of  Eikon  Basilike  was  Dr.  Wordsworth  him- 
self. Who  can  say  that  the  author  of  ilistorie  Doubts  Relative 
to  Napoleon  Buonaparte  may  not  have  had  some  s<  (  ret  dehght 
in  a&ing  to  the  confusion  of  this  question  V  There  are 
however  other  forms  of  the  epigram: — 
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**Who  wrote  fVho  IVroU  Icon  Ba^ike  ?" 
"I,"  said  Wordsworth,  Manter  of  Trinity, 
"I,"  said  the  Master,  willi  my  httlc  ability, 
"  I,"  said  Kit  Wordsworth,  Doctor  of  Divinity, 
wrote  fVho  WtaU  Icon  BamlikeV* 

The  last  form  of  this  epigram  which  I  have  heard  combines  . 
some  points  irom  aU  these : — 

"Who  wrote  Who  WtoU  Icon  BatOikef** 

"I,"  said  the  Master  of  Trinity, 

*•  I,  with  my  mental  ofnlity, 

i,  wilh  im  httle  diviiuty, 

I  wrote  iHo  fFrote  Icon  Banlikef** 

Yet  of  this  book  by  Dr.  CliristopluT  Wordsworth  a  review 
in  the  Qanrterly  of  1H*J5,  written  ]>y  Sonthey,  says,  "  b\>r 
more  than  a  century  and  a  lialf  the  authenticity  of  King 
C'harles  the  I*'u-st's  Meditations  has  been  from  time  to  time 
iinpuunied  an<l  vindicated  with  alternati'  triumph  :  the  dis- 
eovciK  s  ol  new  evideiU  f  have  furnished  new  topics  of  dis- 
pute; and  even  J  )r.  Wordsworl  ITs  essay,  eial^orate  as  it  is 
m  argujueiit  anil  copious  in  proof,  has  not  exhausted  the 
question,  nor  removed  its  dilliculties  **. 

Is  it  not  surprising  that  there  should  issut?  from  the  press, 
as  late  as  ISUO,  a  new  edition  of  A  Momhjraph  on  Milton, 
in  which,  as  Mr.  Scott  says  in  his  preface  to  his  edition  of 
the  Eikon  Biisihke,  *' is  a  i)rief  account  of  four  pages  of  Eikon 
Basilikt',  \\  \i('L\  in  are  reproduced  all  the  blunders  and  iiiisstate- 
ments  which  it  was  the  laborious  task  of  Dr.  Wordsworth, 
fifty  years  ago,  to  expose  and  confute.  Indeed  his  masterly 
letters  to  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  might  as  well  have 
never  been  written.  .  .  .  We  are  told  once  more  in  direct 
terms  that  the  book  vm  composed  by  Dr.  Gauden."  Tet  this 
monograph  was  written  by  a  late  head  of  a  College  at 
Oxford,  where  they  are  supposed  to  teach  the  rising  genera- 
tion fair,  masterly  and  accurate  views  of  history.  It  is 
equally  surprising  that  in  J.  B.  Green's  History  oj  the  EngUth 
People  (vol.  iii.,  p.  265, 1879),  I  read  "  Eikon  BasUike,  a  work 
really  due  to  the  ingenuity  of  Dr.  Gauden,  a  Presbyterian 
minister".  Could  you  divine  from  this  bald  statement  that 
Gauden  was  a  member  of  Cambridge  and  Oxford  Universities; 
that  he  took  the  deg^ree  of  Bach<  i  *r  of  Divinity ;  that  he  was 
benehct  d  in  iierkshire  and  Cambridgeshire ;  that  though  he 
was  claimed  as  a  Covenanter  in  1643  by  the  Presbyterians, 
he  himself  positively  denies  it,  and  was  afterwards  Bishop  of 
Exeter  and  Worcester.   But  then  Mr.  Green,  in  the  Index 
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to  the  fint  edition  of  his  history,  supposes  that  Bishop  Butler 
was  the  author  of  Hudibras,  so  that  his  ideas  of  authorship 
are  somewhat  hazy. 

It  is  evident  then  that  we  need  fresh  light  and  new 
evidence  on  this  question.  We  have  this  fresh  light  and 
this  new  evidence,  and  further  proof  for  the  king's  author- 
ship has  come  to  the  front.  The  skilful  research  and 
admirably  clear  statements  of  Mr.  Scott,  combined  with  the 
untiring  energy  and  the  enthusiastic  love  for  the  Eikon  Basi* 
like  of  Mr.  AJmack,  have  lately  produced  A  Bibliography  of  the 
fing's  Book,  or  Eikon  BaeUike,  in  which  elaborate  work  all 
who  have  an  interest  in  the  question  will  find  what  they 
want,  and  new  evidence  is,  no  doubt,  in  course  of  pre- 
piration. 

Mr.  Scott  has  grouped  his  new  evidence  under  six 

heafls  :  — 

1.  A  memorandum  of  Archbishop  Tt'nisf)n,  in  liis  copy  of 
Earle's  Latin  translation  now  in  the  Lambeth  Library, 
which  estaMi^lif's  on  the  evidence  of  an  pye-witness  the 
existence  ol  a  Naseby  copy  of  the  Eikon  BasUUce,  which  ex- 

tinfi^iiishes  Gauden's  claim. 

2.  A  letter  from  Sir  G.  Hatton,  Sir  R.  Browne.  Dean 
Cosin  and  Morley,  which  alludes  to  the  king's  original  manu- 
script as  still  in  existence. 

3.  A  letter  from  Charles  IT.  to  "NF.  Pt)rree,  ten  years 
later,  in  which  he  again  terms  the  Eikon  the  book  of  the 
late  kin^',  his  father. 

4.  The  orii^nnal  advertisem(»nt  of  a  new  edition  of  tiie 
work  in  Decemher.  IBHO,  published  by  iioyston,  wherein  it 
is  described  as  ihe  work  of  Charles  I. 

5.  The  tlirec  si  lrctioiis  from  Sir  E.  Nicholas  aft(;r 
from  the  kind'  s  book,  wht^re  he  quotes  not  from  a  printed 
book  but  a  manuscript  copy. 

6.  The  Enghsh  ori«^inai  of  John  Earle's  Latin  dedicatory 
letter  of  his  translation. 

Mr.  Ahuack's  fresh  information  is  too  vohiminous  for  me 
to  produce  here,  even  in  a  short  way.  Ptv^v  after  paj^^e  of  liis 
book  will  n  pay  the  study  of  it  by  those  w)io  are  desirous  to 
follow  out  the  question.  I  turn  therefore  to  a  reference  to 
the  French  versions  of  tlie  Kikon  BasUike. 

The  first  to  which  I  refer  is  No.  57  in  Mr.  Almack's 
book.  "  *EiKm»  BaaiXiKtj,  ou  Portrait  Roial  de  sa  Majesty 
de  la  Grande  Bretagne,  etc.  Imprimto  &  la  Hay,  Tan 
MDCXLIX."   Ifr.  Almack  adds  the  note :  '*  The  catalogaer 
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has  written  on  the  fly-leaf:  [Translated  by  D.  Caillon  of 
Boaen.  Porree's  translation  appears  to  have  been  only  a 
revision  of  this.]  "  I  have  compared  the  text  of  this  version 
with  M.  Porr6e'8  in  twelve  places  and  find  them  identical. 

Messrs.  Caillou  or  Cailloue  were  a  family  of  booksellers 
aivl  printers  at  Kouen,  who  came  to  England.  Denys 
Caillt)ue,  besides  this  translation  of  the  Eikon,  produced  a 
Prediction  of  the  Restoration  of  Charles  II.  to  His  Realms,  which 
was  published  at  Kouen  by  Jacq.  Cailloue,  and  a  translation 
in  167()  of  Boscobel,  or  an  abridgement  of  what  passed  after 
the  Battle  of  Worcester,  in  1(^51. 

In  Nos.  5-1  and  ^jT)  Mr.  Almack  gives  a  description  of 
M.  Porr^e's  translation,  "  'EiKUiv  Baa-ikiKrf,  Le  Portrait  du 
Roy  de  la  GramV  Bretaqrie,  etc.  Pubhshed  a  Bouen,  chez 
Jean  Berthehn.  MDCXXXXIX." 

By  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Fal)er  I  am  able  to  mention  some 
particulars  of  the  Porree  family,  obtained  from  M.  Emile 
Lesens,  who  has  sent  extracts  from  the  registers  of  the 
churches  of  Koucn-Quevilly  and  S.  Michel,  which  are  added 
in  full  as  a  supplement.  In  1611  (30th  Nov.)  Jean  Baptiste 
Porr6e,  who  was  a  linen  merchant,  was  married  to  Flori- 
monde  de  Piedeli^vre.  He  died  at  the  age  of  fifty-hve,  bat, 
with  other  children,  he  had  two  sons,  JeaD-Baptiste  and 
Jonas  Porrde.  Jean-Baptiate  Porree,  l^e  younger,  was 
baptised  in  1612,  and  in  1638  married  Fnm^ise  Tyndale. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  GoUege  of  Physicians  at  Bouen 
and  a  poet.  He  is  thought  to  have  resided  in  England  from 
1651  to  1657,  and  perhaps  was  again  in  England  from  1659 
to  1665,  and  he  had  been  for  some  time  ph3rsiGian  to  "King 
Charles  I.  in  England.  The  bnrial-plaoe  of  Jean-Baptiste 
Porree  is  not  known,  but  it  is  added,  without  doubt  he  was 
in  exile  from  his  native  land.  Jonas  Porree  was  baptised  in 
1619,  and  in  1663  married  Marthe  Morisse.  He  died  on 
Monday,  the  9th  of  December,  1685,  about  the  age  of  sixty- 
two.  Though  he  was  of  the  Reformed  Beligion,  he  was 
afterwards  converted  to  the  Eoman  faith,  and,  having  re- 
ceived the  sacraments,  died  in  the  Communion  of  the  Church 
Catholic,  Apostohc  and  Boman.  His  body  was  buried  in  the 
church  of  8.  MicheL  Then  follows  the  note :  On  the  3l8t 
October  the  Cuirassiers  arrived  at  Bouen,  and  the  forced 
conversions  at  once  began.  J.  Porree,  not  being  able  to  go 
into  exile  (he  was  no  doubt  already  ill  when  the  Cuirassiers 
arrived)  was  forced  into  desertion  of  his  faith  ".  A  work 
called  TraUd  des  Ancimmu  Ceremomea  was  attributed  to  Jonas 
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Porr^e,  but  it  seems  only  because  his  name  appeared  at  the 
end  of  a  dedication  to  Charles  11.  Lucas  Jansse  was  the 
principal  author  of  this  treatise. 

In  the  catalogue  of  the  library  of  M.  C.  Leber,  toni.  iii., 
p.  251,  under  the  entry  of  Eikon  Basilike,  translated  by 
Porr^e,  Paris,  Loys  Vendome,  1649,  these  words  occur : 
"  Dr.  Gauden,  editor  of  the  work,  was  one  of  those  to  whom 
it  had  been  attributed ;  but  the  judgment  of  disinterested 
men  and  of  the  better  historiana  had  given  the  honour  to 
the  illnstrioos  victim  whose  name  it  bears.  I  do  not  know 
why  M.  Barbier  grants  it  in  this  dry  way  to  Gauden,  without 
the  least  mention  of  the  contrary  opinion  of  Hume,  who  had 
taken  the  trouble  to  examine  the  question."  Which  of 
these  two  brothers,  Jean-Baptiste  or  Jonas,  is  the  translator 
of  the  Eikm  BaiiUke,  I  do  not  feel  competent  to  decide  on 
the  evidence  at  hand.  One  was  intimately  connected  with 
the  English  Court  for  years ;  the  other  had  the  credit  of 
bdng  an  author.  I  have  looked  through  the  lists  of  names 
taken  from  the  registers  mentioned  in  Bums'  History  of  the 
Fvrei'jn  Refugus^  and  in  the  register  of  Sandtoft  Chapel, 
Lincolnshire,  which  was  carefully  kept  from  1641  to  1681, 
I  find  the  name  of  Matthew  Porree,  but  the  name  is  no- 
where else  in  the  book.  It  is,  however,  interesting  to 
find  from  the  extracts  from  the  registers  of  Kouen  that  in 
1706  and  1710  two  children,  Robert  Dugard  and  Marie- 
Anne  Dugard,  were  baptised  in  the  Eglise  Cathohque  St. 
Andre  de  la  Ville.  These  were  the  children  of  Robert 
DuiJ^ard  and  Fran(;oise-Marie  Porree,  who  was  the  daughter 
of  Jean  and  Marie  Ferrant  ;  so  that  the  descendants  of 
M.  Porree  were  united  with  the  descendants  of  William 
Du«^ard,  whose  initials,  G.  D.,  Guliehnns  Dugard,  appear 
at  the  bottom  of  the  verses  attached  to  the  frontispiece  of 
the  Eikon  BasUike  (reprinted  in  K.M.,  a.d.  1648).  He  was 
"  the  learned  printer  and  master  of  the  Merchant  Taylors' 
School,  who  was  utterly  ruined  at  tlie  time  for  the  part 
he  took  in  printing  the  king's  book  "  (Preface  'to  Miss 
PhiUimore's  reprint  of  the  Eikon  BasUike,  p.  i\x.).  I  turn 
DOW  to  No.  50  in  Mr.  Ahuack's  Bihluuiraphy.  The  title  of 
this  hook  is  Lcs  Memoircs  du  feu  Roy  dc  la  GraiuV  Bretatjue, 
Charles  Premier,  escrits  dc  sa  propre  viain  dans  sa  jirison.  On 
il  est  vwnstre'  que  le  livrc  iyititule  "  Portrait  du  Roy  dc  la  (hand' 
Bretagne,"  est  un  Livre  apost^  d-  diifainatoire.  Trad u its  dc 
I'An/flois  en  nostre  laiigiie,  Par  le  sieur  dc  Marsys.  The  date  is 
MDCXLIX.    In  the  frontispiece  the  king  is  represented 
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looking  to  the  left  and  kneeling  on  both  knees,  with  a  crown 
of  thorns  in  his  l  i^^ht  hand  and  his  own  crown  on  the  ground, 
hnt  the  crown  in  the  clouds  above,  which  had  existed  in  the 
English  edition,  is  not  there.  Complaint  of  this  is  made  by 
Charles  11.  in  a  letter  to  Sir  Bichard  Brown  :  **  He  takes 
away  the  crown  of  glory  which  was  in  the  English  and  Liatin 
copies"  (Almack's  Bibliography  of  the  King't  Book,  p.  184). 
At  the  bottom  of  the  frontispiece  occur  the  following  verses, 
which  I  have  been  unable  to  trace  to  their  source  : — 

Clirihte  jubes  pereut  ^ennuis  onerata  corona, 
Spinea  nobiUor  sanguine  facta  tuo  est. 

Mr.  Alinack  says  of  tliis  book:  "This  is  tht^  Ilut;iion<>t 
v(Tsion,  edited  by  the  ]\onuui  Catholics  in  order  to  expose 
the  falseness  (tf  the  translation 

l)e  Marsys,  however,  elaiiiis  to  have  made  a  translation  of 
his  own  from  tln^  I'jiLrlisli.     I  have  tested  in  many  ])laces 
M.   rornn's  translation    with    De    Marsys'.     The  brads 
of  the  chapters  are.  witli  very  few  exet  ptions,  (htVen  ntly 
translated   from   iM.    Porrt'-e's  book,  and  in   almost  <  V(  ry 
chapter  tlie  translation  of  the  text  has  diilerenees.  W't- 
must  then,  I  tbmk.  allow  that  De  Marsys  made  a  V(  rsion  of 
his  own.    Of  De  Marsys'  personal  history,  I  have  b*  <  n  able 
to  obtain  next  to  nothing.     He  says  that  he  resided  iu 
En^dand,  and  in  the  letter  to  Sir  R.  Brown  he  is  said  to 
have  "  taken  his  licentious  liberty  to  stile  himselfe  Interprete 
and  Maistre  pour  la  langue  Fran^oise  du  Boy  d'Anglcterre 
B(?j.;nant  a  present  et  de  son  Altese  Boyale,  Monsoi^eur  le 
Due  dTorke''  (Almack,  p.  133),  a  claim  which  Charles  II. 
repudiates.    He  seems  to  a  certain  extent  familiar  with 
some  English  books,  for  he  mentions  that  James  I.  wrote 
essays,  "  sur  le  dessein  qu'il  avoit  de  reconcilier  les  Eglises 
Chrestionnes/'  and  mentions    c*et  ouvrage,  .  .  .  que  le 
Boy  Jacques  laissa  a  ses  enfans  qu*il  nomme  don  Boyal/* 
but  every  now  and  then  in  correcting  M.  Porrec's  expressions 
he  shows  his  knowledge  of  the  meaning  of  English  words  is 
not  complete.    In  the  English  Eikon  Basilike,  for  instance, 
chap.  XV.,  sec.  46  (42  in  De  Marsys),  the  words  run,  "  all  the 
odious  reproaches  which  impotent  malice  can  invent  M. 
I'nrr^e  translates  this  by  "malice  impuissante,"  and  De 
Marsys  corrects  him  by  "malice  elfrenee       Bnt  his  great 
object  in  his  Advertissement  is  to  show  that  M.  Porree's 
translation  entirely  misrepresents  the  king's  religion;  that 
M.  Porree  by  hia  false  translations  and  animus  had  made 
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out  the  king  to  be  a  Huguenot,  while  in  reality,  in  De 
Marsys'  opinion,  "  ce  Prince  est  en  qtielque  fa^on  Martyr  de 
YEghse  Cfttholiqae ".    He  continues:  "Si  Thomas  Morns 
€ft  Mart3rr,  parce  qu'il  a  perdu  la  teste  pour  la  defense  de  la 
superiority  du  Pape,  pouK^uoy  ce  Prince  ne  le  sera-il  pas, 
pais  qu'avec  la  teste  il  a  perdu  la  Couronne,  pour  n'avoir 
pss  voulu  consentir  a  la  persecution  des  Catiioliques,  a  la 
mort  burhBure  des  Prestes,  k  la  propagation  du  Calvinisme  & 
des  autres  Sectes,  &  pour  avoir  defendu  la  dignity  Episcopale, 
paroe  qn'elle  est  d'institution  divine,  pour  Prieres  reglees,  & 
tooB  les  autres  beaux  restes  de  I'eglise  Catholique,  qui  e»tr)ieiit 
aatant  d'acheminemens  a  une  heureuse  reconciliation  At 
p.  180 of  Mr.  Alniack's  book  you  will  find  a  \vttor  iiK'ntioiied,  in 
cODBeqnence  of  which  Sir  C.  Hntton,  Sir  R.  Brown,  Dean  Cosin 
and  M  or  ley,  Bishop  of  Winchester,  all  resident  in  Paris, 
sou^'ht  to  have  an  interview  wnth  De  Marsys,  and  found 
great  difficulty  in  dr>in«:r  so.    When  they  met  him  they  de- 
manded why  he   mH^  (]  M.  Porree's  book  "  Aposte  et  Diffama- 
toire,"  and  why  lui  had  so   vihfied  that  edition,  which  he  knew 
his  Majesty  that  now  is  had  well  accepted  of  ".    To  this  and 
other  points  of  mistranslation  and  misrepresentation  De 
Marsys  made  no  satisfactory  explanation,  and  on  p.  188  of 
Mr.  Almack's  book  you  will  find  tliat  Charles  TT.  command(^d 
I>e  Marsys'  book  "  to  be  pultliquely  burnt  in  our  Isle  of 
Jersey  by  the  Plandc  of  tin-  Con)m()n  Han^'nian,"  and  ^'ave 
order  for  a  new  translation  and  (nlition  of  the  F/ikon  I>nsilike, 
"to  he  prepared  and  set  forth  l)y  M.  Testard,  one  of  the 
Pastors  of  Bloys,  an  al)le  man,  and  well  ati'eeted  both  lo 
'»ur  I  Jessed  tVather's  Honour  and  ours  and  to  the  wdtan^  of 
tlu-  Ciuirch  of  Knj^dand        Then  follow  three  pa^a-s  full  of 
char^'es  a^'ainst  De  Marsys  of  mistranslations,  misrepresenta- 
tions, of  false  and  slanderous  passaj^es  in  his  book.  De 
Marsys  must  have  been  a  bitter  and  unscrupulous  controver- 
sialist.    He  was  the  author  of  IJi-stoire  de  la  Persecution 
pretenle  des  Catholujnes  d^Angleterre,  which  Queen  Henrietta 
Maria  flung  away  as  she  was  reading  it,  on  account  of  the 
false  charges  against  her  honour  in  the  dedication  to  herself. 
I  think  that  I  must  leave  M.  De  Marsys  to  Charles  n.'s 
common  hangman  and  pass  on  to  my  concluding  words. 

I  haye  thought  that  it  would  he  interesting  to  try  and  find 
flCRne  answer  to  the  question,  What  was  it  that  caused 
80ch  interest  in  the  Eikon  BeuUike  among  the  French,  if  not 
to  the  whole  nation,  yet  certainly  special  interest  to  the 
Huguenots?    What  were  ^e  causes  which  led  to  4000 
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copies  of  M.  Porr^e's  translation  being  sold  within  twelve 
months  after  the  king's  death  ?  In  the  fiist  place,  I  tliink 
the  shock  of  the  king's  execution  was  much  greater  to  people 

at  the  time  than  we  can  estimate  at  this  distant  date.  "We 
certainly  see  that  it  enlisted  83rmpathy  in  England  towards 
the  kiii^,  and  there  must  have  heen  thousands  who  were  op- 
posed to  him  who  never  anticipated  that  he  would  be  exe- 
cuted. We  see  this  in  what  happened  at  the  kin<^'*s  trial  and 
also  in  what  is  recorded  in  private  diaries.  At  the  trial,  when 
the  name  of  Fairfax,  the  Lord-General,  was  called,  no  one 
answered,  but  on  its  l)eincr  repeated  a  voice  was  heard  to  say  : 
"He  has  more  wit  than  to  l)e  here  "  ;  and,  when  later  on,  the 
charge  a^^ainst  the  king  was  stated  to  be  "on  behalf  of  the 
people  of  England,"  a  voice  exclaimed  :  "  No,  not  the  half  of 
the  people — it  is  false  !  Where  are  they  or  their  consents  ?  *' 
(The  Trials  of  Charles  the  First,  published  by  Murray  in  1845). 

Tt  is  not  so  long  ago  that  in  reading  the  manuscript  diary 
of  Sir  Thomas  Mainwaring,  I  came  to  the  30th  of  January, 
ir)4H-49.    It  was  his  custom  to  put  down  on  many  days 
"nothing  remarkable".    He  was  a  follower  and  supporter 
of  Cromwell,  but  when  the  news  of  the  king's  death  reached 
him  in  Chesliire,  he  scratched  out  "  nothing  remarkable  " 
and  wrote  over  it,  "On  tins  day  Cluirlcs  T.  was  murthered 
The  fact  that  Charles'  Queen  was  a  l-'renchwoman  must, 
no  doubt,  have  aroused  some  interest  in  his  btlialf,  and  the 
strong  praise  of  Charles  by  De  Marsys,  though  used  for  his 
own  purposes,  shows,  I  think,  that  the  sufferings  of  the  kin^ 
had  excited  sympathy  in  quarters  which  would  not  have 
been  otherwise  attracted  by  him.   There  was,  as  well,  a 
strong  f(  c  ling  of  the  Enghsh  towards  the  Protestants  in 
France.  The  sailors  who  had  been  sent  to  Bochelle  in  1625 
dechned  to  serve  against  the  place.    Their  commander, 
Pennington,  declared  that  he  would  rather  be  hanged  in 
England  for  disobedience  than  fight  i^ainst  his  .brother 
Protestants  in  France.   The  Duke  of  Buckingham,  under 
an  excuse,  persuaded  them  to  return  to  Dieppe,  but  when 
they  found  that  they  had  been  deceived,  Sir  Ferdinando 
Gorges  broke  away  and  returned  to  England,  while  the 
officers  and  sailors  of  the  other  ships  immediately  deserted 
(Hume's  Hisiory  of  Ewjlniid,  vol.  vi.,  p.  '208). 

And  when,  in  1()27,  Soubize,  a  leader  of  the  Huguenots, 
came  to  London  to  sohcit  their  protection  by  Charles,  he 
represented  that  the  reformed  in  France  cast  their  eyes  on 
Charles  as  the  head  of  their  faith,  .  .  .  that  so  long  as  their 
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party  subsisted  Charles  mi'^ht  rely  on  their  attachiruMit  as 
much  as  on  that  of  his  own  subjects"  (Hume's  nislmi/  of 
Ewilaml,  vol.  vi.,  p.  285).  With  some  interruptions  and 
misunderstandings  the  Hu^enots  and  other  forei«,ni  Pro- 
testants have  traditions  of  protection  and  welcome  from 
Edward  I.,  Bichard  m.,  Edward  YI.,  Queen  Elizabeth, 
James  I.  and  Charles  I.  The  distaste  which  at  first  was 
felt  by  French  Protestants  towards  CromweU's  Government 
•nive  way  before  his  intercessions  to  European  powers  on 
liehaif  of  the  persecuted,  but  an  extract  from  Agnew's  Exiles 
frtm  France  will  show  how  strong  at  one  time  was  the  bond 
between  them  and  the  Boyal  canse.  He  says :  "  The  most 
celebrated  writers  against  the  execution  of  Charles  I.  were 
French  Protestants.  .  .  .  The  name  of  Claudius  Salmasius 
was  in  French  Claude  Saumaise.  It  was  his  attack  on  the 
executioners  of  Ein^  Charles  that  drew  forth  John  Milton's 
first  defence  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Enfrland.  More 
notably  conn*  ct< d  with  the  Protestants  of  France  is  the 
name  of  Du  Mouhn,  latinized  Molinoeus.  Two  sons  of  the 
great  Freneh  pastor  of  that  name  adopted  Kuf^'bind  as  their 
country  and  both  abjured  Presbyterianism,  Louis  becoming 
an  Independent  and  Pierre  becoming  an  Episcopalian  cler^- 
man.  The  former,  while  clearinj^  all  relifjious  parties  of  the 
j^uiit  of  the  kin</'s  murder,  was  a  polemical  author  against 
the  ]\ii<^dish  Presbyterians.  The  latter,  .  .  .  wrote  the 
curious  httle  book,  for  whose  title-pa«^^e  the  printer  contri- 
buted his  blood-red  ink,  to  impress  upon  the  reader  that 
the  kin^j's  blood  was  cryin«^  from  the  o^round  for  vengeance. 
•  Ke^q.s  Sanguinis  Clamor  ad  caelum  ad  versus  parricidas 
AJi<;iicanos.' " 

I  ((.*el  certain  that  in  time  fresh  evidence  will  be  won  from 
N  tters  in  private  collections,  from  the  stores  of  the  J^ritisb 
Museum,  from  information  on  the  r)ther  side  of  tlie  Cbanncl, 
[)erhapH  from  documents  in  cathedral  or  other  libnirif^s,  to 
^ttle  the  (juestion  of  the  authorship  of  the  FJkmi  Bii.silikc, 
finally  and  conclusively.  Th(;re  was  in  Cromwell's  time  a 
>tatue  of  (.'liarles  1.  in  the  Exchange.  This  was  thrown 
down,  and  on  the  pedestal  was  inscribed,  "Exit  tyrannus, 
Regum  ultimus  "  (Hume's  History  uf  Emjland,  vol,  vii.,  p. 
151) ;  but  in  this  royal  year  of  1897  we  are  not  going  to 
obliterate  the  constitational  regal  throne.  In  Charing  Cross 
there  now  stands  a  statue  of  Charles  I.,  which,  as  dOth 
January  comes  round,  is  decorated  by  devoted  sympathisers. 
That  statue  has  a  very  remarkable  history  of  its  own.  It  is 
yoifc  VL — ^NO.

the  work  of  Huhort  Tjc  Siuair,  and  *'  Wal]>()le  narrate 's  that 
it  was  sold  hy  thi^  J'arlianicnr  to  one  John  Kivct,  a  brazier, 
Hvini,'  at  the  Dial  near  Holl)urn  Conduit,  with  strict  orders 
to  break  it  to  pieces.  Instead  of  doin«^'  this  he  concealed  it 
in  the  vaults  under  the  Church  of  8t.  Paul,  Covent  (harden, 
and  making  some  brass  handles  for  knives,  and  producing' 
them  as  fra^ents  of  the  statue,  realised  a  large  sum  by 
their  sale,  as  well  to  Royalists  who  bought  them  from  love 
of  the  king,  as  to  rebels  who  saw  in  them  a  mark  of  their 
triumph.  At  the  Restoration  this  statue  was  mounted  on 
its  present  pedestal "  {Walks  in  London,  by  Augustus  Hare, 
vol.  i.,  p.  3).  May  we  not  hope  that  in  time  pr(X»f8  may 
come  from  their  concealment  to  show,  vnth  a  clearness 
which  will  satisfy  all,  that  Charles  I.  is  the  royal  author  of 
the  Eikon  Banlike  ?

It  wiil,  I  think,  be  readily  conceded  that  an  inquin^  into  the 
oiigiii  and  early  history  of  the  French  Hospital  lies  well 
wiuiin  the  ran^e  of  subjects  proposed  for  investigation  by 
the  HucriK^not  Society  of  London.  It  may  also  be  assumed 
that  the  story  of  this  splendid  and  lasting  memorial  of 
Ho^enot  piety  will  have  a  strong  personal  mterest  for  our 
Fellows,  some  of  whom  as  governors  or  directors  are 
charj^ed  with  its  present  administration,  while  many  others 
are  related  to  present  or  past  directors,  and  some,  I  believe, 
can  even  claim  descent  from  the  actual  founders  of  the 
hospital. 

Thtjse  of  us  who  have  exalted  the  study  of  Huguenot 
history"  ahuost  into  a  cuitr  need  noremmding  of  the  influence 
whieli  long  years  of  persecution  had  in  forming  the  character 
af  the  later  liugueutjts,  nor  of  the  desperate  e(mdition  in 
uhu-h  they  were  placed  by  the  Be  vocation  of  the  Edict  of 
Nantes. 

Towards  the  close  nt  the  seventeenth  century  there  could 
scarct'ly  have  been  one  Protestant  family  left  in  France  who 
^lad  nut  given  martyrs  to  the  iaith,  or  a  single  Protestant 
who  lia«]  not  felt  in  one  or  other  of  its  many  hideous  forms 
prrs*-cution  on  account  of  his  religion.  Thousands  had  been 
exjled  from  France  by  special  decrees  of  banishment,  and 
t*ris  of  th(msands  had  fled  from  the  still  more  cruel  edi<-ts  of 
LuUis  XIV.  These  may  be  counted  the  happiest  ainnng 
iheir  fellows.  F^r  ihmughout  France  the  wheel,  the  gallows 
ind  the  stake  Imd  claimed  thtur  victims.  Houses  were  still 
•Insoiate  that  had  heen  ruined  by  the  nit.s.sujnnaLres  bottf-s,  the 
coilegea  and  convents  were  tilled  with  children  torn  irum 
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their  parents  to  be  brought  up  in  the  king's  religion ,  the 
gaols  were  overflowing  with  prisoners  for  conscience  sake, 
and  the  galleys  were  thronged  with  forgats  pawr  la^  foi — 
devout  men  condemned  to  a  life  of  slavexy  for  the  crime  of 
proclaiming  that  liberty  wherewith  Clmst  hath  made  us  free. 

In  all  their  trials  &e  Huguenots  had  paid  the  closest 
attention  to  the  education,  most  of  all  to  the  religious  edrica- 
tion,  of  their  children.   With  the  chief  books  of  the  Sible 
all  were  familiar.   It  was  an  almost  universal  custom  for  the 
children  of  the  family  to  learn  daily  a  psalm  or  a  chapter 
from  the  New  Testament,  so  that  in  time  the  ordinazy 
speech  of  the  people  fell  into  the  BibUcal  form  and  consisted 
largely  and  often  unconsciously  of  quotations  from  the 
Scriptures.   Their  religious  belief  was  thus  formulated  with 
startling  clearness,  and  it  engendered  the  very  Rtrongest 
sense  of  personal  responsibility,  each  man  believing  that  he 
stood  face  to  face  witli  his  Maker,  with  no  authority  inter- 
vem'n^.   Consequently  their  lives  and  actions  were  governed 
by  prmciple,  not  by  impulse ;  they  were  honest  and  tmthfu/ 
on  principle,  industrious  and  painstaking  on  principle, 
sympathetic  and  compassionate  on  principle. 

We  know  that  among  the  refugees  who  were  cast  upon 
our  shores  many  in  an  ecstasy  of  (latitude  to  Almighty  Q-od 
fell  upon  their  knees,  and,  passionately  kissing  the  soil 
of  this  tree  laud,  dedicated  their  newly  ^ven  lives  afreah  to 
God  and  to  His  service. 

Our  soul  is  escaped  "  (we  can  almost  hear  thom  crjring) 
*'  even  as  a  bird  out  of  the  snare  of  the  fowler,  the  snare  is 
hroken  and  we  are  delivered,  therefore  unto  Tliee,  O  God, 
will  we  pay  our  vows,  unto  Thee  will  we  t;ive  thanks.*' 

Now.  the  Hiii:uenot«  were  by  no  means  the  sort  of  people 
to  ery  unto  (4od  in  their  tronhh*  and  to  forget  Hini  when  lie 
had  delivered  them  out  of  then*  distress.  In  spiritual  as  in 
secular  tliiniis,  wliat  th(\v  liad  promised  that,  God  helpin«^^ 
them,  they  ])erl()rmed,  and  aee()rdin<^dy  we  find  that  as  many 
of  the  refuL^ees  heL.^•^n  to  prosper  in  their  new  country  tliey 
^^ave  practical  expi-cssion  to  their  i^ratitude  hy  showing'  an 
extraordinary  amount  oi  heipiuiness  to  their  less  iortuuate 
brethren. 

Tn  the  very  early  days  of  the  imTniLrnition  arran^(^]neTits 
Were  nia<le  for  the  reee[)tion  of  the  refui^a-t-s  on  their  landm^^ 
and  for  passin^^  th(^m  on  to  their  desin'd  destination,  while  in 
London  couniiittees  were  formt:d  for  lu  lpin*,' the  new-coiuta-s 
to  lind  relatives  and  friends  who  had  akeady  arrived,  for 
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gtoaging  together  refagees  from  the  same  districts  in  France 
(so  as  occasionally  even  to  reunite  con^egations  under  their 
old  pastors),  for  finding  suitable  employment  and  providing 
suitable  tools  for  those  who  could  work,  and  for  tending  the 
sick,  infinii  and  aged  who  were  helpless  strangers  in  a 
strange  land. 

So  the  actual  origin  or  germ  of  the  French  Hospital  is,  I 
think,  to  be  discerned  in  the  spirit  of  self -dedication  to  which 
1  have  referrerl  Tlie  germ  grew  with  the  exercise  of  that 
spirit.  The  blade  first  became  visible  when  resolve  crystal- 
lised into  action,  and  many  of  the  more  prosperous  refugees 
devoted  themselves  to  dispc^nsing  the  royal  bounty  and  their 
own  anion«_'  their  suffering  brethren.  It  developed  into  the 
tender  plant  when  Jacques  de  (4atigny  l)y  his  will  befjueathed 
£UKK)  for  providing  bed  and  board  for  at  least  twelve  of  the 
I>oort'St  sort  of  his  nation.  The  plant  grew  under  the 
enthusiastic  care  of  (latigny's  executor,  Philippe  Menard, 
who,  after  a  brief  nt^gotiation  with  tht;  city  of  London, 
which  happily  failed,  trtatcd  the  Ixiquest  rather  as  a 
suggestion  of  what  was  needed  than  as  a  provision  of 
a<lequate  relu'f  ;  and  who,  with  the  help  of  his  friends  and 
fellow-commissioners  for  the  adnjinistration  of  the  royal 
Ixmnty,  ('lab()rat«'d  a  scheme  for  a  kind  of  Sorirfr  di'  Bien- 
fai.siuu'v,  liUAing  for  its  chief  feature  a  hospice  for  the 
reception  of  a  consi(leral)le  number  of  the  poor  sick  and 
infirm  among  the  exiles.  Lastly,  the  full  corn  in  the  ear 
was  reached  when  Menard  and  his  friends,  having  bought 
land  and  made  good  progress  with  their  buildings,  petitioned 
the  king  for  a  Charter  of  Incorporation  to  give  staoihty  and 
permanence  to  tiie  new  charity,  and  their  petition  was 
granted. 

The  institution  so  incorporated  differed  as  widely  from 
that  contemplated  by  G&tigny  as  the  ripe  com  differs  from 
the  springing  blade. 

Thus  uie  generally  accepted  tradition  that  the  French 
Hospital  owes  its  existence  solely  to  the  bequest  of  Jacques 
de  GAtigny  will  not,  I  think,  bear  the  test  of  strict 
investigation. 

For  the  origin  of  the  institution  we  must  look  far  behind 
the  will  of  Giitigny,  even  t  >  the  very  moment  of  landing  on 
our  shores  of  many  of  the  Huguenot  refugees. 

For  the  deveioptnent  of  G&tigny's  kindly  but  crude 
project  we  must  watch  the  action  of  his  colleagues  on  the 
committee  charged  with  the  administration  of  the  royal 
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bounty,  notably  that  of  his  friend  and  execntor,  Philippe 
Menard. 

I  propose  this  evening  to  follow  the  evolution  of  the 
French  Hospital  through  these  stages — to  make  such  slight 
reference  as  time  will  permit  to  the  governor,  deputy- 
^vemor,  and  some  of  the  other  thirty-seven  directors  named 
m  the  charter,  and  to  give  some  account  of  the  working  of 
the  institution  up  to  the  death,  in  1737,  of  Philippe  Menard, 
its  first  chaplain,  its  first  secretary,  I  had  almost  said  its 
practical  founder. 

Since  1681  briefs  had  occasionally  been  issued  by  the 
reif^ning  monarch  of  this  country  for  collections  towards  the 
roli(>f  of  the  French  Protc^stant  refugees,  that  of  March, 
1685-(),  is  especially  noticeable  as  having  been  issued  by 
James  11.  under  the  strong  pressure  of  pubHc  opinion  and 
entirely  a*^ainst  his  own  inclination.  That  which  was 
ordered  l)y  WiUiam  and  Mary  in  1694  was  continued  until 
1702,  and  tliere  were  others  later.  The  collections  made  in 
the  churches  tlirouj^'liout  the  country  in  response  to  thesc^ 
briefs,  though  very  large,  were  still  inadecjuate  to  provide 
for  the  needs  of  the  enormous  numlxTof  necessitous  Frencli 
Protestants  who  fled  to  our  shores  from  the  dire  persecutions 
then  raLfin*^^  in  France.  The  collections  were  accordingly 
supplemented  by  occasi()nal  Parliamentary  ;^Tants  and  hy 
gifts  from  the  privy  purse  of  the  sovereign.  Mary,  Queen 
of  William  III.,  set  aside  £15.000  a  year  from  her  jointure 
for  the  reli(if  of  the  pour  French  Protestants.  At  her  death 
William  reli<,nously  maintained  this  and  other  of  her 
heneTactions  ;  and  Queen  .\ime  on  her  accession  expressly 
declared  her  intention  of  continuing  the  annual  gift  of  her 
predecessor  to  the  poor  French  refugees.  At  her  death, 
however,  it  was  found  to  be  over  two  years  m  arrear,  but 
the  arrears  were  made  up  and  the  grant  c<mtiniied  by 
George  I.,  at  least  until  after  the  date  of  the  charter  of  the 
French  Hospital. 

So  that  during  the  ten  years,  from  1706  to  1718  (which  we 
may  call  the  incubation  period  of  the  French  Hospital), 
in  addition  to  any  pensions  included  in  the  general  pension 
list,  a  sum  of  £15,000  a  year  (when  not  in  arrear)  from  the 
rivy  purse,  supplemented  by  collections  in  the  churches  and 
y  gifts  from  the  wealthier  refugees  and  their  English 
sympathisers,  was  distributed  among  the  poor  sick  emd 
infirm  French  Protestants  or  expended  for  their  benefit. 
These  combined  funds  were  known  by  the  common  but 
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insufficient  name  of  the  **  Royal  Bounty,"  and  they  were 

dispensed  by  two  French  comniittees  working  under  and 
directly  responsible  to  English  Lords  CJommissioners  ap- 
pointed by  the  Crown.  The  first  was  called  the  Clerical 
Committee,  and  was  specially  charged  with  the  relief  oi  the 
distressed  pastors  and  the  maintenance  of  their  churches  ; 
the  seconfl  was  called ^the  Lay  Committ(!c,  and  to  their  care 
the  f^eneral  body  of  the  refa<(ees  was  assit^nied. 

It  is  plain  from  a  variety  of  records  that  these  committees 
worked  to'_rether  for  the  common  good,  and  tliis  in  spite  of 
n'U  infrequent  complaints  «)f  malversation  and  favouritism 
whirh  in  such  circumstances  are  almost  inevitable.  It 
ai)pear6  that  latterly  the  two  committees  were  merged  into 
one. 

In  the  year  17U8,  and  perhaps  for  some  six  or  seven 
years  earlier,  Jacques  de  (latigny  was  a  member  of  the  Lay 
Committee.  Born  in  France?,  he  fled  at  the  Kevocation  to 
Holland  ;ind  entered  the  service  of  the  l^rince  of  Orange,  and 
n  that  prince  came  over  to  lOngland  in  1^88  we  find 
Gatigny  in  his  suite  as  Master  of  the  Buckhounds.  He 
seems  to  have  attended  his  old  master,  now  William  III.  of 
England,  in  all  his  campaigns. 

In  the  year  1700  (latigny  was  awarded  a  hfe  pension  of 
£500  per  annum.  One  account  I  have  read  states  that  he 
was  pensioned  for  his  gallant  conduct  at  the  Boyne.  It 
seems  strange  that  the  recognition  of  his  gallantry  should 
ha?e  been  so  long  delayed,  but  then  I  believe  that  instances 
are  not  unknown  even  in  this  onr  day  of  still  longer  intervals 
than  ten  years  separating  the  gallant  deeds  of  our  soldiers 
and  sailors  from  their  well-merited  reward.  It  is  probable 
that  G&ti^;^  retired  from  public  service  on  his  return  from 
Ireland ;  it  is  certain  that  as  one  of  the  committee  for  the 
distribution  of  the  royal  bounty  he  devoted  the  last  years  of 
his  life  to  the  amelioration  of  the  condition  of  his  f(  How- 
exiles.  In  connection  with  this  work  he  first  met  PhiUppe 
Menard,  one  of  the  Clerical  Committee,  who  later  became 
his  great  friend  and  ultimately  his  executor.  The  provisions 
of  G&tigny's  will  grew  naturally  out  of  his  most  absorbing 
pursuit. 

The  city  of  London  had,  among  many  other  acts  of  kind- 
ness to  the  refugees,  pennitted  them  the  use  for  their  sick 
and  infirm  of  a  house  m  the  parish  of  St.  Giles',  Cripplej^ate, 
*'  which,  having  been  formerly  used  as  an  hospital  in  times 
of  contagion,  was  called  the  Pest  House 
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Here  Gati^^nv  waB  a  frequent  visitor.  It  is  recorded  tliat 
he  found  the  Iiouse  bo  old  and  nnsuitable  and  the  accommo- 
dation  it  afforded  so  inadequate  that  he  longed  to  see 
his  poor  fellow-countrymen  honsorl  in  a  building:  with 
appointments  suited  to  their  French  tastes  and  habits  and 
served  by  their  own  kinsfolk,  but  his  will,  which  w^as 
apparently  made  in  his  last  illness  (for  he  died  soon  after 
inakinfT  it),  went  no  further  than  to  ''bequeath  £500  to  the 
Pest  House  for  to  build  there  some  apartments,  there  to 
lodtje  at  least  twelve  poor  mtirm  or  sick  French  Protestants 
— men  or  women  above  the  a<j[e  of  fifty  years — and  £5()0 
more  to  be  mv(>sted  and  the  revenue  thereof  employed  to 
furnish  beds,  hmm  and  clotht^s,  and  other  necessities  of 
the  said  poor  French  Protestants  who  shall  be  in  the  said 
place 

The  t(^stator  proceeds  to  direct  that  the  two  snms  of  £500 
shall  be  ])ut  in  the  hands  of  the  Frencli  committee  for  the 
distribution  of  the  royal  bounty,  who  shall  employ  the  sai<i 
sums  as  mentionc^d  in  the  will  and  shall  give  an  account 
thereof  to  the  English  Lords  Commissioners,  and  he 
specially  charges  his  executor  to  take  care  the  whole  be 
executed  according  to  his  intention. 

There  is  here  no  suggestion  of  building  a  new  hospital, 
but  only  of  adding  accommodation  for  twelve  more  poor 
people  to  the  existing  Pest  Honse.  The  idea  of  bringing 
G&tigny's  bequest  into  harmony  with  his  known  wishes  and 
making  it  the  starting-point  in  a  scheme  for  a  new  hospital 
carefnlly  constracted  and  arranged  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
poor  infirm  and  sick  French  Protestants  arose,  as  we  shall 
see,  some  years  after  his  death. 

Jacques  de  Gr&tigny  seems  to  be  presented  to  us  in  his  will 
as  a  solitary  bachelor,  witii  a  heart  overflowing  with  kindness 
and  83rmpathy.  Neither  wife  nor  children,  nor  indeed  any 
relations  are  mentioned.  After  making  confession  of  his 
faith  his  first  thoughts  are,  as  I  have  shown,  for  his  poor 
infirm  and  sick  co-religion naires,  in  ministering  to  whose 
comforts  he  had  spent  the  last  years  of  his  life.  He  passes 
on  to  the  remembrance  of  a  few  old  friends  and  again  turns 
to  the  poor  of  his  nation,  leaving  200  pieces  or  pounds 
sterhng  to  be  distributed  among  them  by  the  French 
committee.  He  then  thinks  of  his  servants,  naming  each 
and  leaving  to  eatih  a  bequest  which  seems  to  be  the  result 
of  careful  thought  and  to  have  special  htuess  for  the 
individual  legatee.

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He  leaves  araonjEj  other  thin^rs  to  CjPBar,  his  mhi  de  chamhrr, 
"tlie  three  silver  rings  and  six  spoons  and  six  forks  which 
are  in  the  ancient  mode  At  the  French  Hospital  there 
are  twelve  three-pronged  silver  forks  bearing  the  Hall  Mark 
1722.  These  are  generally  considered  to  be  among  the  first 
made  in  England,  and  on  account  of  their  rarity  to  be  worth 
abnoet  their  weight  in  gold.  A  bequest  of  £100  to  the 
newly-founded  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  is 
followed  by  one  or  two  other  legacies  to  friends,  and  then, 
^'ving  quite  an  idyUic  form  to  the  will,  his  thoughts  revert 
oDce  again  to  his  fellow-exiles,  and  he  ^Urects  £200  to  be 
distributed  among  twenty  of  the  refugee  ministers  who  may 
have  need  of  it. 

But  in  relation  to  our  present  subject  by  far  the  most 
imp^^rtant  provision  in  G&tignj^'s  will,  next  to  his  legacy  of 
£10(X).  is  the  appointment  of  Philippe  Menard,  Minister  of 
the  Word  of  G^od,"  as  his  executor  and  administrator. 

Two  brothers,  Jean  and  Philippe  Mesnard  (or  Menard,  as 
the  name  was  latterly  spelt),  were  at  the  date  of  the  Bevo- 
cation  among  the  most  prominent  Huguenot  ministers  in 
France.  The  elder  had  many  years  before  been  in  England 
ministenng  to  the  French  congregation  at  Thomey  Abbey 
nnder  Daiinois  (who  held  the  pastorate  of  that  place  for 
twenty-two  years).  In  J()70,  although  then  only  twenty- 
sevtn  years  of  age,  he  was  called  to  succeed  the  famous 
Drelincoiirt  at  the  ;;reat  temple  of  Charenton  near  Paris. 
H»Te  he  was  associated  with  Claude,  AUix,  De  Tj 'Angle  and 
"thtTs.  and  it  was  he  who  preached  the  last  sennon  in  that 
histonc  church  only  a  few  days  before  its  demolition  bv  order 
of  the  king  in  r)ct()l)«;r,  1G85.  The  younger  brother  was 
pasU>r  at  Samtes.  Both  were  driven  from  France  by  the 
■jeiieral  decree  of  banishment  of  Protestant  ministers  nn- 
liodied  in  the  Edict  of  Revocation.  Jean  fled  to  Holland  and 
k'came  chaplain  to  the  Prince  of  Orange,  while  Philip})e 
UtCik  r»*fuge  at  the  Danish  Court,  and  was  placed  by  Que'tui 
Charlotte  Anieha  in  charge  ol  the  French  church  at 
Copenhagen. 

The  brothers,  however,  soon  gravitated  to  England,  and 
we  find  them  very  early  in  the  eigliteenth  century  working 
together  on  the  committee  for  the  distribution  of  the  royal 
Ixmnty,  the  first  as  D.D.  and  canon  of  Windsor,  and  the 
second  as  minister  of  the  French  Chapel  Bpyal  at  St.  James*. 

Yexy  little  indeed  has  been  published  concerning  the 
French  Hospital,  probably  because  the  foundations  of  the 
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institution  were  so  well  and  so  broadly  laid  by  the  first  : 
founders,  and  its  administration  has  been  so  carefully 
conducted  that  appeals  for  help  outside  the  body  of  governors 
and  chrectors  have  been  exceedingly  rare.   To  that  circum-  I 
stance  I  attribute  the  scarcity  of  published  accounts.  A 
short  reference  is  to  be  found  in  Maitland's  London  (1756). 
Agnew  in  his  Protestant  Exiles  from  France  devotes  a  chapter 
to  it,  which  Smiles  in  his  work  on  the  Huguenots  condenses 
into  a  paragraph  or  two.     Occasional  articles  have  also 
appeared  in  magazines  and  penodicals,  ])iit  to  one  seeking  i 
more  than  the  most  superficial  knowledge  these  accounts  i 
will  afford  but  little  helj^. 

The  information  contamed  in  this  paper  is  derived  from 
three  principal  sources: —  i 

1.  The  CrmnfJ  TAvrc,  the  first  minute  books  and  other 
early  MS.  books  at  the  hospital. 

2.  The  record  of  a  meetinj^  of  the  French  Committee  for 
the  distribution  of  the  royal  bounty,  lield  on  !^rd  ^Farch, 
1716,  which  T  found  anion<^^  otlier  old  ]^aj)ers  at  tlie  h(ispital. 

H.  A  series  of  documents  preserved  in  the  Public  liecord 

omce. 

The  Graml  Livrc  and  these  last-named  documents  are  to 
some  extent  paralh^l  records,  so  that  it  is  difficult  to  avoid 
some  little  rejx  tilion  in  tracing  through  them  the  early 
historv  of  the  hospital. 

Very  complete  retiords  of  the  early  days  of  the  French 
Hospital  are  preserved  in  the  (hdiol  Llrrc,  No.  A,  and  in 
the  minutes  of  the  ^^eneral  courts.  The  title-pa^je  of  the 
Graml  Line  is  a  magnificent  example  of  bold  penmanship, 
but  it  and  all  the  introductory  pages  of  the  book  are  fair 
copied  from  another  called  Journal  du  Grand  Livre,  No.  A, 
etc.,  which  as  bein^  clearly  the  original  I  have  preferred  to 
use.  The  spelling  of  names  and  even  of  words  frequently 
differs,  the  French  language  at  that  period  being  in  a  state 
of  transition  from  the  old  order  to  the  new. 

The  Grand  Livre  most  considerately  opens  with  a  memo- 
randum, set  out  in  ten  paragraphs  or  "articles'*  for  the 
instruction  of  governors  and  directors  of  the  French  Hospital 
in  time  to  come.  The  articles  show  that  on  10th  February, 
1708-9,  Philippe  Menard  handed  to  the  French  committee 


Protestant  refugees  the  £1000  bequeathed  by  Jacques  de 
G&tigny  for  providing  additional  accommodation  for  twelve 
poor  people  at  the  Pest  House,  and  that  the  committee  were 
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unable  for  some  time  to  give  effect  to  Gr^tigny's  benevolent 
intention  because  the  city  of  London  refused  to  sell  the 
ground  required  for  the  enlargement.  On  the  failure  of 
negotiations  with  the  city,  G4tigny's  i)(Njiie3t  lay  dormant 
for  several  years,  simply  earning  interest  until  the  committee 
detennined  to  make  it  the  nucleus  of  a  scheme  for  building 
an  entirely  new  hospital  or  asylum  for  the  refugees. 

The  articles  proceed  to  state  that  on  'J7th  March, 
1710,  the  coHiinittee  bought  from  the  Masters  and  Keepers 
or  Wardens  and  Commonalty  of  the  Mystery  or  Art  of  Tron- 
nMturers  of  the  City  of  London  for  the  term  of  990  years, 
coiumencinir  "ioth  Tilarch,  1716,  and  for  the  sum  of  £400 
sterling,  a  piece  of  land  on  which  to  build  a  hospital. 

The  land  lay  immediately  south  of  the  Pest  House  and 
was  known  as  the  Golden  Acre.  The  exact  dimensions  and 
boundaries  of  the  plot  are  given  and  an  abstract  of  the  lease, 
the  first  condition  in  which  is  that  the  lessee  shall  pay  each 
vt  ar,  twenty-eight  days  after  Christmas,  to  the  Ironmongers' 
Company,  if  it  is  legally  demanded,  one  pepper-corn. 

The  hospital  having  as  yet  no  existence  the  lease  was 
granted  t(j  Jacques  i3aiidoin,  a  leading  member  of  the 
committee,  to  l)e  transferred  by  him  to  the  French  Hospital 
when  incorporated. 

The  lease  required  that  no  buildings  should  be  erected 
that  would  interfere  with  the  light  of  the  Pest  House,  and 
as  the  land,  although  measuring  only  about  one  acre  in  all, 
was  divided  into  two  ports,  called  resi)ectively  The  Com- 
pany's Golden  Acre,"  and  "  The  City's  Golden  Acre,'*  the 
lessee  was  to  place  wherever  reauired  on  the  boundaries  the 
arms  of  the  city  of  London  and  of  the  Ironmongers*  Com- 
pany, respectively.  The  last  articles  describe  precisely  the 
arrangement  of  the  water  supply  and  sewerage  and  the 
boundary  walls  and  palisades.  Throughout  these  descrip- 
tions sheds  are  called  ske»diA,  There  seemed  to  be  no  French 
equivalent. 

An  alphabetical  list  of  contrihutions— extending  apparently 
from  March,  1716,  when  subscriptions  were  first  invited,  to 
November,  1718,  when  the  hospital  was  opened — follows, 
which  on  adding  up  I  find  amounts  to  £2372  16s. 

There  were  also  occasional  gifts  in  kind,  one  being  of  a 
necklace,  tlie  story  of  which  is  interesting. 

This  necklace,  composed  of  orient  pearls,  was  brought  to 
the  French  Hospital  on  20th  July,  1720,  by  Mademoiselle 
de  la  Croix,  the  daughter  and  executrix  of  Madame  de  bt. 
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Leger,^  86  a  legacy  from  her  mofcher.  At  the  Court  in 
January,  1721,  the  treasurer  was  anthorisecl  to  offer  it  to 
my  Lady  CoUadon  for  £120,  and  faihng  her  acc^ptanoe  to 
diflpose  of  it  to  the  best  advantage  for  the  benefit  of  the 
(refagee)  poor.  At  two  or  thiSe  saeceeding  courts  the 
treasurer  reported  that  the  necklace  was  still  in  his  hands, 
and  with  the  approval  of  the  Court  two  other  directors, 
Messrs.  Berchere  and  iSIarchand,  undertook  to  help  the 
treasurer  in  the  sale.  Finally,  in  April,  1722,  the  treasurer 
reported  that  these  directors  had  sold  the  necklace  for  .£100, 
and  had  handed  him  the  money.  The  Court  approved  tht» 
sale  and  thanked  the  directors  concerned  in  it.  On  turning 
to  the  account  hook  of  that  date  I  find  the  sale  is  credited  to 
M.  de  St.  Hypolyte,  another  director,  and  it  is  there 
descrihed  as  a  necklace  composed  of  forty-seven  pearls.  The 
name  of  the  purchaser  is  not  recorded.  My  Lady  ColladoD. 
to  whom  it  was  first  offered,  was  widow  of  Sir  Theodore 
Colladon    -i  pliysician  of  f]freat  eminence,  and  one  of  those 

Km*:  William  TTT.  in  his  last  moments.  This 
laay  was  well  known  as  a  henefactress  to  tiif  refu!_rees.  She 
was  one  of  th(^  earliest  suhscril)ers  to  the  French  Hospital. 
We  find  her  hein^^  consulted  hy  Lord  (ralway  as  to  the 
provision  to  he  mad(^  for  tlie  necessities  of  the  Hu^^uenots 
Who  were  releasfnl  from  the  ^^alleys  in  171:^,  and  a  little  later 
jctin^  as  L(jrd  Lifford's  almoner  in  distributing  £500  among 
tne  refugees.

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This  is  the  first  definite  acconnt  I  have  met  with  of  the 
cost  of  the  new  hospital.  I  have  found  the  builder's  })ill  in 
detail  as  well  as  the  receipts  for  the  several  payments  on 
account.  The  bill  will  be  given  in  the  appendix  to  this 
paper,  as  the  comparison  it  affords  between  the  prices  of 
various  materials  and  of  labour  neftrly  200  years  ago  and  at 
(he  praent  time  will  prove  of  great  interest  and  value.  The 
reonpts  on  aooonnt  ahow  that  no  ttampa  to  leoeiptB  were 
required  in  those  good  old  days ;  they  are  also  remarkable  for 
showing  that  the  ward  kotpitai  might  then  be  vpeit  in  at  least 
seven  diflmnt  ways,  aoeording  to  the  caprioe  of  the  speller. 

Following  the  enteies  in  the  Onmd  Lwn,  No.  A,1oTtk  few 
yean  more  (in  lM$t,  up  to  1787,  the  date  at  Philippe 
Menaid'a  death),  I  find  ttiat  inveatmentB  of  the  most  specu- 
lative kind  were  made  by  tiba  early  directors,  and  that  gifts 
and  bequests  of  securities  that  oonld  not  by  any  stretch  of 
fancy  be  called  "  gilt-edged  *'  were  made  by  early  benefactors. 
In  1719  M.  Etienne  Seignoret,  one  of  the  first  thirty-seven 
directors,  bequeathed  to  the  new  corporation  £70  per  anntim 
in  terminable  annuities,  which  had  still  seventy-two  years 
and  three  months  to  nm.  This  income  he  directed  to  be 
applied  to  apprenticing  children  of  the  refugees  to  useful 
trades.  The  delighted  treasurer  works  out  a  little  sum 
showing  that  if  the  annual  income  is  divided  into  four 
premiums  of  £17  lOs.  each  the  bequest  will  suffice  to 
apprentice  289  enfans.  But  later  entries  show  that  these 
annuities  were  capitalised  and  invested  in  the  South  Sea 
Babble,  which  a  few  years  afterwards  burst,  and  the  greater 
part  of  the  legacy  was  lost. 

The  trades  to  which  the  boys  under  this  becjuest  were  appren- 
ticed were  clockmakers,  p^oldsmiths,  jewellers,  fan-makers, 
sculptors,  and  the  girls  were  chiefly  bound  to  milliners. 

In  these  first  years  of  the  hospital  there  is  a  continuous 
record  of  jjifts  and  legacies,  broken  annually  by  the  quetc 
after  the  anniversary  sermon,  which  averaged  about  £100, 
thou^'h  in  1725,  when  the  sermon  was  preached  by  the 
liev.   Israel  Antoine  Aufrere/  the  collection  amounted  to 

And  dic^d  in  London,  1712.  In  his  will  he  speaks  of  "  argciiterir,  perles, 
duouknto,  tapifiserios,  carosse  et  chevaux,  etc.  '  They  had  three  daughters, 
•U  awni«d  m  England.  Madeleine  had  married  her  cousin,  Henri  David  de 
laCvoix.  but  in  1720  had  been  for  many  years  a  widow.  These  go(>d  people 
hid  fauDiily  ties  with  the  Muyssone,  ihe  BloaaeU  and  the  Chardius  (contn- 
buUd  by  Henrtj  Wagner^  Esq.).

6d.,  with  about  £12  more  sent  during  the  next  few 
days  by  persons  who  had  been  unable  to  attend.  In  the 
foUowing  year  the  capital  had  so  accumulate  that  the 
directors  turned  their  attention  to  freehold  property,  and 

Purchased  for  about  £6000  "  the  entire  court  called  Bcknd's 
lourt,  situate  in  the  parish  of  Wallbrook  **.  This  was  a  very 
much  more  satisfactory  investment  than  South  Sea  stock  or 
State  lotteries.  I  grieve  to  have  to  record  that  it  was  resold 
in  1762,  fori  cannot  help  reflect  in  i:  how  much  might  be  done 
with  the  present  larcje  income  from  that  property  towarrls 
carrying  out  the  cherished  wish  of  yonr  President,  that 
as  unmarried  people  only  can  be  sheltered  within  the  walls 
of  the  hospital,  so  pensions,  grants  of  money,  and  ai(1  in 
other  forms  mipjht  be  given  to  poor  and  aged  married  folk. 
The  only  other  notes  T  have  thoufjht  it  necessary  to  make  from 
this  book  iwp  that  in  17*^2  anrl  1738  a  new  Iniildint^,  of  whirli 
Thomas  l)ii])iss()n  was  arcliitcct.  was  added;  and  that  in 
1738  the  city  of  London  sold  to  tlie  now  and  flourislnin*: 
corporation  the  Pest  House  and  its  site,  now  in  the  parish  <»f 
8t.  Luke,^  which  twenty  yc^ars  ])efore  they  had  refused  to  sell 
to  the  executors  of  Gati<^my's  will. 

The  directors  charj^^ed  to  nej^'otiate  with  the  City  Lands 
Coninnttee  of  the  Corporation  of  Tjondon  reported  tf)  a 
special  court,  held  on  10th  November,  173f).  that  the  Lands 
Committee  had  agreed  to  lease  for  970  years,  from  ^lichael- 
mas  last,  on  the  payment  of  £400  sterlin*^  and  a  yearly  rent 
of  ten  shillin<,'s,  a  })iece  or  parcel  of  }]^round  with  tenements 
and  huildin^^s  thereon,  conmionly  ciilled  the  Pest  House,  and 
at  the  following  General  Court,  held  on  ."ith  January,  1736-7, 
the  completion  of  the  purchase  was  reported. 

I  must  now  hark  back  to  the  document  (No.  2)  I  mentioned 
when  first  speaking  of  the  Crran^  Livre.  It  is  by  far  the 
most  interesting  and  important  paper  I  have  met  with  in  my 
search  among  the  archives  of  the  hospital,  for  it  shows  the 
first  j>nblic  and  definite  step  in  the  foundation  of  the  French 
Hospital  as  distingnished  from  the  old  Pest  House  with 
G&tigny's  proposed  addition.  It  is  a  sort  of  manifesto, 
drawn  up  at  a  meeting  of  the  French  conmiittee  held  on  the 
Srd  March,  1716,  over  which  Louis  Saurin,  minister,  pre-

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sided,  Philippe  Mrnard  actin*;  as  secretary.  The  names  of 
the  cominittee-men  present  are  unfortunately  not  cjiven. 

The  (l(K;iHiient,  after  recordin^,^  Gatit^ny's  becjiiest  and  the 
receipt  l)y  the  committee  (seven  years  before)  of  the  money, 
vs-ith  dinxitions  for  its  apphcation,  appears  to  assume  a 
knowledfje  on  the  part  of  its  reader  of  the  faihire  of  the 
negotiations  with  the  city  of  London ;  and  it  goes  on  to  say 
ttiat,  the  committee  having  done  their  best  to  carry  out  the 
intentions  of  the  testator,  an  opportunity  has  at  last  arisen 
for  acquiring  a  convenient  site  whereon  to  build  a  new 
hospita],  but  that  the  site  would  cost  £400,  and  the  remainder 
of  tne  legacy  would  be  altogether  insufficient  to  provide  and 
famish  the  building.  The  encouragement,  however,  and 
promises  of  support  given  b^  many  pious  and  charitable 
persons,  and  the  urgent  necessity  existing  for  a  proper  asylum 
for  the  poor  refugees,  had  emboldened  the  committee  to 
embark  on  the  scheme.  There  were  so  many  among  the 
refugees  afflicted  in  mind,  hody  and  estate,  so  many  enfeebled 
by  age  and  other  bodily  infirmities,  who  could  in  no  other  way 
be  so  carefully  tended,  that  the  comnnttee  confidently 
appealed  for  help  to  those  who  were  able  to  give  it.  Those 
to  whom  the  appeal  is  addressed  —  probably  in  the  first 
instance  the  members  of  the  conmiittee  themselves — are 
invited  each  to  write  down  the  sum  which  God  has  put 
in  their  heart  to  contribute  to  so  charitable  a  work.  The 
committee  promise  to  keep  an  exact  account  of  all  moneys 
received  and  of  the  use  to  wliich  they  are  put,  and  they 
invite  all  interested  to  look  ijito  and  examine  these  accounts. 
The  document  concludes  with  this  gentle  exhortation ; — 

To  do  good  and  to  coinniunicato  forget  not, 
For  with  such  sacrificee  God  is  well  pleased.

Then  follow  subscriptions  ranging  from  one  of  £100  by 
M.  Jacques  Baudoin  to  sums  of  5s.,  and  amounting  in  all  to 
£474  98.  Eight  of  the  subscribers,  besides  the  moderator 
and  secretary,  were  among  the  first  thirty-seven  directors  of 
the  F^ch  Hospital,  and  five  more  were  elected  later.  It 
may  be  of  interest  to  note  that  many  of  the  subscriptions  are 
for  a  greater  or  less  number  of  guineas,  and  that  the  then 
current  value  of  the  guinea  was  21s.  6d.   It  is  perhaps  not

oommonly  known  tiiat  the  silver  valne  of  a  guinea  vaxied 
from  208.  in  1668,  when  gnineae  were  first  introdnoed, 
to  dOs.  in  1696.  From  that  time  until  1717  the  guinea 
passed  corrent  at  21s.  6d.  It  was  tb^  fixed  by  produna* 
tion  at  21s.»  at  which  rate  it  remained  until  1816,  when 
guineas  ceased  to  be  coined. 

The  third  source  of  information  of  which  I  have  spoken  is 
a  series  of  documents  preserved  in  the  Public  Record  Office, 
which,  through  the  most  kind  and  invaluable  help  of  yonr 
assistant  secretary,  Mr.  Overend,  I  was  permitted  first 
to  read  and  then  to  have  copied  for  the  appendix  to  this 
paper.  These  documents  enable  us  to  follow  the  growth  of 
the  scheme  for  a  new  hospital  practically  from  Ihe  Boya] 
Bounty  Committee  Meeting  of  1716  to  the  granting  of  the 
charter  in  1718. 

The  first  is  a  petition  to  the  King's  Most  Excellent 
Majesty  of  the  Marquis  de  Ruvigny,  Earl  of  Galway  (spelt 
Golloway),  Philippe  Menard,  and  thirty-seven  others,  all 
French  rcfiifjees  naturahsed.  The  petition,  after  reciting 
Gati^^'ny's  bequest,  states  that  his  charitable  design  has  met 
with  great  encouragement  from  several  pious  souls  who  have 
cheerfully  contributed  towards  the  same  object ;  the  petition- 
ers have  therefore  l)ought  a  piece  of  ground  (the  "  Golden 
Acre  ")  and  have  begun  the  building  of  a  hospital  for  lodging 
and  subsisting  a  small  numl)er  of  the  poorest  sort  of  their 
nation  ;  and  they  pray  that  they  and  their  successors  may  ])e 
incorporated  a  l)ody  politic  with  the  usual  rights,  powers  and 
privileges  which  are  fully  set  out. 

This  document  bears  no  date  on  its  face.  It  is  endorsed 
April,  1718,  which  is  manifestly  a  mistake,  as  the  petition 
was  referred  to  the  Attorney-General  for  consideration  and 
report,  aud  his  report  is  dated  6th  September,  1717.  But 
before  reporting  the  Attorney-General  appears  to  have  made 
inquiry  in  regard  to  varions  points  named  in  the  petition,  and 
the  next  document  in  the  series  is  the  affidavit  of  Philippe 
Mtoard,  James  Baudoin  and  James  Boberthon,  dated  22nd 
October,  1717,  \vhich  in  answering  these  m^miics  throws 
much  Hght  on  the  progress  then  made.  It  explains  that  all 
the  signatories  to  the  petition  were  members  of  the  committee 
appointed  for  managing  and  distributing  the  royal  bounty  to 
tne  French  Protestants ;  that  the  ground  for  the  hospital 
was  purchased  in  the  name  of  James  Baudoin  as  a  tnuttee 
for  the  intended  charity;  that,  in  addition  to  GAtigny's 
bequest,  above  £1500  had  by  that  time  been  raised  by  volun-

tary  contributions ;  that  they  had  now  almost  finiahed 
and  would  complete  as  soon  as  possible  a  hospital  with 
oonTeniences  for  lodging  about  sixty  poor,  who  would  be 
maintained  there  partly  out  of  the  loyu.  bounty  money  paid 
to  the  French  committee  and  partly  out  of  the  contributions 
and  gifts  of  good  and  charitable  persons.  The  affidavit 
proceeds  that  the  deponents  do  verily  believe  in  their 
consciences  that  the  design  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  the 
po(^  French  Protestants,  and  that  both  G&tigny's  bequest 
sod  all  other  moneys  received  will  be  faithfully  and  justly 
allied  to  completing  the  hospital  and  carrying  on  the  pious 
desi^. 

Five  months  after  the  date  of  this  affidavit  (1^  March, 
1717-8)  the  Attorney-General  was  pleased  to  re]X)rt  on  the 
petition.  He  certified  the  design  of  the  petitioners  to 
be  very  just  and  charitable,  and  that  he  saw  no  objection  to 
the  incorporating  of  the  petitioners  on  the  terms  proposed, 
with  the  following  alterations,  via.; — 

That  the  name  be  The  Governor  and  Directors  of  the 
Hospital  for  Poor  French  Protestants  and  their  descendants 
residing  in  Great  Britain 

That  the  capacity  of  purchasing  lands  be  restrained  to  a 
certain  annual  value. 

And  that  the  f^^overnor  and  directors  do  not  relieve  in  the 
hospital,  or  by  the  revenues  thereof,  any  French  Protestants 
or  their  descendants  who  shall  not  have  been  actually 
resident  and  settled  in  Great  Britain  by  the  space  of  six 
months  at  tlie  least,  and  so  continue,  and  who  shall  not  take 
the  oaths  of  allet(iance  and  supremacy  and  the  abjuration 
oath  before  the  governor  and  directors  or  any  three  or  more 
of  them. 

It  so  happens  that  each  of  the  alterations  here  introduced 
has  given  rise  to  later  controversy. 

King  Ge(»rge  I.  was  more  prompt  than  his  Attorney- 
General  in  dealing  with  the  petition,  for  on  10th  April, 
1718  (less  than  one  month  from  its  date),  Lord  Stanhope 
wntes  to  the  Attorney-General  that  His  Majesty  approves 
his  report,  and  directs  him  to  prepare  such  heads  for  incor- 
porating the  petitioners  as  he  shall  think  proper.  On  the 
!i6th  April  the  heads  ace  snbmitted.  On  the  SOth  the  royal 
warrant  for  the  preparation  of  the  charter  is  given,  and,  as  we 
have  already  seen,  me  charter  itself  was  signed  and  sealed  on 
24th  July,  1718. 

We  may  here  fitly  glance  at  the  rather  remarkable  group 
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of  men  to  whom  the  charter  of  incorporati<m  was  granted^.  I 
Foremost  stands  the  acknowledged  head  of  the  refogift 

community,  the  venerable  Henri  de  Massne,  the  secoiK 
Marquis  de  Ruvigny  and  Earl  of  Galway.  Any  part  whidK 
Lord  Galway  took  in  the  formation  of  the  French  HospilB 
must  have  been  by  correspondence,  for  at  that  time  he  wiB 
over  seventy  years  of  age  and  confined  by  acnte  snfferi™ 
from  gout  and  rhemnatism  to  his  country  house  at  liooklej^ 
near  Southampton.  Even  seven  years  earlier  Lord  Galwav, 
was  described  as  "  an  aged  general,  maimed  and  covereS 
with  honourable  wounds,  by  birth  a  foreigner,  b}-  sentiment 
and  inclinations  an  boncst  Englishman,  a  gentleman  of  rare 
and  eminent  qualities  that  equally  render  him  proper  for  tlvi 
Cabinet  or  the  held  ".  ' 

His  portrait,  whu  li  adorns  the  court  room  of  the  French 
Hospital,  must  have  l)een  })ainte(l  between  1705,  when  he  lost 
his  riglit  arm  at  the  sieg<'  (ratlier  at  a  siege)  of  Badajoz,  and 
17U7,  when  he  received  a  sevcie  sabre  ('ut,  winch  destroyed 
the  sight  of  one  eye,  at  the  batlie  of  Almauza.  He  waa  then 
rather  less  than  sixty  years  old. 

As  the  clii(.'f  of  the  French  Protestants  in  London,  Tjonl 
(iaivvtiy  [)resented  to  (reorge  1.  un  his  accession  to  the  throne 
an  huml)le  address  from  that  body,  congratulating  his 
Majesty  on  the  t!stai)lishment  of  the  I'rotestant  succession  m 
lOngland.  In  the  same  capacity  he  headed  the  petition  for 
a  charter  for  the  i''reiich  Hcjspital,  and  he  was  appointed 
by  royal  coimuand  the  first  governor.  He  never  attended 
a  general  court,  but  on  his  death  in  1720  a  sympathetic 
minute  records  the  sense  of  the  directors  of  the  great  loss  the 
corporation  has  suffered.  Besides  being  an  early  subscriber 
to  the  proposed  hospital,  Lord  Galway  left  £1000  to  the 
estabhshed  corporation,  directing  that  it  be  applied  in  such 
manner  as  Monsieur  Phihppe  M^ard  and  the  other  directors 
shaU  think  fit.^ 

Jacques  Baudoin,  the  first  deputy-governor,  was  a  native 
of  Nimes,  who  had  come  to  London  at  the  time  of  the 
Kevocation  and  was  now  estabhshed  as  a  very  prosperous 
merchant.  It  will  be  remembered  that  he  headed  the  list  of 
1716  with  a  donation  of  £100.  He  and  Menard  were  the

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indefatigable  administrators  during'  the  first  twenty  years  of  its 
existence.  The  record  of  their  constant  work  among  the  poor 
refugees  and  at  the  hospital  forms  a  magnificent  ol)ject-lessou 
for  those  who  feel  in  any  way  caHed  to  devote  their  enf^rgies 
or  their  substance  or  both  to  the  benefit  of  their  fellow-men. 

Ail  the  other  directors  named  in  the  charter  were  P'rench 
Prntestants  who  had  l)ecome  naturalised  I'higlish  sul)jects  and 
had  taken  the  oaths  of  allegiance,  abjuration  and  supremacy. 

As  there  appears  to  be  some  doubt  regarding  the  forms  of 
the  oaths  taken  by  dillerent  classes  and  persons  at  tliis  period 
I  have  thought  it  worth  while  to  preserve  in  the  appendix 
llic  t'xact  forma  imposed  upon  the  founders  of  tiie  French 
Hospital.  The  language  used  to  describe  the  errors  of 
Humanism  is  very  strong  indeed,  but  we  must  rememl^er  that 
the  culium  theoloyicuin  was  rampant  in  those  days,  and  it  is 
diflicult  for  us  who  see  only  the  velvet  glove  of  the  papacy  to 
realise  the  combined  hatred  a>ad  fear  of  those  who  had  felt 
the  gnp  of  its  iion  hand. 

Tbe  fizst  four  diiectors  named  in  the  charter  were  all 
Protestant  pastors  who  had  fled  from  France  and  now 
had  their  congregations  in  London.  Next  to  Menard  the 
best  known  was  Louis  Saorin,  whose  more  famous  brother 
Jacques  was  then  settled  at  the  Hague. 

Claude  Scoffier  was  then  minister  of  the  church  in  Thread- 
needle  Street,  though  he  was  soon  afterwards  called  to 
Middleburg,  in  Holland.  I  have  been  unable  to  ascertain 
the  churches  in  London  to  which  Henry  de  St.  Colombe  and 
Louis  Saurin  were  attached. 

All  the  other  directors  were  members  of  the  French 
committee  for  distributing  the  royal  bounty.  There  were 
many  inter-relationships  among  them,  and,  as  an  example  of 
the  varied  influences  which  form  men  into  groups,  it  is 
curi(jus  to  note  that  two  or  three  of  the  first  directors 
had  been  merchants  at  Lisbon  when  Lord  (jralway  was 
British  envoy  at  the  Portuguese  court  and  commander-in- 
chief  of  our  forces  in  Portugal. 

The  hxst  general  court  of  the  new  hospital  was  held  on 
the  3rd  September,  1718. 

The  court  was  opened  with  prayer,  a  prayer  written 
presumably  by  Mcnartl,  which  has  invariably  been  used  on 
the  opening  oi  the  courts  even  to  the  present  day. 

Then  the  charter  was  read  "  livec  rc^ipect,"  as  the  secretary  is 
art-ful  to  rec(>>rd.    The  court  then  proceeded  to  elect  olhcers, 
<Uid  the  iuiiuwmg  were  chosen ; —

The  subject  and  motto  of  a  seal  were  determined  upon,  and 
M.  Marchant,  one  of  the  directors,  was  desired  to  j^et  the 
seal  made.  A  9ul)-coininittee  was  next  appointed  for  drawin«z 
up  the  by-lawK  and  regulations  to  be  presented  to  the  next 
court  for  conHidexation,  and  finally  Uie  directors  proceeded  to 
take  the  oaths. 

At  the  second  general  court,  held  8th  October,  1718,  by- 
laws and  reflations  were  agreed  upon,  and  a  remarkahk 
proof  of  the  great  care  and  wisdom  with  which  they  wt^rt' 
drawn  up  is  tlie  fact  that  with  very  little  alteration  they  still 
govern  the  administration  of  the  hospital. 

At  this  court  arrangements  were  made  for  the  solemn 
dedication  of  the  hospital  and  chapel  to  the  service  of 
Almighty  God  on  the  T^tli  of  the  following  month,  and  M. 
Menard  was  requested  to  preach  the  sermon,  which  was 
afterwards  ordered  to  he  printed. 

From  the  preface  to  the  first  book  of  by-laws  I  find  that 
in  the  introduction  to  his  sermon  M.  M^ard  gives  an  aocsonnt 
of  the  origin  of  the  hospital,  and  iroin  another  aonree  that  the 
dedication  service  was  attended  by  a  |[reat  oonconxae  of 
French  refugees.  I  have  «pmt  mnch  tune  and  money  in 
searching  the  lecoids  of  that  period  for  an  aoooont  of  this 
dedication  service  and  for>  a  copy  of  the  sermon  with  its 
introduction,  but  witivnit  saooess.  It  is  extremely  tantalis- 
ing to  read  the  minute  of  the  court  ordering  the  sermon  to 
be  printed  and  the  entry  in  the  tieasarer's  accounts  of  the 
printer's  bill  of  £14  98.  for  the  work.  The  number  of  copies 
printed  is  not  stated,  but  it  must  have  been  considerable.  If 
any  memher  of  this  society  should  meet  with  a  copy  of  the 
sermon  I  should  feel  very  grateful  for  a  sight  of  it. 

The  French  Hospital  was  now  fairly  established,  about 
sixty  poor  French  people  were  housed  within  its  walls,  and 
very  many  more  were  visited,  helped  and  cued  lor  at  their 
homes. 

I  like  to  think  that  the  splendid  enetgv  which  was  thrown 
into  the  scheme  for  helping  the  poor,  sick  and  infirm  French 
refugees  in  their  extremity  of  suffering  has  even,  after  a  lapse 
of  nearly  two  centuries,  lost  little  or  nothing  of  its  force.  I 
like  to  look  hsLc.k  through  the  long  vista  of  years  without 
discovermg  at  any  single  point  a  break  in  the  continuity  of 
this  good  work. 
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In  the  charter  of  1718  a  goremor  and  deputy-govenunr 
were  named.  At  the  first  general  court  a  secretary  and 
ireasorer  were  elected  and  a  chaplain  appointed. 

In  this  Tear  of  grace,  1898,  each  one  of  those  officers 
is  still  to  be  found  bending  to  bis  work.  Their  outward 
fashion  has  changed  with  the  changing  years,  even  their 
method  of  working  and  their  form  of  speech.  Full-bottomed 
wigs  have  given  place  to  pigtails,  which  in  their  turn  have 
disappeared  altogether.  Kufifs  and  raffles  and  velvet  coats 
and  buckled  shoes  have  through  many  generations  reached 
the  prosaic  garments  of  to-day.  The  English  tongue  and 
Enghsh  manners  and  customs  have  gradually  taken  the 
place  of  the  exquisite  French  and  the  perfect  grace  for  which 
the  Marquis  de  Ruvigny  was  noted  even  at  the  fastidious 
court  of  Louis  XIV.,  but  the  official  entity — the  abstract 
officer — has  been  there  all  the  time.  In  no  single  week, 
I  believe,  has  the  offering  of  prayer  and  praise  and  hymn 
failed  to  rise  as  the  incense  to  the  ThroTic  ni  Cirace  from  the 
chapel  of  the  French  Hospital.  In  no  single  quarter  has  the 
treasurer  omitted  to  render  an  account  to  his  fellow-directors 
of  the  current  income  and  expenditure  of  the  corporation. 
Through  all  these  i^SO  years  the  secretary  has  ever  been 
found  pen  in  hand  entering  np  minutes  of  court  and  com- 
mittee m(^etint(s,  carefully  threshini,^  out  questions  which 
arist^'  for  discussion,  and  conducting  a  very  wide  corre- 
spondence with  all  sorts  of  people  on  all  sorts  of  matters 
relating  directly  or  indirectly  or  not  at  all  to  the  corporation. 
During  the  whohi  of  this  long  period  the  deputy-governor  has 
U^en  an  almost  constant  attendant  at  court  and  connnittee, 
presiding  in  the  absence  of  the  governor  over  the  deliberations 
of  his  fellow-directors ;  while  the  governor  himself,  if  less 
frequently  present,  has  always  l^een  accessible  when  any 
special  need  has  arisen  for  asking  his  advice  or  sanction 
in  the  more  important  a^Eairs  of  the  corporation. 

This  thought  of  the  continuity  of  puroose  and  action 
cames  us  irresistibly  a  step  farther.  Throudi  all  the 
changes  of  time  sod  circumstance,  of  fashion,  habit,  con- 
ditiao,  place,  the  imfMag  faotwe  has  been  the  same :  Do 
good  unto  all  men,  and  specially  unto  them  that  are  of  the 
hoDsduiId  ol  imlQi  "  ;  the  diimninatwn  has  been  the  same — 
we  heard  it  expressed  by  some  of  the  refugees  at  the  very 
moment  of  their  landing,  and  it  has  never  varied :  "  Our 
loul  is  escaped,  and  we  are  delivered,  therefore  will  we  render 
sacnfioe     the  cbimt  baa  been  the  same,  lor  the  poor,  infirm 
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and  sick  in  the  crowds  of  terror-stricken  fugitives  who  threw 
themselves  on  our  sympathy,  no  less  than  their  more  fortu- 
nate brethren,  have  left  a  posterity  that  stands  fast,  and  we 
know  that  "  the  poor  shall  never  cease  out  of  the  land 

I  wish  that  T  could  impart  to  you  half  the  interest  that  I 
have  found  in  tracing  out  the  story  of  the  foundation  and 
early  f^rowth  of  the  French  Hos[)ital.  Among  its  first 
directors  and  officers  I  seem  to  have  made  personal  acquaint- 
ances, almost  indeed  to  have  enjoyed  personal  friendships. 

From  1718  to  1787  T  have  sat  at  tlie  general  court 
quarter  after  quarter  hesidf  Philippe  Menard.  His  hand- 
writing is  as  familiar  to  me  as  my  own  ;  his  features, 
it  is  true,  have  come  to  me  at  second-hand  through  the 
portrait  which  is  here,  hut  I  liave  looked  upon  that  portrait 
so  often,  and  1  tind  the  f(;atures  so  absolutely  to  harmonise 
with  the  character  of  the  man  as  it  has  been  gradually 
revealed  to  me,  that  1  have  no  difficulty  in  accepting  it  as  you 
would  yourselves  look  upon  the  photograph  of  an  absent 
friend.  It  may  seem  fanciful,  l)ut  a  certain  tone  of  voice,  a 
certain  uiaiiniTism  and  certain  quaint  forms  of  expression  are 
most  powerfully  impressed  on  my  mind  as  those  of  Philippe 
Menard.  Of  this  I  am  convinced,  that  when  on  10th 
November,  1736,  the  chair  of  the  accomphshed  secretary  was 
seen  to  be  vacant  at  the  opening  of  the  general  court,  and 
the  word  passed  from  mouth  to  month  that  he  who  had 
missed  but  a  single  meeting,  and  that  ten  years  a;^  >  on  the 
occasion  of  the  death  of  his  brother,  was  too  ill  to  attend, 
the  sense  of  loss  and  the  emotions  of  regret  and  s}  mpathy 
could  hardly  have  been  more  thoroughly  awakened  in  the 
hearts  of  the  directors  present  than  in  mine.  How  eagerly 
I  looked  onward  to  the  minutes  of  the  next  court,  and  while 
rejoicing  to  find  him  present,  observed  with  real  concern  the 
faltering  signature  which  told  so  plainly  the  story  of  his 
faihng  powers.  It  was  with  no  surprise  that  I  read  in  the 
minutes  of  the  following  court,  13th  April,  1737,  that 
another  director,  Mons.  Phihppe  de  Crespigny,  vTas  elected 
to  assist  M.  Menard,  who,  "  on  account  of  his  great  age  and 
infirmities,  was  no  longer  al)le  to  attend  regularly  the  meet- 
ings of  the  corporation  Then  came  the  end.  The  court 
of  6th  July,  1737,  before  proceeding  to  any  other  business, 
made  this  sorrowful  record :  *  (rod  having  taken  to  Himself 
M.  Menard,  the  secretary  of  this  corporation,  the  directors 
present  are  most  deeply  touched  with  a  sense  of  the  great 
loss  the  corporation  have  sustained,  and  they  desire  to 
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honnnr  M.  Menard's  memory  for  the  very  great  services 
which  he  rendered  to  this  hospital  ".  The  past  no  less  than 
thn  present  has  its  lights  and  shadows,  its  joys  and  griefo, 
Ux  tho^p  who  sympametically  study  it. 

The  tieath  of  Philippe  M(^nard  closes  the  first  and  brightest 
•chapter  in  the  history  of  the  French  Hospital.  In  this  our 
inquin-  we  first  met  with  Menard  on  his  appointment  to  the 
chaplaincy  of  th-'  French  Chapel  Koyal  at  St.  James'  Palace 
—then  as  one  ol  tlie  French  coimnittee  for  administering  the 
royal  hounty  to  the  poor  refugees— then  as  executor  to  the 
will  of  Jacques  de  G&ti^^iiy.  pn)niptly  oijcyiu^'  its  dinM  tion  to 
hand  to  the  French  comnuttee  £1000  for  the  aecouiiuodation 
md  maintenance  of  twelve  more  French  poor  at  the  Pest 
House.  By  this  time  he  was  actinj^  as  secret arv'  of  the 
I  coimuittee,  in  which  capacity  he  must  have  taken  an  active 
f  part  in  tlir  nej^otiations  with  the  city  of  London  for  the 
purchase-  of  Lrround  necessary  to  ;,nve  t'tiect  to  the  hf-quest. 
When  tht-st'  negotiations  failed  one  can  say  with  almost  ab- 
solute ct  rtainty  that  the  project  for  building  a  new  hospital 
on  far  broader,  deejier  and  more  lasting  foundations  than 
were  ever  dreamt  of  by  Gatigny  originated  with  him. 

From  the'  day  when  this  project  was  puldicly  announced 
until  the  Charter  of  Incorporation  had  been  secure*!  the 
activity  of  PhilipiM'  Menard  in  the  cause  he  had  made  his 
own  was  ceaseless.  Saurm  and  he  jointly  launclied  the  first 
appeal  fur  8ul>scri[)tions,  and  the  rapid  ami  extraordinary 
toccess  which  the  scheme  met  with  must  liave  been  largely 
doe  to  the  intiueiice  which  Menard  derived  from  his  position 
•t  the  Court  of  St.  James  and  irtnii  his  intiinat*  ac(iuaintance 
with  the  wealthier  refugic  families  in  Lt'iiJ  ui.  The  petition 
(tiying  the  Crown  to  incorporate  the  new  charity  by  ro^al 
charter  was  his  work,  and  so  no  doubt  was  the  selection 
from  among  the  members  of  the  clerical  and  lay  committees 
vi  those  tmrty-seven  "men  of  mercy'*  whose  names  are 
nooided  in  the  charter  as  the  first  directors  of  the  French 
Hmtal. 

when  the  hoildings  were  completed  the  dedication  service 
WIS  arranged  and  the  sermon  preadied  by  Mdnard,  and  after- 
wuds^  frcMDi  the  first  general  court  in  1718  ontil  his  iUness 
•nd  death  in  1737,  he  attended,  with  one  single  exception, 
«vffy  qoarterly  meeting  of  the  directors  and  recorded  the 
(TOttedings  in  a  way  that  all  fatnre  secretaries  of  the  cor-, 
pmtion  have  more  or  less  successfolly  attempted  to  follow.

EXTRAOT  FROM  THE  WILL  OF  JACQUES  DB  QATIGNY. 

"As  to  the  goods  which  Gk)d  hath  given  me,  and  of  what  shall  be 
found  at  the  time  of  my  death  to  belong  unto  me,  1  dispose  thereof  as 
foUoweth: — 

First,  I  give  £500  to  the  Pest-houae,  for  to  build  there  some  apart- 
mentw,  there  to  lodge  some  poor,  infinn.  or  sick  French  Protestants 
above  the  age  of  fifty  years,  and  the  woman  or  maiden  the  same.  My 
will  is  that  uiere  should  be  lodgings  for  twelve  poor  at  least.  Moreover. 
I  give  the  fund  of  £600,  which  shall  be  placed  to  get  thereout  the  """"flr' 
revenue,  which  revenue  shall  be  employed  to  furnish  beds,  linen  and 
clothes,  and  other  necessities  of  the  said  poor  French  Protestants  who 
shall  be  in  the  said  ulace ;  and  the  said  two  £^K)0,  making  in  all  £1000, 
shall  be  put  in  the  hands  of  the  ooimnittee  settled  for  Hm  distribution 
of  the  Qiieaii*8  oharity  and  of  the  nation,  which  French  Committee  shall 
employ  the  said  simis  as  it  is  here  above  mentioned,  and  shall  give 
an  account  thereof  tu  tlie  Messieurs  the  i  jiglish  Commissaries  who  are, 
or  shedl  be,  settled  to  receive  the  other  accounts  of  the  said  French 
Gommlttoew  And  the  Baseiitor  ol  this  mj  taitsmomt  ahaJl  take  ease 
that  the  whole  be  esaonted  aoooidlng  to  my  intantiop,  aa  I  will  en^ain 
it."

There  follows  J'Jtat  de  toutea  les  Maittintu  de  Bond' a  Courts  giving  ab- 
stracts of  the  various  leases,  and  showing  that  there  were  fifteen  houses^ 
besides  warehouses^  eto.  The  rents  due  tmder  the  leases  are  also  given, 
but  there  are  several  cases  of  lapsed  leases  and  sub-lettings  (pp.  30-41. 

The  lease  of  one  house  Ijears  an  t-ndorsenicnt  prolonjjin^  the  term  for 
seven  years  for  the  consideration  of  eighteen  quart  bottles  of  the  best  Khine 
wine,  paid  to  Bichard  Andrews  or  his  assigns  each  year  on  St.  John's 
Day  during  the  life  of  the  said  Richard  Andrews  and  Catherine  his  wife. 

The  average  net  income  derived  from  the  houses  in  I'ond  Court  for 
the  twelve  years.  1727-Iit).  was  .£'25r>  8s.  lid.,  or  about  4  per  cent,  on  the 
purchase  monev.  The  outgoings  were  chiefly  for  land>tax,  water-rate 
and  repairs  to  tne  houses. 

As  time  went  on  the  houses  became  dilapidated  and  an  increasingly 
large  sun'i  had  to  be  spent  on  rcyiairs  and  r*  storations,  luitil  in  January. 
17r)0,  a  Conjmittec  of  nin»-  l>irectors,  aided  by  Mr.  Mamwaring,  the 
Surveyor  to  the  Corporation,  was  appomted  to  report  as  to  the  ud\  isa- 
bility  of  selling  or  leasing  the  houses.  For  more  than  three  years  the 
question  was  GontanuaUy  oefore  the  Court.  At  length,  in  October,  1762; 
the  l)irectors.  on  the  adviee  of  tlieir  Surveyor,  derided  to  put  up  the 
property  for  sale  in  six  lots  at  reserve  prices,  the  total  amounting  to 
£4320.  In  the  following  month  the  sale  was  effected.  Each  lot  brought 
rather  more  than  the  reserve  price,  the  total  reaching  £4645.  £4566  5s. 
was  at  once  invested  in  the  purchase  of  £5000  3  per  cent.  Consolidated 
Annuities  at  91  +  i  per  cent,  brokerage,  and  the  balance  placed  with 
the  Treasurer.

The  noble  bnt  untitled  family  of  Chevalleaa  or  Chevalean 
can  be  traced  far  back  in  the  annals  of  Poiton. 

Although  the  affiliated  pedigree  only  begins  in  the  middle 
of  the  fifteenth  century,  isolated  names  are  known  in  the 
twelftii  and  thirteiiBnth.^ 

The  family  inhabited  the  ondolating  and  fertile  country 
snnoimding  Niort,  the  present  ch^f^wu  of  the  departmeirt 
of  the  Deox  Sevres,  and  their  landed  property  extended  for 
many  miles,  comprising  meadow  lands, .  chestnut  woods, 
arable  fields,  but  with  a  great  dearth  of  water.- 

They  evidently  grew  cereals  on  their  vast  tracts  .of  lands 
lying  under  the  hot  summer  sun,  for  we  find  one  Jean 
Chevalleau,  a. knight,  ])inding  himself  to  pay  to  Pons  de 
Vivonne,  Chevalier,  8eigneur  des  Homes  [or  Oulmes],  and 
to  his  heirs  for  ever,  twenty-four  l)ushels  (d^ua  setders)  of 
wheat,  twenty-four  of  oats  and  six  capons  annually,  in 
return  for  the  '*  hebert^ement  des  Homes  alias  la  Chc- 
valerie,  '  given  to  Jean  Chevalleau  as  a  gift  on  the  Idth 
September,  1357  {Geniuilo<iie  de  Vivqnnt). 

This  little  homestead  of  Oulmes  is  in  all  probability  the 
La  Chevalehe  close  to  Saint  Maixent  and  La  Ghesnaye, 
lx»th  Boisragon  property. 

The  date  of  their  acquisition  of  their  ditferent  estates  is 
onknown.  The  Chevalleau  appear  on  the  scene  as 
nmeitrs  of  La  TifEardi^re  and  of  Boisragon,  and  as 
Dobles  of  Poitou. 

Another  of  the  few  isolated  names,  a  Gilles  Chevalleau, 
appears  as  occupying,'  property  \n  or  near  the  town  of  Nmrt, 
termed  '*  T^a  cliatellenie  »!<  Xiort  ".  The  allusion  is  not  in 
his  favour,  for  this  kin;^^ht.  "  ayant  eu  des  (juerelles  avec 
des  paysans  ses  vassaux,  ful  comprumis  daus  une  rixe  sang- 

'  A  |>edij;^ree  existed  forraerlv  in  the  poRBeftsion  of  the  French  hnuich, 
diting  bock  to  1321.    Vide  p.  6U. 
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lante  suivie  dc  inort  d'honniip".  This  "bloody  fray,*' 
noted  in  the  National  Archives,  occurred  in  the  year  1446, 
but  nothin*^  furtht-r  is  known  of  the  (jiiarrelsome  kni^dit. 

The  town  of  Niort  is  broad  and  pleasant,  somewhat  hilly 
in  parts,  and  inundated  with  sunshine. 

The  '*  Chateau,"  said  to  have  been  built  by  Richard  Coeur 
de  Lion,  is  a  nmf^nificent  and  imposing  mass  of  stones, 
rising  up  in  steep  smooth  walls,  surmounted  by  two  keep 
towers,  and  flank(>d  by  eight  slightly  projecting  turrets  the 
whole  way  up,  containing  the  staii's.  It  stands  in  the  lowest 
part  of  the  town,  on  the  edge  of  the  river — the  Sevre 
Niortaise,  and  is  only  raised  above  the  water  by  a  rampart 
and  the  road. 

On  the  town  side  the  castle  overlooks  the  great  Market 
Place,  and  near  it  clusters  the  old  town,  the  **  Rue  Vieille 
Bose,"  the  *'Bue  de  la  Juiverie,"  and  others;  and  below, 
near  the  river,  and  in  the  river,  the  oldest  and  dirtiest  and 
hence  most  picturesque  part,  consisting  of  mills  and  factories. 
The  mills  are  all  occupied  in  the  preparation  of  skins  for 
glove-making.  The  skins  are  washed  and  cleaned,  and 
pressed  and  rubbed  out  with  cod-liver  oil  to  give  them  a 
dressing  {un  apprit). 

In  spite  of  the  beauty,  the  sparkling  lights  and  green 
depths  of  the  river,  the  water  is  very  unpure,  for  all  the 
skms  are  washed  in  it.  At  the  washing  place  near  the 
bridge  below  the  castle  the  smell  is  loatnsome.  The 
washers  stand  in  square  boats  with  piles  of  fleeces  round 
them,  which  they  pound  with  poles,  weighted  at  the  ends, 
until  they  are  white  and  clean. 

All  along  this  low  quarter  of  the  town  are  skins,  either 
being  peeled  and  scraped,  or  hun^  out  in  the  sun,  or  else  in 
course  of  dyeing.    The  effluvium  is  terrific. 

In  connection  with  these  mills,  it  is  curious  to  find  that 
Claude  Chevalleau,  knight,  Seigneur  de  la  Tiffardiere,  etc.  (3rd 
Degree),  posscsscnl  a  mill,  situated  below  the  Castle  of  Niort : 
**  le  moulin  de  la  Titi'ardiere  sis  sous  le  Ch&teau  de  Niort  qu'il 

rsedait  fut  (with  his  other  possessions)  mis  sous  la  main 
roi,"  on  account  of  his  having  killed  his  father-in-law. 
**  La  Tiffardi&re,"  from  which  the  mill  took  its  name, 
was,  and  still  is,  a  property  close  to  Niort,  on  the  west. 

"  Very  frequent  mention  is  mside  of  the  name  of  Chevalleau 
or  Chevaleau  in  a  reprint  from  an  ancient  MS.  published  at 
Nantes  by  Messieurs  Vincent  Forest  &  Emile  Grimaud,  4 
Place  du  Commerce,  entitled :  Bdles  da  Bans  et  Arrikre$ 
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Bans  de  la  Province  de  Poitou,  Xaintonge  et  Angoumois,  tenus 
$t  convoquis  sous  les  Eegnes  des  Roys  Louis  XL  en  Van  1467, 
par  Tvonrdu-Fou,  Chevalier,  Chambelan  dudit  Boij  Charles  VIII. 
par  Jacques  de  Beaumont,  Seigneur  de  Bres9uire^  Grand  Sdnechai 
(U  Poictou.  ensemble  celuy  de  Van  1633,  sous  le  rigne  du  Boy 
Francois  1^  *  extraits  des  Originaux  estant  pardevers  Pierre  de 
Sauzay,  Ecuyer,  sieur  du  Bois-Ferrand*  d  Poictiers,  par  Jean 
FJf'unar,  Imprimewr  (yrimakre  du  Bay  et  de  VUniversiU" 
Mmrxvii.^ 

In  this  lon^-titled  hook  occurs  the  name  of  Jean  Chavaleau 
[sir)  '1st  Decree]  amonpfst  the  knif^hts,  wearin*^  scale  armour 
called  hri<;antine,  hein^?  a  coat  of  mail,  or  a  sort  of  ancient 
annour  of  defence,  consisting  of  thin-jointed  scales  or  plates, 
pliant  and  easy  to  the  hody. 

This  "  rhaualeau  and  Chualeau  "  is  called  Sieur  de  la 
Tiffardiere,  the  title  hy  which  they  were  at  first  more  known 
than  hv  that  of  Boisraiion. 

The  first  mention  of  Protestantism  creeps  in  at  the  4th 
Dejrree.  where  a  youn<:  "  Tiffardiere,"  son  of  Claude 
Chevalkau  and  Marie  Jay  or  Geay,  was  killed  at  the  siege 
of  Civray. 

Vrom  this  time  onwards  trouhles  hef,Mn  to  thicken  round 
the  Chevalleau.  Nntwitlistanding  which,  they  clung  still 
closer  to  the  Reformed  Faith. 

One  wonders  whf)  sowed  the  first  seeds  of  a  new  idea,  a 
purer  faith  in  this  kni<^ditly  family,  and  who  carried  the  first 
mc'ssa<;e  to  their  hearts,  imprintin^^  it  so  deeply  that  j^oung 
men  and  maidens  suffered  all,  risked  all,  lost  all,  for  con- 
science sake. 

At  Civray,  towards  this  time.  Protestantism  was,  one 
may  rightly  term  it,  rampant,  for  Jacques  la  Boche  Croze 
was  pastor  at  that  town  and  hurling  his  tracts  at  his 
opponents'  heads. 

Some  of  the  family  of  Jay  came  from  Civray,  and  at 
Ssint-Maixent,  where  the  Chevalleau  hegan  mostly  to 
reside,  pastors  were  numerous. 

In  the  history  of  countries  and  of  individual  families,  there 
seems  to  come  a  period  when  all  the  interests,  the  prosperity 
or  the  sorrows  are  concentrated.   One  figure,  perhaps,  or  a

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The  Chevalleaii  share  the  same  experience,  and  their 
period  of  prominence,  their  aywpfee  of  sorrows,  is  ushered 
in  hy  the  death  blow  of  "  le  jeune  Tift'ardiere  "  at  the  siege 
of  Civray. 

His  brother  Jean  f5th  Degfree],  a  Hu«^menot  captain,  was. 
as  we  see,  (Toventnr  of  Saint-Maixent,  having  Ins  residence 
in  the  old  Chateau,  situated,  as  the  old  print  shows,  in 
the  south-east  quarter  of  the  town,  and  near  the  eastern 
ramparts. 

The  old  town  rises  up  steeply  from  the  river,  climl^ing  hy 
tortuous  streets  to  the  ancient  abbey  church,  l)elongin{^  in 
olden  days  to  a  preat  Benedictine  convent,  now  converted 
into  barracks.  The  street  opposite  the  west  door  of  the 
abbey  is  called  the  "  Rue  de  FAbbaye,"  and  there  is  a  large 
open  place  between  them.  On  the  north  side  of  the  church 
stands  a  long  building,  now  in  ruins,  with  a  barrelled  roof. 
It  is  built  over  a  Garlovingian  substructure,  and  served  for  a 
long  time  as  the  Huguenot  "  Temple  *'. 

There  was  also  another  "  Temple'  in  the  Faubourg  Chalons, 
for  a  street,  not  far  from  the  only  gate  now  existing,  bears 
the  name  of  "  Bue  du  petit  Temple 

In  the  "  Archives  des  Deux  Sevr^,  1688,  H.  335, 2  pi^es,*' 
there  is  a  document  which  refers  to  the  places  of  worship. 

"  Prises  de  possession  du  *  lieu  *  oil  est  Templacement  du 
temple  ruyne  de  ceux  quy  faisoient  cy-devant  profession  de 
la  religion  pretendue  reform^e  au  faubourg  Chaslon  da  dit 
Saint-Maixent,  par  Bev^rend  p^re  Fulgence  de  Saint-Marc, 
gardien  du  couvent  des  capucins  de  cette  ville,  et  fr^re 
Placede  de  Perij^eux,  religieux  du  meme  couvent  pour  le 
dit  couvant  {sk)  jouir,  faire  et  disposer  du  dit  emplacement 
et  y  construire  leur  couvant." 

For  a  lon^  time  the  abbey  (now  cathedral)  church,  a 
handsome  buildin<r  with  a  fine  crypt  under  the  altar,  served 
as  the  Protestant  Temple,  and  it  was  there,  we  believe,  that 
the  sin^ar  and  beautiful  sight  took  place  of  Eomanists 
and  Huguenots  worshipping  together  as  the  united  Catholic 
Church,  mectinc:  on  the  common  t^round  of  prayer  and  praise. 
It  was  in  the  quieter  time,  l)efore  the  outbreak  of  hostilities. 
The  priest  bejran  the  service  with  prayers  and  the  Te  Dcum, 
in  which  all  joined  ;  after  which  the  minister  f^ave  out  the 
Psalms,  which  all  sang,  and  the  congregation  separated 
peaceably. 

All  the  ^n)vernor*s  children,  exce|»t  his  younj^^est,  Abraham, 
and  all  his  grandchildren  and  great-grandchildren  were  bap- 
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tised  at  the  Temple  de  Saiiit-Maixent.  One  would  incline 
to  think  the  ceremony  nmst  have  taken  place  at  the  ahbey, 
as  the  town  was  in  his  possession,  except  that  the  registers 
are  kept  by  the  pastors. 

Jean  Ghevalleaa's  son,  George  [6th  Degree j ,  had  but  one 
daughter,  Louise,  who  was  left  fatherless  in  the  first  year 
of  her  life.  Her  ffuardian,  Leon  de  Saint-Maore,  was 
father  of  that  Charles  de  8.  Maure  (M.  de  Bailee),  after- 
wards Baron  de  Montansier,  and  husband  in  1644  of  the 
Dotorioos  Julie  d'Angennes,  Mademoiselle  de  Bambouillet. 

Louise  Chevalleau  married  her  first  cousin,  Jean,  in  whose 
days  the  storm  broke  over  the  family.  Jean,  Seigneur  de 
Boisraeon,  being  left  a  widower  with  two  young  children, 
married  again  seven  years  afterward,  Catherine  de  Mar- 
connay,  daughter  of  Philemon  Chevalier  and  of  Fran9oise 
<ie  Vasselot  de  Eegnier,  who  received  'from  her  parents  on 
her  marriage  the  lands  of  "  la  Tonche 

Persecutions  fell  with  relentless  hand  on  these  three 
families,  intimately  connected  by  marriage.  In  the  Society's 
Pmeediiujs,  vol.  v..  No.  8,  we  find  several  of  the  Vasselot  de 
Kei^ier  in  receipt  of  pensions  (page  8B4,  Vasselot  Begue ; 
psfife  423,  Angehque  Vosselot  di^  Kegnie,  etc.). 

As  early  as  Sunday,  2'2nd  February,  1632,  two  of  the 
Marconnay  were  in  sore  distress.  **  Le  consistoire  assemble 
aa  nom  de  Dieu  a  arr^te  que  Jean  de  Marconay  (s/V)  et  sa 
femme  seront  assistes  de  sept  sols  par  semaine  des  deniers 
deB  panvres  durant  la  maladie  de  sa  femme."  * 

The  first  account  we  possess  of  the  persecutions  of  the 
IIm  valleau  de  Boisragon  is  of  the  year  lOHI,  when  Jean 
Chevalleau  was  residing  temporarily  at  Civray.

"  Hb  loi  prirent  see  soaliers,  ses  casaeroles,  son  Goffier,  ses 
armories,  prirent  one  coill^  d'argent,  ses  manchettes,  ses 
chemises,  ses  cravattes  a  dentelle,  ses  cavettes,  ses  ...  et 
lay  dire  prendre  coorage  qae  c'etoit  I'intention  da  Boy  qae 
les  chiens  d'Hagenots  rassent  pillez,  saccagez : 

"  Animds  par  leur  Hoqaeton  ils  prirent  a  la  gorge  led^  Bois- 
ragon,  le  mena^ient  de  I'etrangler  s'il  ne  Tear  donuoit  4 
Loais  d'or.  P'  se  degager,  il  les  leor  provint.  Le  lende- 
main  .  .  .  vint  lay  dire  s'il  ne  vooloit  pas  changer  et  faire 
la  religion  da  Boy  ? 

'*  Boisragon  repondit  qu'il  n'avoit  jamais  hoaai  de  la  relig : 
da  Boy,  ni  en  Tavantage  de  le  voir ;  qae  la  sienne  lay  en- 
seignoit  de  prier  Diea  p^  sa  grandeure  et  sa  prosperite,  ce 
qa'ii  laisoit  tous  les  joars,  et  qa'il  voaloit  moarir  aan  sa  re- 
hgion,     avoit  toujo:  professee. 

Le  Hoqaeton  lai  repartit  radeiuent :  luy  feroit  faire 
par  force,  paisqae  le  roy  ne  vouloit  pas  qu'il  y  eaes  plas 
personne  dans  son  roy"^*' :  de  la  relig :  Huguenotte. 
Le  dialogue  est  (fite,  qu'on  n'y  oublierez. 
"  Boisragon  luy  dit,  resolunient  qu'il  ne  croyait  pas  que 
I'intention  du  lioy  si  grand  et  si  hon  fusse  de  gesner  les 
consciences  de  ses  sugets,  qu'l  avait  bieii  oiiy  dire,  qu'il  sou- 
haittoit  qu'ils  fusseiit  tons  de  sa  religion,  luaiB  qu'elle  se  tist 
de  gre,  et  non  pas  en  .  .  .  rigoureux,  qu'on  .  ,  .  asonegard, 
ct  a  i'egard  de  taut  d  autres  qu'on  traitaient  avec  tant 
d'huinanite. 

'*  Le  Hoqueton  ne  se  remit  de  sa  passion,  et  vouiant  se 
faire  obeir  luy  dit,  vous  etes  un  plaisant,  }v.  ni  en  vay  vous 
envoyez  toute  la  Compa^^niH'  des  Cavaliers  et  que  s'il  le  faisoit 
d'avantage  il  alioit  le  luettre  entre  4  murailles  .  .  .  du  .  .  . 
Boisragon  fit  servir  a  son  .  .  .  un  cocbon  de  laet,  et  de 
I'agneau.  Le  Hoijueton  le  blasma  de  souti'rir  quOn  !uy 
donnait  de  si  grossier  viandes  qu'il  le  lallait  traiter  autre- 
ment,  et  (ju'ils  ne  Hssent  point  de  repas  (pi 'ils  n'eussent 
chacun  an  louis  d'or  a  leur  .  .  .  sur  eela,  les  cavalliers  re- 
doublaient  leurs  dcsonlres  et  le  voulurent  contraindre  de  leur 
donner  12  cent:  jurant  de  le  tuer  s'il  luy  donnoit  8  pistoles, 
et  de  I'attacher  a  la  queeux  de  ieurb  ciievaux,  a  i'obliger 
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de  s'anfair  et  d*abandonner  sa  maison,  et  qu  on  le  metta  en 
pieces,  sur  .  .  .  emporta  son  lin^e  et  piliaient  tout  le  reste."  ^ 
The  month  after  the  persecutions  entered  the  very  village 
of  Boisragon,  as  we  see  by  a  complaint  lodged  at  the 
"  Consistoire  de  Boisragon  "  by  a  persecuted  Huguenot  of 
the  name  of  Daniel  Troube. 

"BonaAooN,  ifoy,  1681. 

"  Daniel  Troube  du  village  de  Boisragon  .  .  .  (pies?)  .  .  . 
la  ville  de  Niors  an  mois  de  May  ...  en  ayant  .  .  .  de- 
mande  des  pieces  qui  luy  appartenoient  au  Montpetit,  dit 
la  forest  Sibgorn,  auquelle  il  avoit  donnee  por :  et  pajrment 
les  arbitreurs  .  .  .  prit  pxetexte  de  .  .  .  la  religion  .  .  . 
led^  trouble  q«  :  accabia  .  .  .  et  en  ineme  terns,  sans  aucun 
ordre  ni  autorit6  saisit :  le  d^  Troube,  le  mena  dans  la  prison 
da  Niort,  (ui  ...  ete  .  .  .  de  .  .  .  savoir  ^tre  ecroue  de 
.  .  .  le  22  May  jusqu'au  29  July  p^:  a  ce  alargi  sans  avoir 
eo  aacune  juztioe  de  sez  vexations."^ 

Although  it  is  not  mentioned,  we  may  conclude  that 
Troube  was  one  of  the  retainers  of  Jean  de  Boisragon,  to 
whom  the  whole  village  belonged.  In  all  probability 
Troube  escaped  after  his  being  put  at  liberty,  for  in  1085, 
3rd  Decenilxir,  there  is  a  record  in  the  Register  of  Marriages 
in  St.  Patrick's  Close,  Dubhn,  of  Daniel  Troubet  et 
Catherine  Berry 

Three  years  passed,  during  which  we  cannot  but  conclude 
that  the  Boisragons  were  subject  to  many  trials  for  their 
relitnon's  sake. 

In  the  Bulletin  des  Protestants  read  that  '*  La  Chcsnaye 
Boisragon,  jeunc  gentilhonniie  de  IH  ans  fit  voir  a  son  age 
autant  de  torc-e  d'espnt  et  cle  piete  (jue  les  plus  avancez 

This  was  Louis,  the  sixth  sou  Jind  ninth  child  of  Jean 
de  Boisragon,  the  founder  of  thu  Kngiish  branch  of  the 
Boisraj^on  family. 

Born  in  he  was  eightcm  years  of  age  in  1()84,  and, 

as  our  extract  records,  was  of  a  strong  and  devout  nature. 
"Le  chevalier  de  Chesnaye,"  as  he  was  called,  never  swerved 
from  the  faith.  The  Pastor  of  the  Church  of  St.  Maixent 
having  known  him  from  his  babyhood,  testities  to  his 
strength  of  character.

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Writing  later,  after  the  young  Chevalier's  escape,  Melin 
says: — 

I,  the  undersized  Pastor  of  the  Church  of  St.  Maixant 
{sic)  in  Poitoa,  certify  that  Monsieur  Chevalleau  de  Boisragoii 
is  bom  in  the  said  Church,  and  is  of  a  family  considerable  in 
the  Province  for  its  Nobility  and  for  its  wealth. 

"  That  he  has  always  been  brought  up  in  our  Holy 
Keligion  without  having  ever  abaDdoned  it. 

"That  in  these  last  years  he  has  shown  (though  very 
young)  an  unshaken  constancy,  having  long  suffered  im- 
prisonment at  La  Bochelle  and  at  Paris,  and  having  in  the 
former  place  been  condemned  to  the  gallies,  without  haviui; 
ever  clone  anything  unworthy  of  a  true  Christian. 

"  That  at  last  he  had  the  hberty  to  leave  the  kingdom 
with  others  .  .  .  [illegible]. 

"  Given  at  Amsterdam,  the  7th  of  October,  1688. 

"  (Signed)  MAlin." 

A  copy  ot  this  certificate,  made  and  signed  by  Mar}'  Layard, 
Fuzel,  his  daughter-in-law,  wife  of  Henry  Charles  Bois- 
ra^on.  is  preserved  amongst  the  family  papers  of  Louis  (U*. 
Boisra^^on.  The  ille<^nl)le  word  is  considered  by  Mary  Layard» 
as  stated  by  her  in  a  note,  to  have  ])een  "  confessors 

In  this  year,  1684,  the  head  of  the  family  passed  away. 
\Vho  knows  l)ut  that  the  troubles  expenenced  at  Civray  did 
n(^t  bring  about  his  death  ? 

The  JJictionfiaire  de  Poitou  states  that  he  was  eighty-four 
when  lie  died,  making  the  year  of  his  death  1689;  but  the 
register  ot  his  death  proves  the  contrary,  as  well  as  the  date 
on  his  tombstone. 

The  Register  ^  states  : —

If  he  was  really  «born  in  1615,  then  "  sixty-three  years  of 
a^'c  '  is  a  misreading  for  sixty-nine. 

That  1684  is  the  accurate  date  is  proved,  as  stated  by  the 
tumhBtone  of  Jean  Chevalleau^s  ^ave.  It  now  forms  the 
top  6tone  to  a  garden  gate  at  Boisragon,  which  garden  was 
fonuerly  their  private  Protestant  burying  ground. 

The  peasant  proprietors  of  the  farm-house  still  continue 
to  use  it  for  the  same  purpose,  as  in  September,  1895,  there 
were  two  comparatively  new  graves. 

The  tombstone  is  a  long  one,  slightly  sloped  on  each  side ; 
the  large  letters  are  partly  legible  from  below. 
Od  the  side  facing  tlie  country  lane  is  written : — 
"  Ci  git  le  corps  de  haut  et  puissant  .    .  . 

Sire  Jean  Chevalleau  broken 

Seigneur  de  Boisragon   olf. 

nes  La  Chevalerie  

de  Marconnay*'. 
on  the  other : — 

*'Ci  git  le  corps  do  Jean  Chevalleau 
Seigneur  de  Boisragon  et  autre 
(|ui  deceda  au  sgnerie  ^  le  2(i 
janvier  1684.    Pnez  Dieu  pom* 
son  anie." 

A  letter  lu  the  possession  ol  the  writer  was  written  aiioiit 
tlu>  ti)nil)stune,  continuing  the  accuracy  ol  the  date  ir)'S4, 
and  much  was  made  ot  the  little  syllable  "nes"  on  the 
♦•ai^leni  side  of  the  stone.  It  was  thought  to  be  "lies'"  — 
i>oru,  and  because  it  was  in  tlu:  plural,  the  correspondent 
considered  that  [)erhaps  the  grave  e(»ntaint;d  two  persons. 
But  there  is  no  shade*  ol  lioubt  that  the  gap  l)etween  *'  Hois- 
ra^jon  "  and  "nes  La  Chevalerie  "  should  be  Idled  by  "  des 
Uuliines],"  which  as  wt  know  priiceded  "La  Chevalerie". 
Tile  word  "  Marcounay  Lakes  up  the  whole  length  oi  the 
stone. 

By  the  prayer  lor  the  reposr  ol  Ins  soul,  we  may  ei)nclude 
timt  those  who  put  U[)  this  tombstone  were  iioinaii  (Catholics. 
Ii  !■>  not  at  all  unlikelv  that  his  (ddest  son  Jean,  who  an- 
iiouuced  the  dt-atli  ol  Ins  father  at  the  registrar's,  may  have 
been  a  Koman  Catholic,  f<jr  he  kept  possession  of  the  family 
estates,  h(;  and  his  idnldreii  alter  him. 

Obvier  de  Blanzac  ^or  Olivier  de  Marconnayj  was  first 
cx>U8iD  to  the  widowed  Madame  de  Boisragon,  a  son  of  her 
ancle  Loms  de  Marconnay  and  Marie  Gourjault  de  la 

*  b«iignettri«. 
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Milli^re,  the  same  Marconnay  who  in  the  following  year 
soflfered  the  dragonnades,  the  sacking  of  their  honse  and 
imprisonment.  Olivier  de  Blanzac  was  also  Seigneur  de 
Mazeuil.  He  fled  to  Berlin,  and  died  there  in  whibt 
holding  the  appointment  of  Chancellor  of  the  Embassy. 

The  youngest  son  Charles,  called  the  Seignenr  Du  Pont, 
and  another  entitled  De  Cource,  with  a  sister  (name  nn- 
known),  who  died  of  smallpox  in  Holland,  escaped  after  the 
Eevocation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes.  We  do  not  know  which 
of  the  sons,  Benjamin,  Philemon,  or  Daniel,  was  snmamed 
De  Cource,  or  how  the  fugitives  effected  their  escape. 

Louis  fled  to  the  Hague,  and  received  by  the  orders  of 
King  William  III.,  then  Prince  of  Orange,  his  first  conunis- 
sion  as  Cornet  in  Schoniher^^'s  Horse,  the  commission  being 
dated  at  Lisbume,  in  Tn  land,  12th  March,  1689-90.  He  was 
one  of  the  corps  of  nol>l<>  cadt  ts  "  TiC  Prince  d'Orange  en 
avait  huit  cents,  qu'il  entre  tenait  a  Delft,  tandis  qu*il  etait 
en  Hollande,  lesquels  pass^rent  en  Angleterre  avec  lui 

His  lieutenancy  is  signed  : — 

**  Schomherg,  at  Tjisburn,  1st  December,  KiHV)." 

His  second  commission  is  dated  at  Hampton  Court,  isi 
July.  ir)H9,  and  signt.'d  William". 

I  lis  third  coimuisBion  of  captain  in  the  Marquis  de  Mere- 
mont's  Regiment  of  Dragoons  is  dated  at  the  Hague,  1st 
Oetoher,  iO*.).">,  in  the  seventh  year  oi  His  Majesty  s  reign, 
signed  '*  William 

I^nt  to  return  to  the  young  sisters  left  behind  at  Boisragon  ; 
Catherine,  at  the  time  of  the  edict,  was  seventeen,  Celeste 
a  little  younger,  and  Jeanne  Kran(,'oise  only  nin(\ 

Of  the  first  we  read  in  the  Memoirs  jtour  srrrtr  a  VhitiUnrc 
lies  UelU'ifes  Frant^ais  dam  ic.s  FAnts  dii  h'i>i,  by  l\rman  and 
Keclam,  that  "she  had  been  arrested  in  the  Isle  de  Rhe 
whilst  endeavouring  to  fly  hvr  doomed  country,  that  she  had 
been  condenmed  to  he  shorn  and  unprisoned,  but  that  her 
sentence  was  lightened ".  After  having  suffered  a  year's 
imprisonment  at  tlie  Convent  of  the  '*  Xouvelles  Catho- 
liques  "  (in  other  wonls,  of  those  made  Romanists  by  foree), 
she  was  restoriHl  to  her  mother,  and,  with  her  sister  Celeste, 
abjured  her  errors  on  the  9th  March,  IlhSB. 

This  abjuration  seems  to  have  been — at  any  rate  on  the 
part  of  Catherine— at  ibt  point  of  the  sword,  and  but  an 
outward  and  enforced  act,  for  she  remained  firm  during  all 
her  persecution,  and  was  still  unshaken  when  restored  to 
her  mother's  care.    To  understand  her  sufiferiugs  one  need 
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only  read  tlie  memoir  of  this  incarceration  by  MUe.  de 
Chaafepi^,  with  whom  she  was  imprisoned. 
Louis  de  Boisragon  was  liberated  at  the  same  time  from 

the    Petit  Chatelet  "  at  Paris. 

Jeanne  Frant.'oise,  beinj^  so  younfj,  seems  to  have  been 
brought  up  a  Roman  Cathnhr  ;  her  mother  also  seems  to 
have  conformed,  for  she  is  siill  in  the  possession  of  property 
at  her  death,  leavin^^  it  all  to  this  youn«,^est  dauj^'hter. 

The  Roman  Catholic  branch  continued  in  peaceable  ])os- 
session  of  all  their  lands  for  another  century,  and  then — 
faitliful  to  their  kiiv^,  as  their  ancestors  had  been  to  their 
God— they  in  turn  left  their  homes. 

Of  the  elder  branch,  Anibroise  Tjouis  de  Hoisraj^on  died  far 
from  his  country  in  a  hospital  of  his  wounds.  His  eider 
brother  returned,  Init  died  witliout  posterity. 

Of  the  second  branch,  Aniiand,  styled  i)y  courtesy  the 
Count  of  lioisra^njn,  died  in  exile,  and  his  only  child  also. 
His  brother,  the  Chevalier,  left  a  son  anil  dauj^diter,  who 
Ijoth  died  unmarried  at  La  Chesnaye,  the  daughter  aged 
only  twenty-four.  Her  brother,  Jean  Lubm.  a  degenerate 
scion  of  a  noble  race,  lived  on  in  a  wretchedly  untidy 
couditioD,  ill-regulated  in  ever\'  way,  leaving  his  old 
manor  to  rot  and  crumble  away  over  bis  very  liead.  The 
roof  fell  in  and  was  not  repaired,  the  very  house  began  to 
fall  in  pieces,  the  salle  (Vanties  scare  ely  held  together.  To 
such  a  pass  did  it  come,  that  the  house  could  no  longer  be 
repaired. 

Jean  Lubin  de  Boisragon  left  La  Chesnaye  at  his  death 
to  a  mason  of  the  name  of  Denis. 

Sfadame  Denis'  son,  Alexandre,  had  long  lived  at  the 
ChAtean,  and  the  Denises  took  np  their  residence  in  the  old 
house,  which  once  had  been  *'a  fine  old  castle  of  Gothic 
fonu  and  saracenesque,  ornamented  with  four  beautiful 
towers,  and  sorroonded  with  moats  ever  filled  with  running, 
limpid  water  ". 

The  mason  polled  down  every  portion  and  rebuilt,  about 
twenty-five  years  ago,  the  present  square  white  house,  with 
the  old  stones. 

The  old  house  was  in  the  shape  of  an  L,  and  was  dis- 
tinctljr  larger  than  the  present  one,  as  the  cellars  and  the 
oatlimng  foundation  stones  of  the  former  building  indicate. 

The  cellars  are  very  spacious.  In  front  of  we  present 
house,  at  some  distance,  is  a  well  with  a  windlass.  It  used 
to  be  in  a  garden  wall,  which  divided  the  cemetery  from  the 
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house,  and  was  one  of  those  wells  in  which  one  backet 
went  up  by  a  chain  while  the  other  went  down. 

Close  by  it  are  two  stumpy  yew  trees,  which  once  «(re\v 
s(»  close  to  each  otlier  that  they  looked  hke  one  round  balL 
Monsieur  Alexandre  divided  them  and  put  a  seat  between. 
He  also  luoved  most  of  the  cypresses  of  the  old  ceiiietery 
a  few  yards  to  «;et  them  into  more  of  a  hne  up  to  the 
house  door;  but  he  has  only  succeeded  in  increasing  the 
desolation. 

Tlie  Chateau  stood  to  the  left  of  the  hif^di  road  ;  mi  the 
ri,L,dit  is  a  cluster  of  eotta«(e8  laciii^^  the  alleys  and  cy})rt?ss 
int^s  of  the  Chesnaye  property,  which  are  visible  throu^^li 
ail  ir(»!i  raihii;^^  in  the  stoiR'  wall.  The  modern  white-warihed 
house  IS  visible  iroiu  the  roail. 

\  smaller  road  turns  oO  sharply  from  ihe  hi^diway  on  the 
left,  and  passin*;  luawceii  the  walls  of  the  cypress  ^^ardeii  on 
the  (die  side  and  the  Cirand  i'n-  (^U'eat  meadow)  on  the  other, 
leads  up  to  the  ^'ate  of  thi'  drive.  A  dry  cattle  pond  is  at 
the  corner  of  the  hiiu-  and  the  hi^h  road. 

The  old  house  opposite  the  ^^ardcu,  ou  the  village  side  of 
the  lii;.:h  road,  is  called  La  C'hapelle. 

In  a  journal  1)\  the  refugee's  son  wt;  read  :  "  At  the  bottom 
of  tlie  garden  is  the  t(Miib,  still  in  good  order  and  preserva- 
tion, of  a  great-grandmother  '  who  died  in  1H71.  There  is 
also  tlie  chapel  and  burying  place  of  the  lamiiy  when  it  was 
l*rotestant." 

Now  this  portion  ut  the  property  is  known  to  have  Iweu 
until  quitt;  lately  the  private  cemetery,  attached,  as  was  the 
Protestant  custom,  to  the  manor  house.  The  road  which 
leads  up  from  the  high  road  is  of  recent  date,  and  was  cat 
through  the  garden  cemetery  and  the  Grand  Pre  up  to 
the  entrance  near  the  house.  The  cemetery  extended  for 
some  distance. 

The  httle  house  called  La  Chapelle  may  be  on  the 
site  of  the  temple,  and  perchance  the  mare  or  horse-pond 
is  a  remnant  of  the  moat  or  ditch»  for  there  is  no  other  trace 
of  such  a  thing. 

It  is  said  that  the  village  road  did  not  pass  between 
the  garden  cemetery  and  La  Chapelle,  but  behind  those 
houses,  and  making  a  curve,  came  through  the  Grand 
Pre  to  the  house.  In  the  wall  at  the  foot  of  the  garden 
is  a  Uttle  arched  gate. 

'  Martbe  Hegnuti,  daughter  oi  Jcau  itegnon  and  Antoiuettti  PrevoDt, 
ftnd  wife  ol  PMm  ChevallaMi,  whom  the  married  in  1614. 
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Within  ftnd  slona  the  wall  is  a  long  shady  alley  or  efutr- 
mSk  continuing  rartlier  than  the  actnal  square  of  the 
liirden,  and  extending  behind  some  other  property.  The 
cypresses,  dotted  all  over  this  neglected  garden,  tall  pointed 
^iiuk  obelisks  and  squat  ones,  give  a  most  funereal  aspect  to 
the  spot.  Marthe  Begnon's  grave  and  the  memory  of  it 
have  ix>th  vanished. 

In  the  arm  of  the  L  of  the  old  ChAteau  was  a  great  un- 
;ilazed  hall,  lighted  at  either  end  by  mullioned  casements, 
Imt  otherwise  exceedingly  dark.  It  was  a  sort  of  stUU 
farmes,  with  only  a  gremer  (loft)  above  it. 

Bdiind  the  house  are  a  great  many  trees  and  evergreens, 
huner  cerUier  (cherry-bay),  and  others,  but  M.  Alexandre 
mentioned  that  he  had  planted  nearly  every  tree  except  the 
cypresses.  There  were  no  oaks  round  the  house  to  warrant 
tiie  name  of  La  Chesnaye. 

At  the  end  of  the  garden  at  the  back  of  the  house  is 
tn  extensive  warren — La  Garenne — ^which  always  existed 
there,  althoiifjh  it  was  kept  lopped,  whereas  now  it  is  left 
to  tall,  and  is  cut  yearly  for  bois  de  taillis  (firewood). 

The  warren  is  wedpje-shaped,  the  point  being  farthest  froni 
the  house  and  near  the  old  farm. 

At  some  distance  behind  these  old  buildings,  in  a  slopin*; 
field  called  Le  Pre  au  cinieti^re,  is  a  little  stone  walled 
.  enclosure.    It  faces  the  east,  and  lies  under  a  wall,  hein*,' 
•  shaded  with  oak   trees   and   over^^-own  with  blackberry 
hrambles.    It  is  very  sinall,  scarcely  fourteen  feet  square. 
In  it  are  two  or  three  low  rounded  tombstones. 
Beyond  the  farm  and  the  warren  is  a  long  field  which 
'  <<tretches  northward  to  the  edge  of  the  hill,  whence  the 
meadows  slope  down  to  the  lower  lying  lands,  and  the  f>ve 
riiii,^e.s  over  a  vast  stretch  of  country — La  Creche — on  tlu 
lutjh  road,  in  a  hollow  ;  Brelon,  with  its  factory  chimney 
and  church  towers;  beyond  tliem  the  clustering  trees  of 
Boisragon  ;  to  the  right.  Saint  Neomaye  :  far  away  in  the 
•listance.  Fouilloux  forest :  Saint  Maixent  is  hidden  by  the 
tr«^  on  the  right. 

The  property  of  Ija  Chenaye  extends  northward  someway 
^own  the  hill  as  far  as  an  avenue  of  walnut  trees  on  the 
mad  ti.  La  Crdche. 

M.  Alexandre  is  said  to  possess  Boisra^jon  family  papers, 
left  by  Jean  Lul)in  de  Boisragon.  There  were  no  relics  in 
the  hoQse  except  a  carved  stool,  recovered,  in  the  drawing- 
room,  and  a  low  cupboard  in  lUe  hall.    On  the  wall  of  the 
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drawin*,'  room  han^^  two  extraordinary  mythical  pictures  of 
dragons  and  fearful  beasts. 

Whilst  the  Roman  Catholic  branch  of  the  Boisraijon 
family  continued  to  abide  on  their  estates,  the  Hu'Tuenot 
exiles — Tjouis,  Chevalier  de  la  Ch^naye ;  Charles,  Seif^neiir 
du  Pont,  and  one  other,  Sei^aieiir  de  Cource,  were  carving 
their  own  fortunes  at  the  point  of  their  swords. 

Charles  du  Pont  became  a  lieutenant  in  the  c(^rps  of 
Liinebourf^,  and  was  livint^  in  1704.  His  wndow,  Marthe 
Alibert,  was  buried  at  Berlin,  and  re<^istered  as  "the  widow 
of  Charles  Chevalet  de  Boisragon  ".  Madame  de  Buisragoii 
was  a  native  of  (Irenoble. 

Of  Louis'  sufferin<:s  there  is  a  more  complete  account 
in  the  Bullet m  for  September.  1887,  of  the  Societe  de 
I'histoire  du  Protestantisme  franc^ais,  p.  477,  by  M.  A.  J. 
Knschede,  which  runs  thus  : — 

"  Louis  Chevalleau,  Chevalier,  Seigneur  de  Boisra^n. 
Pro\nnce  de  Poitou,  a  en  les  dragons  cinq  semaines  et 
ensuite  lois  en  prison  a  la  Rochelle,  a  la  Tour  de  Saint 
Nicolas,'  et  de  la  transfer^  dans  la  prison  ordinaire  fut 
mis  an  cachot,  et  par  sentence  dn  presidial,  condamne  aux 
Galeres,  de  la^uelle  sentence  estant  appellant,  il  fnt  men^  danK 
la  conciergerie  du  palais  k  Paris,  on  il  fnt  mis  dans  les 
Cachots,  les  fers  aux  pieds,  et  aux  mains :  de  la  il  fut  encore 
transfere  dans  les  prisons  du  ChAtelet  et  du  Fort  TEveque, 
et  finalement,  a  este  conduit  sur  la  fonti^e  par  ordre  du 
Roy". 

Having  attained  the  rank  of  captain,  Louis  de  Boisragon 
served  at  the  Boyne  and  other  actions  in  Ireland,  and  was 
aide-de-camp  to  Monsieur  d*Auverquerqne  at  the  Battle  of 
Loudun,  the  certificates  of  which  are  dated  at  Ghent,  17th 
December,  1695,  and  signed  '*  d*Auven]uerque,  Lieut-General 
of  the  Armies  of  his  Britannic  Majesty,  Commanding-in- 
Chief  his  Cavalry  in  the  Low  Countries,  and  Lieut.-General 
of  the  United  Provinces**.  He  was  made  exempt  in  the 
Guards,  dated  at  Kensington,  9th  April,  1700,  by  his  Majesty, 
and  in  the  next  month  we  find  him  at  leisure  to  marry. 

Louis  de  Boisragon  married  on  the  25th  May,  1700,  at 
the  Chapel  Koyal,  St.  James' — ^then  called  the  Priory 
Chapel,  Pali  Mall — ^Louisc^  Koyrand,  dau«:ht('r  of  Messin* 
]{ont  Koyrand,  Seigneur  des  Clouseaux  and  Dame  Marguerite 
de  Goulaine,  natives  of  La  Marche.    She  was  the  widow 

1  The  Tour  Saint  Nicolas,  with  the  Tour  de  U  Chaine,  are  two  great  forts, 
whioh  guard  the  entraDce  of  the  harbour  at  La  Rochelle. 
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of  .ssire  Henri  Au^uste  Helias,  Seii^neur  de  La  Grange 
Boisraux.    Pasteur  Menard  l)lessed  the  niarriapfe. 

Captain  de  Boisragon  cannot  have  had  much  time  for  the 
enjoyments  of  home  Hfe. 

The  next  trace  of  him  is  on  foreign  service,  while  his  wife 
s>eeius  to  have  Hved  at  the  Ha<^ue,  where  he  joined  her  at 
(iitierent  times.  He  was  there  in  1704,  for  they  made  their 
will  conjointly  in  that  year  at  the  Haf^ie. 

He  was  again  with  her  hefore  his  receiving  his  hrevet  of 
Lieut. -Colonel.  Their  first  child,  Alexandre  Louis,  was 
born  at  the  Hague  in  1709.  In  the  same  year  the  Colonel 
was  naturalised  ;  Anne  and  the  infant  also.  Act  No.  42, 
"  ao  infant  bom  at  the  Hague,  son  of  Louis  Chevalleau  de 
Boisragon  and  Lewize 

The  Boisragons  had  another  child,  named  Cathmne 
liOiiise,  of  whom  nothing  is  known,  except  that  she  was 
living  in  1729. 

In  1713  Madame  de  Boisragon  died,  and  in  the  end  of 
the  same  year  Lient.-Golonel  Louis  Chevidleaa  de  Boisragon 
married  again — ^in  the  same  chnrch  which  had  witnessed  his 
first  vows-— Marie  Henriette  de  Bambouillet,  second  daughter 
of  Messire  Nicolas  de  Bambouillet,  Chevalier,  Marquis  de 
la  Sabh^re  and  Henriette  Louise  de  Cheusses. 

There  is  another  lapse  of  a  few  years,  as  on  the  first 
occasion,  between  their  marriage  and  the  birth  of  their 
children,  Lieut. -Colonel  Boisragon  is  Lieut.-Colonel  of 
Horse  in  Bouchelier's  regiment  in  1715  (brevet  of  24th 
June,  1715,  signed  "  Galway  "),  having  been  promoted  from 
the  lieut.-colonelship  of  Foot  in  Nassau's  regiment  (brevet 
dated  16th  I^'ehniary,  1715,  at  St.  James*,  signed  "George"). 

Not  till  1716  was  their  first  child  horn,  Susanne  Hen- 
riette, who  in  the  twenty-third  year  of  her  age  married  at 
Spring  Gar(](  ns  Chapel,  London,  on  the  4th  August,  174H, 
Ih*.  Dtsmiel  J*eter  Lavard,  later  Physician  to  the  Dowager 
Princess  of  Wales,  and  President  of  the  Benevolent  Medical 
Society  of  the  County  of  Kent,  and  at  that  time  a  handsome 
young  man  of  twenty-three,  four  years  younger  than  his 
wife. 

A  portrait  of  Susanne  Henriette  de  Boisragon,  Madame 
Layard,  by  John  Cole,  is  in  the  possession  of  the  Marquis 
of  Huntly  at  Orton  Longueville,  with  one  of  her  sister 
Anne. 

Madame  dp  St.  Maurice,  whose  maiden  name  was  Mag- 
dalene Chxistiue  Duiac,  when  making  her  will,  left  to 
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Suzanne  Boisrajjon,  Madame  Layard  "  £20,  my  bed,  with 
all  wliich  thereto  helonf^s.  the  foot-(*ai*pet,  which  is  in  my 
room,  and  my  suit  of  black  Paduasoy,"  also     a  clock 

The  Colonel's  second  danjjfhter,  Klizabeth,  married  on  the 
l.Hth  December,  1748,  in  the  same  year  as  her  elder  sister. 
Dr.  Mathew  Maty  (or  Mathieu),  son  of  Paul  Maty,  of 
Manosque,  in  the  Departement  des  Basses  Alpes,  and  of 
Jeanne  Crothier  des  M^rets.  Dr.  Maty  was  bom  in  1718, 
and  was  therefore  twenty-five  at  the  time  of  his  marriage 
with  Elizabeth  Boisragon.  In  1758  her  hasband  was  ap- 
pointed  librarian  to  the  Britieh  Museum,  in  which  post  be 
was  succeeded  by  their  son  Paul  Henri  in  1776. 

Their  daughter  Louisa  married  Boger  Jortin,  Esq.,  of 
Lincolns  inn,  son  of  the  Pastor  Jean  Jortin,  also  Huguenots 
like  the  Maty,  Layarde  and  Boisragon. 

Anne,  the  youngest  daughter,  married  a  Monsieur  Tusta- 
mond,  also  of  Huguenot  descent. 

The  two  sons  were  evidently  the  latest  bom  of  Colonel 
Boisragon  *s  children — Henry  Charles  and  Gedeon  Charles. 
In  a  few  years  the  family  was  deprived  of  its  head.  The 
Colonel  died  in  1736,  being  then  in  the  5drd  regiment 
of  foot. 

Henry  Charles  Boisragon,  bom  in  June,  1728,  was  **  a 
good  and  ^^^allant  soldier,  and  saw  much  service  during  the 
wars  in  the  Low  Countries 

*'  In  the  year  1749,"  *  when  he  was  twenty-one  years  of 
age,  to  quote  his  own  words,  *'  I  set  out  for  Paris,  and  from 
thence  travelled  along  the  western  coast  to  Lyons,  on  to 
Avignon  in  LanLii<  doc. 

"After  tlie  holding  of  the  States  at  Nismes,  I  went  to 
Montpellier,  tbencr  down  to  Pressieres,  thence  embarkctl 
on  the  Royal  Canal  tor  Toulouse,  and  thence  to  Montauhan 
of  Bordeaux.  From  thence  crossed  the  (Jaronne  to  Blaye 
on  the  opposite  shore,  and  went  on  to  Kocbefort,  through 
Xaintes  and  Charente,  and  from  Rochelort  to  La  Kocbelle, 

'*  Madame  du  Cbarreau  -'  was  of  Kocbelle,  and  has  told  nu- 
she  remembered  my  lather  being  confined  there  m  its  prison 
on  account  of  his  religion. 

>  Taken  from  a  journal  by  Henry  Boisragon,  written  iu  a  very  ditticult 
hand,  of  whieh  Mn.  Boisragon.  his  brother*s  wife,  made  a  fair  copy  in 
180S. 

*  Madame  du  Charreau  muMt  have  been  the  wife  of  M.  FrancoiH  du  Pratt 

du  Charreau  of  I.a  Roclicllc,  whose  daughtrr  Antif,  wif*-  of  I .iout.-CoIonet 
Charles  William  Rambouillet,  was  aunt  to  the  writer  ol  the  journal. 
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"  Passed  through  Mauze  to  Niort  in  Poiton,  thence  to  visit 
my  relations.  .  .  .  Went  first  to  La  Creche,  halfway  to  Saint 
Maixant,  which  is  five  leagues  from  Niort.  Turned  off  the 
great  road  to  the  left,  and  half  a  league  brought  me  to 
Boisra^on,  the  family  estate,  in  the  possession  of  my  eldest 
cousin.'  " 

The  highway  from  La  Rochelle  to  Poitiers  and  Paris  has 
existed  for  ages.  At  Niort  it  leaves  the  town  by  the  Place 
de  hi  Breche  and  ascends  pretty  steeply  through  the  faubourg 
of  the  Avenue  de  Paris  to  the  octroi  gates,  after  which 
commences  an  interminable  avenue  of  trees,  planted  about 
Mty  v«'-u-^  iiL'o,  so  that  the  ynnn'_:  ofhcer  travelling  along  the 
road  io  1749  must  h;i\ f  found  himself  much  exposed  to  the 
sun.  The  country  looks  like  a  plain.  Init  the  road  ascends 
and  descends  continually,  so  steeply  at  times  that  wlien  one 
is  at  the  foot  of  one  hill  the  summit  of  the  next  is  hidden 
in  the  leafy  top^  «»f  tlic  trees. 

There  is  a  wide  view  on  either  side  over  fertile  fields  and 
little  h'unlets.  What  strikes  one  most  is  the  distance  from 
one  h.ibit;it«  (l  spot  to  another,  and  the  absence  of  human 
l)ein;L:s  111  the  hekls.  Here  and  tliere  is  a  solitary  figure,  a 
vvo!a;ui  dressed  in  .i  <:leamin«,^  white  shirt,  i)lack  stays,  •^n*ev 
pt'ltieoat  and  while  coif,  seated  on  the  ^n'ound  mendinjj:  or 
knittinj^,  and  watchin^,^  a  solitary  goat,  m  which  office  she 
is  helped  ])y  a  faithlul  shagi^T  do;,^ 

.\nothei'  conspicuous  feature  are  the  pitiful  little  S(jiiare 
ceuietenes,  with  their  dark  pointed  cypresses  and  wliite 
ston«'  walls.  Ivicli  Protestant  homestead  had  and  has  its 
little  "(iod  s  acre,"  though  it  is  not  anything  like  an  acre 
in  size.  siiii[jly  a  very  little  acker  (meadow).  Here  they 
bury  their  dead  *juietly  and  lonely,  their  ])astor  coming  to 
hless  and  make  a  discoura  over  another  of  the  tiock  folded 
t<»  rest. 

These  cemeteries  dot  the  country.  The  custom  began  in 
this  |)rovincr^  when  persecution  drove  the  Huguenots  to 
bur\ing  in  their  gardens,  and  was  continued  in  times  of 
peace  in  preference  to  burying  their  dead  in  the  portion  of 
the  Roman  Catholic  cemeteries  grudgingly  allotted  to  them. 

There  are  several  cross-roads  before  reaching  La  Crdche. 
Before  one  reaches  the  road  which  turns  off  to  Chayagne 
there  is  a  long  cypress  avenue  on  the  ri^ht  hand  leading  to 
La  Misere,  a  small  pro[)erty  and  village.    The  road  to

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Chavagne  is  the  high  road  to  La  Ghesnaye.  Chavagne  is 
on  rising  ground,  on  chalk  soil,  with  oak  woodlands. 

Between  this  villa^  and  La  Ghesnaye  is  a  spot  called  La 
GhAtaignerie,  where  is  a  coppice  of  splendid  chestnut  trees, 
remarkable  for  their  number  and  size,  and  the  brilliancy  of 
their  foliage. 

La  Creche  is  a  charmin>^'  little  village,  cradled  in  trees 
and  lying  in  a  picturesque  hollow,  with  the  river  near  it. 

Turning  off,  as  Henry  Boisragon  did,  to  the  left,  and 
passing  through  the  walnut  and  poplar  trees  by  the  winding 
road,  one  reacnes  almost  at  once  the  village  of  Brelon,  which 
is  the  parish,  and  possesses  three  churches,  viz,,  the  old 
picturesque  one  turned  into  a  bam,  the  modem  one  along- 
side, and  a  hideous  "temple  opposite. 

Brelon  is  quite  a  small  place;  passing  through  it  and 
through  some  country  lanes,  a  sharp  tura  to  the  right 
leads  into  the  straggly  village  of  Boisragon,  where  the  road 
winds  in  curves  past  small  cottages  and  gardens  and  wooded 
enclosures. 

A  little  lane  leads  up  to  the  yard  gate  of  the  manor 
of  B()isra*:on,  which,  as  well  as  the  village,  is  in  a  very 
neglected  state. 

Henry  Boisragon  remarks :  "  Boisragon  is  a  village  of 
which  my  eldest  cousin  is  Seigneur;  the  Chateau  de 
Boisragon  is  neglect«'(l  :  as  my  cousin  lives  on  the  estate 
he  inliei-iied  iVom  his  mother  called  La  Mothe  darriere. 
1  found  some  stu'vants  and  his  steward  at  Jioisragon,  and 
T  saw  two  pictures,  which  T  was  told  were  those  of  my 
grantllather  and  grandmother.' 

"In  the  village  are  ahout  150  houses;  all  tiie  j)<ii/.s(ni.s 
are  Protestants,  e.\cej)t  ei^dit  families.  Oj)i)osite  the  road, 
on  the  right  hand,  and  ahout  the  same  distance  from  Xiort, 
is  the  C  hateau  de  la  Chenaye,  a  house  helonging  to  my 
younger  cousin  Boisragon,'-  who  is  a  C'aj)tain  commandant 
of  a  hattahou  of  the  regiment  of  Orleans,  with  the  hrevet 
rank  of  Colonel :  La  Chenaye  came  to  lam  as  his  share  of 
his  father's  estates  {sa  legitime).*' 

During  the  reign  of  terror,  when  the  Boisragons  emigrated, 
the  Republic  confiscated  the  estate  of  Boisragon,  and  sold  it 
eventually  to  a  peasant  family  of  the  name  of  Viens,  of 
whom  the  descendants  are  still  in  possession  of  it. 

'  Jean  ClievalloHU  and  Cathtriiio  de  Maici'iiiiay. 

See  in  Pedigree,  IX,  Degree.    Arnioud,  dit  io  Chevalier  de  Boiaragoo, 
who  nuurried  Marguerite  de  Gtondin  de  Canui. 
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Xot  a  trace  of  seif^'iieurial  buildincj  is  apparent  in  the  present 
whitewashed  farm.  On  the  ri<:jht  hand  of  the  yard  '^'ate  are 
the  rums  of  what  tlie  [)easants  call  a  barn,  but  which  bear 
the  stamp  of  a  ^eat  hall  or  ehapel.  Only  the  front  wall 
facinj?  the  yard  is  intact,  and  some  broken  down  side  walls. 
Ill  the  front  wall  is  a  threat  Gothic  archway,  and  beside  it, 
on  its  left,  a  smaller  similar  one. 

The  (hvrllin^^-house  encloses  the  yard  on  the  north  side. 
It  is  a  lon^'  one-storeyed  buildin^^  with  a  high  grcnier  or 
loft.    A  modern  house  is  built  nn  at  the  west  anj^de,  but  is 
n(»t  connected  with  the  old  part.    That  half  which  belongs 
to  the  Viens  is  whitewashed  and  has  green  shutters,  and  is 
entirely  modernised.     The  other  half,  beloMunng  to  poorer 
folk,  is  left  in  the  rough  stones,  and  has  a  semicircular  but 
'    partly  razed  tower  in  the  corner.    Probably  there  was  a 
I    similar  tower  at  the  other  end,  alter  the  fashion  of  old 
I    French  houses. 

i  Tl  le  Viens  have  divided  their  house  into  small  rooms  :  the 
1  tine  chimney-pieces  which  were  formerly  in  the  halls  are 
j/"nc.  and  the  only  piece  of  the  old  furniture  which  remains 
is  ill)  enormous  wardn^be  of  walnut  wood,  with  great  shining 
steel  hinges  and  locks.  Each  room  used  to  possess  one  or 
two  of  these  antique  armoircs. 

The  door  of  the  house  opens  into  a  kitchen.  xV  slip  off 
this  room  has  been  turned  into  a  larder.  Its  windows  are 
barred  like  apertures  for  defence.  All  the  windows  on  the 
north  side  of  the  house  are  barred  ;  those  in  the  loft  are 
almost  loopholes,  and  are  still  more  securely  dch  iKhHl. 

The  kitchen  and  a  sitting-room  beyond  are  divided  by  a 
I    staircase,  which  was  originally  only  a  back-stair.    The  Yiens 
'    Widened  it.  and  sold  the  old  balustrade  of  carved  oak-wood. 
The  escalU'r  nohle   was   a   tine   wide   stone    ascent,  otf 
which  opened  doors  into  the  rooms  on  both  sides.    It  is 
now  shut  off  and  quite  spoiled,  and  used  as  a  sort  of  larder 
for  eggs,  carrots  and  all  kinds  of  hnnber. 

The  doMis  are  walled  up,  so  that  there  is  no  communica- 
tion with  tlie  next  ]>ortion  of  the  house.  There  are  no 
pictures  or  any  relics,  except  an  old  arm-chair. 

At  the  back  of  the  house,  over  a  walled-up  window  in  the 
pof)rer  portion  of  the  building,  is  a  great  stone  hntei,  and 
cat  in  it  are  the  following  letters : —

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Henriette  Marie  du  Breuil-Helion  was  daughter  to  Louis 
Bernard  du  Breuil-Helion,  Seigneur  de  Combes,  La  Gueion- 
ni^re,  etc.,  and  to  Madeleine  Vidard  de  St.  Clair.  At  this 
date  she  was  a  widow  for  the  second  time.  In  her  youth 
she  had  married  M.  Joseph  Bonnin,  Chevalier,  Seigneur  des 
Forges,  a  man  eighty-eight  years  old,  who  died  after  only 
eight  months  of  married  life,  leaving  her  all  his  property. 
She  then  became  the  wife  of  Louis  Alexandre  de  Boisragon, 
who  was  scarcely  more  than  twenty-four  years  old,  and  who 
died  at  the  early  age  of  thirty-five  or  thereabouts.  *'  S.P.B." 
may  stand  for  Septembre,  but  there  is  no  record  as  to  what 
the  date  1768  may  refer.  Perhaps  it  is  a  tombstone  used 
to  repair  the  casement. 

Passing  through  the  garden  at  the  back  of  the  house  one 
reaches  a  road,  and  skirting  the  orchard  which  belon(:^s  to 
the  Viens'  neighbours,  one  comes  at  last  to  a  little  garden 
gate,  over  which  is  the  gravestone  of  Jean  Chevalleaa 
(ref(^i-i-e(l  to  on  page  89). 

When  Henry  Boisragon  \\  (  iit  t  •  see  hisyoniiLrcr  cousin, 
he  went,  so  the  journal  reads,  fn)in  Hoisraijon  to  La  Ch^naye. 
If  so,  he  probably  went  through  La  Creche  by  the  narrow 
and  somewhat  steep  road  leacliTi'^^  off  tlie  hij^h-road.  This 
road  leads  from  the  hollow  in  wliich  La  Creche  lit  s.  passing 
alontr  the  ravine  and  tin  ii  <  !iiiil)ing  to  the  uplands,  upon 
whirl)  ]\r<  the  village  oi  La  Ghenaye. 

'*  My  cousin,"  writes  Henry  Boisra<,'on,  whr>  is  its 
Seigneur,  has  lately  purchased  ;i  small  estate  in  its  nei;L,'h- 
bourhood,  called  Rulli^^nt'.  worth  io.OOO  livres  a  year,  about 
£750  British,  very  improvable,  situated  two  leagues  from 
Niort. 

**  I  was  received  in  a  verv  kind  wav  hv  rnv  cousin  and  his 
lady,  whose  name  w,is  Mailciii  tisclle  de  B;>isr<)n.*  from 
Saumit  iv  in  Lanmicdi »c,  They  iiiadr  me  remaui  there 
several  wci^ks.  which  I  jjasscd  viw  aLrrcfahly.

"  At  the  bottom  of  the  garden  is  the  tomb  still  in  good 
order  and  preservation  of  a  great-grandmother  who  died  in 
1671.  There  is  also  the  chapel  and  borying-place  of  the 
fauuiiy  when  it  was  Protestant. 

'*  Monsieor  de  Puignier,  a  relation,  waited  on  me  here ; 
his  hidy  was  with  him,  whose  name  was  Mademoiselle  de 
Mimhant. 

"  Maiie  a  visit  to  Monsieor  Dauzy,^  second  son  of  Monsieur 
de  la  Baubeti^re,  whose  mother  was  the  second  sister  6f  our 
father.    Our  grandmother  gave  her  a  much  better  portion 

than  to  the  others. 

*'  From  thence  I  went  to  the  seat  of  Monsieur  de  Cha- 
teyner  at  Kouvre,'  two  leases  from  La'Rf)che.  The  mother 
of  this  trentleman  was  our  father's  sister.  He  is  a  widower, 
aijd  has  six  children — three  sons  and  three  daughters. 

"  The  ehiest  son  was  there  ;  he  had  just  hefore  married 
Mademoiselle  th.'  Saint  ( fcorges/ with  whom  he  «^ot  a  fortune 
cf  '-iO.OOU  livres  per  annum,  or  £10()()  lintisli.    Tins  young 

luiin  lives  at  R  ,  four  lea^'ues  l)ey<jnd  I*oitiers  ;  he  was 

aCa)ttain  of  Horse,  l)Ut  presentt'(l  his  troop  to  his  hrolluT. 

**Anoth<-rof  the  sons  is  Lieutenant  of  Horse  and  Kniudit 
of  ^hilta.  and  at  tliis  period  was  perforniiiiL:  his  '  ('aravanes 
des  Campa^nes  ijue  les  Chevaliers  de  Malte  sout  ubhges  de 
6ure  sur  Mer '. 

"  The  two  eldest  daughters  were  absent ;  they  are  grown 
up. 

"  The  produce  ot  this  comitry  is  chiefly  rye,  very  Utile 
wine. 

'  There  are  di^r  r.  pancies  between  Filloan's  genealogies  and  the  statements 
mwio  by  H<*nr\  lioi^rac  Ti.  A  Lflance  at  tin-  nno  cnnipiled  from  tlio  lattcr's 
journal  will  mUuw  the  diilereuce.  Fillciu  states  thai  Armaud  Chuvalleau 
mftrried  the  2l8t  March,  1734^  Heniy  Boisragon  says  the  eldest  daughter 
was  sixteen  in  1749,  which  makes  her  birth  in  the  year  1738.  He  may  be 
writing  from  memory. 

'  Monsieur  D'Auzy  was  son  of  Go'k'on  d  Anzy,  Soij^n.-ur  do  hi  Vouto  and 
de  la  liaubetiere,  Chevalier  d'Avaugour  and  of  Celeste  Chevalleau  do  Bois- 
ngon,  sister  to  the  Refugee,  and  daughter  of  Jean  Chevalleau  and  Catherine 

MarroTinay.  Celeste  marrii-d  on  the  Ifitli  September,  IGDl.  Slio  was 
fourth  sLiter  to  the  Kefugee,  but  perhaps  only  two  were  known  to  young 
Henrj'. 

'Catherine  married  IGth  September,  lO'Jl,  lieue  CbasteiKuer  Sgr.  de 
Roovre. 

^  Verae  de  S.  Georges. 
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My  eldest  cousin  ^  not  so  agreeable  a  man  as  his  In  other ; 
he  is  a  widower,  and  has  four  children — a  son  of  twenty, 
called  J  A'  Chevalier  de  Boisragon ;  first  a  daughter  older 
than  the  eldest  son  named  Mademoiselle  de  Boisragon,  the 
second  Mademoiselle  de  la  Mothe,  the  youngest^  in  a  convent 
at  Poitiers  for  her  education. 

INIonsieur  de  Marconnay,  a  relation,  came  hither  to  visit 
me;  he  lives  about  five  leafjfnes  off;  is  a  younger  brother, 
and  married  to  a  cousin  of  liis  own  from  Russia,  whither 
she  had  ^one  to  visit  an  uncle.  This  lady  is  turned  Catholic 
and  is  rehabilitnii^  and  put  in  ])rtsses8ion  of  the  estates  and 
effects  of  her  relations,  who  tied  irom  France. 

"  I  was  shown  by  my  cousin  at  Boisragon  the  }^'enealo«_f%- 
of  our  family,  which  commences  as  early  as  the  year  l.S'Jl. 
His  cliildren,  as  I  before  observed,  are  four;  the  youn^jcst 
t^nrl.  Mademoiselle  de  Fouilloux,  was  at  Poitiers  for  her 
education. 

'*  Tliose  of  mv  vounorest  cousin  *  are  Jean  Chevalleau  de 
Boisra^^'on,  Lieutenant  in  tlie  Kt'^nment  de  Chartres,  Armand, 
Louis  and  Laurent  Chevalleau.  L)aughters,  Aniie  and  Louise 
Chevalleau,  desi^qied  for  the  veil. 

"These  j^'enllenien  were  sons  to  tlie  eldest  brother  «jf  «)ur 
father,  and  have  one  sister,''  married  to  Monsieur  de  Constans, 
who  has  four  children — a  son  and  three  giris ;  the  second  of 
them  had  just  taken  the  veil. 

**T  before  mentioned  that  our  father  had  seven  "  brothers 
and  four  sisters. 

**  The  eldest  brother  remained  in  France  and  enjoyed  the 
estates. 

"  Our  father,  the  second  s  )n,  with  his  two  brothers,  Cource 
and  Dupons,  and  a  sister,  ^ladeuK^iselle  Chevalleau,  were  so 
fortunate  as  to  effect  their  escape  together  with  our  father 
in  Holland." 

[Note  by  Mary,  Mrs.  Boisra*^on :  **  I  have  heard  that 
4tunt  died  of  the  smallpox".] 

'  AU'.xandre,  Seigneur  do  Boisragou,  la  Motlie-Jarriere,  ie  Fouilloux,  etc, 

*  Mademoiselle  de  Fouilloux. 

*  Jit  haUlitt^e,  I.e.,  made  capable  ol  iulieriLing  by  tlie  Kiug,  which  Pro* 
testanU  were  not 

*  Annaad  Ohev»Ueaii. 

*  Marie  Perside,  daughter  of  Jean  Chevalleaa  and  Pereide  de  Laste, 

married  Joan  Constant,  Clicvalior  S^r.  do  Mavault. 

"  Filloau  makes  the  posterity  of  Jean  Chevalleau  six  sons  and  seven 
daughters.  Ue  makes  Louis,  the  refugee,  the  uiuth  child,  aud  older  than 
both  his  bTothen. 
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**  Of  these  two  brothers,  I  know  do  more  than  that  a 
Hanoverian  General  told  me  in  Germany  that  hv  knew  one 
of  them  in  that  service,  and  a  French  clertjyman  in  England 
said  he  was  acquainted  with  my  micles  in  Hanovor. 

"  I  went  to  the  convent  of  Ursulines  at  Poitiers  to  visit 
my  eldest  cousin.  Mademoiselle  Boisratjon,  who  is  a  nun 
there,  about  thirty  years  of  age,  and  she  has  a  sister  in  the 
convent  of  Tja  Trinite.  These  ladies  are  sisters  of  Monsieur 
de  Boisra^  li,  and  complained  to  me  of  their  brother's  ne^'- 
lect.  I  was  here  introduced  to  Monsieur  TAbbe  de  Rouvre,* 
my  cousin  ;  he  is  brother  to  Monsieur  de  ChateiLrner.  His 
abbaye  is  just  by  Saint  Maixant,  with  20,000  hvres  a  year. 

**\Mien  I  left  La  Chdnaye  my  cousin  s  lady  told  me  I 
should  he  godfather  to  the  infant  she  expected  ;  I  heard 
nothinjr  more  for  several  years,  when  I  had  the  pleasure  of 
a  letter  from  this  child,  telling  me  she  was  niy  trod-dau^jhter, 
and  christened  after  me  by  the  name  of  Henriette.  I  have 
since  frequently  corresponded  with  her  on  several  occasions, 
and  in  the  vear  1785  she  informed  me  that  the  Kintr  had 
Sfiven  her  the  title  of  Countess  of  Boisra^^on. 

In  December,  177H,  the  state  of  the  family  was  as  follows  :

"The  second,  now  called  Le  Chevalier  de  BoisraL."n,  is 
Major  d'Infanterie ;  married,  has  two  cliildren,  and  mhabits 
the  Chateau  de  la  Chenaye. 

"The  third  brother,  whom  when  there  I  used  to  (all  my 
aide-<le-camp,  is  Captain  in  the  Re<^iment  de  Chart  res  Infantry, 
is  married  to  a  widow  lady,  by  whom  he  has  one  daughter, 
and  lives  at  Sedan  in  Champagne. 

"  ^l  in  fourth  brother  serves  in  the  Keiriment  d'Orleans,  and 
the  y(»nngest,  who  was  educated  at  the  Koyal  Mihtary  College, 
is  placed  in  the  Regiment  du  \l>y  at  Vaisseaux. 

**  Tlie  sisters  are  nuns  at  Poitiers,  and  she,  *  La  Conitesse,* 
live<l  with  her  mother  at  Niort,  where  she  resided  since  the 
death  of  their  father. 

Monsieur  de  Boisragon  de  la  Mothe  Jarriere.  the  elder 
branch  of  the  family  of  Chevalleau  de  Boisragon,  has  been 
dead  hve  years,  and  his  eldest  son  also,  after  being  married; 
he,  the  son,  leaves  two  children. 

**  Mademoiselle  Boisragon  la  Mothe  Jarriere,  the  eldest 

'  Evid«  titl>  one  of  the  three  aons  of  Catheriue  de  Boisragon  and  Ben^ 
ChaMeigner. 
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daii^^'liter  of  this  faimly,  is  married  to  a  »:(MitKMnan  of  P(*i- 
tiers,  where  she '  hves,  and  has  hve  children — a  son  and  four 
girls. 

"A  Duko  of  Zell  married  a  lady  of  this  family,  but  our 
father,  when  in  the  service  of  the  lianov<  rian  sncrrssion. 
never  thought  fit  to  make  any  use  of  this  circuiustance  as 
a  plea  for  promotion. 

**  Mar  la  Koehe  is  the  seat  of  my  eousin,  Monsieur  de  la 
Vonte.  and  in  the  neiLfhliourhood  (^f  th;it  of  >ronsirur  de  Cha- 
tei^^Mirr.  where  1  stayed  some  days,  and  thru  went  two  leairiit^ 
from  Kouvre  to  visit  ^lonsieur  de  la  Vonte  (th(^  eldt-ri,  rMt  >t 
son  of  ^fadame  d'Auzy  de  la  Paussiere  ^Baubetiere],  second 
sister  of  our  father. 

"This  «^'entleman  is  hrotlier  to  M*)nsi(  nr  d'Au/y  and  h>i> 
four  children;  one  in  the  Mouscjuetairos  ( 'miip  iLTiiir  n 'ire, 
called  Monsieur  T)ufier  ;  two  dauj^hters  married,  one  single. 

"Dined  with  Monsieur  Dauzr.  youn«^'est  brother  of  M.  de 
la  Youte  ;  his  lady  was  Mademoiselle  Xoct' ;  no  children. 

"  ^lonsieur  de  Mar;^U('laine  was  there  ;  he  is  brother  to 
the  lady  who  came  from  France  {la  rejiujUe)  to  our  father, 
and  died  at  his  house  in  Park  I'lace. 

"  From  thence  went  to  visit  Madame  de  Constant,-'  sister 
to  Monsu'ur  do  ]»oisra^^on  de  la  Mothe  Jarnere.  She  has 
four  childri  ii.  The  estate  of  Madame  de  Constant  was  j»iir- 
cluij^ed  l»y  her  father  and  left  to  her.  She  had  a  much  heller 
portion  than  tlu'  n^st  of  his  children. 

"  The  Protestant  Church  here  .  .  .  ^  was  the  last  in  Poitou  : 
then  there  remamed  only  two  or  three  famihes  o£  that  re- 
hgion. 

"  From  hence  returned  to  La  Chenave.  The  customs  of 
Poitou  are  unfavourable  to  youn^'er  children  ;  the  eldest  sun, 
or  daugliter  in  failure  of  males,  takes  tin*  preripiit  Ut'ntie  de 
Pa/(7/.s\  or  law  term),  which  is  the  house,  and  a  certain 
quantity  of  land  about  it,  called  Val  du  Chap.)n.  and  onlv 
two-thirds  of  tlie  estate  and  etlects  besides;  and  only  pays 
one  share  of  the  family  debts  in  common  with  the  rest. 
The  estate  of  ]^oisra<^on  is  a  precipnt. 

"  A  man  of  the  viUage  of  La  Chenaye,  whose  father  had

lived  thirty  years  in  that  family,  told  me  that  his  father  was 
?alet  to  mine,  and  was  sent  by  my  grandmother^  to  stay 
with  him  in  prison,  and  was  confined  with  him  there  in  Port 
L'Eve^e,  and  accompanied  him  also  to  Paris.  This  man 
also  told  me  he  remembered  one  of  my  aunts  ^  prisoner 
in  the  Isle  de  Rhe,  and  another  paysan  told  me  one  of  his 
uncles  left  France  with  my  father  as  his  servant. 

**  Monsieur  de  Boisrajsfon  sent  horses  hither  to  meet  me, 
and  I  went  to  his  house  at  La  Mothe  Jarriere.  From  La 
Chenaye,  passed  by  Saint  Maixant ;  crossed  the  great  road, 
and  in  seven  hours  arrived  there.  The  house,  modern  aiid 
a  very  ^ood  one.  Imt  not  well  situated.  He  has  since  bought 
an  adjoining  estate,  called  Le  Fouilloux,  with  a  great  deal 
of  wood. 

"  The  arms  of  l^oisragon  are  three  roses  argent,  in  a  tield 
azure,  with  a  manjuis'  coronet  and  two  savages  suj)|)orters, 
the  legs  crossed  and  holding  each  a  chih.  the  ends  restinu'  on 
the  in*<Hmd  ;  in  h'rench,^  '  trois  roses  d'argent  avee  couronne 
fie  Marquis  :  deux  suuvages  pour  support,  les  janil»es  eroisues, 
telle  de  dehors,  sur  eclK'  de  dedans:  avec  uue  massue  dans 
ieiirs  mains  a])pnyt*e  a  terre  *. 

"Liveries,  red  eoats,  lined  and  faced  yellow,  and  laced  d 
la  Brftd  ni<\  w  ith  \-el\-et  lace  broad  and  narrow. 

"At  l';iris  I  was  nitrodiu-ed  to  M.  de  Trudaine,  our  cousin. 
This  gentleman  was  son  to  a  sister"*  of  our  mother,  who 
happened  t(»  In  in  a  conxeiit  at  the  time  wlien  he  and  the 
rest  of  her  family  escaped.  This  lady  had  a  dis])ensation 
from  tlie  lV>pe  to  many,  and  the  entire  property  of  the 
luimhouillet  family  centred  in  her.  M.  de  Trudaine  was 
at  this  time  Conseiller  du  Ivoi  dans  sou  Cunseil  prive,  and 
hehl  high  employment. 

*'  His  eldest  son  was  called  M.  de  Montigny ;  the  second 
M.  de  la  Sabliere,  from  the  estate  of  our  grandfather. 

"  Montigny,  the  Chateau  of  M.  de  Trudaine,  is  situated 
al>out  fourteen  leagues  from  Paris,  not  far  from  Compiegne. 

*  Catherint-  de  Marcfninay.  CatheriTu*  de  Hoisragon. 

*  Sur  un  cluiiiqt  d'azur  omitted  bv  the  wnter  ol  the  jourual. 

*  Rente  Madeleine  de  RambouiUet  de  la  Sabliere,  sister  of  Marie  de 
Riml»ouiUet,  Madame  Louis  Boisragon.  the  writer's  mother.  Rouic  was 
Oiily  four  years  old  wlu-n  Iter  fatlier  aud  mother  tied  the  country.  Slie 
With  her  baby  bister,  out  at  uurt^e  at  Beauce,  near  La  Sabliere,  were  takeu 
mj  and  confined  in  the  oonvent  of  Les  Fiiles  de  la  Croix,  and  brought  up 
»s  Roman  Catliolics.  Rem'-e  married  M.  de  Trudaine.  a  Catliolic  j^.  ntl'  man, 
Prevost  des  Man  hands,  who  by  iiis  marriage  acquired  all  the  RambouiUet 
Mates  and  tlie  title  of  La  Sabliere.  Their  graudHon,  son  of  Monsieur  do 
Xontigoy  and  Mademoiselle  de  Fouquet,  was  guillotined  in  1792. 
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His  SOD,  M.  de  Montigny,  also  filled  some  high  departments, 
but  died  a  young  man ;  this  gentleman  married  Madenaoi- 
selle  de  Fouquet,  by  whom  he  has  a  son,  the  present  M.  de 
Trudaine."  * 

Here  endeth,  as  the  ancient  chroniclers  would  say,  the 
journal  of  Major  Henry  Boisragon. 

Between  his  visit  to  France  and  his  compiling  of  the 
account  of  the  same,  Henry  Boisragon  continued  to  fi^ht 
his  adopted  country's  battles. 

In  the  ^IS.  letters  and  papers  of  Henri  de  Buvigny,  Earl 
of  Gal  way,  in  the  lii)rarv  of  the  British  Museum,  and  in  an 
old  army  Hst  of  1755,  is  "  Henrj'  Bowni^on  (  s/Vi,  Captain 
in  the  8th  King's  Regiment  of  Foot,"  the  date  of  his  com- 
mission hcinfr  friven  as  22nd  April,  1752. 

In  1760,  26th  June,  we  find  him  a  Major,  and  before  the 
French  army,  in  the  camp  at  Nieustadt.  He  writes  to  his 
wife : — 

"  My  DEAREST  Life, 

"  We  left  the  Camp  at  Wavem  ye  day  before  yester- 
day, and  got  here  tliis  morns,  very  near  the  French  :  'tis 
now  about  4  o'clock,  and  we  are  ordered  to  march  directly, 
and  perhaps  may  soon  be  engaged  with  them ;  as  God  only 
knows,  what  may  be  the  consequence,  I  make  use  of  this 
short  time  to  t(*ll  you,  that  I  have  sealed  up  my  private 
acc'^  Book  enclosed,  and  also  your  letters,  that  they  may 
not  be  pry'd  into:  if  it  should  please  God  to  dispose  of  my 
life  in  this  action,  remember  my  Brifjade-Major*8  pay,  which 
Fisher  will  receive  for  you,  when  paid,  also  arrears  due  siTice 
last  ]  )ec.  25.  My  private  acc*  with  the  liefriiuent  must  be 
settled  by  Miller :  as  soon  as  possible  f,'et  Fisher  or  Clarke 
to  put  you  in  the  way  to  f^et  my  Widow's  pension. 

'*  Tliis  is  all  I  think  off  (sic).  Adieu,  Ciod  prosper,  bless 
and  preserve  you.  You  are  the  last  I  shall  think  off  (sic) 
you  are  ye  best  of  wives,  I  honour,  esteem,  and  love  ycni 
above  expression,  be  pc^rsuaded  off  it,  and  that  I  am  with 
my  latest  breath,  y^  most  tender  and  ali'ect'  Husband, 

**H.  Boisragon. 

"Love  and  comphments  to  all  particularly  Kate  and 
Charles.^ 

**Let  whatever  will  happen  submit  to  God  Almighty's 

^  .louriial  in  tlu'  {><)ss«">siMn  of  ,J.  Gibson,  Esq. 

*  "  Kate  uiay  be  Caiberiue,  bis  half-sister;  "Charles,"  his  brother 
Oedeon  Charlm. 
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FiOTidence.  He  knows  best  what  is  proper  for  us.  Adieu 
once  more  my  dear  and  beloved  Wife/^ 

At  this  time  Major  Boisragon  was  only  thirty-two;  his 
wife,  Mary  Fozel,  possibly  younger,  as  she  lived  till  about 
1808. 

Henry  Boisragon  passed  through  the  action  safely,  for  the 
following  lines  are  added  to  the  letter  to  his  wife : — 

•*Altou8T  20. 

'*  I  have  the  third  uf  Waf^fjon  and  Horses,  with  Col. 
Mompesson  and  ye  ^lajor,  it  cost  me  about  20  g'** : "  you 
most  be  paid  niy  part. 

"I  can't,  my  Dearest,  keep  all  y'"  letters,  tlio'  it  grieves 
me  to  destroy  anv,  l)nt  thev  would  he  too  i)ulkv  to  earry 
about,  and  1  don't  care  tiiey  should  be  pryed  into,  therefore 
I  only  keep  now  and  then  one." 

In  latter  years  Henry  Boisragon  was  known  as  Major 
Ih-nry  Boisragon  of  Windsor,  where  he  resided  for  many 
yt'ars.  He  died.  i)i'loved  and  lamenttMl,  on  Thursday  the  4th 
July,  17U3,  at  eleven  o'clock  forenoon,  leaving  no  issue. 

On  the  l)ack  of  a  curious  old  silhouette**  of  the  major  his 
widow  writes  :  "  Sa  memoii-e  sera  toujours  chere  et  pre- 
cieuse  ;  rien  ne  me  la  fera  ouhlier,  (juelque  lieu  que  j'habite, 
ne  quehjues  plaisirs  (jui  ^OlVrent  a  moi 

Notliing  nnich  is  known  of  the  major's  half-l)rother, 
Ale.xandiv  Bonis,  the  eldest  of  tlie  family.  He  was  some 
time  an  ensi«,ni  in  the  English  army.  On  the  lOth  of  Sep- 
tember, 17*27,  he  was  at  Loudun,  for  his  will  is  dated  from 
that  town.  By  his  father's  will  at  Somerset  House  we 
find  that  on  the  25th  March,  1729,  Louis  Chevalleau  de 
Boisragon  purchased  for  his  son  a  commission,  and  that  he 
went  to  Surinam  on  the  staff  of  the  new  governor  of  that 
colony.  Whether  he  married  and  had  posterity  is  unknown. 

Gedeon  Charles,  the  second  son  by  the  second  marriage, 
also  visited  France  about  the  year  1763  or  1764,  when  he 
was  received  by  his  mother's  relations,  the  De  Trudaines, 
with  much  cordiality.  "  My  brother-in-law/'  he  writes  in 
his  journal,  **the  late  Dr.  Maty,  who  was  at  the  time  at- 
tending the  children  of  Monsieur  le  Due  de  Nivemois,  by 
whom  he  was  sent  for  to  Paris,  accompanied  me  to  Mon- 
tigny,  the  ChAteau  of  Monsieur  de  Trudaine,  not  far  from 

'  The  original  of  this  letter  is  in  the  possession  of  George  Somes  Liayard, 
* Qucr^ ,  guilders.  '  In  the  possession  of  J.  Olbson,  Esq. 
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Compie^^ne,  a  few  leaj^ues  from  the  Capital ;  it  is  an  eleofant 
modern  house,  and  he  hved  in  a  mafniificent  style.  His 
lad}'*  was  dead,  and  he  has  no  dauofhters." 

The  journal  of  old  Major  Gedeon  is  but  a  fra^ent. 
There  is  a  sad  and  gentle  tone  in  it,  that  of  one  who  has 
not  accustomed  himself  to  hve  away  from  his  fatlierland  : 
"  A  number  of  circumstances  having  concurred  to  fix  me  in 
a  countn'  in  which  I  am  quite  a  stranger  and  without  a 
single  connexion,  I  have  throwTi  upon  pajKT  the  few  par- 
ticulars I  know  of  mv  familv,  not  from  vanitv,  never  haviDg^ 
set  too  high  a  value  on  the  accidental  circumstances  of  birth, 
nor  denved  any  advantages  from  it,  separated  as  my  Father 
and  Mother  were  from  their  native  country,  but  merely  to 
excite  mv  dear  children  to  honour  their  virtues  and  conduct 
through  life  the  memor}'  of  those  to  whom  they  owe  their 
existence. 

Remember,  my  dear  Son,  that  you  are  born  a  Gentleman, 
be  careful  therefore  to  preserve  your  title  to  that  appellation 
by  the  most  unblemished  honour,  by  which  word,  rightly 
understood,  I  conceive  to  be  more  rightly  meant,  the  most 
perfect  honesty  and  candour  in  all  your  dealings  with  man- 
kind, and  that  most  sacred  regard  for  truth,  even  in  trifling 
matters :  and  if  this  has  its  source  in  piety  to  God,  whatever 
vexations  or  misfortunes  you  may  sutTer  in  common  with 
your  fellow-creatures  in  this  world,  be  assured  you  must  be 
happy  in  the  next. 

*'  Softness  and  i>oliteness  of  manners  are  indispensably 
necessary  to  the  Character  of  a  Gentleman,  and  I  have  ob- 
served, in  my  progress  through  Life,  that  j^ersons  possessed 
of  this  advantage,  as  they  never  offend,  seldom  receive 
offence,  unless  from  brutalitv  itself." 

The  eldest  son.  Dr.  Henry  Charles,  practised  at  Chelt^jn- 
ham.  Of  his  three  sons,  the  youngest,  Conrad,  was  for  some 
time  on  the  stage  as  a  singer  of  great  promise  and  talent, 
under  the  professional  name  of  Borani  (probably  Boisragon  " 
Italianised).

In  Is.jT-.'^  he  served  durin<:  the  niutinv  in  India,  and 
havin*,;'  heen  promoted  to  Captain  on  thedst  November,  l^s.J^3, 
lie  e' .nim.'inded  a  wmg  of  the  Kumaon  Goorkha  Battalion  at 
the  sie«,^e  and  storm  and  eaj)ture  of  Delhi  on  the  14th  S«-p- 
temher,  is.")?,  in  whieh  he  was  dan<^'en)usly  wounded.  He 
received  the  medal  and  clasp,  W3th  a  Brevet  Majority  and 
the  thanks  of  the  (Tovernor-Geiieral  in  Council. 

In  IHoH  Major  Boisrajjon  commanded  a  f()rce  in  the 
Saharanpoor  District,  and  on  the  lOtli  Januan'  encountered 
and  l»e;it  hack  across  the  (iaii'^es  at  Hurdwar  upwards  of 
lUHj  of  the  enemy  with  four  ^ams  :  for  these  services  he 
rect*ive<l  a  m<*dal  and  his  13revet  Lieuteiiant-C'olonelrv. 

His  brother  Theodore's  career  was  in  many  ways  identical. 

Of  Major  ''i'liei»don''s  only  son.  Allan,  the  newspapers  have 
lat^^iy  recorded  the  wouderlul  and  merciful  escape  from  the 
massacre  at  Benin. 

According'  to  tln^  Starifhiri  for  l(3th  January,  l'S97,  "the 
Expe4iiti<>n.  or  more  correctly  speakin^r,  the  Mission,  was  in 
command  of  Mr.  Phillips,  the  acting  ronsul-( Teiirrai.  He 
was  accompanied  by  Lieut. -Col.  A.  M.  Boisra«.:on,  com- 
ruainhng  the  Houssas  and  seven  others.  ...  In  order  that 
the  Kin^'  of  Benin  mi^dit  understand  that  the  Mission  was 
entirely  of  a  peaceful  character,  instructions  were  issued  that 
all  thr'se  ofhcers  should  proceed  without  arms.  .  .  .  The 
Mussion  started  into  the  interior  at  the  lH';j:nninf,' r»f  tlie  vcar. 
makin*;  for  Benin  city  l)y  way  of  Gwato.  On  4th  Januaiy 
the  Mission  was  suddenly  attacked  by  the  Benin  people  and 
almost  nnTiihilated.  Of  the  'ioO  carriers  (carrvini^'  the  ])er- 
s»mi\\  eilei  Is  of  the  othcers,  presents,  etc.),  only  twenty  are 
known  to  have  esca|x>d.  .  .  .

Captain  Allan  Boisragon  entered  the  army  in  1B78,  and  be 
came  Captain  in  1884.    He  served  with  the  1st  Battalion  o; 
the  Boyal  Irish  in  the  Khartoum  Belief  Expedition,  and  k 
now,  as  a  retired  officer,  in  command  of  the  Niger  Protec* 
torate  forces.^ 

Thus  this  ancient  family,  extinct  in  France,  has  dwindled 
to  two  solitary  male  representatives  of  their  noble  line.

On  the  2'ind  of  April  two  cavaliers  were  at  Boisrajron's  :  he  wjis  Tint  ' 
of  the  parish  of  Civray.    They  said  to  him  with  horrible  blasplieiiiios  j 
.  .  .  that  some  missionaries  with  .  .  .  sent  to  him  by  Mr.  Danyan  by 
the  orders  of  the  Intendant.    If  thou  dost  not  (h)abandon  thy  religion, 
roj^ne  of  a  H\i«,Mienot,  we  will  do  unto  thee  as  mueli  harm  as  we  can. 

Evcrvthing  by  them  said  is  herewith  reported  with  astonishment,  ' 
believing  that  tht-.se  ai  e  all  of  a  singular  importance,  since  they  indicate 
all  those  things  done  by  order  of  the  Intendant. 

They  took  from  him  his  shoes,  Iiis  saucepans,  Ins  boxes,  his  cuphoards^ 
thoy  took  a  silver  spoon,  his  cnfis,  his  shirts,  his  cravats  and  laee.  his 
bowls,  his  .  .  .  and  told  hini  to  take  courage,  that  it  was  tlie  King's  will 
that  these  dogs  of  Huguenots  should  be  pillaged  and  sacked. 

Incited  by  their  Hocqneton,'  they  took  3ie  aforesaid  Boisragon  by 
the  throat  and  threatened  to  strangle  him  if  he  did  not  give  them  four 
lonis  d'or.    To  free  himself  from  them,  he  gave  it  them. 

On  the  morrow  .  .  .  came  to  say  to  him,  did  he  not  wish  to  change 
and  protesK  the  King  s  reHgion  ? 

Boisragon  replied  that  he  had  never  heard  of  the  King*s  religion, 
neither  hakd  the  advantage  of  seeing  him;  that  his  own  religion  taught 
him  to  pray  to  Qod  for  the  King's  greatness  and  prosperity,  the  wlidcb

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he  did  every  day,  and  thai  he  desired  to  die  in  the  religion  which  he  had 
ever  professed. 

The  HcK'^jiieton  answered  him  roughly :  tliat  he  woulfl  make  him  do 
so  bv  force,  since  the  King  did  not  wish  that  there  should  be  a  single 
person  in  his  Kin>;dom  of  the  Huguenot  religion.

they  treated  with  so  mucli  kindness. 

The  Hoc(|neton  did  not  recover  from  his  passion,  and  wishing  to  be 
obeyed,  said  to  him  :  You  are  jesting ;  1  am  otf  to  send  you  a  company 
of  horsemen ;  and  that  if  he  persisted,  he  would  put  him  between  four 
walls  .  .  .  of  the  .  .  . 

boisragon  ordered  to  bo  put  before  his  ...  a  sucking  pig  and  some 
h):i\>.  The  Hocijueton  upbraided  him  for  permitting  tliem  to  give  him 
sijcij  coarse  fare  :  that  he  ought  to  be  treated  better,  tuid  that  they 
would  not  eat  until  they  had  each  received  a  louis  d*or  for  their  .  .  . 
Upon  which  the  horsemen  increased  their  rioting,  and  endeavoured  to 
force  him  to  give  them  12  cent  :  swearing  to  kill  him  if  he  did  not) 
give  them  three  pistoles,  luid  to  bind  him  to  the  tails  of  tlieir  horses,  .so 
ss  to  make  hiiu  Hy  and  abandon  his  house :  and  that  they  would  dis* 
member  him,  upon  which  .  .  .  carried  off  his  linen  and  pillaged  all 
thst  mnained.

Boman  Catholic  pnest.  For  this  he  was  summoned  before 
the  consistory,  when  he  made  a  public  acknowledgment  of  his 
faolt,  and  promised  to  bring  up  his  children  in  me  reformed 
religion,  to  which  he  himself  thenceforward  faithfully  adhered. 

All  this  happened  nearly  six  years  before  the  declaration 
of  April,  1663,  which  laid  down  that  no  Protestant  who  had 
once  abjured  and  professed  the  Boman  Catholic  faith  could 
ever  after  return  to  his  old  religion.^  But  nevertheless  Le 
Fanu's  right  to  brin^  up  his  children  in  the  reformed  re- 
ligion was  not  recogmsed,  and  he  reaped  in  full  measure  the 
fnuts  of  his  imprudence.  His  difficulties  are  best  described 
in  the  words  of  Quick,^  who,  however,  makes  a  slight  mis- 
take in  the  name.  He  writes  with  the  bitterness  of  one 
who  had  known  persecution :  "  Monsieur  Mondeville  de 
Fanue,  a  gentleman  of  an  ancient  family,  was  kept  in  the 
common  gaol  of  Normandy  three  years,  and  was  there  in 
the  year  lfi74.  He  married  a  gentlewoman  hrod  up  in  the 
Popish  Religion.  By  her  he  had  several  children.  The  first 
was  a  daughter,  and  iiis  wife's  kindred  intended  to  carry 
her  away  by  force  to  he  haptized  according  to  the  Boman 
snperstition.  To  that  end  his  mother-m-law  procured 
from  the  judges  of  Caen  an  express  command  to  the 
ministers  of  the  Protestant  Church  not  to  ])aptize  the  child 
on  pain  of  five  hundred  livres.  This  is  directly  contrary  to 
the  Kinjj's  Proclamation,  Anno  lH(i9,  Article  H9.  expressed 
ill  these  very  terms  :  '  HV  onlrr  and  command  that  the  Chddren 
whose  FatJicr  is  a  Protestant  shall  reimiui  in  their  Parent's  Cus- 
tody, ami  those  that  shall  take  them  aii  tti/  or  detain  them  shall 
be  cmistrained  to  restore  fhem'.'^  Hereupon  he  was  constrained 
by  night,  to  avoid  the  msolency  and  fnry  (^f  thf  common 
people,  to  carry  the  child  as  far  as  Havt  ux,  live  French 
leagues  distant  from  Caen,  there  to  be  baptized  after  the 
manner  of  the  Keformed  Churches.

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**  As  he  was  going  to  baptize  his  third  child  in  the  Pro- 
testant temple  near  Caen,  the  Vicar  of  St.  John's  Church 
stopped  him  and  took  him  by  the  throat  suddenly,  in  so 
violent  a  manner  that  he  almost  choked  him,  and  to  avoid 
the  fury  of  the  common  people  who  began  to  flock  about 
he  returned  to  his  house. 

"The  last  child  being  a  dan<,'hter,  was  carried  away  by 
stealth  by  the  fore-mentioned  Vicar,  and  \\ms  baptized  in 
the  Bomisli  way.  The  mother  of  these  children  d3ring  a 
short  time  after,  althou^^h  by  the  custom  of  the  c(nintry  the 
father  hath  the  right  of  bein^]^  fjuardian  and  tutor  of  liis 
cliildren,  yet  most  unjustly  and  contrary  to  the  3Uth  Article 
of  the  Edict,  the  relations  of  the  deceased  ^gentlewoman, 
who  were  all  Papists,  chose  lier  brother  (wlio  being  a  minor 
needed  a  guardian  himself)  to  take  the  care  of  these  children. 
And  thereupon  lie  was  condemned  to  give  up  bis  children  to 
the  care  and  custody  of  this  young  guardian  :  ^  from  this 
sentence  he  made  appeal  to  the  Parliament  of  Kouen.  But 
bis  adversaries  by  tbeir  false  witnesses  and  counterfeited 
contract  before  marriage,  allowing  the  education  of  liis 
children  in  the  superstitions  of  the  Komish  Church  (which 
he  proved  forgi'd),  got  two  judgments  passed  against  bim  and 
executed,  enjoining  him  to  dchver  up  liis  children  under  the 
penalty  of  eight  hundred  li\rcs  French  money.  T'])on  this 
he  [X'titioned  the  Privy  Council,  and  obtamed  a  letter  under 
tlie  King's  Seal  to  Monsieur  Cbamillart,  Intendant  of  Caen, 
commanding  him  to  put  a  period  unto  this  atfair.  Hut  be, 
being  wholly  governed  by  the  Bishop  of  J^>ay('ux,-  and  other 
of  the  clergy  and  rigid  Papists,  this  poor  gentleman  was 
made  a  prisoner,  and  at  the  taking  (^f  him  they  miseralvly 
abused  liim,  beating  him.  tearing  his  clothes,  breaking  his 
sword,  dragging  him  in  a  brutish  manner  through  the  streets, 
and  in  all  prol>al)ility  had  not  a  gentleman,  named  the 
Viscount  of  Caen,  come  by  and  took  him  into  his  coach, 
and  conducted  him  with  his  guard  to  the  prison,  be  had 
been  massacred  by  the  bloody  rabble.  Over  and  above 
all  this  bad  usage,  some  debtors  to  him  have  obtained  an

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injunction  upon  any  proceeding  at  law  a^^ainst  them, 
until  ho  have  delivered  up  his  children.  His  estate  ie  all 
seized,  and  he  kept  at  the  Kinj^'  s  allowance,  that  he  may 
thereby  be  compelled,  not  haviii;^  the  wherewithal  to  buy 
bread  for  his  children,  to  deliver  them  u^.  This  order  was 
confirmed  and  given  forth  by  six  ecclesiastical  coundUors.

"Thus  was  this  worthy  j^'entlenian  .  .  .  more  than  three 
years  iui})risoned,  and  placed  amon^'  the  most  notorious 
rogues,  who  for  their  villainies  are  under  restraint  without 
any  hope  of  deliverance  unless  by  death." 

Le  Fanu's  persecutors,  havinj;  thus  disposed  of  him,  now 
Bou^t  to  carry  off  his  children,  and  to  escape  their  attacks 
Le  Fann  had  the  two  children — for  only  two  appear  to  have 

fx>wn  up^sent  out  of  France.^  They  were  landed  in 
ngland,  probably  on  the  south  coast,  where  they  were 
placed  in  charge  of  a  Milord  ^Angleterre^  resident  in  the  neigh- 
boorhood.  TUs  nobleman  is  not  mentioned  by  name,  but  he 
is  described  as  a  man  of  tried  prudence,  who  had  held  high 
office,  and  had  shown  himself  the  worthy  son  of  a  worthy 
father.  Not  content  with  receiving  the  children  and  edu- 
eating  them  in  the  Protestant  faith,  he  even  crossed  over  to 
France  to  visit  and  comfort  their  father  in  his  affliction. 
To  this  friend  Le  Fanu  addressed  the  following  poem  during 
his  captivity,  describing  his  troubles,  the  death  of  his  wife, 
and  his  imprisonment,  and  drawing  a  graphic  picture  of  his 
chief  persecutor,  probably  the  Vicar  of  St.  John's  referred 
to  by  Quick. 

About  the  year  1(377,  whether  at  their  father's  desire  or 
by  the  inducement  of  their  mother's  relatives,  the  children 
letamed  to  France  and  became  Boman  Catholics ;  the  son, 
Jean-Louis,  went  into  the  French  navy,  and  died  unmarried ; 
the  daughter  married  a  M.  de  Hois  Koussel. 

Le  Fanu  was  now  released  from  prison,  and  in  1G80 
married  Anne  Le  Sueur,  a  Protestant,  hy  whom  he  had  two 
children — Phihp,  who  married,  at  Caen,  Marie  Ba9on,  and 
Jacques — both  of  whom  settled  in  Dubhn,  following  the 
example  of  a  cousin,  Charles  Le  Fanu  de  Cresserons,  who 
had  already  proceeded  to  Ireland  in  King  WiUiam*8  army.

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Charles  Le  Fanu,  after  ri<^htin<^'  at  tlie  Battle  of  the  Boyne 
in  La  Melonniere's  regiment,  returned  to  the  war  in  Flanders, 
and  afterwards  served  under  Lord  Kivers  in  Spain,  receiving 
commissions,  first  as  a  captain  in  La  FalmMjue's  French 
regiment  of  Dragoons,  and  afterwards  as  a  major  in  the 
regiment  of  Guiscar.  After  his  retirement  on  pension  he 
married  Marguerite  de  Grindor^^es,  and  died  in  Duljlin  in 
1788,  leaving  no  descendants.  Jacques  Le  Fanu  married,  in 
1740,  Marie  Anne  d'Avessin,  but  their  only  child  died  young. 
Philip's  son,  William  (horn  at  Caen  in  1708),  also  married  a 
Huguenot,  Madlle.  Henriette  Raboteau.  They  had  eight 
sons,  and  from  two  of  these,  Joseph,  Clerk  of  the  Coast  in 
Ireland,  and  Peter,  a  celebrated  Dublin  preacher,  the  Le 
Fanus  of  the  present  generation  are  descended.

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As  this  number  of  the  Proceedings  is  passing  through 
the  press,  the  sad  news  reaches  us  of  the  death  of 
our  President,  Sir  Henry  Peek,  in  whom  the  Society 
loses  one  of  its  oldest  members  and  staunchest 

friends. 

To  those  who  were  present  at  the  Annual  Meeting 
in  May  last,  when  Sir  Henrj^  pr(  sided  in  apparently 
the  best  health  and  spirits,  and  witli  all  his  usual 

brightness  and  geniality,  and  still  more  to  those  who 
happened  to  liave  met  liim  even  more  recently,  the 
news  lias  come  with  a  shock  of  surprise  as  well  as 
witli  the  keenest  feelings  of  sorrow  and  regret. 

Sir  Henry  William  Peek  was  the  son  of  ^Fr.  James 
Peek  of  Watcombe,  Torquay,  and  was  born  on  the 
2r)th  J^'el)ruarv,  1825;  his  Huguenot  descent  heing 
derived  through  his  mother,  a  Le  Maltre.  whose 
family  originally  came  from  Dieppe.  This  connection 
with  the  refugees  was  always  a  source  of  |)eculiar 
pride  and  pleasure  to  Sir  Henry,  and  through  all 
the  multifarious  occupations  and  distractions  of  a 
very  busy  life,  the  history  of  the  Huguenots  and 
their  descendants,  and  es])ecially  the  welfare  of  the 
poorer  amongst  them,  continued  one  of  his  deepest 
and  most  abiding  interests. 

Endowed  with  unusual  energy  of  both  mind  and 
body,  Sir  Henry  I^eek,  though  weighted  with  the 
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condnct  of  one  of  the  largest  houses  iu  the  City  of 
London,  the  affairs  of  which  extended  far  and  wide 
all  the  world  over,  yet  found  time  for  a  variety  of 
other  porsnits,  most  of  which  were  carefnlly  planned 
and  carried  out  with  the  view  of  benefiting  those 
aronnd  him.  As  Member  of  Parliament  for  Mid- 
Surrey  in  the  Conservative  interest  from  1868  to 
1884,  he  used  his  influence  in  the  promotion  of 
many  objects  of  general  utility,  and  his  unwearied 
and  successful  efforts  in  endeavouring  to  secure  the 
preservation  of  open  spaces  for  the  people  of  London, 
and  notably  the  purchase  by  the  Corporation  of 
Epping  Forest  and  Burnham  Beeches,  will  ever 
make  Siim  remembered  as  a  public  benefactor. 

Yet  it  was  not,  perhaps,  in  these  matters  of  more 
conspicuous  philanthropy  that  Sir  Henry*s  large- 
hearted  generosity  was  really  to  be  seen  in  its  best 
and  truest  form.  It  is  comparatively  easy  for  a 
man  of  wealth  and  position  to  join  in  a  great  public 
movement  and  to  add  his  hundreds  of  guineas  to  a 
subscription  list  for  some  transient,  though  for  the 
moment  pressing  and  soul-stirring,  object,  but  Sir 
Henry's  charity  and  sympathy  were  not  to  be 
bounded  by  such  limits  as  these.  He  was  ever  on 
the  watch  for  some  opportunity  of  doin^  a  kind 
action  for  those  whose  humble  \vants  were  m  danf:jer 
of  being  lost  sight  of  in  the  hurrj'  and  bustle  of 
present-day  life,  and  was  always  ready  to  lend  an 
attentive  ear  to  any  case  of  distress  tliat  was  men- 
tioned to  him.  Nor  was  lie  content  to  merely  <^nve 
some  small  donation  and  dismiss  the  matter  witliout 
further  thouj^dit.  He  was  at  the  pains  to  satisfy 
himself  thort)U<^hIy  of  all  the  merits  of  the  case  put 
befon*  him,  and  tlun  to  j^nve  liljcrally  S(^  far  as  it 
seenu'(l  to  iv({uire  ;  nor  did  lie  sto]i  here  even,  for 
he  stored  such  easels  in  his  memory,  and  weeks  or 
months  aftt^r  liavin^^  lent  a  first  ludpin^'  hand,  would 
inquire  how  thin^^^s  were  prosi)ering,  and  whctiu-r 
he  could  be  of  any  further  service.  And  all  was 
done  so  quietly  and  unostentatiously  that  probably 
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many  and  many  a  poor  creature,  strutrfrlintr  with 
illness  and  misfortune,  has  owed  renewed  healtli  and 
happiness  to  Sir  Henry  without  being  iu  the  least 
aware  of  it. 

Amoncj  the  manv  charitable  works  in  which  Sir 
Henry  Peek,  was  concerned,  none  possessed  for  him 
a  hvelier  interest  than  the  French  Hospital,  of  which 
he  was  the  senior  Director,  having  been  elected  so 
long  ago  as  1846.  In  October,  1897,  he  was  elected 
Deputy-Gk>Temor  in  succession  to  the  late  Mr.  G.  J. 
Shoppee,  and  at  once  threw  himself,  heart  and  soul, 
into  the  duties  of  his  new  ofiSce.  He  was  fre<)nently 
at  the  Hospital,  enjoying  a  friendly  chat  with  the 
cdd  people,  and  looking  after  their  comfort  and  well- 
being  in  every  possible  way.  To  join  with  them 
in  the  simple  services  in  the  Chapel  was  one  of  Sir 
Henry's  greatest  pleasures.  He  was  an  excellent 
reader,  and  was  wont  on  such  occasions  to  read  the 
Lessons  with  a  reverence  of  manner  and  a  clearness 
and  impressiveness  of  voice  which  none  who  heard 
hiin  will  ever  forget. 

Elected  a  Vice-President  of  the  Huguenot  Society 
on  the  13th  May.  1H85.  at  the  first  Meeting  after  its 
foundation,  Sir  Henrj'  Peek  w^as  a  constant  attendant 
at  the  future  Meetings  both  of  the  Society  and  of  the 
Council,  and  on  the  lamented  death  of  Sir  Henry 
Layard,  in  1894,  it  was  universally  felt  that  no  one 
else  could  so  fittingly  be  chosen  to  succeed  to  the 
oilice  of  President.  He  was  therefore  provisionally 
appointed  President  on  the  14th  November.  1894, 
and  formally  elected  at  the  next  ensuing  Annual 
Meeting  in  May,  lb95.  From  that  time  he  was 
rarely  absent  trom  any  of  the  Society's  Meetings, 
and  it  will  be  iont^  ero  any  of  its  Fellows  forget  the 
genial  way  in  whicli  he  presided  at  its  social  gatlier- 
ings,  and  the  interest  he  took  in  the  various  proceed- 
ings of  a  graver  character.  Most  of  all  will  he  be 
missed  by  liis  eolh-agues  in  the  Council,  where  his 
kindly  presence  was  ever  welcome  and  w  lu  re  lie  was 
ever  ready  to  bestow  on  every  httle  matter  the  full 
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benefit  of  his  ripe  experience,  and  ever  eager  to 
suggest  what  he  thought  niight  conduce  to  the 
Society's  welfare  and  usefuhiesB.  To  him  may  not 
unfittingly  be  applied  the  words  of  Sir  Thomas 
Browne  :  "  bright  Thoughts,  clear  Deeds,  Constancy, 
Fidelity,  Bounty,  and  generous  Honesty  are  the  Gems 
of  noble  Minds ;  wherein  (to  derogate  from  none)  the 
true  Heroick  Enghsh  Gentleman  hath  no  Peer

The  Annual  Eeport  of  the  Council  was  read  as  follows : —

Dnring  the  past  year  there  have  heen  twenty  losses  by 
drat i I  and  withdrawal,  being  the  same  as  in  the  year  pre- 
ceding, and  twenty-two  new  Fellows  have  luen  fleeted, 
making  the  total  number  now  873.  There  has  alsu  been 
one  loss  by  death  among  the  Honorary  Fellows,  viz.,  that  of 
the  Hon.  Thomas  F.  Bayard,  formerly  the  distinguished 
Ambassador  of  the  United  States  to  this  countiy. 

Of  those  who  have  passed  away  from  the  Society  since 
the  last  Annual  Meeting,  none  have  been,  and  will  be,  so 
luiti&ed  and  regretted  m  the  late  President,  Sir  Henry  William 
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Peek,  Bart.  No  one  took  a  deeper  interest  in  the  Society 
than  he  did  ;  no  one  was  more  anxious  to  do  skny thing  and 
everything  for  it  that  lay  in  his  power;  his  energy,  his 
enthusiasm,  his  geniality,  were  again  and  again  the  life  of 
its  Meetings,  whether  in  London  oir  in  the  country.  The 
Council  fed  sure  that  the  whole  Society  will  be  at  one  with 
them  in  their  heartfelt  sorrow  at  his  death. 

Besides  that  of  the  President,  the  Society  has  especially 
to  mourn  the  loss  of  Mr.  Edward  E.  Stnde  and  of  Mr. 
Francis  W.  Gross.  Mr.  Stride  was  one  of  the  original 
Fellows  of  the  Society,  and  fat  several  years  was  a  member 
of  the  Begister  Committee,  on  which  he  did  mnch  excellent 
service,  and  from  which  he  regretfully  retired  owing  to  ill- 
health.  Mr.  Cross  is  knovm  to  all  as  the  author  of  the 
Society's  latest  quarto  volume.  The  Hiitary  of  WaUoom  and 
Huguenot  Chwreh  at  Canterbury,  a  book  of  great  interest  and 
solid  value.  It  was  a  labour  of  love  to  its  author,  who 
spared  no  pains  to  make  it  as  full  and  accurate  as  possible, 
and  all  will  regret  that  he  has  for  so  short  a  time  survived 
the  completion  of  it. 

The  Treasurer's  balance-sheet,  annexed  to  this  Report, 
shows  an  income  for  the  financial  year  of  £492  IQs.  5d. 
(inclusive  of  a  balance  of  £66  5^.  C)d.  brought  forward  from 
1897),  and  an  exj^diture  of  £645  3s.  Id.,  being  an  excess  of 
expenditure  over  mcome  of  £162  (js.  Hd.  It  should,  however, 
be  pointed  out  that  this  excess  on  the  wrong  side  is  apparent 
rather  than  real,  and  has  ceased  to  exist  since  the  beguming 
of  the  present  year.  The  unusual  expenses  were  CttUsea 
by  the  almost  simultaneous  issue  of  an  unusual  number  of 
publications,  and  the  deficit  has  been  already  met  by  a 
portion  of  the  current  year's  income.  The  Council  there- 
fore have  the  satisfaction  of  being  able  to  announce  that  the 
actual  balance  in  hand  this  evening  is  £109  14s.  9<i.,  which 
will  be  suflicient,  they  estimate,  with  other  receipts  yet  to 
come  in,  to  meet  all  liabilities  for  the  publications  to  be 
issued  in  1899.  The  Society  also  has,  at  the  present  date, 
the  sum  of  £719  M3s.  Id.  invested  in  the  names  of  three 
Trustees  in  2}  per  cent.  Consols,  so  that  its  financial  position 
may  be  considered  thoroughly  sound. 

The  publications  issued  during  the  year  have  been  :  the 
first  number  of  the  sixth  volume  of  Procccdimjs ;  the  first 
volume  of  the  Threadneedle  Street  Registers,  edited  by  Mr. 
Moens ;  the  concluding  volume  o£  the  Canterbury  Registers, 
editvid  by  Mr.      Uovenden ;  the  La  Patmte  Registers^  edited 
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by  Mr.  Mi  net  and  Mr.  Waller  ;  and  the  History  of  the  Walloon 
and  Hiujuemt  Church  at  Canterbury^  written  by  Mr.  Cross, 
and  to  which  allusion  has  already  been  made. 

There  are  now  in  the  press  the  second  number  of  the 
sixth  volume  of  Proceedings  ;  the  lietums  of  Aliens,  edited  by 
Mr.  Kirk ;  the  second  volume  of  the  Thrcadneedle  Street 
liegisters^  and  the  Registers  of  tin'  Dutch  Church  at  Colchester^ 
edited  by  Mr.  Moens ;  and  the  Registers  of  the  Nonconformist 
Huguenot  Churches  at  Dublin^  edited  by  Dr.  La  Touche. 

The  usual  friendly  relations  have  been  maintained  with 
the  various  other  Societies  with  which  the  Society  is  in 
correspondence,  especially  with  the  Huguenot  Society  of 
America  in  connection  with  the  commemoration  in  New 
York  of  the  Teroentenary  of  the  Promulgation  of  the  Edict 
of  Nantes.  The  Council  gladly*  avail  themneWeB  of  this 
opportonity  to  again  express  their  grateful  sense  of  the 
extreme  kindness  and  hospitality  shown  to  the  Society's 
representatiyes  on  that  occasion  by  their  fellow-Huguenots 
and  other  friends  in  the  United  States. 

After  the  reading  of  the  Report  the  ballot  was  taken  for  . 
the  Officers  and  Council  for  the  enaning  year,  with  the

The  President  then  gave  a  brief  summary  of  the  Society's 
work  during  the  past  year,  and  of  that  of  the  foreifjn  Societies 
having  similar  objects.

He  also  made  sympathetic  allosion  to  the  So- 
ciety's own  loss  oi  his  predecessor  in  the  Presidential  chair, 
the  late  Sir  Henry  Peek,  of  Mr.  Edward  Ernest  Stride, 
Mr.  Frands  W.  Gross  and  others.

Statibtios  are  admittedly  dull,  and,  of  all  statiatics,  aooonnts 
aie  perhaps  the  dullest.  Bnt  statistics  can  he  made,  we  are 
told,  to  prove  anything;  I  believe  that  th^  can  even  be 
made  to  prove  interestmg.  How  this  can  be  will  best  be 
shown  by  an  illustration.  Offiar  to  a  connoisseur  a  glass  of 
last  year's  vintage,  and  he  will  torn  from  its  roughness  with 
disgust ;  but  lay  that  same  wine  away  till  it  be  matured,  and, 
after  a  lapse  of  fifty  years,  again  set  it  before  him,  he  will 
savour  it,  consume  the  whole  bottle,  and  even,  lil^  Oliver 
Twist,  ask  for  more. 

So  is  it  with  accounts — a  dreary  necessity  of  our  every-day 
life — we  are  apt  to  turn  from  them  with  disgust ;  but,  after 
the  lapse  of  200  years,  they  lose  their  rouglmess,  and  come 
to  us  only  with  the  aroma  of  age ;  an  aroma  from  the  midst 
of  which  rises  the  picture  of  the  men  who  kept  them,  as  well 
as  of  the  times  in  which  they  lived,  a  picture  all  the  more 
valuable  in  that  it  was  painted  quite  unconsciously. 

For  us  these  Gutues  accounts  have  a  special  interest,  as 
having  Ix^on  k(  pt  l)y  men  from  whom  we  are  proud  to  be 
desc('nd('(1,  men  of  whom  we  are  anxious  to  learn  all  we  can. 
But  thev  have  also  a  wider  and  a  more  general  interest, 
inasiiinch  as  the  seventeenth  century  had  to  meet  and  to 
deal  with  the  same  problems  and  difficulties  of  life  that 
surround  us  to-day.  How  did  it  meet  them,  and  what  were 
the  methods  it  adopted? 

The  poor  we  liave  always  with  us,  and  the  nineteenth 
century  is  apt  t(^  l)oast  that  the  problem  of  how  to  deal  with 
pauperism  is  only  now  being  scientifically  attacked.  I 
venture  to  think  that  we  shall  rise  from  the  perusal  of  these 
old  accuuuts  iu  a  humbler  spirit,  with  a  conviction  that  the 
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adage  that  *'  Old  age  is  wiser  than  youth,"  may  sometimes 
be  true.  The  accounts  we  are  considering  deal  entirely  with 
the  relief  of  the  poor,  and  we  shall  find  that,  on  all  points, 
the  principles  adopted  are  those  of  the  wisest  philanthropy 
of  to-day.  Old  age  pensions  granted  only  after  inquiry,  and 
subject  to  constant  revision  as  to  their  recipients  and  their 
amoants;  relief  in  kind  rather  than  in  cash ;  orphans  boarded 
out  with  the  poor  widows  of  the  church  and  taught  until 
they  were  of  age  Id  be  appcenticed ;  the  girls  taught  to  sew ; 
the  sick  not  only  treated  medioally,  but  also  provided 
with  nnrnnff  and  necessary  food.  All  ihese  points  I  shall 
be  sble  to  ulnsirate  from  the  accounts  of  the  poor-reHef 
fond  of  the  Huguenot  church  at  Guinea  between  1660  and 
1681. 

The  history  of  the  congregation  whidi  met  originally  at 
GnlneSy  and,  after  the  diiq^ersion,  at  Dover,  is  snfOdently 
well  known  to  us  during  a  period  of  seventy-one  years 
(1660-1731) ;  partly  through  the  Bolsters  of  the  church  at 
Gulnes,  and  jpartly  thioo^  the  Begisters  and  the  Aoeoont 
and  Minute  Books  of  the  Dover  diiuch,  which  have  formed 
the  subject  of  pubheations  or  papers  already  issued  by  the 
Society.^  A  happy  chance  has  put  into  my  hands  a  fresh 
document,  whidi  enables  us  to  mi^  the  st^  of  this  con- 
gregation far  more  complete  than  hss  ever  been  possible  in 
Uie  case  of  any  Hn^enot  church.  This  document  is  an 
Account  Book  kept  by  the  churchwardens,  for  the  period 
extending  from  April,  1660,  to  August,  168L  How  it  sur^ 
▼ived  1  am  unable  to  say;  but  it  seems  to  have  been 
found  in  private  hands  at  Gulnes  by  M.  Landrin,  formerly 
of  that  tovm,  and  now  keeper  of  the  archiTCS  at  Calais, 
whose  assistance  I  have  often  had  occasion  to  acknowledge, 
and  who  has  further  increased  our  debt  to  him  by  entrusting 
to  me  this  manuscript. 

I  have  been  in  p^eat  doubt  what  use  to  make  of  it ;  I 
first  thontfht  to  transcribe  it  in  full,  but  this  would  have  been 
a  very  lengthy  task,  and  moreover,  many  of  the  entries  are 
uninterestmg  repf^titions.  I  next  thought  of  printing  such 
portions  of  it  as  seemed  to  have  special  interest ;  but 
even  this  would  take  more  space  than  can  well  be  spared, 
nor  would  it  bring  out  for  us  the  full  value  and  meaning 
of  the  book.   I  have  therefore  decided  to  use  it  as  the

The  book  itsefi  is  a  folio  (Hi  +  7\  iiKdies),  bomid  in 
veUnm,  and  the  paper  has  for  water-mark  the  arms  of  the 
town  (k  Amsterdam.  It  consisted  originally  of  174  leaves, 
but  15  having  been  cat  out,  there  now  remain  159.  TwelTe 
of  these  being  blank,  there  are  left  147  leaves,  or  294 
pa^es,  of  closely  written  mannscnpi  The  first  page  is  as 
follows : —

NOTA. 

Les  Pasteurs  et  Ministres 
sent  les  premiers ;  ensuitte 
les  anciens,  les  Diacres  Re- 
ceveurs  et  les  Diacres  assis- 
tans.  Le  mot  de  Diacre  signifie 
icy  des  personnes  chargees  de 
liecevoir  et  distribuer  les  au- 
mones,  et  de  faire  les  fonctions 
de  Marguilliers  sous  I'inspec- 
tion  des  Pasteurs,  Mmistres, 
et  des  auciena. 
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This  title  page,  though  of  about  the  same  date,  cannot  be 
contemporary  with  the  MS.,  from  which,  however,  it  was 
evidently  compiled.  The  first  list,  that  of  the  *'  diacres  rece- 
veurs,"  gives  in  their  order  the  names  of  the  successive 
treasurers ;  while  the  three  following  lists  are  made  up  from 
the  names  of  those  who  appear  as  signing  the  auditors'  cer- 
tificates. But  the  lists  are  not  accurate,  some  of  the  names 
being  incorrectly  spelt,  and  two,  viz.,  Michel  Porrye  and 
Jean  la  Mare,  omitted  altogether.  Moreover,  there  were 
many  men'  officers  of  the  church  who  did  not  act  as  auditors, 
but  whose  names  appear  in  the  entries  as  '*  diacres  "  of  the 
various  "  quartiers  "  ;  of  these  no  account  is  taken.  Again, 
no  contemporary  would  have  been  in  doubt  as  to  the  name 
of  Pilart. 

What  first  strikes  one  in  going  through  these  accounts  is 
the  neatness  with  which  they  are  entered,  and  the  accurate 
and  methodical  way  in  which  they  are  kept  and  balanced ; 
and  this  is  the  more  remarkable,  seeing  that  during  the 
twenty -one  years  over  which  they  extend,  they  were  kept  by 
eleven  different  hands.  The  **  diacres  receveurs"  took  the  office 
of  treasurer  in  turn ;  but,  throughout,  the  same  system  is 
followed,  and  the  same  care  shown.  This  point  is  one  that 
the  original  only  can  prove,  and  I  have  therefore  had  two 
pages  of  the  MS.  reproduced  in  facsimile.^  At  the  end  of 
each  treasurer's  term  of  office  his  accounts  were  audited, 
generally  by  six  auditors,  and  a  carefully  worded  certificate 
was  appended  to  them.  The  form  of  this  varies  a  little 
from  time  to  time,  but  the  following  may  be  taken  as  a 
^ood  example.  This  also  I  have  reproduced  in  further 
illustration  oL  the  business-Uke  minuteness  and  accuracy 
we  find  throughout.

The  period  of  time  daring  which  each  diacre  remained  in 
office  as  treasurer  varied  very  much,  the  shortest  being 
twenty-five  weeks,  and  the  longest  two  years  and  fourteen 
weeks.  As  the  accounts  are  only  balanced  at  the  end  of 
each  term  of  office,  it  ia  impossible,  without  a  great  deal  of 
tronble,  to  ascertain  exactfy  what  the  yearly  receipts  were. 
This  I  have  not  thought  it  worth  while  to  do,  but  I 
have  taken  instead  the  average  for  the  whole  period.  This

into  English  money,  we  diall  obtam  a  better  idea  of  the 
meaning  of  tibe  figures.  This  we  are  able  to  do  with  cer- 
tainty, since  the  accounts  themselves,  in  more  tiian  one 
[^aoe,  |;ive  us  the  ezdiange  of  the  d^,  which  may  be  taken 
at  Id  hvres  to  the  English  pound.  H/he  French  hvre  being 
thus  worth  just  over  It.  6d.  of  our  money,  the  average  yearly 
receipts  expressed  in  Endish  money  of  the  date  amount  to 
£190  lOi. 

Tbe  purchasing  power  of  money  vras,  of  course,  veiy 
diffBTsnt  in  the  seventeenth  century  from  what  it  is  to-dvv ; 
nor  is  it  at  all  easy  to  establish  a  ccxrect  relation.  The 
livre  of  1680  maj,  however,  be  taken  as  equivalent  to  six 
francs  to-day;  this  would  make  the  aversge  annual  receipts, 
expressed  in  present  value,  14f784  fra.,  or  £691  in  our  money. 

One  cannot  but  feel  regret  that  these  accounts  deal  only 
with  the  zehef  of  the  poor.  Had  they  indiided  the  general 
church  accounts,  we  should  have  learnt  more  of  the  times  to

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which  they  relate ;  bat,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  to  be 
noted  later,  all  the  payments  recorded  are  for  relief  of  varions 
kinds  given  to  the  poOT.  It  would  seem  certain  that  a  separ- 
ate accoont  mnst  have  been  kept  for  the  diiixeh  expenses. 
But  as  to  whence  the  poor  fund  wm  derived,  aiid  how  it  was 
admimsteved,  we  have  the  Inlleet  informatioiL  By  far  the 
most  interesting  portioii  is  that  whieh  shows  in  what  manner 
the  nocnr  were  xeheved;  and  when  we  oome  to  deal  with  this 
we  «udl  find,  I  think,  such  princ^les  adopted  as  might  eren 
fuznish  a  lesson  to  charity  organisation  of  the  present 
day.  I  propose  first  to  deal  with  the  income.  Among  the 
aofuces  from  which  this  was  derived,  the  most  important, 
as  one  woold  expect,  are  the  collections  made  in  the  ehoroh, 
by  means  of  the  "boitte  des  panvres  "  as  they  are  called. 

It  woold  seem  that  the  oolleotion  was  only  made  once  a 
fOTtnight,  and,  as  a  point  which  is  corionsly  typical  of  the 
extreme  caie  with  which  everything  was  done,  we  may 
note  that  the  money  was  always  taken  oat  of  the  boxes  and 
connted  by  the  treasoier  in  the  presence  of  one  or  two  other 
members  of  the  consistocy.  Jfoor  times  a  year,  as  we  know, 
tiie  sacrament  was  celebrated,  and  on  these  occasions  tiie 
cdUection  was  veiy  mooh  larger,  tiion^  only  one  half  of  the 
sam  collected  on  these  days  came  to  oar  fond,  the  other 
hM  probsbly  goin^  to  the  chnrch  expenses.  There  is  little 
to  remark  as  to  this  part  of  the  income,  except  that  we  have 
occasicmal  evidence  mit  homan  natore  is  much  the  same  all 
the  world  over :  for  example,  the  entry  of  2drd  September, 
1660,  is  as  follows:  "Been  de  la  visitte  de  la  boitte  des 
psoore  anecq  le  confrere  Gaton  et  Saosel  866/.  8«.  Od.,  snr 
qooy  s'est  trou6  nng  dnscast  de  6  L  faux,  rests  860  LSs.O  d/\ 
Sometimes  foreign coins  were  found,  e.g.,  "Vendo  des 
deniers  Toomois  qaj  estoy  dans  le  coffire,  51.98.  Qd". 

Occasionally  the  receipts  were  not  sufficient  to  meet  the 
payments;  as,  for  example,  in  1668,  when  we  have  the 
following  entary: — 

"Ce  present  conte  a  este  veu  et  calculi  et  ariesU,  par 
lequel  il  appert  reuenir  audit  Sauchelle  la  somme 
de  1241 Z.  17s.  3d.,  de  laquelle  somme  il  sera 
rembourse  sur  les  deniers  de  Teglise,  et  sur  les 
premiers  quy  proviendront  de  la  coilecte  quy  se 
lera  dans  peu  de  temps 

It  is  dear  from  this  that  there  was  another  fond,  probably 
the  one  for  choich  expenses,  which  is  nowhere  directly 
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noticed  in  our  accountB»  and  it  w»b,  doubtless,  from  this 
source  that  Sauchelle  was  repaid,  seeing  that  the  adverse 
balance  irnot  carried  forward.  ScHnetimes  a  special  "  cnill- 
ette  "  was  resorted  to. 

"Festins"  provided  a  not  iniieqiient  source  of  income. 
These  were  clearly  maniagea,  as  a  reference  to  the  Registers 
pioyes,  bat  the  snms  so  ffiven  seldom  exceeded  6i.  Of  m 
similar  nature  are  the  (brings  made  on  the  occasions  of 
"  fian^aiUes  " :  for  instance  cm  4th  April,  1667,  Jean  Saa- 
cheile  gives  61.,  "  joour  ses  fian^ailles/'  an  entiy  on  which  I 
am  able  to  throw  hght  from  my  own  family  records,  where  X 
hnd,  among  the  notes  left  by  this  same  Jean  Saochelle,  the 
following :  "  Moy  Jean  Sauchelle  ay  pris  a  feme  a  Calais  la 
fille  du  S'  Isaac  Sigart  et  de  Susanne  Delacroix  ses  pere  et 
mere,  et  sommes  mari6  a  I'eglise  de  Gnisne  par  le  ministie 
nom6  Tricotel  le  27  FeV  1667  ".^ 

From  gifts  and  legacies  a  great  deal  was  realised.  In 
1662  I  find  a  sum  of  1,000/.  paid  over  by  my  own  ancestor, 
Ambroise  Minet,  who  was,  it  would  seem,  the  executor  of 
*•  mere  C.  B  ,"  and  the  pa5anent  must  have  been  delayed,  as 
he  adds  50/.  "pour  les  interest".*  Another  legacy  of  £20 
sterling  from  "  la  veuve  Nicolas  Desanthims,"  of  Canterbury, 
proves  the  existence  of  a  connection  between  the  two 
churches  before  the  Kevocation.*  Some  of  the  legacies  take 
the  form  of  land  or  houses,  the  rents  of  which  are  entered  as 
receipts ;  for  example,  "  de  Jean  Becard,  et  de  quoy  il  a 
quittance,  et  c'est  pour  louage  des  terres  aparte*  a  Judith 
Bourgois,  desquelz  Isaac  le  Turcq  est  cree  curateur  par  jus- 
tice Among  individual  donors,  **  Le  cousin  Michel  Heusch 
d 'Amsterdam  "  deserves  the  first  place  for  his  constant  and 
hberal  gifts ;  between  1662  and  1()81  his  donations  amount  to 
not  less  than  642  L     Madame  la  Contesse,  de  Noorthombe-

to  ohook  Idio  aooonnli  with  an  English  register ;  but  whenever  a  birth,  mw- 
riage  or  death  is  mentioned,  the  event  referred  to  will  he  found  in  the  Gulnes 
registers.  This  legacy  was  paid  in  three  instalments,  amounting  to  287  L, 
which  gives  an  exchange  of  lil.  7  s.  per  pound  sterling,  or  more  thsuti  what 
Oftlais  seems  to  have  been  ftUo  to  obti^n  when  sending  money  to  England.

Dowager  Countess,  who  died  in  1709,  at  the  age  of 
niriety-seven,  or  her  danghter-in-law  Elizabeth,  who  died  in 
1 690.    Whichever  it  may  have  been,  what  was  their  interest 
in   Calais?^  In  1680  the  name  of  Bnvigny  occurs  twice;

Ruuigrny/'  and,  shortly  afterwards,  150 i.  "que  M.  Euuigny 
a  donne  aux  pauures  "  is  noted.    In  this  case  the  explanation 
is   a  simple  on&    A  Ruvigny  had  married,  early  in  the 
century,  the  heiress  of  La  Caillemotte,  a  property  situated 
close  to  Calais.    Their  son  was  the  Marquis  de  Ruvigny, 
who  fled  to  England,  as  did  his  two  sons,  Henry,  afterwards 
Viscount  Galway,  and  Peter.    The  interest  in  Calais  shown 
by  this  family  is,  of  course,  due  to  the  fact  that  they  were 
owners  of  land  in  the  neighbourhood. 

Some  of  the  gifts  must  have  been  in  kind ;  as,  for  example, 
a  ^o\d  ring  given  by  Sauchelle  in  1668,  and  sold  for  4  /.  18  s.  ; 
and  again,  in  1675,  "Abraham  Verbreghe,  pour  un  diament 
quy  apartenoit  aux  pauures, 'a  luy  vendu  par  I'aduis  des  con- 
freres, 95/.".  Often  we  have  such  entries  as  "vendu  une 
cotte  noir  "  ;  "  la  valeur  d'un  drap  donne  "  ;  **  pour  4^  a.  de 
baye  a  35  s.  I'aune,  prouenant  du  doeuil  de  feu  M.  Marquety  "  ; 
this  class  of  entry  sonu  tiiiies,  no  doubt,  represents  gifts,  but 
frt-quently,  also,  the  sale  of  articles  pledged  with  the  church, 
and  never  redeemed,  and  sometimes  the  property  of  some 
deceased  person,  whose  estate  was  taken  over  and  admin- 
istered by  the  deacons  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  fund. 

Another  source  of  revenue  carries  us  far  back  into  pagan 
times,  when,  on  the  completion  of  a  bargain,  it  was  thought 
expedient  to  offer  a  part  of  the  price  to  appease  the  deity. 
As  a  survival  of  this  custom,  we  have  payments  of  which  the 
following  are  good  examples:  "recu  un  denier  a  Dien  d'un 
nauire  que  M.  Benest  a  vendu"  ;  "le  sieur  de  Dour  proche 
de  Marcq  a  bailie  pour  les  pouures  a  cause  d  une  acquisition 
11  /.".  Unfortunately,  except  in  one  of  the  two  instances  I 
have  (juoted,  we  are  not  told  the  nature  of  the  transaction  in 
n  spect  of  which  the  offering  was  made,  and  the  only  other 
entry  of  this  kind  which  gives  any  detail  savours,  I  am  sorry 
to  sav,  of  malversation.  In  1676  Jacob  de  Hane  makes  this 
entry:  "J  ay  retenu  pour  un  denier  a  Dieu  que  je  douois 
donner  aux  S*^*"  de  Teglise  Bomaine  '6l/\

her  husband  haying  died  on  16th  July  pievKniB.  Bometimes 
the  payment  is  said  to  be  pour  le  drap  et  mantean  noir 
Occasionally,  bat  here  always  in  the  caee  of  children,  the 
"  drap ' '  is  said  to  be  **  blanc ' ' .  The  payments  made  vary  very 
mnch,  and  would  seem  to  have  depended  on  the  rank  and 
position  of  the  deceased.  I  was  at  one  time  in  donbt  as  to 
whether  my  translation  of  the  word  "drap"  was  correct, 
and  whether  it  was  not  rather  the  shroud  ;  but  I  feel  confi- 
dent that  I  am  right,  and  for  these  reasons :  elsewhere  in  the 
accounts  payments  are  made  for  a  "  linceuil,"  which  is  clearly 
the  shroud,  and  it  is  well  known  that  a  supply  of  the  trap- 
pings of  woe,  which  have  in  all  a^es  been  thought  appropriate 
to  funerals,  was  often  kept  by  the  church  for  the  use  of  the 
parishioners.  Again  the  couphng  of  the  "manteau"  with 
the  "  drap  "  points  to  the  same  oondosion.  The  custom  can 
be  paralleled  in  England. ' 

I  come  now  to  the  payments,  and  here  the  difficulty  lies  in 
the  wealth  of  material  before  us.  To  deal  with  the  whole  of 
it  would  be  impossible  :  I  propose  to  divide  it  roughly  into 
certain  classes,  and  to  illustrate  these  by  examplea  The 
first  point  which  strikes  one  is  the  elaborate  organisation  of 
the  system.  The  church  was  at  Guines,  but  Calais  was 
clearly  the  admmistrative  centre,  and  there  the  accounts 
were  kept.  The  ecclesiastical  district  was  mapped  out  into 
divisions  called  "quartiers,"  and  for  each  '*  quartier  "  one  or 
more  ''anciens"  and  '  diacres  "  were  responsible.'  The

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treasurer  for  the  time  being  was  responsible  for  all  the  pay- 
ments, and  evidently  lived  at  Calais ;  but  oftentimes  the 
need  for  relief  arose  in  other  parts  of  the  district,  and  in  this 
case  the  local  deacon  either  brought  the  matter  before  the 
treasurer  or  dealt  with  it  at  once,  being  afterwards  repaid 
from  Calais  on  the  presentation  of  his  account.* 

But  not  only  was  the  system  perfectly  organised,  it  was 
also  admirably  administered,  and  by  this  I  mean  that  the 
principles  followed  were  such  as,  even  in  these  days  of  re- 
formed charity  administration,  we  have  hardly  yet  fully 
attained  to.  Charity,  if  it  is  to  do  good  and  not  harm,  must 
conform  to  two  main  rules  :  first,  it  must  only  be  given  after 
full  inquiry  into  the  merits  and  needs  of  the  case ;  secondly, 
it  must  be  given  in  the  form  which  such  inquiry  shows  is 
the  most  likely  to  relieve  the  case  permanently.  We  shall 
all  agree  that  it  is  wiser  so  to  assist  a  man  as  to  enable  him 
to  earn  his  own  living,  than  by  continued  doles  to  keep  him 


We  shall  find  that  at  Calais  these  principles  were  recognised 
and  acted  upon ;  and  first,  let  me  take  a  few  cases  to  prove 
what  inqtiiry  was  made.  Over  and  oyer  again  there  are 
entries  ae  these :  "  Un  pMsant  raiant  d'Hollande,  et 
retonmant  a  Iiaiuaniie  en  Suisse,  ausc  attestation/'  "  Chris- 
lisii  de  Brougher  sninant  aon  tesmoinage  de  M.  Drcdinconrt 
Those  who  mow  anything  of  the  orgsnisation  of  ihd  Hugue- 
not chniches  will  at  onoe  xeoognise  the  meaning  and  valne 
of  the  "  tdmoignage  "  and  *'  attestation  Where  these  fail, 
the  case  is  only  dealt  with  after  consultation  with  some 
other  oflficial,  or  by  order  of  the  consistory :  Assists  Adri- 
enne  Picotte  par  ordre  da  Consistoire  ;  ''Un  passant 
poor  France  de  I'sdnis  dn  tsm  Sanohelle  " ;  Un  passant  de 
Qeneoe  de  I'adnis  des  confreres  " ;  **  Ca^j  ii  pour  noeof  sep- 
maines  de  nonrritnre  de  Jean  de  la  Bne  dn  consentement  et 
adnis  de  Jean  Sanchelle 

Next,  as  to  the  natnxe  of  the  relief  given.  Sometimes,  of 
course,  it  is  in  that  most  elementary  hat  most  dangerous  form 
of  chanty,  money ;  bat  instances  of  relief  in  kind  are  also

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numberless.  The  wayfarer  has  his  passage  paid  to  England ; 
a  poor  woman  has  a  cow  bought  for  her  ;  another,  a  spinning 
wheel ;  another,  flax.  A  man  has  the  repairs  to  his  barrow 
paid  for,  or  his  clothes  taken  out  of  pawn,  or  a  part  of  his 
rent  paid.  If  I  do  not  stay  to  give  instances  of  these  now. 
it  is  that  they  will  be  found  fully  dealt  with  later  on,  in  the 
quotations  I  shall  have  to  make  m  iilostration  of  the  varioas 
Classes  of  charity  practised. 

The  needs  of  the  poor  are  so  various  that  only  a  very  rough 
classification  of  what  was  done  to  meet  them  is  possible ;  but 
of  difficult  questions  the  treatment  of  orphans  is  not  the  least 
difficult,  and  I  propose  to  take  this  first.  The  practice 
adopted  was  one  much  in  favour  to-day,  namely,  boarding- 
out — a  practice  which  served  a  twofold  end,  in  that  it 
benefited  both  the  children  and  the  poorer  members  of  the 
congregation,  whose  means  of  livehhood  were  thereby  in- 
creased. 

With  whom  and  at  what  cost  orphan  children  should  be 
boarded  out  is  an  important  question,  which  we  can  well 
understand  would  have  to  be  passed  upon  by  a  committee 
before  the  payment  would  be  allowed  : —  ' 

"Paie  a  Meurisse  le  mois  des  enfans  Marcq  Armont 
que  les  freres  de  la  basse  ville  ont  mis  en  penaioii 
le  14  Aoril  a  8  ^  par  mois  pour  2  garson  " ;  ' 

but  that  the  same  machinery  should  have  to  be  set  in  motion 
before  the  orphan  could  be  supplied  with  a  pair  of  socks, 
seems  a  little  cumbrous : — 

"  Bailie  par  ordre  de  Jean  Luse,  quy  auoH  ocdze  dc^ 
Gonmstoire,  pour  les  enfuis  Delaport  a  la  femme 
Terin,  deux  cammisol  et  deux  paires  de  bas  de 
roUe". 

In  fact  the  repetition  of  the  words  "  par  ordre  du  Consistoire,"" 
"deTadvis  de  la  Coinpagnie,"  becomes  almost  wearisome; 
and,  if  I  insist  on  it,  it  is  only  that  I  may  bring  out  to  the 
full  how  systematised  their  chanty  was,  and  how  loyally  the 
system  was  carried  out. 

The  story  of  Pierre  de  Winter  illustrates  in  full  detail 
the  method  in  which  orphans  were  dealt  with.  When  the 
accounts  first  open,  in  1660,  he  is  supported  by  the  church, 
and  is  boarded  out  with  a  widow;  4  2.  10s,  is  paid  per  \ 
month  for  his  board,  and  5  s.  for  his  '*  escolage".  1068  \ 
he  must  have  grown,  and  the  monthly  payments  aie  in- 
creased to  5  2.  and  6  $.  respectively.   Up  to  1665  he  xemains 
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with  one  or  other  of  the  church  widows,  and  during  the 
whole  of  this  time  there  are  frequent  entries  of  sums  paid 
for  his  clothing,  as  well  as  for  mending  his  shoes,  while  he 
is  also  supplied  at  school  with  paper,  and,  on  one  occasion, 
with  an  "escritoir       In  June,  1665,  the  lad  must  have  been 
old  enough  to  learn  a  trade,  and  we  then  find  him  started 
with  a  new  set  of  clothes,  including  a  "camisole"  and  five 
•*  collets  de  toille,"  and  placed  with  Nicolas  Martinot,  whom 
we  know  from  the  Registers  to  have  been  a  "  boutonnier  "  * : 
no  definite  smn  is  paid  for  his  apprenticing,  but  whereas  5  I, 
per  month  had,  so  far,  been  paid  for  his  board,  he  now  costs 
only  3  /.,  and  we  may  well  infer  that  the  reduced  charge  was 
coimterbalanced  by  the  work  he  was  able  to  do  for  his 
master.    For  two  years  and  eight  months  he  remains  with 
Martinot,  and  is  supphed  with  clolhes  during  the  whole  time. 
The  next  break  in  his  life  is  evidenced  by  the  last  payment 
made  to  Martinot  for  his  board;  "  paye  a  Martinot  pour 
deux  mois  escheu  22  fev.  der.  d  apprentice.  Pre.  de  Winter, 
party  pour  Laide       It  is  clear  from  this  that  the  boy  had 
been  sent  to  Leyden,  and,  as  we  should  expect,  we  find  that 
he  was  fully  fitted  out.    He  has  socks,  a  **  juste-i-corps,**  a 
''ciingrame,'*  and,  lastly,  what  I  take  to  be  an  overooat — 
"  bailie  le  frocq  de  Jean  Dubois  a  Pierre  de  Winter  allimt 
pour  HoUande  .   This  *'  frocq  "  must  liave  been  a  garment 
on  which  the  chnrch  had  advanced  to  its  former  owner  the 
som  oiSLls,,  which  he  had  omitted  to  repay ;  it  is  charged 
when  given  to  Piene  at  41 16«.,  and  the  balance  of  the  sum 
advanced  is  noted  as  remaining  due  from  its  former  owner 
The  boy  was  too  yonng  to  travel  alone^  and  the  next  pay 
ment  is:  "Pfti^  an  filz  Marye  Fenras  ponr  mener  Piene  de 
Winter  a  Laide,  et  an  confrere  Le  Tiucq  pr.  son  passage". 
The  petty  expenses  of  the  jonm^  are  xenaid  to  his  convoy 
later  on:  '*Ponr  divers  an  salnect  de  Pierre  de  Winter  a 
Laide,  de  Jacob  filx  de  Marye  Ferras*'.  We  hear  no  more 
of  Piene  nntil  tbe  end  of  this  year,  1668,  when  he  was 
evidently  well  established  with  his  new  master  at  Leydoi. 
l^is  appears  from  the  two  following  entries:  "Bendn  a 
Mad.  Le  Moine  1  port  de  lettre  venant  par  terze  de  Leyde, 
de  Marq  Desguynes,  tonohant  Pferre  de  winter  "—the  letter 
was  to  ask  for  the  apprenticing  fee  which  had  been  promised 
should  tiie  lad  prove  satisteotory,  and  a  week  later  comes  the 
entnr :  "  PaM  a  Jean  Aymeiy  1  lettre  change  28  i.  12  s.  envois 
a  lur.  Marcq  Desgniens  a  Leyde  ponr  achever  Pierre  de

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Winter  apprendre  le  mettyer  de  grogrenier  ".  We  hear  no 
more  of  thi8  case,  but  from  the  entries  I  have  extracted  and 
pieced  together  we  have  the  whole  story  of  the  boy  durinjj 
eight  years,  until  he  was  finally  started  in  life  as  master  of  a 
trade,  which  would  enable  him  to  earn  his  own  living.  And 
I  venture  to  think  that  the  most  modern  system  of  dealing 
with  orphan  children  could  not  improve  on  that  adopted  at 
Calais. 

The  girls  were,  in  their  degree,  treated  as  well  as  the  boys, 
for  they  were  taught  sewing  and  darning,  and  were  clothed 
and  sent  to  school.  The  story  of  Judicq  Mattou  illustrates 
this  very  completely.  She  seems  to  have  been  a  widow,  and 
we  first  find  her  relieved  in  April,  1663.  In  the  May  follow- 
ing she  dies,  and  is  buried  at  the  expense  of  the  church. 
Her  property  must  have  been  taken  possession  of ;  for,  on 
8th  January,  1664,  there  is  a  receipt  noted  "  poor  la  vent  de 
menble  de  Judicq  Mattou,  vefeu  de  Bobert  Guise,  fiuiuant 
rinventaire  et  vent  fait  Uk  somme  de  158 1. 18  <.6  d ;  faut  deduize 
5110s,  pay6  a  Jean  Bsgudin  pour  son  loua^e  de  sa  maisoii  *'. 
Wi^  the  estate  came  its  obligations,  and  immediately  after 
her  death  there  are  payments  to  a  widow  **  pour  auoir  gard6," 
and  to  Maiye  Le  Jenne  **  pour  auoir  lau6  le  lainge  de  Judica 
Matou  '*.  Her  rent,  as  we  have  seen  above,  was  paid  oat  of 
the  estate,  so  also  are  her  debts;  for  in  June,  10 «.  appears 
"  pay6  a  une  femme  que  Judicq  debuoit ".  She  left  a  boy 
and  two  girls,  who  were  at  once  boarded  out,  the  girls  with 
Marie  Le  Jeune,  and  the  hoj  elsewhere;  the  latter  beuig 
ai  pi  enticed  at  a  cost  of  60  i  in  February,  1664.  The  girls 
continue  for  a  long  time  to  be  a  charge  on  the  fond ;  &eir 
foster-mother  receives  101.  a  month,  besides  jmrnente  for 
their  escolage  "  and  clothing.  But  the  special  point  this 
storv  serves  to  show  is  that,  within  a  month  of  their 
mother's  death,  Mai^e  Gregoire  is  paid  5 1,  ]^ur  auoir  ^ris 
a  coudre  la  fiUe  Judicq  Matou  In  1661  a  similar  payment 
is  made  in  respect  of  another  orphan :  "bailie  a  une  fiOe 
pour  auoir  montr6  a  ung  orfehn  a  lacher  ^  des  has 

Books,  paper,  and  all  otiier  school  requisites  are  also 
found,  but  the  only  books  specially  named  are  ''livres  de 
siuilit^  ** '  and  "  cat^chismes  ".  Nor  wae  their  religious  educa-

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tion  neglected.  Gnlnes  was  at  some  distance  from  Calais, 
and  the  jonrney  thither  was  made  hf  canal  boat ;  ireqnent 
enteiee  appear  of  snms  allowed  the  children  to  go  to  Gnines, 
no  donbt  to  attend  the  instraction  given  in  the  church  there. 

The  widow  and  the  orphan  come  naturally  together,  and 
of  widows,  pensioners  upon  the  fund,  there  was  no  lack. 
The  number  of  pensioners  varied  from  time  to  time,  but  at 
the  beginnin|^  of  each  new  set  of  accounts  the  names,  with 
the  sums  paid  to  them  weekly,  are  always  set  out  in  fulL 
Id  subsequent  entries  by  the  same  treasurer  the  weekly  total 
only  is  given,  under  the  heading  of  "  lea  ordinaires,"  or  "  la 
semaine  ".  It  is  clear  that  the  amount  of  these  pensions 
was  carefully  considered,  as  we  are  always  told  that  they  are 
paid  "  par  ordre  du  Gonsistoire,*'  or  were  "arreste  au  Con- 
sistoire  ;  and  if  ever  any  variation  in  the  amount  is  made, 
it  is  always  noted  as  being  made  on  the  same  authority,  e.g., 
**  la  compagnie  lui  ay  ant  augments  a  cause  de  sa  maladie 

Suzanne  Gannione  is  as  good  an  instance  of  this  type 
of  case  as  I  can  find.  She  is  on  the  books  as  a  pensioner  at 
the  commencement  in  1660,  and  continues  there  till  her 
death  in  1679.  The  first  entry  shows  her  as  in  receipt  of  1 2. 
weekly.  At  the  end  of  1660  she  drops  out,  perhaps  able  to 
support  herself,  and  only  receives  occasional  doles ;  but  in 
1662  she  is  again  on  the  regular  list,  receiving  15  s.  In  addi- 
tion to  her  pension,  she  receives  from  time  to  time  further 
relief,  of  which  the  following  may  be  taken  as  examples: 
"  one  chemise  bailie  a  Suzanne  Gannion,  de  I'aduis  des  con- 
fzeres  IL  15 j."  ;  "une  cotte  de  frize  et  un  cors  portant  10 1, 
10«.»  sur  quoy  elle  en  a  pay6  41.,"  the  balance  10 being 
duly  charged.  In  1668  she  was  encouraged  to  do  something 
to  earn  her  own  living,  and  2^.  is  spent  for  "  un  ^rand  rouet, 
ballot  a  filer  Toward  the  end  her  health  faued,  and  we 
6ud  payments  to  her  "pour  se  faire  saigner";  and  in  1678 
she  receives  money  **  pour  auoir  de  la  graisse  pour  mettre  a 
sacuisse".  Probably  also  she  was  bedridden  at  this  time, 
as  there  are  several  payments  to  her  "  pour  2  bottes  de  paille 
a  86  coucher  In  September  of  this  year  her  pension  is 
increased  "a  cause  de  son  indisposition  et  viellesse  "  ;  and 
on  19th  May,  1679,  comes  the  final  entr}'  "  les  ordinaires, 
dediiit  1  /.  a  Gagnionne  morte  " ;  how  she  died,  or  how  she 
was  Iniried  we  are  not  told. 

Another  point  to  be  noted  about  these  pensions  is  the 
moral  control  exercised  over  the  recipients.  One  Decaufour 
who  receives  1/.  lOt.  weekly,  presumably  sufficient  for  his 
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support,  is  found  to  have  pawned  his  clothes  for  6  i. ;  they 
are  released  for  hini,  but  only  "  a  condition  de  luy  deduire 
7  s.  6d.  par  semaine  de  son  ordinaire  " ;  and  in  another  case, 
the  widow  Marchant  is  found  to  have  allowed  her  rent  to 
nm  into  arrears  for  six  months;  this  debt  coming  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  anthorities,  is  paid  for  her,  but  the  amount 
is  deducted  by  instalments  from  Tier  weekly  pension. 

Poverty  loids  to  ^  pAwnshop,  and  none  know  better 
than  the  diaritable  that  a  man's  tools,  or  even  his  clothes, 
have  oftentimes  to  be  redeemed  before  he  can  be  given  a 
fresh  start.  There  is  no  disgrace  in  pawning,  and  to  receive 
in  pawn  is  oftentimes  an  act  of  chan^.  Of  this  the  church 
of  Calais  was  well  aware,  f6r  over  and  over  again  it  acted  as 
pawnbroker.  As  before,  I  single  out  a  tew  cases  as  examples 
of  this  aspect  of  its  beneficence :  "  Par  ordre  de  la  compagnie 
j'ay  rendu  au  confrere  Jean.  Yremault  161.  ^a'il  a  donn^  a 
Marie  Hebbert  sur  sa  promesse,  et  les  gages,  sauoir  dee  abits 
de  camelot  noir,  d'une  cotte  de  sarge  rouge,  d'une  paire  de 
pseaumes  a  bloucque  d'arsent,^  et  deox  mouchoirs  a  doitelle, 
laditte  promesse  paib.  a  la  8t  Jean  prochain  cy  I  can 
find  no  trace  oithe  redemption  ox  these  miscellaneous 
articles;  on  the  contrary,  it  would  seem  as  though  Maiie 
Hebbert  had  been  reduced  to  pawn  more  of  her  property,  for 
in  the  following  year  there  is  this :  "  retenu  des  hardes  de 
Marie  Hebert,  a  bon  conte,  6  a.  toille,  d'enuiron  6«.  Ta.,  dont 
j'ay  faict  one  paillasse  poor  GaCTonne  ". 

The  pair  of  silver  psalm-books  pawned  by  Marie  Hebbert 
can  be  paralleled  by  another  advance :  assists  Marye  Lesel, 
allant  a  Dieppe,  de  3 1,  sur  le  gage  un  pseaume  &  Tinterpre- 
tation  de  Tapocalipse 

In  1678  ifngrand  Bien  receives  21 1* "  par  ordre  de  la  com- 
pagnie poor  faire  son  voiage  auecq  son  mesnage  en  Ang*, 
sur  quoy  a  bailie  en  gage  un  habit  de  famme  noir  de  serge, 
que  Von  luy  rendra  alors  qu'il  rendra  Targent**.  Alas! 
Engrand  Bien  does  not  seem  to  have  prospered  in  England, 
for  two  years  later  comes  the  end  of  the  story :  "  Bendu  au 
confrere  Fremau  un  habit  de  serge  noir  quy  a  est^  mis  en

Tlie  pawnbroking  does  not  always  seem  to  have  been 
carried  on  in  a  very  profitable  way,  to  judge  from  the  case 
of  EstVier  le  Jeune,  to  whom  15/.  had  been  advanced  on 
cv-rtain  pledges;  these,  on  being  sold  "par  ordre  de  la  com- 
paf^ie,'*  realised  only  3  /.  Another  transaction  which  resulted 
m  a  loss  may  be  mentioned  here:  the  widow  Marchant,  of 
whom  we  heard  alx)ve,  when  she  was  in  arrears  with  her 
rent,  died  in  1679,  and  certain  expenses  were  incurred  at 
that  time;  the  entr\'  runs  as  follows:  "pour  31/.  3s.  6d 
debourse  et  reste  de  37  /.  3  s.  6  d,  paye  apres  la  mort  la  vef ue 
Marcbant,  ayant  receu  6/.  p.  2  juppes  vendus  suiuant  le 
mem"  au  dos  de  Tinnentaire  fait  auec  le  frere  Verbreghe,  le 
reBte  des  hardes  estiuib  dans  un  cofiEre  a  vendre 

Incidentally  a  whole  chapter  might  be  written  on  clothes, 
for  every  kind  of  garment  is  at  one  time  or  another  provided 
l)y  the  charity  of  the  church  for  every  age  and  both  sexes. 
Shoes,  stockings  and  shirts  we  need  not  dwell  on,  but  the 
names  of  some  of  the  gannents,  as  well  as  of  the  materials  of 
which  they  were  made,  are  worth  noting  for  their  antiquarian 
interest.    "  Un  abit  de  creseau^  froc,  et  fasson  "  costs  14/. 
14 «.  6t/.,  the  same  material  being  used  elsewhere  for  "  un 
corsets".    Another  material  much  in  use  was  "rolle,"  of 
which  both  "camisole"  and  "  cannesou  "  are  made,  as  well 
as  8t(jckinf^'s,  its  cost  was  1  /.  18  s.  the  aune.  The  "  camisole," 
I  may  note,  was  a  man's  gannent  (Angl.,  waistcoat),  as  the 
"  froc  "  was  usually  a  woman's  :  tempora  viuiantur,  and  to-day 
the  man  wears  the  "  frac,"  and  his  wife  the  "camisole". 
Of  outer  j^annents,  there  seem  to  have  been  many  varieties; 
we  lind  "  cors  de  froc  violet  "  or  "rouge,"  "  cors  convert  de 
froc,"  "habit  de  caiiiek»t  noir,"  "habit  juste-au-cors,"  with 
the  "camisole  de  froc"  and  "corps,"  while  the  "  cotte " 
has  Ix'come  the  petticoat.    These  with  the  "  costillion,"  or 
Uiider-shirt,  are  enough  to  furnisli  forth  a  fashion  paper  of 
the  seventeenth  century,  while  of  slighter  female  adornments 
i     we  have  tlie  "pigne,"  the  "cornette,"  the  "brassier,"  the 
"coiffe,"  with  "mouchoirs,"  "devanteau"  and  "  esguilii- 
ette  ". 

I  Of  men's  garments,  after  the  cftOlilole,  the  "  haut-de- 
I        <ia^kMto:Oo«iittft.  Bloaid«taiMOfQiiteadMZiiif«i:Llltii»M 
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chausses  "  was  the  most  important;  a  pair  of  these  *' de 
sarge  a  poil,  doubles  de  frize  et  fasson,"  cost  61.  16s.,  and, 
together  with  an  "habit  de  serge  a  poil,  doublure,  et  garni- 
ture " — w^hich  comes  to  14 1. 19  s. — makes  the  cost  of  the  suit 
21 Z.  10  s.,  or  £1  13s.  5d.  in  English  money  of  the  same  date. 
Occasionally  we  are  reminded  of  a  modem  dressmaker's 
bill,  by  the  detail  with  which  all  that  goes  to  the  making  of 
a  garment  is  set  out  and  charged  for :  **  la  vefue  de  Gille  de 
Groote  "  has,  for  instance,  *'  IJ  a.  frog  at  33  s.,  et  }  a.  canevas 
at  20  s.  Ta.,  baleine,  soye,  fil,  galon,  et  cuir,  pour  un  cors  '* ; 
while  another  widow,  whose  dress  does  not  seem  to  have 
needed  so  much  stiffening,  has  2^  a.  frize  at  36  s.  Pa.  nape, 
fil,  et  fa9on  de  coste 

So  far  I  hftve  only  illustrated  the  relief  girai  by  the  d&Qich 
to  its  own  memberg,  bat  folly  m  much  again  was  diatributed 
to  strangers  in  what  we  should  call  casual  vdief.  To  deal 
with  all  these  cases  would  be  to  reproduce  the  whole  account 
book;  I  can  only  attempt  a  few  typical  instances.  And 
first  let  me  take  the  one  of  "le  Smsse,  simple  d'esprit". 
On  19th  July,  1679,  a  payment  is  made  "a  unff  homme  quy 
a  amene  icy  ung  Suisse  smiple  d'esprit/'  and  ue  same  day  a 
bed,  with  ''pottage,  pain,  hoeure,  biere,"  are  provided  for 
him.  Three  days  lat^  8  2.  are  paid  "  pour  retirar  la  clef  de 
la  chambre  Descaufour,  pour  y  loger  le  Suisse  simple ". 
Descaufour  was  put  in  charge  of  the  case,  as  further  pay- 
ments are  described  as  b^ng  made  to  him.  One  of  these, 
on  24th  July,  "  a  Descoufour,  a  cause  ^u'il  logoit  la  femme 
et  Tenfant  du  Suisse,"  shows  that  the  sick  man's  family  had 
joined  him,  and  thenceforward  they  become  pensioners  at  the 
rate  of  32.  a  week.  It  is  moreover  dear  that  lodging  this 
family  with  Descaufour  was  a  double  charity,  since  he  him- 
self was  obviously  in  need  of  assistance ;  for  about  the  same 
time  a  payment  is  made  to  him  "  sa  femme  estant  malade," 
and  a  further  payment  "  d'augmentation  ". 

In  January  of  the  next  year  the  Swiss  was  got  rid  of,  for 
a  sum  is  paid  "  a  la  mere  de  Descaufour  pour  la  chambre  on 
a  este  le  Suisse  *' ;  but  a  fortnight  later  he  had  returned,  for 
we  find  a  la  famme  du  Suisse,  son  mary  reuenn,"  and  the 
pension  continues  until  30th  March,  on  which  date  92.  are 
paid  "  au  Suisse  simple  pour  s'en  retoumer  a  Dunquerque, 
et  sa  famiUe 

Another  Y&ey  similar  entry  gives  equal  proof  of  the 
thoroughness  with  which  these  cases  were  worked,  and  how 
everything  that  could  be  was  done  for  their  alleviation : — 
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*\Setiie  da  Courgain,^  de  Taduis  des  confreres,  Jacque 
TAuoine,  filz  de  Estienne  de  Dieppe,  luy  estant  ma- 
lade,  et  mis  chez  Marye  Hennin,  et  pay 6

It  is  interesting  to  know  that,  three  years  later,  the  sum 
spent  on  Avoine  was  repaid,  by  whom  we  are,  unfortunately, 
not  told. 

The  majority  of  the  strangers  were,  however,  only  "pass- 
ante,"  and  to  show  how  various  were  the  nationalities  of 
these,  and  their  destinations,  I  take  four  consecutive  entries 
on  the  same  day.  "XJn  passant  de  la  Luserne;**  "  Un 
passant  Suedois,  bossu  "  ;  Un  passant  pour  Douure  *' ;  and 
•*  Un  passant  venant  d'Irlande  Sometimes  we  are  told 
the  reason  of  their  need :  "  Uu  passant,  pour  retirer  ses 
haxdes  du  pacquet  botte,  de  Tadms  de  M.  De  La  Croix  " ; 

Deux  hommes  attendant  le  vent  propre  Some  of  these 
packet-boat  entries,  of  which,  as  we  should  expect,  there  are  a 
^eat  many,  enable  us  to  fix  the  price  of  the  channel-passage 
m  those  days ;  such  are,  an  M**  du  pacquet  botte  pour 
passer  une  femme  auec  trois  enfants,  4/.  18«." ;  paye  pour 
le  passage  d'on  pouure  passant  en  Angleterre,  5  schelin,  3  L 
5«".« 

In  soch  tronbkms  times  the  ranks  of  the  poor  were  largely 
recruited  from  soldiers  and  prisoners,  and  among  the  "pass- 
ants"  these  two  classes  were  fully  represented;  "Deux

Omer  pour  lea  prifloimiers  Anglois ;  "  "tin  passant  venant 
de  Boi^eau,  et  pris  par  les  Anglois;"  "Par  ozdze  de  la 
compagnie,  pour  libcrcr  le  fils  de  Mathieu  Foix,  esclavc ; 
"  Paye  au  Mortier  d'Or  pour  Saussoucy,  soldat  malade  221. 
18  reoea  8  /.  de  son  capitaine ; "  "  Un  passant  de  la  Bochelle, 
pziBonnier ;  "  "  Deux  passants  rauuit  des  prisons  de  Fles- 
singhe ; "  Un  jeane  garcon  pris  par  les  Ostendois  snr  mer, 
pour  s'en  zetonzner;"  '*Un  Gnson  zeoenant  da  seruioe 
d'Espagne,  pour  s'en  retoumer  en  son  pays,  auec  attesta- 
tion ".  Nor  was  this  kind  of  help  limited  to  those  of  the 
faith,  for  anions  those  zdieved  aze  "one  zeligease/'  '*mi 
moine  defroqnd/  and   un  juif 

A  very  large  proportion  of  the  relief  granted  was  in  cases 
of  sickness,  for  here  the  charity  of  the  church  seems  to  have 
known  no  hounds.  I  have  already  quoted  instances  suffi- 
ciently numerous  to  show  how  illness  was  dealt  with.  The 
point  I  would  call  your  attention  to  here  is,  that  230  years 
ago  the  value  of  nursing  and  special  food  in  sickness,  as  ad- 
juncts to  medical  skill,  was  clearly  felt.  The  entry  '*  paye  a 
diners  fois,  et  a  la  garde  quy  le  garde,  et  pour  Tapotiquer," 
sums  up  two  of  these  elements  very  tersely.  Sometimes  the 
payment  to  the  medical  man  is  entered  at  the  time  ;  as,  "  payo 
a  I'Auoine,  serugien,  par  ordre  de  la  compagnie,  pour  auoir 
pense  mi  pouure  «;arson  d'un  coup  de  pistole";  but  more 
usually  the  doctor's  account  is  presented  and  paid  from  time 
to  time,  not  always,  it  would  seem,  without  dispute,  as  an 
entry  of  10G4  proves :  '*  pour  un  billet  de  Pierre  Michel  qu'il 
m'a  donne  pour  ce  qu'il  a  trete  nos  pouures,  portant  57  /.  4  s. 
II  a  donne  11  /.  pour  les  pouures  quant  nous  auons  fait  la 
culliet,  reste  46  /.  4  s.  qui  luy  reuiens.  Nous  luy  auons  de  ce 
deduit  16  ^.  4«."  and  only  30  i.  is  actually  paid  to  the  poor 
man. 

Occasionally  the  principle,  "  no  cure  no  pay  "  is  adopted  ; 
"del'aduis  du  confrere  Sigard  j'ay  fait  march^  auecq  une 
femme  pour  gu^rir  les  en  fans  de  Gil  les  Leleu  des  gal  les  pour 
9/.,  a  condition  de  les  guerir,  sinon  point  d  argent ;  et  a  eile 
auance  30  s.  pour  auoir  des  drogues '  . 

Sickness  leads  to  funerals,  and  of  these  there  is  no  lack  ; 
not  only  do  we  find  them  burying  their  own  poor,  but  they 
were  constantly,  it  would  seem,  called  on  to  bury  soldiers 
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who  died  while  stationed  in  Calais:  " rentenement  d'nn 
soldat  mort  a  la  dtadelle/*  being  a  very  common  entxy, 
faried  once  hy  "  rentenrement  d'nn  soldat  quy  a  este  ta6  snr 
la  Place  *'.  ft  is  dear  that  there  mnst  haire  been  a  laige 
niunber  of  Protestant  soldiers  serving  in  the  French  army 
at  this  date,  a  fact  of  which  we  find  mil  confirmation  in  the 
Begisters ;  for  example,  in  1685  a  child  is  baptised  who  is 
described  as  son  of  a  "  Gappitavne  an  Begiment  Snisse  de 
8alis  *'.  No  doubt  when  any  of  Uiese  Protestants  died,  the 
military  authorities  were  only  too  glad  to  relieve  themselves 
of  the  obligation  of  bnrying  them. 

Sometimes  the  sum  paid  for  the  funeral  is  entered  in  a 
lamp,  bnt  often  the  full  details  are  given.

But  very  few  pa3rments  were  charged  against  the  fund 
which  were  not  directly  connected  with  the  poor ;  these  few 
I  propose  to  note.  Chief  among  them  is  the  **  Quint-denier 
This,  M.  de  fdioe  tells  ns,  was  ''le  cinqni^e  de  Targent 
recueilli  pour  les  panvres,  et  qui  servait  k  payer  la  part  con- 
thbntive  des  Eghses  pour  les  Academies  et  Colleges  The 
amount  varied  a  good  deal,  and  was  not  always  regularly 
paid,  but  on  the  whole  the  contribution  was  a  foirly  large

It  will  be  noticed  that  on  one 
occssion  a  spedal  grant  of  lOOi  is  made,  "  poor  ks  dgtises 
affligees  '* ;  another  entry  of  the  same  year,  1672,  shows  ttuMt 
the  charity  of  the  chnzen  was  not  always  limited  to  its  own 
bod^ :  de  radnis  du  confrere  Verbragne  assists  oenx  qoy 
eaedlaient  pour  les  ponnzes  Eglises  d'AUemai^e  There 
are  but  two  payments  marking  any  connection  with  tt&e 

Sneral  church  organisati<m ;  m  1660  there  was  fjsid  m 
.  Tricotel,  par  ordre  de  la  compagnie,  suiuant  sa  quittance, 
poor  son  ?oiage  du  Sinode  Nasionale  " ;  and  in  lto4, 23 1  are 
paid  "  quand  Michel  Poreye  fut  au  Sinode  **. 

In  1660  the  poor  box  was  broken,  and  Le  Maistre  is  paid 
for  repairing  it,  and  '*]^ds  poor  den  cadenaa  '* ;  and  in  1673 
a  new  one  had  to  be  proiridied  at  a  cost  of  52.  On  one  occa- 
sion the  door  of  the  cemetery  needs  repair,  and  twice  the 
Communion  cups  are  noticed:  once  they  are  ''refet*'  at  a 
cost  of  2  Lt  and  Aiortiy  afterwards  20 1.  is  paid  "  pour  la  fssson 
de  deux  couppes  *' — these  probably  being  the  very  cops  spoken 
of  by  White  niennet,*  which  later  became  the  cause  of  much 
diqpnte  between  the  churches  of  Cadzand  and  Dover.'  All 
the  expenses  connected  with  the  administration  .of  the  sac- 
rament seem  to  have  faUen  on  this  fond,  for  payments  for 
wine  and  bread  occur  at  regular  intervals.  In  1678,  to  give 
but  one  instance,  there  was  paid  "pour  5  pains  pour  4  cenes 
de  Noel,  51. 146.,'*  and  for  wine,  18 1 10s.  The  bread  must 
have  been  supplied  from  Calais,  seeing  that,  in  1672,  there 
is  purchased  for  11. "  nne  mandelette  *  d'osier  aoecq  on  cadena 
pour  enuoyer  le  pain  a  Guisnes 

The  fund  seems  to  have  heea  in  possession  of  two  estates, 
one  consisting  of  twelve  measures  of  land,  coming  to  it  from 
Mathiea  Pittre,  and  leased  to  the  widow  Outre  Titrecat  at 
the  yearly  rent  of  72  Of  this  we  hear  nothing  beyond  the

quainted  vrith  several  archaic  words.

I  have  dwelt  on  the  detail  of  these  old  accounts  for  so  long 
that  I  fear  to  leave  you  under  the  impression  that  it  is  their 
antiquarian  interest  alone  I  would  have  you  note.  Anti- 
quarian interest,  no  doubt,  they  have — ^nor  is  the  field  yet 
rally  harvested,  but  we,  Huguenots,  shall  value  them 
not  so  much  as  a  record  of  the  seventeenth  century,  as  for 
the  light  they  shed  on  the  lives  and  characters  of  ihe  men 
who  kept  them. 

We  have  had  laid  before  us  a  complete  picture  of  one 
aspect  of  the  lives  of  our  forefathers;  let  me  sum  up  the 
main  outlines  of  that  picture  as  I  seem  to  see  it.  A  vision 
of  charity  at  its  best,  a  charity  of  steady  purpose,  and  guided 
hj  a  wise  policy ;  a  charity  devoted  to  the  service  of  the  poor, 
to  the  care  of  the  fatherless,  tq  the  tending  of  the  sick  and

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needy;  above  aU,  a  charity  inspired  by  the  deeiie  for  a 
permanent  uplifting,  rather  than  for  a  merely  temporary 
alleviation. 

To-day  we  are  still  fighting  for  these  principles,  and  the 
battle  is  far  from  won ;  what  shall  we  say  then  of  the  men 
of  the  seventeenth  centnry  with  whom  these  ideas  were  as 
commonplaces? 

We  have  admired,  without  always  folly  nnderstandine, 
the  character  of  onr  Hngnenot  ancestors  in  the  wider  fieM 
of  religions  persecntion.  I  cannot  bat  think  that  the  know- 
ledge of  how  they  dealt  with  the  lesser  problems  of  every-day 
life  will  enable  us  to  grasp  the  secret  of  the  completeness 
and  strength  of  that  character  better  than  we  have  ever 
done  before.  For  of  them  also  have  we  found  this  true: 
"  Faithful  in  that  which  is  least  they  were  faithful  also  in 
that  which  is  mnch/'  '*  They  laid  down  their  lives  for  the 
brethren 
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APPENDIX  1. 

In  order  to  ^ive  some  idea  of  how  the  accounts  were  kept, 
I  have  had  two  paj^es  rej)r()duced  in  facsimile.  These  are 
necessarily  on  a  smaller  scale  than  the  original;  and,  in 
order  that  tbey  may  be  easily  read,  I  have  transcribed  them 
both. 

The  first  is  a  paji[e  showing  the  receipts  in  1007,  when 
Daniel  Pilar t  was  treasurer,  and  may  be  taken  as  a  s;unple 
of  the  worst  writing  we  have  to  deal  with  ;  while  the  second 
represents  the  best,  that  of  Isaac  le  Turcq,  being  a  page 
taken  from  the  payments  made  by  him  in  16(35. 

These  two  examples  illustrate  very  well  the  accuracy  and 
method  which  characterise  the  whole  volmne.  It  must  be 
rememl)eri'd  that  the  whole  of  the  ruling  had  to  be  done  by 
the  writer,  prepared  accomit-books  being  unknown  at  this 
date.

Thb  histoiy  of  the  quint-denier  "  is  somewhat  obscoxe,  and 
I  do  not  propose  to  enter  into  it  here.  As  an  aid  to  tiiose 
who  may  wish  to  study  the  question,  I  have  thoo^t  it  wdl 
to  print  aU  the  entries  relating  to  it  to  he  fonnd  in  the  Cahds 
aooonnts,  sinoe  these  throw  considerahle  lieht  on  the  amount 
paid  by  this  church,  and  the  method  <S  payment.

Its  amount  docs  not  justify  its  name,  at  least,  so  far  as 
C  "ciluis  is  concerned,  as  the  total  paid  over  on  this  head  does 
not  come  to  one-fifth  of  the  receipts.  It  would  be  interesting 
to  know  how  the  sum  payable  by  each  cliurch  was  arrived 
at.  At  C  alais  it  varied  a  good  deal;  it  is  only  possible  to 
ascertain  with  certainty  the  yearly  contribution  for  a  few  of 
tlie  vears.  In  UM  it  was  225  Z. ;  in  1672,  440/. ;  in  1073,

THE  SOCIETY'S  FOUNDEK. 

On  the  8th  June  the  Founder  of  the  Society,  Mr.  Arthur 
Girand  Browning,  V.P.,  now  Deputy-Gk>vemor  of  the  French 
Hospital,  oelehrated  the  twenty-fifth  anniyersacy  of  his 
wedding,  and  on  the  10th  the  occasion  was  commemo- 
rated by  a  dinner  to  Mr.  Browning  and  his  fomily  in  the 
Oonrt-Eoom  at  the  Hospital  which  was  attended  by  a 
number  of  the  Directors  and  other  friends,  the  chair  being 
occupied  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  institution,  Mr.  Charles 
Norm.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Browning  received  an  enthusiastic 
welcome  from  their  hosts  and  fiom  the  inmates  of  "La 
Providence/'  and  in  the  course  of  the  evening  were  pre- 
sented with  a  silver  tray,  tea  and  coffee  service  as  a  memento 
of  their  twenty-five  years  of  married  life,  and  of  the  almost 
identical  period  dunng  which  Mr.  Browning  had  been  a 
Director  of  the  Hospital  and  its  Honorary  SecretarJ^  The 
exact  dates  of  his  election  to  office  are :  Director,  lltb 
January,  1873 ;  Secretary,  3rd  July,  1876 ;  Deputy-Gtover- 
nor,  1st  October,  1R98. 

Mr.  Browning's  Paper  on  "The  Orif^n  and  Early  His- 
tory of  the  French  Protestant  Hospital "  in  the  last  number 
of  the  Proceedings  gives  an  admirably  full  and  sympathetic 
account  of  that  splendid  and  lasting  memorial  of  Huguenot 
piety,"  as  he  himself  calls  it,  down  to  the  death  of  its  first 
Secretary,  Philippe  Menard,  in  1737.  For  a  c<»tinuation  of 
its  history  from  that  time  till  now,  all  readers  are  still  looking 
to  the  pen  of  the  present  Deputy-Governor. 

WILL  OF  JAMES  BAUDOUIN. 

(CommiinicaU  d  hij  (\  cil  T.  DavU,  Esq.^  Wandsworth  Public  Library.) 

Ik  Blount  Nod  is  a  large  altar  tomb  near  the  road  opposite 
to  Huguenot  Gardens.    It  is  enclosed  by  iron  railings.  A 
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large  tree  has  forced  its  way  up  through  the  stones  fonning 
the  platform,  and  somewhat  disarranged  them.  On  it  is  the 
followint^  inscription : — 

"Under  this  tomb  are  deposited  ye  remains  [of]  James 
Biiudouin,  Esqr.,  who  was  bom  at  Nismes,  in  France,  but 
in  the  year  1685  fled  from  thence  to  avoid  tyranny  and  per- 
secution and  enjoy  a  Protestant  liberty  of  conscience,  which 
he  afterwards  happily  found,  and  was  ^atefully  sensible  of 
in  the  communion  of  ye  Church  of  England.  He  constantly 
answared  (sic.)  this  pious  resolution  in  his  life,  and  went  to 
enjoy  the  blessed  fruits  of  it  by  his  death  the  28th  day  of 
February,  1738.    Aged  91." 

He  built  a  house  at  Putney,  known  as  Winchester  House. 
He  owned  property  in  Wandsworth,  some  being  in  the 
district  now  known  as  Frogmore. 

By  the  kindness  of  Mr.  William  Cock  a  copy  of  his  will 
18  here  given. 

' '  In  tne  Name  of  God  be  it  Amen  in  the  Tear  one  thousand 
seven  hnndied  and  thirty  three  and  the  nrst  of  Jnly  abont 
ihe  end  of  the  fourscore  and  fifth  year  of  my  age  I  the  under- 
written James  Baudouin  being  by  the  grace  of  «God  of  sound 
Body  and  mind  forseeing  by  my  great  age  mv  approaching 
Death  I  have  thought  it  necessary  to  annul  all  former  wills 
on  account  of  some  Alterations  which  have  since  happened 
in  my  effects  which  I  had  in  the  Govermnent  and  to  sub- 
stitute in  their  place  this  as  the  only  Bule  of  my  last  Will 
O  Lord  God  as  according  to  Thy  Decrees  my  Departure  out 
of  this  world  cannot  be  very  distant  And  as  I  do  not  know 
the  Day  or  the  Ni^t  in  which  Thou  wilt  demand  my  soul 
from  me  I  beseech  Thee  0  mv  God  and  my  Heavenly  Father 
to  be  pleased  to  prepare  me  by  a  renouncing  to  this  World 
and  by  a  salutary  repentance  and  that  Thou  wouldest  be 
pleased  in  Thy  mercy  to  forgive  me  my  sins  which  being 
great  and  in  a  great  number  make  me  fear  Thy  justice 
accept  graciously  I  beseech  Tou  the  sorrow  and  compunc- 
tion which  I  have  in  my  heart  and  grant  me  Thy  grace 
that  being  of  the  number  of  those  whom  Jesus  Christ  has 
redeemed  by  the  Sacrifice  of  His  Body  I  may  also  be  of  the 
Number  of  those  whom  Thou  wilt  receive  in  Thy  mercy  into 
the  mansions  of  Thy  glory  there  to  celebrate  with  them  that 
Thy  ffistherly  Goodness  to  all  eternity  Amen 

"  1st  Article  I  constitute  for  my  heiress  and  executrix 
generally  of  all  the  estate  which  God  has  given  me  either 
m  Houses  Land  or  Effects  in  the  Government  my  Niece 
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Mary  Molineer  Ihe  wife  ol  Mr.  Dftvid  Montolieu  de  S ante- 
polite  Brigadier  in  the  Aimy  npon  the  conditions  following 
which  she  or  her  hein  <a  Administrators  shall  be  obliged 

to  observe 

First  to  cause  my  Body  to  be  interred  in  the  plainest 
manner  that  Decency  will  permit  and  therefore  she  shall 
get  it  done  before  Ni^ht  without  Flamboys  Escutcheons  or 
Hangings  and  instead  of  this  worldly  expence  she  shall  dis- 
tribute one  hundred  pounds  one  month  after  my  decease  to 
the  poor  French  Protestant  Refugees  to  each  as  her  prudence 
and  charity  shall  deem  it  proper  2nd  Article  Six  months 
after  my  decease  my  aforesaid  Heiress  shall  pay  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  French  Hospital  five  hundred  pounds  to 
help  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  poor  of  the  said  hos- 
pital upon  the  express  condition  that  the  Gentlemen  who 
are  directors  shall  be  pleased  to  grant  the  right  to  my  afore- 
said Heiress  and  successors  hereafter  of  putting  in  two  poor 
persons  into  the  said  Hospital  who  shall  be  maintained 
therein  at  the  expence  of  the  Corporation  and  after  the 
death  of  one  of  them  successively  another  in  his  place 
That  if  contrary  to  the  favor  which  I  desire  them  to  give 
me  they  should  refuse  me  that  favor  in  case  of  such  RefusEil 
my  aforesaid  Heiress  shall  not  pay  them  the  aforesaid  five 
hundred  pounds  And  my  Will  is  that  she  shall  place  the  said 
five  hundred  pounds  in  some  of  the  Government  Securities 
as  she  shall  think  fit  and  the  Interest  of  the  said  sum  shall 
be  distributed  by  my  aforesaid  heiress  and  by  her  successors 
hereafter  among  poor  French  Protestant  Eefugees  and  the 
capital  shall  always  remain  in  some  of  the  said  securities 
without  any  of  her  successors  being  able  to  appropriate  the 
same  to  themselves  and  fraustrate  of  it  the  poor  French  for

"  3rd  my  aforesaid  Heiress  shall  pay  to  the  Receiver  of  the 
House  of  Charity  in  Spitalfields  two  hundred  pounds  and  to 
the  Receiver  of  that  of  Soho  one  hundred  pounds  for  the 
poor  of  French  Protestant  Refugees 

**  4th  my  said  heiress  shall  also  pay  to  the  Receiver  of  the 
Society  of  Nismes  the  sum  of  two  hundred  pounds  which 
shall  be  put  out  to  interest  in  some  of  the  Government 
Securities  and  that  none  of  the  Consuls  or  any  otlier 
person  shall  be  able  to  sell  or  mortgage  the  same  without  an 
express  consent  of  my  aforesaid  Heiress  or  of  her  successors 
and  the  interest  only  accruing  from  the  said  two  hundred 
pounds  shall  be  distributed  among  the  poor  of  the  said  society 
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^  5(]i  she  shall  pay  likewise  to  Mr.  Claris  de  Florian  minister

"Tth  I  charge  my  aforesaid  Heiress  and  her  snccessozs  to 
make  a  pension  for  life  to  my  sister  her  mother  of  one  hun-

"9th  as  to  my  nephew  James  Molinier  as  God  hath 
liberally  bestowed  estates  on  him  in  this  world  and  that 
he  has  but  one  daughter  if  I  should  add  to  the  Estates 
which  he  has  any  considerable  sum  out  of  my  own  it 
would  only  be  attaching  him  but  the  more  to  this  world 
and  could  be  but  of  prejudice  to  him  and  to  his  wife  I 
shall  therefore  confine  myself  to  give  him  five  hundred 
pounds  which  my  Heiress  his  sister  shall  pay  him  six 
months  after  my  death  and  these  five  hundred  pounds  shall 
be  {i^enerally  for  all  pretensions  whatsoever  which  he  mipjht 
pretend  to  have  of  which  sum  I  desire  he  would  he  satisfied 
without  murmuring  being  if  he  had  not  so  p,ood  an  estate 
as  he  has  I  would  have  shared  him  equally  with  his  brother 
and  sister  As  on  the  day  of  my  death  both  he  and  hia 
brother  Charles  may  have  some  Notes  of  mine  which  are 
due  to  me  they  shall  deliver  the  same  to  my  Heiress  their 
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sister  as  well  as  what  they  may  owe  me  entirely  with  Justice 
anrl  Ronnd  conscience 

"  loth  As  to  my  nephew  Charles  Molinier  as  I  hope  God 
will  <4ive  him  grace  to  make  use  of  this  world  without  making 
ill  use  of  it  I  give  him  four  thousand  pounds  upon  the  express 
condition  following  that  is  to  say  that  in  order  to  prevent  his 
loosing  that  sum  in  trade  either  by  losses  of  ships  by  sea  or 
by  bankruptcy's  which  at  this  day  are  so  frequent  prudence 
requires  that  this  sum  should  be  secured  from  these  acci- 
dents and  therefore  my  \vill  is  that  in  order  to  secure  the  same 
it  shall  remain  in  the  hands  of  his  sister  my  Heiress  w^ho  for 
his  satisfaction  and  to  remove  all  fears  shall  make  a  mort- 
gage for  the  value  of  this  sura  either  upon  the  houses  or 
effects  which  I  have  in  the  Government  to  the  satisfaction 
of  my  said  nephew  or  if  they  should  like  it  best  part  upon 
houses  and  part  upon  effects  in  the  Government  The  above 
luortgage  shall  properly  be  for  the  security  to  my  said 
nephew  for  in  order  to  save  him  the  trouble  of  receiving  the 
rents  of  what  have  been  mortgaged  for  him  my  niece  his 
sister  or  her  successors  shall  pay  to  my  said  nephew  the 
interest  of  the  said  four  thousand  which  I  fix  to  one  hundred 
and  forty  pounds  a  year  and  the  said  interest  shall  begin 
to  run  six  months  after  my  decease  If  my  said  nephew 
Cluirles  ^NIoHnier  should  marry  and  if  he  should  have  children

"  lltii  Article  My  aforesaid  heiroBB  May  Molinier  wife  of 
Mr.  David  SaintepoUte  alter  she  shall  have  paid  my  legacies 
and  left  in  being  a  Buffioient  pari  ot  my  estate  that  out  of 
the  produce  and  income  thereof  the  penmons  which  I  leave 
to  my  sister  and  io  my  brother  may  be  regularly  paid  dnring 
their  life  she  may  afterwards  dispose  of  the  rest  o!  my  estate 
whatsoever  the  same  waj  Consist  in  either  in  Houses  Iiands 
or  in  those  which  I  have  in  several  offices  of  ttie  Government 
she  shall  think  proper  to  the  benefit  of  her  children  when

About  the  year  1760  a  number  of  Huguenot  refugees 
settled  in  and  near  the  village  of  Inmshannon.  They  were 
great  weavers,  snd  the  Squire,  Mr.  Adderiey,  gave  them 
every  encouragement  for  their  art,  as  he  was  most  anxious 
to  introduce  the  rearing  of  silkworms  into  this  countiy. 

About  thirty  famihes,  Sierefore,  took  up  tiieir  abode  there, 
and  remained  for  some  twenty  years  or  more  when,  the 
silkworms  not  thriving,  they  took  their  departure  to  Spital- 
fields  in  England. 

The  spot  where  these  Frenchmen  hved  is  still  named  | 

The  Colony,"  and  is  situated  on  the  old  Ban  don  Eoad,  i 
about  four  hundred  yards  from  Innishannon  Bridge.  One 
of  their  houses  still  exists,  but  in  a  ruinous  state,  so  that 
even  this  in  a  few  years  will  probably  be  gone. 

These  refugees  brought  over  with  them  a  French  pastor, 
the  Beverend  Peter  Cortez,  who  was  licensed  in  1760  {vide 
Brady's  Parochial  Records)  to  preach  in  French  by  the  then 
Bishop  of  Cork.  This  old  clergyman  died  here,  and  was 
interred  in  the  tomb  of  Mathew  Balsaigne,  Jlsq.,  another 
Huguenot,  which  tomb  is  still  in  a  very  good  state  of  pre- 
servation in  the  old  churchyard.  A  field  in  the  townland  of 
Dromkeen  for  years  was  known  as  "  The  Mulberry  Field," 
and  an  old  villager,  who  died  only  a  few  years  since,  re- 
membered seeing  the  remains  of  the  mulbezxy  trees,  from 
wiiich  this  field  denved  its  name. 

The  French  colonists,  *'  their  houses,  their  mulberrv'  trees 
are  now  only  things  of  the  past.  Sic  Transit  Gloria  Mwtdi."

Huguenots  in  Bedfordshire, — The  Rev.  A.  J.  Edmonds, 
Vicar  of  Great  Gransden,  Beds.,  writes  :  **  Two  of  my  prede- 
cessors here  are  said  to  have  been  descended  from  Huguenots,

The  Annual  Report  ol  the  Council  was  read  as  follows:— 

Report  of  the  Council  to  th^  Sixteenth  Annual  General 
Meetimj  of  the  Huguenot  Socicti/  of  London, 

Since  the  last  Annual  Meeting  there  has  been  a  loss  oi 
twelve  Fellows,  three  by  death  and  nine  by  withdrawal,  and 
a  gain  of  eighteen  new  Fellows-,  making  a  net  increase  of 
six.  This  compares  favourably  with  the  loss  of  twenty-two 
and  gain  of  twenty  during  the  preceding  year. 

There  have  also  been  two  losses  by  death  among  tlit- 
Honorary  Fellows,  riz..  Dr.  J.  Digges  La  Tonche  and  Mr. 
John  Shoveller.  Mr.  Shoveller  was  formerly  Keeper  of 
Records  in  the  General  Register  ( )lhce,  Somerset  House, 
and  was  one  of  the  few  surviving  original  Honorary  Fellows 
of  the  Society,  havn)g  been  elected  in  April,  1885.  To  the 
name  of  l)r.  Fja  Toiiche  a  pathetic  interest  attaches.  Afur 
doing  much  good  work  lor  the  Society,  he  felt  compelled,  on 
what  ])rov<'(l  to  he  his  death-bed,  to  reliiujnish  his  lat^^t 
undertakmg,  the  editing  of  the  Dublin  Nonconformist  Re- 
gisters. In  acknowledgment  of  his  great  services,  the  Council 
elected  him  to  fill  the  then  sole  vacancy  in  the  list  of  Honi  r- 
ary  Fellows.    Intimation  of  this  was  at  once  sent  to  him* 
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and.  though  the  news  only  reachod  him  just  before  he  passed 
Hway,  the  Council  had  the  satisfaction  of  hearing  that  he 
was  able  to  receive  the  intelligence,  and  to  express  his  great 
pleasure  at  such  a  recognition  of  his  interest  in  the  Society. 

The  Treasurer's  accompanying  balance-sheet  shows  an  in- 
come for  the  financial  year  of  £4()G  9s.  9d.,  and  an  expenditure 
of  £374  5s.  Id.  Tlu  re  has  also  l)een  debited  to  the  past 
year  the  deficit  of  £15-2  (is.  Sd.  from  1898,  thus  making  the 
total  expenses  of  1899  amount  to  £526  lis.  9d.,  or  an  excess 
over  income  of  £60  2s.  The  Council  are  very  gratified  in 
being  able  to  announce  that  this  sum  of  £60  has  since  been 
fully  met  by  the  sale  of  the  Society's  publications,  which 
daring  the  last  four  months  has  been  larger  than  in  anj 
preceding  twelve.  The  actual  balance  at  the  bankers'  this 
evening,  therefore,  is  Ids.  lid.    The  Society  also 

possessed  at  the  close  of  1899  the  sum  of  £7B9  9s.  4d.  in- 
vested in  2i  per  cent.  Consols,  which  sum  has  since  been 
increased  to  £760  1^.  Although  the  Society's  accounts  are 
simple  enongh,  yet  the  accurate  keeping  of  them  involves 
the  expenditure  of  no  little  time  and  trouble.  For  the 
ungrudging  spirit  with  which,  year  after  year,  the  Treasurer 
devotes  much  of  his  leisure  to  this  work,  the  Council  desire 
to  offer  Mr.  Boumieu  theif  hearty  thanks. 

The  publications  issued  during  the  past  year  have  been : 
the  second  number  of  the  sixth  volume  of  ProceedingSf  and 
the  second  volume  of  the  ThreadneedU  Street  Begisters^  edited 
by  the  President,  Mr.  Moens.  The  first  ^art  of  the  Returns 
of  Aliens  in  London^  edited  by  Mr.  Kirk,  is  now  in  course  of 
delivery,  and  the  Registers  of  the  Dutch  Church  at  Colchester, 
edited  by  the  President,  are  well  advanced  towards  com- 
pletion. There  are  also  in  the  press  the  Registers  of  the 
Nonconformist  Huguenot  Churches  of  Dublin,  edited  by  Mr.  J. 
P.  Le  Fanu. 

The  Council  have  recently  arranged  with  the  Directors  of 
the  .French  Hospital  for  an  amalgamation  of  the  Socie  ty's 
library  with  that  of  La  Providence,  and  the  books  will  shortly 
be  deposited  at  the  Hospital.  The  Council  and  Directors 
hope  that  by  this  means  both  institutions  will  benefit,  and 
the  utility  of  the  collections  be  greatly  increased,  as  at 
present  each  possesses  many  works  which  are  wanting  in 
the  other.  Fellows  of  the  Society  will  be  able,  by  this 
arrangement,  to  consult  the  l)ooks  in  the  entire  ubrary 
instei^  of  only  those  heretofore  lodged  in  Hanover  S(iuare. 

The  mention  of  the  library  induces  the  Council  to  draw 
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alMtioD  to  the  aatisbM^ry  number  of  foreign  public  libn- 
iMB  wbicli  deeiie  to  snbscnbe  for  the  Society's  pablioKtkMK. 
Tim  are  now  eleven  each  on  the  list,  the  latiBSt  additkm 
bug  ft  veqr  welomne  one,  vix.,  that  of  Bowdoin  College  in 
tibeUnited  States,  so  named  after  James  Bowdoin,  Gkyvemor 
of  die  State  of  Maine,  and  grandson  ci  the  refogee  Piem* 
Bsadodn,  who  went  to  America  in  1687. 

In  eoodoaion,  the  Coondl  desire  to  take  this  oppoituoitj 
ol  gratefully  acknowledging  the  continaed  cordial  goodwill 
qI  the  renresentatiTeB  <d  tiie  sister  Societies  on  the  Coc- 
tineBt  tuA  in  America.  The  exchange  of  publications,  and 
inore  especially  the  maintenance  of  friendly  feeling  between 
^MW  Societies  of  dififering  nationality,  but  of  common  origin 
aad  interests,  cannot  fail  to  be  of  happy  result  for  each  ud

The  past  year  haying  been  a  some^at  quiet  one 
regards  oonferences  ana  publicaticms,  an  oj^rtnnity  is 
given  to  utilise  this  occasion  by  saying  a  few  words  on  a 
subject  that  has  l>een  suggested  to  me,  which  may  intenit 
many  of  our  Fellows  who  desire  to  look  up  the  history  and 
genealogy  of  their  families  before  as  well  as  since  the  time 
when  their  ancestors  fled  for  refuge  to  this  country  on 
account  of  religion. 

With  regard  to  the  sources  of  such  informatiim  in  iim 
country,  I  may  refer  to  the  first  paper  read  at  our  meetings 
after  its  inauguration.  This  I  had  the  pleasure  of  giving 
on  ISth  May,  1885,  and  it  is  fully  recorded  in  Vol.  L  of 
our  Proceedings^  page  17.  Reference  to  this  shows  thai 
the  subject  as  regards  this  country  was  then  almost  eiE- 
hausted,  but  the  work  of  oiu*  Society  has  cleared  the  nvf 
much  by  pubhshing  with  full  indexes  many  of  the  registers 
of  the  French  churches  in  England  established  before  the 
Revocation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes,  those  of  the  Thread- 
needle  Street  or  Mother  French  Church  in  England  being 
completed  to  the  end  of  1685;  besides  the  latter,  thoee  of 
Norwich,  Canterbury  and  Southampton  hayeaiso  been  issued. 
It  is  important  to  wAr  with  regard  to  the  registers  of  the 
j)osMievocation  French  churches  in  London  that  tho'^e  of 
Glasshouse  Street,  Leicester  Fields,  Ryder's  Court,  Swallow 
Street,  Le  Charenton,  Le  Quarr6,  Le  Tabernacle,  Ben^ick 
Street,  Castle  Street,  Leicester  Square,  KnnLrorford  ^farket, 
Frencli  Cliapel  Royal,  West  Street,  Soho,  Le  Temple,  Savoy 
Chapel,  Les  Grecs,  and  St.  Martin  Orgars,  all  dissolved,  and, 
bein^  numbers  1  to  16  inclusive  in  the  List  of  Registers  of 
Foreign  Churches  in  the  custody  of  the  Registrar  GeneraL 
were  indexed  by  the  late  Mr.  Os[ilvy.  A  carefully  written 
copy  in  a  large  volume  bound  m  red  is  to  be  found  at 
Somerset  House,  and  there  is  a  second  copy  in  the  library 
of  the  College  of  Heralds. 

Our  Society  has  determined  to  continue  the  publicatioQ 
of  the  Thrcadnccdle  Street  Registers,  and  as  those  of  La 
Patente,  Spitalhelds,  have  been  issued  to  our  Fellows,  only 
the  registers  of  the  other  seven  London  French  churches 
remain  untouched.  It  may  be  considered  advisable  that 
those  of  the  other  four  church#>^  f^^ryr^^iy  ^  Spitalfields 
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should  L»e  taken  in  band  as  o])portunit3'  affords,  so  as  to 
complete  the  register  information  of  this  formerly  impor- 
tant centre.  Besides  the  London  chu relies  there  were 
those  of  Bristol,  Plyniouth.  and  Thorpe-le-Soken  iu  Essex, 
the  ref,n'sters  of  which  are  at  S<>llU'r^et  House. 

It  is  very  unfortunate  that  the  registers  of  so  many  of  the 
French  churches  outside  London  are  now  missing.  Those 
of  Wandsworth  (Mount  Nod)  and  Greenwich  mu^t  have 
hvi  u  of  very  gi*eat  interest  and  importance. 

If  funds  allow  it  would  l)e  very  desirable  that  we  should 
proceed  to  have  transcripts  made  of  .several  of  these  regis- 
ters, for  purposes  of  ready  reference,  which  could  await  the 
time  for  being  published  in  print.  The  continuation  of 
the  Thread  needle  Street  h'egisters  from  1685  has  already 
been  authorised  bv  our  Society. 

With  regard  to  wills,  very  much  has  been  done  by  Mr. 
Wagner,  who  has  extracted  those  of  interest  up  to  1800,  but 
an  exhaustive  list  of  strangers'  wills  from  the  year  1550  to 
1800  would  be  most  useful  and  desirable.  The  Calendars  of 
the  Wills  in  the  Consistory  Court  of  Canterbury,  kept  at  • 
Somerset  House,  are  being  printed  by  the  British  Kecord 
Society  to  the  year  1603,  and  this  most  useful  work  is 
nearly  complete.  The  Calendars  of  the  Devon,  Lincoln, 
Dorset,  Gloucester,  Leicester  and  W  orcester  district  Probate 
Courts  are  also  being  similarly  treated.  The  same  Society 
is  also  printing  the  Calendar  of  the  Marriage  Licences  in 
the  Faculty  Office,  commencing  1642.  The  late  Colonel 
Chester  only  extracted  a  selection  of  these  lor  his  well-known 
collection,  which  has  been  printed  by  the  Harleian  Society. 
The  Acts  of  the  Naturalisation  of  Aliens  1509-1603,  edited 
by  Mr.  Page,  F.S.A.,  and  issued  by  this  Society,  gave  those 
to  be  found  up  to  the  latter  date.  This  series  is  now  being 
continued  to  1803,  our  Fellow  Mr.  H.  Wagner  having  con- 
tributed his  transcripts  1680-1780 ;  when  completed  this  will 
be  a  most  valuable  source  of  information  of  the  places  from 
whence  the  refugees  came  and,  in  most  cases,  of  their  fathers' 
oames. 

The  nomerous  lists  of  strangers  in  England  have  been 
sought  for,  copied  and  arranged  by  Mr.  B.  E.  G.  Kirk  from 
the  reign  of  Henr^  VII.  to  1603,  and  are  now  in  type,  being 
uearly  ready  for  issue  by  our  Society.  Many  of  these  give 
ipiaces  of  origin,  time  of  residence  in  England,  names  of 
wives  and  number  of  children  and  professions.  With  regard 
to  ^he  member  books  of  the  foreign  churches,  I  nave 
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transcribed  and  arranged  in  alphabetical  order  those  of  the 
,  London  Dutch  Church.  Unfortunately,  many  of  the  member 
books  of  the  French'  Church  of  London  are  missing,  but 
it  would  be  very  desirable  to  transcribe  and  arrange  those 
that  are  available.  With  regard  to  the  lay  Subsidy  Rolls, 
these  are  a  most  valuable  source  of  information,  as  they 
give  all  the  aliens  in  each  parish,  and  the  rateable  value  <^f 
their  land  or  goods.  Those  having  none  paid  a  poll  tax. 
No  history  of  the  strangers  in  any  town  is  complete  without 
the  names  (^f  those  living  there  who  were  boi-n  al)road. 

Dr.  Williams"  library  lias  yet  to  be  exhausted  for  many 
menioirs  of  French  ministers  and  others  who  took  refii^ze 
in  this  country  ;  and  the  Domestic  Series  of  State  Papers 
might  very  profitably  be  gone  through,  all  papers  relatinj^ 
to  the  refugees  being  noted  and  the  slips  arranged  under 
names  and  various  subjects.  The  admirable  calendars,  as 
far  as  they  have  been  issued,  afford  easy  means  of  carrvin^: 
out  this  desirable  work.  To  this  source  might  l)e  added 
the  calendars  of  the  private  and  other  collections  of  MSS. 
•  which  have  been  issued  by  the  Historical  MSS.  Commission. 
Lastly  and  not  least  are  the  archives  of  the  French  Church 
of  London  in  Soho  Square,  which,  whm  duly  arranged  in 
order,  will  prove  a  most  fertile  means  of  tracmg  members  of 
the  different  French  churches  in  London. 

The  special  sources  of  information  concerning  the  refugees 
to  this  country  having  been  indicated,  it  may  l)e  desired  to 
know  what  means  there  are  for  tracing  the  history  of  families 
before  they  left  their  native  places  of  origin.  The  first  refer- 
ence, for  French  families,  would  naturally  be  to  the  admirable 
work  L(i  France  Protrstinite,  by  MM.  Eugene  and  Kmile 
Haag,  which  gives  memoirs  of  a  vast  number  of  Fn  iici: 
Protestants.  A  new  edition,  under  the  direction  of  M.  Henri 
Bordier,  was  commenced  in  1877  and  continued  to  1888.  as 
far  as  the  sixth  volume,  part  ii.,  Gasjuirin,  when  difficulties 
occurred.  It  is  understood  that  the  work  has  been  recom- 
menced, but  no  fresh  volume  has,  I  believe,  yet  made  its 
appearance.  The  preface  to  this  edition  gives  the  sources 
whence  the  memoirs  were  obtained.  The  Dictionar}'  of 
Moreri,  ten  volumes  folio,  and  also  that  of  Bayle,  four 
volumes  folio,  may  be  often  consulted  with  profit  The 
general  index  of  the  first  fifty  volmnes  of  the  BuUeHn  of 
the  French  Society,  when  it  appears,  will  contain  very  many 
references  to  Huguenot  families. 

The  largest  collection  perhaps  of  acts  of  baptisms,  mar- 
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ikfi^eB  and  deaths  of  French  refugee  families,  arrant^'ed  in 
rder  by  names,  is  that  of  the  Commission  des  Kglises 
VflkUonnes  de  Hollande.  Families  in  times  of  trouble  and 
[ig;bi  did  not  always  escape  together,  and  often  some 
[lembers  oame  to  En^^'land  and  others  went  to  Holland, 
^enoAny  or  Switzerland,  joining  sometimes  in  the  one 
tountry  or  the  other.  Thus  no  search  for  any  one  family  is 
somplete  without  utilising  the  two  millions  of  slips  collected 
songether  at  Leiden  under  charge  of  M.  Ch.  Dozy,  the 
earned  and  indefatigable  secretary  of  the  Dutch  Society* 
A.  Tery  small  charge  per  act  is  made  to  help  cover  the 
oxpenses  of  keeping  this  vast  collection  in  order.  The 
former  Walloon  churches  in  Belgium,  and  some  in  the  North 
of  France  and  Germany,  are  represented  in  this  collection, 
aa  wfaereyer  opfKnrtunity  afforded  the  late  M.  Enched^  had 
the  registers  copied  and  the  slips  amalgamated.  With  regard 
to  Switzerland,  thePubhc  Library  at  (Toneva  has  very  many 
MSS.  and  collections  connected  with  Huguenot  history  and 
(amiheB,  and  the  learned  conununal  archivist  is  well  versed 
in  the  subject. 

A  work  of  M  J.  A.  Gallif^,  now  discontinued,  entitled 
Q^iUalogie$  des  Families  Genevoises^  in  six  or  seven  volumes,, 
may  he  consulted  with  profit. 

In  France  the  Sooiet^  de  THistoire  du  Protestantisme 
Prancais  has  a  very  large  collection  of  books  and  manu- 
scripts at  their  house  in  Bne  du  St.  Pdre,  Paris. 

Ainy  one  desiring  to  make  a  personal  search  in  the  State  and 
other  archives  of  France,  Belgium,  Switzerland  or  Holland 
will  do  well  to  obtain  from  the  Foreign  Oftice  not  only  an 
ordinary  paasport,  but  a  formal  letter  of  introduction  to  the 
smbiflsadors  and  other  English  authorities  representing  Her 
Majesty  in  these  conntriea  Letters  can  then  be  generally 
obtained  to  the  Ministers  of  Justice  of  the  countries  where 
search  is  made,  from  whom,  in  turn,  it  is  desirable  to  get 
general  credentials  to  those  under  whose  charge  are  the 
registers  of  parish  and  other  churches,  and  the  Acts  of  the 
I  Notaries,  which  contain  the  contracts  of  marriage,  wills  and 
other  familv  documents. 

^^^^  ^ 

The  parish  registers  are  always  kr])t  in  the  town  halls  and 
by  tiie  prefects  or  burjTjomasters  of  the  country  communes. 
As  a  rule,  in  towns  these  are  now  indexed  with  references 
j  to  the  pages  of  the  original  registers,  so  that  the  work  of  e.x- 
tracting  all  entries  of  any  desired  family  is  made  very  easy. 
Tbiee  copies  of  these  indexes  are  generally  made — one  lor 
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the  Ktat-Civil  of  the  locality,  one  for  the  archives  of  the 
Arrondissement  de  Justice,  and  the  other  for  the  State 
Archives.    At  the  Court  of  Justice  are  deposited  those  of 
comuiunes  in  the  arrondissement,  so  that  much  trouble  is 
saved  by  access  to  these  archives.     The  adoption  of  this  ad- 
mirable system  is  nnich  to  be  desired  in  this  country.  With 
regard  to  the  .\cts  of  tlie  Notaries  in  Holland,  these  are 
under  the  char<,'e  of  the  junior  notary  of  the  district,  but  by 
Dutch  law  these  are  secret  documents,  so  that  difficulties 
sometimes  occur  in  ^^aininfjj  access  to  them.    Any  one  of  the 
family,  however,  pvin*,^  the  name  of  the  notary  who  passed 
the  Act,  and  the  approximate  date,  has  the  ri^^dit  to  see  the 
document,  bein;^^  interested  in  it.    There  is  less  dithculiy. 
however,  in  obtaining  access  to  the  notarial  collections  in 
other  countries.    In  France,  Belgium  and  Holland  all  the 
communal  documents,  land  registers,  and  those  of  the  orphan 
chambers  and  of  other  descriptions,  have  been  deposited  in 
the  provincial  State  Archives.    The  chief  State  Archives  at 
Pans,  Brussels  and  the  Hague  contain  very  many  series 
which  enable  searcht  rs  to  trace  the  succession  to  lands  on 
which  fee  farm  or  other  rents  were  due  to  the  Crown  or  Stale. 
The  registers  of  crinunal  convictions  and  confiscations  of 
goods  and  sales  under  bankruptcy  afYord  evidence  at  tunes, 
and  account  for  the  disappearance  of  individuals.  Com- 
mission books  for  the  Army  and  Navy,  passports,  etc.,  are 
also  useful.    With  regard  to  church  and  cathedral  archives 
abroad,  one  must  find  means — not,  as  a  rule,  difficult — to 
gain  access  to  them.    On  one  very  important  occasion  when 
making  research,  I  had  testimonials  from  three  Bishops, 
three  Archbishops,  two  Cardinals,  and  some  Jesuit  Fathers 
supporting  me  as  a  Protestant.   There  are  certain  books 
of  reference  which  help  one  much  when  pedigree-hunting. 
The  Genealogist's  Guide,  by  Dr.  Marshall,  gives  references 
to  genealogies  to  be  found  in  printed  books;  anciongst 
these  are  those  of  many  Huguenot  families.    For  Uie 
Netherlands,  there  is  the  Itidicateur  Nobiliaire,  by  J.  Huyt- 
tens  (Paris,  1869),  referring  to  manuscript  collections.  A 
previous  volume  by  the  same  author  and  M.  Goethals, 
printed  at  Brussels,  1865,  refers  to  genealogies  in  printed 
books.   The  admirable  volume  of  our  Fellow,  M.  Arthur 
Merghelynck,  of  Ypres,  is  of  the  highest  value  to  those 
who  are  descended  from  the  refugees  from  West  Flanders, 
1567-1600.  This  book,  called  the  Vade-Mecum ;  or  Catalogue 
Repertoire,  gives  the  references  to  names  found  in  the  many 
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somces  of  the  archives  of  West  Flanders,  with  indications 
ol  tiiose  sources.  Amongst  these  are  the  citizen-rolls,  rate- 
books, terriers,  yearly  accounts,  school  lists,  loans,  court 
registers,  guilds,  army  rolls,  public  works,  fines,  rent-books, 
leases,  sales  of  land,  dates  covered  by  parish  registers,  etc., 
etc. ;  various  collections  of  genealogies  by  the  Ghanoines 
HelUn  and  de  Famele,  MM.  de  Crombrugghe,  E.  Gailliard, 
de  Yegiano,  Goethals,  Vit  and  others ;  ^tats  de  biens,  in> 
ventories  and  other  executorship  accounts,  partages  of 
estates  after  the  death  of  owners,  armorial  bearings,  records 
of  the  law  courts,  etc. 

At  Lille  the  State  Archives  contain  such  like  series  of 
documents,  and  it  is  the  centre  for  all  the  communes  of  Le 
Nord,  whence  came  so  many  refugees  to  England.  Calen- 
dars have  been  printed  of  the  Departmental  ^chives  and  of 
the  Chamber  of  Accounts  of  Lille. 

With  regard  to  armories  used  by  French  families,  an 
Armorial  giniral  was  ordered  to  be  compiled  by  Louis  XIV., 
1696-1710,  which  is  the  only  ancient  one  that  has  an  official 
character. 

This  is  contained  in  thirty-four  folio  re<;isters,  which  cover 
the  whole  of  Fraticc,  and  is  now  in  the  Bibliotheque  Nationale. 
The  arms  of  all  families  are  ^jiven  who  then  registered  them 
by  paying  the  due  fees.  \'oluiiie  i.  being  the  armorial  of 
Flanders,  of  Hainault  and  of  Canibn'sis,  was  edited  and 
printed  (Paris,  8vo,  1B56)  by  M.  Borel  d'Hauterive,  and  it  is 
probable  that  other  volumes  have  appeared.  In  the  above 
volume  referred  to  4,907  armories  are  recorded.  As  the 
towns,  etc.,  of  those  who  registered  their  armories  are  men- 
tioned  as  well  as  their  st  tt  is,  valuable  indications  are  given 
of  where  those  families  lived  of  whom  particulars  are  desired. 

It  will  be  found  that  the  greatest  ditiiculties  in  obtaining 
due  proofs  arc  experienced  in  the  period  of  the  Reformation, 
say  1580  to  about  the  year  1000,  when  the  disasters  of  the 
time  of  the  troubles,  as  it  is  termed,  occasioned  the  de- 
struction of  many  of  the  archives,  especially  in  the  smaller 
towns  and  villages.  Tjawsuits  concerninj,'  the  succession 
of  property  often  caused  the  suitors  and  their  families  t<>  l)e 
ilthcribed  to  the  court  in  the  t'orni  of  a  ^^enealogv.  ft  was 
my  happy  fortune  to  find  this  in  the  cast^  of  my  own  tamily, 
covering  the  period  of  14SH  to  tlms  establishing^  the 

legal  proof  of  an  old  MS.  genealoLfv  which  turned  up  in- 
dependently. By  the  careful  use  of  such  sources  as  de- 
scribed above  (especially  the  Citizen  Kolls)  it  is  possible  to

find  a  learlinf(  member  of  a  family,  establishin;^  himself  in  a 
town  or  other  locality,  identified  by  the  name  of  his  father 
and  mother,  |)lace  of  birth  and  profession.  Then  his  mar- 
riage, with  the  marriage  contract  or  settlement,  and  his 
appointment  to  local  positions  and  honours.  The  birth  of  his 
children,  with  the  names  of  their  sponsors  at  baptism  and 
sometimes  their  christening  presents.  Then  comes  the  death 
of  father  or  mother,  when  according  to  custom  the  children 
under  age  (twenty-five)  became  wards  of  the  Court  of  Orphans, 
guardians  on  both  sides  of  the  family  l)eing  aj^pointed  to  act 
with  the  othcial  guardians,  and  the  personal  property  of  the 
one  or  other  was  paid  into  court  unless  the  surviving  parent 
gave  security  for  the  amount.  Accounts  were  rendered  yearly, 
which  named  the  children,  whether  of  age  or  not,  and  if  they 
were  married.  The  final  executorship  statement  being  filed 
on  all  wards  becoming  of  age,  when  the  Act  of  Partage  was 
passed,  all  receiving  equal  shares.  Like  proceedings  took 
place  when  the  surviving  parent  died.  The  record  of  death 
was  registered  and  sometimes  the  particulars  of  the  funeral 
were  recorded.  A  finely  illustrated  work,  the  Inscriptions 
Mo)n/fnentales  de  FUnidres,  gives  copies  of  the  monumental 
inscriptions  in  the  various  churches. 

Thus  from  birth  to  the  grave  dates  and  particulars  can 
in  verv  many  cases  be  found,  and  the  searcher  is  enabled 
to  trace  his  family  to  an  earlv  date  (in  some  instances  to 
the  twelfth  centur}') ;  but  before  the  time  of  parish  registers, 
which  were  ordered  to  be  kept  by  the  Council  of  Trent  in 
1530,  it  is  very  difficult  if  not  impossible  to  establish  a 
genealogy,  unless  the  family  was  possessed  in  some  way  or 
other,  as  owner  or  occupier,  of  land  or  houses — the  registers 
concerning  which  were  very  carefully  kept  both  by  the 
State,  town  authorities  and  the  lords  of  manors. 

Histories  have  been  compiled  of  very  many  towns  and 
communes  in  France  and  Belgium,  which  give  the  names  of 
the  leading  officials  and  ^hevins  with  particulars  of  the 
devolutions  of  the  manors,  etc.  These  help  much  to  embel- 
lish the  dry  bones  of  the  pedigree,  and  when  the  ancient 
register  kept  by  the  family  itself,  concerning  which  research 
is  made,  can  be  found,  with  the  touching  changes  of  hand- 
writing  as  member  to  member  passed  away,  and  perchance 
the  old  emblazoned  genealogy  attested  by  the  heralds,  with 
an  acconii)anying  book  of  proofs  with  details  of  the  various 
families  with  whom  filiations  had  taken  place,  the  pleasure 
brought  about  by  the  successful  work  of  some  years  in 
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establishing  one's  family  history  with  dae  proofs  is  great 
indeed.  No  more  pleasant  time  can  be  passed  in  foreign 
trayel  and  research  than  in  bringing  such  work  to  a  success- 
ful end. 

It  remains  for  me  to  say  a  few  words  on  the  publications 
of  our  sister  Societies  abroad  during  the  past  year.  These 
have,  as  usual,  contained  much  valuable  and  interesting 
matter,  and  have  appeared  with  that  unfailing  regularity 
which  we  have  now  long  learned  to  expect  from  them, 
especially  in  the  case  of  the  French  and  German  Societies. 

In  the  Bulktin  of  the  former  have  been  printed,  among 
many  others,  some  excellent  articles  by  M.  F.  Teissier  on 
the  Huguenots  of  Languedoc,  whilst  the  indefatigable  editor, 
M.  Weiss,  is  to  be  congratulated  not  only  on  the  many 
papers  by  various  writen  which  he  has  been  enabled  to 
include,  but  also  on  his  own  extremely  valuable  contribu- 
tions. By  the  end  of  next  year  the  fiftieth  volume  of  the 
Bulletin  will  have  appeared,  and  I  believe  the  Societe  con- 
templates the  issue  of  a  very  full  index  to  the  entire  series. 
This  will  supply  a  long-felt  want,  and  be  one  of  the  most 
welcome  additions  possible  to  Huguenot  hterature. 

The  Gwhichtsbldtter  of  the  Deutsche  Hugenotten  Verein 
have  continued  to  afifbrd  numerous  monographs  on  the 
history  of  the  Huguenots  in  Germany,  written  with  all  the 
fulness  and  accuracy  which  the  scholars  of  that  country 
have  made  their  special  distinction.  Dr.  Tollin,  the  Pre- 
sident of  the  German  Society,  has  also  contributed  to  the 
Erlangen  Reformiste-Kirchen  Zeiiung  a  series  of  papers 
dealing  with  that  vexed  question,  the  origin  of  the  word 
Huguenot.  These  papers  he  has  kindly  permitted  us  to 
rr produce  in  an  English  form  in  our  Proceedings,  and  our 
thanks  are  due  to  him  and  also  to  Mrs.  Minet,  who  has  been 
good  enough  to  undertake  the  translation. 

But  of  all  the  foreign  publications  which  have  lately 
reached  us,  the  handsomest  is  undoubtedly  the  volume 
of  the  Hu<^nienot  Society  of  America,  commemorative  of 
the  Promul<;ation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes,  though  to  an 
American  work  I  ought  not  perhaps  to  apply  the  epithet 
"  foreign,"  especially  when  I  recollect  the  fraternal  welcome 
accorded  to  our  representatives  on  the  occasion  in  question 
in  1H9S.  In  this  beautifully  printed  book  we  hnd  not  only 
th<*  papers  of  our  delegates,  Mr.  Browning  and  Mr. 
P»eii(  i oehe,  but  also  those  by  Professors  Jackson  and  P>and, 
M.  VVeibs,  and  other  contributors,  all  of  the  highest  value,  to 
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say  nothing  of  the  eloquent  speeches  of  Mr.  F.  J.  de  Peyster, 
President  of  the  American  Society,  and  other  speakers,  and 
the  extremely  interesting  Beport  of  Mrs.  Lawton,  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Celebration  Committee.  To  her  enthusiasm  and 
exertions  indeed,  it  is,  I  believe,  an  open  secret  that  the 
initiation  and  successfid  achievement  of  the  commemoration 
were  mainly  due. 

I  think  I  ought  not  to  conclude  without  stating  that  our 
Society  has  received  a  graceful  compliment  from  both  the 
French  and  American  Societies  by  their  election  of  me  as 
one  of  their  Honorary  Members  in  virtue  of  ray  office  as 
your  President ;  a  comph'ment  which  I  highly  appreciate 
myself  and  have  duly  acknowledged  as  well  on  your  behalf 
as  on  my  own. 

EXCUBSION  TO  CANTERBURY. 
Thursday  akd  Friday,  14th  and  15th  June,  1900.

On  the  ahove  flays  the  Society  visited  Canterbury,  in 
which  city  its  lirst  Summer  Conference  was  held  in  18h7,  and 
fine  weather  and  the  cordial  welcome  received  made  the 
excursion  a  most  enjoyable  one.

Besid(  s  liiese  Fellows  of  the  Society  and  their  triends, 
thcire  were  also  present  the  Mayor  of  Canterbury  (Mr.  G. 
Collard>  and  the  Mayoress,  the  Sheriti  and  Mrs.  Horsley, 
the  Town  Clerk  and  Mrs.  F^ieldincj,  Alderman  and  Miss 
Mason,  Mr.  F.  Bennett  Goldney  (Curator  of  the  lioyal 
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Museum),  and  Mr.  J.  Meadows  Cowper,  Miss  Holmes  and 
Miss  Phillpotts.  The  Dean  of  Canterbury  (the  Kev.  F.  W. 
Farrar,  D.l).),  the  Warden  of  St.  Augustine's  (the  Rev. 
G.  F.  Maclear,  D.I).),  and  the  liev.  Canon  Koutled^e  were 
unable  to  attend  the  dinner,  though  kindly  givmg  the 
Society  a  hearty  welcome  at  the  Cathedral,  St.  Augustine's 
College,  and  St.  Martin's  Church  ;  but  the  Bishop  of  Dover 
(the  iCight  Kev.  \\'.  Walsh,  D.D.)  and  :Mrs.  Walsh,  the  Kev. 
L.  J.  White  Thomson,  Rector  of  St.  Martin's  ;  the  Kev.  J.  R. 
Barnabas,  Pastor  of  the  French  Church  ;  and  Messrs.  A. 
i'arreii  and  T.  West,  Treasurer  and  Secretary  to  the  Con- 
sistory of  the  same,  were  present  at  the  greater  part  of  the 
proceedings. 

These  began  at  10.80  on  tlie  Thursday  morning  with  a 
reception  by  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  at  the  Beaney 
Institute,  which,  to  those  who  had  taken  part  in  the  Confer- 
ence of  1887,  recalled  the  similar  friendly  greeting  accorded 
to  the  Society  by  the  City  on  that  occasion.  In  a  felicitously 
worded  speech,  the  Mayor  welcomed  the  Society,  and 
touched  upon  the  long  connection  of  the  refugees  and  their 
descendants  with  Canterbury,  a  theme  which  the  President 
eloquently  enlarged  upon  m  his  reply.  The  Bishop  of 
Dover  also  addressed  the  meeting  with  a  cordial  welcome  in 
the  name  of  the  clergy  of  the  diocese,  and  at  11.30  a  move 
was  made  to  the  Cathedral,  where  the  party  was  received  by 
the  Dean,  who  conducted  it  over  the  building  and  gave  a 
most  clear  and  animated  description  of  the  principal  points 
of  interest.  On  reaching  the  French  Church  in  the  crypt, 
the  Society  was  welcomed  by  the  Pastor,  the  Rev.  J.  B. 
Barnabas,  on  behalf  of  himself  and  the  Consistory,  in  a 
beautifully  illuminated  address,  to  which  the  President  made 
a  suitable  rraly.  After  an  interval  for  luncheon,  a  visit  was 
paid  to  St.  Martin's  and  St.  Pancras,  under  the  able  guid- 
ance of  Canon  Boutledge,  and  at  half-past  four  the  Society 
was  entertained  at  afternoon  tea  at  the  Beaney  Institute  by 
the  Mayor  and  Mayoress,  who,  by  their  graceful  hospitality, 
made  this  social  gathering  one  of  the  pleasantest  parts  of 
the  whole  proceedings.  In  the  evening  the  Fellows  and 
their  friends  and  local  guests  dined  together  at  the  County 
Hotel,  when  several  toasts  were  given,  that  of  the  City  of 
Canterbury  being  proposed  by  the  President  and  responded 
to  by  the  Mayor;  that  of  the  clergy  being  proposed  by  Mr. 
Hovenden  and  responded  to  by  the  Bishop  of  I)ovei- ;  whilst 
the  Huguenot  Society  of  London  was  given  by  Mr.  J.  M. 
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Cowper  and  acknowledj^ed  by  Mr.  Browning ;  Mr.  F.  B. 
Goldney  returning  thanks  for  the  Visitors. 

To  Mr.  Bennett-Goldney  the  Society  was  mainly  indebted 
for  the  pleasant  and  successful  arrangements  for  the 
second  day's  programme,  which  included  St.  Dunstan's  and 
St.  Mildred's,  the  West  Gate,  Dane  John,  St.  Augustine's, 
and  the  "  Canterbury  Weavers' "  Workshop,  King's  Bridge 
At  St.  Augustine's  the  Reverend  Sub-Warden  acted  as 
cicerone,  and  gave  an  admirable  account  of  the  ancient  and 
recent  history  of  the  abbey  and  college.  This  conchided  the 
day's  doings,  and  the  party  broke  up  in  the  late  afternoon 
after  an  outing  which  seemed  to  have  given  universal  satis- 
faction and  enjoyment. 

THE  LIBKAKY. 

Several  donations  have  been  made  to  the  library  durinjj 
the  past  year  by  various  Fellows  and  friends  in  addition  to 
the  publications  received  iu  exchange  from  the  Societies  in 
correspondence.

Thanks  to  the  prescience  of  our  Hon.  Secrt^tary,  we  prt- 
lac«'d  our  dinner  this  evenin^;,  as  ijnod  Hu^^aienots  should, 
with  ox-tail  soup.  T  propose  for  a  niument  to  re^^ale  you  with 
a  reminiscence  of  that  succulent  dish — perhaps  unwisely,  for 
companson  with  the  first  may  serve  to  make  succeeding 
courses  appear  even  drier  than  they  otherwise  would. 

Those  who  have  previously  addressed  you,  as  it  is  my 
privilege  to  do  this  evening,  have  on  more  than  (jne  occa- 
sion laid  stress  on  the  henefits  conferred  hy  the  refugees  on 
the  land  of  their  adoption.  I  do  not,  however,  remember 
that  among  these  either  the  introduction  of  ox-tail  soup 
or  the  reintroduction  of  Friendly  Benefit  Societies  has  been 
.ncluded.  And  yet,  British  as  these  two  things  may  now 
seem,  it  is  to  the  French  refugees  that  their  existence 
amon«^  us  at  the  present  time  is  appart  iitly  due.  Leaving 
ihe  societies  for  the  moment,  let  us  ccnsuler  the  soup.^ 

Wlien  the  French  refugees  canie  to  England  it  was  still 
the  custom  among  butchers  to  let  the  ox's  tail  go  with  his 
hide.  What  the  felhuonger  did  with  it  remains  a  secret,  but 
he  did  not,  it  seems,  utilise  it  as  foodstuff.  This  apparent 
waste  of  good  material  attracted  the  attention  of  the  in- 
genious and  generally  impecunious  strangers,  who,  procuring 
for  themselves  the  unconsidered  tails,  thereby  ennched  not 
only  their  own  pottage  but  also  our  English  bill  of  fare. 
And  no  doubt,  Uke  ourselves  this  eTening,  those  foreranners 
of  our  society  sometimes  ate  their  ox-tail  soup  together,  for 
by  a  rule  of  the  I^orman  Friendly  Society,  found^  in  1703, 
it  is  nrovided  that  the  soap  is  to  he  on  the  tahle  at  six 
o*ckxu[  {la  9oupe  sur  la  iaSle  d  6  h,). 

However  grateful  we  may  he  for  the  introduction  of  a 
new  plat,  there  are  those  who  think  that  we  should  he  even 
more  so  for  the  example  set  in  the  matter  of  Friendly 
Societies,  whereby,  it  has  been  said,  the  refugees  in  large

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measure,  though  indirectly,  paid  off  the  debt  contracted  with 
the  English  people  for  hospitality  and  generous  subsidies. 
But,  even  if  it  were  possible,  we  should  not,  I  think,  be 
anxious  to  reduce  our  reciprocal  obligations  to  the  level  of  a 
debtor  and  creditor  account. 

It  is  now  some  little  time  since  the  Chief  Begistrar  of 
Friendly  Societies,  Mr.  Brabrooke,  a  Fellow  of  the  Society 
of  Antiquaries,  called  the  attention  of  our  Hon.  Secretary, 
Mr.  Faber,  to  the  existence  of  no  less  than  five  friendly 
benefit  societies  of  Huguenot  origin  in  the  East  End  of 
London.  Mr.  Faber  invited  me  to  make  inquiries  on  the 
subject,  as  beins  one  of  interest  to  our  members;  and 
anxious,  like  all  the  other  Fellows  of  this  society,  to  do  any- 
thing and  everything  to  show  my  appreciation  of  the  solid 
service  Mr.  Faber  has  rendered,  does  render,  and  will,  I 
trust,  long  continue  to  render  to  it,  I  accepted  his  invitation. 
Having  opened  ccMiununication  with  the  various  secretaries 
and  made  a  pilgrimage  or  two  to  the  east,  I  succeeded, 
with  our  Hon.  Secretary's  assistance,  in  procuring  the  loan 
of  the  earlier  records  of  each  of  the  societies,  so  far  as  these 
are  known  to  be  in  existence.  And  I  here  take  the  opportunity 
of  expressing  our  appreciation  of  the  courtesy  with  which  our 
requests  were  received,  and  the  ohligations  I  am  mider 
Messrs.  I.  C.  Levesque,  C.  G.  Helsdon,  T.  Wilson,  and  C.  J. 
Dupuy,  the  present  secretaries  of  the  societies  in  question. 

The  friendly  society  owes  its  origin,  it  w^ould  ajipear,  in 
all  countries  to  the  burial  club — an  institution  to  be  found 
even  among  the  Chinese.  The  funeral  was  ever  the  occasion 
of  a  feast,  and  the  Greeks  bad  their  epavot,  the  Bomans  their 
collegia^  the  Te  utons  their  gilds.  But  it  seems  that  England 
was  "the  hirthplace  of  j^nlds."  and  it  is  stated  on  good 
authority,  that  the  extant  statutes  of  three  of  these  gildb 
date  hack  to  the  beginning  of  the  eleventh  century ;  whil* 
the  jnovisions  made  hy  them  show  that,  even  then,  care  for 
the  living  as  well  as  for  the  dead  was  included  among  the 
ohlif^ations  of  the  inemhers.  It  is  curious  also  to  note  the 
similarity  in  small  points  of  detail  wliich  exist  l)etween  thf 
rules  of  English  gilds  flourishing  in  the  fourteenth  centurv 
and  those  of  the  friend! \'  soeieties  founded  in  England  by 
Frenchmen  in  the  eighteenth.^

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What  happened  to  the  EngHsh  parish  gilds  after  their 
r&otical  suppression  by  Edward  VI.  does  not  very  clearly 
ppt^ar,  but  the  last  of  them  is  reported  to  have  been  in 
xist^-nce  so  late  as  lirlH.  The  connection  between  the  gild 
?icl  the  friendly  society  is  said  to  be  untraceable;  but  it  is 
rx»b>able  that  the  ideas  at  the  bottom  of  both  never  entirely 
led  out,  being  kept  alive  "from  generation  to  generation  in 
I  sueeession  of  small  and  scattered  societies".  In  the  rural 
tistricts,  at  any  rate,  the  rr\\d  and  the  friendly  society  find 
iveo  now  their  connectmg  links  in  tlie  processions  to  church, 
he  banners,  the  attendance  at  funerals,  and  the  festal  meals 
^rteken  in  commonJ 

Crossing  the  channel,  we  find  that  the  hvst  Association  de 
rtnirs  miitueh,  or  friendly  societv.  was  founded  at  Lille  in 
i.")->0  :  while  the  Society  of  St.  Anne,  at  I^iris,  being  at  once 
t  religious  and  a  commercial  gild,  is  found  in  existence  in 
Whether   such    associaticjiis   were   at   that  date 
nuiiK'rous  or  not.  it  st^cins  clear  that  the  refugees  from 
i-' ranee  were  familiar  with  the  ideas  embodied  in  them,  since 
we  find  a  still  flourishing  society  claiming  to  have  been 
instituted  in  1(387,  and  certainly  existing  in  1708,  when  an 
engraving  of  the  famous  '  Temple  de  Charenton  '  was  re- 
produced at  the  cost  of  the  members.     A  reproduction  of 
this,  which  accompanies  this  paper,  shows  that  it  was  **  rim- 
prime  sur  rOriginal  par  les  Mrs.  de  la  Societe  de  Parisiens, 
Tan  170s.  "  and  the  impression  from  whicli  the  plate  has  been 
made  remains  in  the  custfidy  of  the  Society  of  Parisians  to 
this  day.    The  earliest  recorded  Ihiglish  society  of  a  similar 
character  was  one  known  as  *  The  Amiable  Society,*  whic  h 
was  founded  by  charter  in  1706;  while  *  The  Shoemakers  * 
of  Newcastle  date  from  1719.     But  it  seems  generally 
admitted  that  the  foreign   refugees  of  Spitaltields  were 
pioneers  in  the  movement,  and  that  to  them  we  owe  the 
example  of  providences  which  has  lieen  followed  with  such 
far-reaching  and  splendid  results.    In  their  case  an  additional 
incentive  to  self-help  probably  existed ;  for,  as  aliens,  ihey 
had  no  claim  on  the  poor-rate. 

For  a  century  or  more  the  societies  went  their  own  way, 
hut  in  1793  they  had  become  so  numerous  that  an  Act  of 
Parliament,  known  as  Sir  George  Rose's  Act.  was  pa^hed, 
whereby  their  existence  was  othcially  noted,  and  encourage- 
'  inent  a^orded  to  them  by  the  titate.

iu  the  order  ol  their  institution,  as  follows ; — 

The  Society  of  Parisians,  1687. 

The  Nonnan  Society,  1708. 

The  Society  of  Lintot,  1708. 

The  Friendly  Society,  1720. 

The  Society  of  High  and  Low  Normandy,  1764. 

The  Socicti/  of  Parisians. — The  early  records  of  this  society 
have  unfortunately  for  the  most  part  vanished,  the  earlieit. 
apart  from  the  enf)^avin«?  already  alluded  to,  being  a  MS. 
volume  of  the  rules,  in   French  and  English,  stated  to 
have  been  "made  and  approved  by  the  society  founded 
January  29, 1720      This  date  conflicts  with  that  adopted  •» 
the  true  one,  and  also  with  the  statement  on  the  engravimr; 
but,  so  far  as  the  year  is  concerned,  it  coincides  with  Whf 
foundation  of  an  anonymous  society  hereafter  to  be  dealt 
witL    Whatever  the  explanation  may  be,  it  is  noteworthy 
that  these  rules  nowhere  mention  the  name  of  the  society 
organised  under  them,  and,  unlike  those  of  the  kindre^i 
societies,  they  do  not  limit  the  qualifications  for  member- 
ship otherwise  than  by  stating  that  Protestants,  from  eighteen 
to  forty-one  years  old,  of  undeniable  character  {d*une  vjf 
irrSprochable),  sound  in  mind  and  body,  and  living  witluo 
three  miles  of  Christ  Church,  Spitalfields,  are  alone  eligible, 
their  total  number  being  limited  then,  as  now,  to  sixty-one 

To  this  society,  which  met  on  the  last  Saturday  of  the 
month,  the  entrance  fee  was  2&  6d.  The  contribution  to 
*The  Box*  was  Is.  a  month,  and  la  eote  (the  contributioo 
towards  the  evening's  entertainment)  at  the  monthly 
meting  wae  4d.,  members  who  USMi  to  attend  it  bmf? 
fined  m  The  benefits  received  were  8b«  a  week  daring 
sickness— limited  to  fifty-two  weeks,  after  which  4a>  wts  1 
payable,  and  £5  fanend  money,  payaUe  ae  to  £3  on  viev 
of  the  body,  and,  as  to  the  lemamder,  on  letiini  from  the 
bnrial  Ail  members  who  were  in  the  Vtmcsh  Hospitilt 
La  Providence,  received  6d.  a  week,  bat  were  disentitfed  to 
any  funeral  allowances. 

In  common  with  the  other  French  sodetiee,  the  FferisiiDi 
adopted  a  sort  of  sliding-scale,  in  accordance  with  whidi  the 
benefits  receivable  by  the  members  rose  and  felL  Jn  Hut 
case  of  the  Parisians,  if  the  accnmnlated  fonds  fell  bdow 
£120,  then  the  pensioners  ceased  to  receive  anything  xmH 
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that  amount  was  again  attained.  Household  servants,  re- 
oeiying  wages,  were  excluded  from  benefit  while  their  service 
lasted. 

The  morals  of  the  members  were  safeguarded  by  certain 
rales  which  prohibited  the  pla3ring  of  any  game ;  ana  if  any- 
one spoke  witii  contempt  (avec  m^^ris)  of  another  member, 
or  interrupted  the  officers,  or  had  the  temerity  (2a  UmSriU) 
to  swear,  blaspheme,  or  use  shameful  words  to  insult  one  of 
his  brothers,  he  was  finable.  A  further  provision,  with  a 
curious  added  gloss,  is  found  elsewhere :  "If  there  be  recog- 
nised among  U8  a  perjurer,  a  false  witness,  a  blasphemer, 
or  if  any  one  be  ill-disposed  towards  the  Protestant  Religion 
or  the  Government  of  the  State,  or  accused  of  great  crimes 
(crimes  inorme$),  he  shall  be  proceeded  against  with  all  the 
vigour  of  our  laws  **.  At  the  foot  of  this  some  one  wrote, 
*'  Wilks  and  Liberty  only  exepted  [sic] 

The  continued  existence  of  the  society  was,  in  like  manner, 
protected  by  rules  prohibiting  the  passing  of  new  ones  which 
did  not  tend  to  the  good  of  the  institution,  and  providing 
that  no  dissolution  should  take  place  so  long  as  two  mem- 
bers were  in  fekvour  of  continuance :  indeed,  even  to  propose 
the  breaking-up  of  the  box  {rom^e  la  Boite)  and  a  sharing- 
out  of  its  contents,  involved  the  proposer  in  a  fine  of  2s.  Od., 
or  expulsion.^  If  differences  arose,  they  were  referable  to  a 
committee  nominated  by  the  ofiicers,  who  were  to  take  every 
ninth  name  on  the  roll  of  membership,  beginning  after  the 
last  ofiicer — an  ingenious  method  of  ensuring  impartiality  in 
choice.  From  the  decision  of  a  committee  there  was  an 
appeal  to  the  society  at  large.  By  the  forty-sixth  and  last 
rule  the  secretary,  or  clerk,  may  not  be  chosen  from  amoiif^ 
the  members  of  the  society  ;  he  is  to  be  paid  5s.  for  each 
meeting  that  he  attends ;  and  he  is  bound  to  attend  all  that 
are  held. 

From  time  to  time  fresh  rules  were  added,  and  appear 
under  the  title  of  'Articles  Ajoutes,'  the  first  being  dated 
17()8.  This  was  an  important  one.  inasmuch  as  it  limited 
the  period  of  half-pay  to  one  year,  after  which  the  recipient 
became  a  pensioner.  Tn  ITOH  the  attendance  at  the  monthly 
meetings  had  so  fallen  oH  that  the  host  barely  covered  the 

'  '  The  box  *  is  also  a  feature  in  the  early  gilds,  and  the  phraseology  of 
the  Huguenots  is  anticipated  by  the  words  "  ami  on  |m3  peyne  of  xl.  d.  to  paie 
to  )ye  box,"  which  are  found  in  the  statatos  of  the  London  Gild  of  SS. 
Fabian  and  Sebastian,  framed  before  the  year  1850.  (Toulmin  Smith,  op, 
cU.,  p.  10.) 
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cost  of  coal  and  candles  out  of  what  was  spent  in  his  house ; 
bnt  an  increase  of  the  fine  on  absentees  lasted  only  a  year. 
In  1778,  however,  we  find  that  they  were  made  to  contri- 
bute 4d.,  of  which  2d.  went  '  to  the  box,'  and  2d.  was  to 
be  spent.  In  1781  the  resolution  of  1768  was  rescinded  and 
half-pay  was  declared  payable  for  life.  But  this  was  too 
good  to  last,  and  twenty  years  later  (in  1801)  the  contri- 
butions had  to  be  raised,  as  the  following  resolution  shows: 
"  Considering  that  three  half-pay  members,  at  48.  6d.  per 
week,  are  drawing  nearly  the  whole  of  the  contributions,  it 
was  resolved  that  each  member  should  pay  Is.  2d.  per  month 
to  the  box,  as  from  February  7tb  The  crises  seem  to 
have  recurred  at  intervals  of  about  twenty  years ;  for  in 
1824  Mr.  WiUiam  Grout  solemnly  proposed,  and  Mr.  John 
Kin<:^  with  equal  solemnity  seconded,  the  following  order  of 
the  day  :  That  the  funds  of  the  society  have  decreased,  and 
are  decreasing,  and  will  continue  to  decrease  This  having 
been  solemnly  carried  or  adopted,  prophecy  and  all,  an  in- 
crease of  2d.  per  month  in  the  contribution  was  adopted,  but 
only  by  the  chainnan*s  casting  vote,  tlie  numbers  for  and 
against  being  equal  (22).  In  1827  thirty-seven  members 
voted  for  a  limitation  of  half-pay  to  one  year,  nine  only 
voting  otherwise  ;  and  a  committee  for  a  c^eneral  revision  of 
the  articles  was  appointed.  The  rules  as  revised  and  ac- 
cepted by  the  iiiemoers  did  not,  however,  commend  them- 
selves to  the  authorities,  and  enrolment  of  them  was  refused. 
In  1H:U  a  fresh  revision  committed'  was  nominated,  and  a 
resolution  in  favour  of  enrohiient  under  the  Act  10  Geo.  IV. 
passed.  With  this  the  hook  ends,  and  the  society  took  a 
fresh  lease  (»f  life  ;  for  it  still  flourishes  (^xeeedin^^y.  retaining 
its  sixty-one  members,  and  possessing  an  aceunmlated  fund 
of  .Cl/2.")0.  The  entram « -fee,  which  was  2s.  ()d.  in  1720,  and 
r)s.  in  17'S3,  is  now  1*1.  The  French  element  is  still  per- 
ceptible amont,'  the  names  of  the  members,  a  Mr.  Doncjray 
heiuii  the  treasure)-,  while  Messrs.  Ferry,  Miguot,  and  2^orri8, 
occur  among  the  rank  and  file. 

The  rules  of  the  Parisians,  so  far  as  the  volume  under 
review  presents  them  to  us,  were  less  elaborate  than  those 
of  the  other  societies,  and  in  various  resptn'ts  diiVer  fmm 
them  ;  but  all  have  as  their  foundation-stone  some  citation 
kom  Holy  Writ.  In  this  case  the  ])ieface  begins  with  the 
statement  thai  **  Ija  charite  est  la  plus  exeellente  de  toutes 
les  vertus  chrt  tieniies  an  temoi^uiage  d'un  grand  apotie.'* 
and,  after  an  allusion  to  the  Epi.stle  to  the  Corinthians, 
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0(Hitinae8 :  c'est  dans  le  dessein  de  cultiver  cette  excellente 
vortu  .  .  .  que  Diea  nons  nilt  au  coenr  de  fonner  cette 
Boci^te — c'est,  dis-je,  dans  le  dessein  de  nous  secourir,  de 
nous  assister  I'an  Tauto,  et  de  nous  rendre  toutes  sortes  de 
bona  ofiiceB  qne  nons  avons  form^  cette  compagnie  '  This 
preface  has,  in  the  printed  rules  issued  in  1882,  been  re- 
placed by  a  '  Memorandum  of  the  Origin  of  this  Society,' 
which  runs  as  follows  :  "  Whereas,  in  the  reign  of  liOoisXIV.^ 
King  of  France,  the  Protestants  in  his  dominions  were 
cruelly  persecuted,  and  many  obliged  to  take  refuge  in  this 
conntr\' ;  in  particular  at  the  famous  epoch,  the  revocation 
of  the  Edict  of  Nantz  [sic],  when  all  the  Protestant  Churches 
m  France  were  demolished  ;  in  particular  the  Temple  of 
Charenton,  near  Paris,  About  two  years  after  which  a 
number  of  Parisians,  late  members  of  the  said  Temple,  being 
refuged  in  London,  formed  the  laudable  resolution  to  raise  a 
society,  in  order  to  establish  a  tuiul  for  the  mutual  relief  of 
each  other,  which  they  then  did  uiub  r  the  title  of  '  Society 
of  Parisians'.  But  in  process  of  time,  there  not  being 
sufHcieiit  persons  of  the  above  description  to  support  the 
said  Society,  it  was  then  deemed  necessary  to  make  it  free 
for  Protestants  of  all  nations,  which  it  now  is,  under  the 
title  of  '  hViendly  Society'.'* 

These  later  rules  are  based  upon  the  older  versi»)ns  and 
retain  many  of  their  peculiarities,  including  the  sliding- 
scale.  Protestants  only  are  eligible;  but  the  secretary  must 
now  be  a  mt  inl)er  ;  pensioners  who  beccMiie  inmates  of  the 
Union  ^^'orkhouse  forfeit  their  pensions  for  the  time  heing ; 
and  the  amount  of  the  pension  rises  and  falls  with  the 
amount  of  the  funded  stock.  The  box  is  still  a  feature,  and 
must  now  be  fitted  with  three  locks  of  different  construction, 
the  Secretary  retaining  possession  of  two  keys,  and  the 
stt'ward  the  remaining  one.  J^elics  of  the  social  character 
of  the  gathering  are  found  in  the  nile  which  states  that  any 
member  may  bring  his  friend  to  the  society's  otiice  {i,e,y 

•Before  quitting  the  Parisians  it  is  well  to  call  attention  to  a  rale  pamed 
in  1818.  some  time  before  tlie  great  trade-unions  were  tliought  of.  It  runs  aa 
fallows :  "It  any  member  go  into  any  poor  or  chanty  houHc  tlirougli  being  out 
of  employ,  he  flhall  be  allowed  3  s.  per  week,  and  be  excused  all  fines  during 
his  residence  tliere,  and  when  he  comes  out  he  sliall  be  entitled  to  his  wholo 
»nd  half-pay  the  same  as  before".  It  will  be  noted  that  the  prini  iple  nf  out- 
of-work  benefit  is  here  conceded,  although  the  grant  is  only  one  lu  aid  of  a 
HMmbsr  whoee  maintenanoe  is  already  otherwise  assured.  How  far  the  rule 
WM  act«'d  on.  or  what  claims  were  mnde  under  it,  we  Imvo  no  means  of 
discovering,  the  early  records  of  the  Society  being,  as  I  have  already  stated^ 
confined  to  a  single  book  of  the  rules. 
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place  of  meeting),  by  first  asking  leave  of  the  steward,  as 
also  in  others  which  provide  for  good  order ;  and  the  loyal 
reservations  in  favour  of  soldiers  and  sailors,  whether  be- 
longing to  the  regulars  or  to  the  volunteers,  reveal  a 
continued  good  affection  to  the  State.  ^ 

The  Norman  Society. — ^The  materials  for  an  account  of  this  . 
society — ^La  soci^t^  de  la  province  de  Normandie — ^instituted 
11th  January,  1703,  are  ampler,  and  the  first  volume  of  ite 
records  is  probably  contemporaneous  with  its  institution.  It 
is  a  boldly  written  quarto,  on  the  fly-leaf  of  which  is  in* 
scribed  "Memorandum  de  la  soci6te  qui  a  6U  fondee  le  * 
onzi^me  Janvier  miUe  sept  cents  deux  et  trois".    Theie  ; 
follow  on  the  first  pages  the  "Beglements  qui  out  este  1 
dress^es  pour  6tre  observees  dans  la  soci^t6  de  la  Province 
de  Normandie  pour  Converser  ensemble  en  Concorde  et 
bonne  Union  Fratemelle,'*  together  with  the  first  verse  of 
the  ISdrd  Psalm,  which  in  the  French  is  said  to  ran: 

Voicy  o !  que  c*est  chose  bonne  et  que  c'est  chose  agreable 
que  les  freres  s'entretienne  m^mes  ensemble  With  these 
words  as  a  text  the  authors  of  the  rules  go  on  to  state  the 
objects  of  the  founders  of  the  society,  which  is  intended  to  | 
maintain  mutual  friendship,  and  the  fellowship  {socic't''^ 
\\  liicli  all  Christians  owe  to  each  other,  especially  in  a  land 
of  refuge,  and,  above  all,  when  they  are  natives  of  the  same 
province ;  and  also  to  resolve  and  put  an  end  to  the  differ- 
ences which  may  arise  between  members  of  the  society,  and 
to  aid  those  of  them  who  may  become  necessitous  by  some 
accident  or  afiiiction  sent  by  God  for  their  chastisement. 

With  a  reference  to  the  *retraite  heureuse  et  agi-eable' 
found  in  these  islands,  and  an  intimation  that  these  fore- 
going  objects  had  approved  themselves  to  the  society,  the 
writer  proceeds,  '  pour  plus  grande  regularite,'  to  draw  up 

'  T  am  indohted  to  our  President,  Mr.  W.  J.  Moens,  for  the  following 
exLraci,  which  reveals  the  existence  of  a  Dutch  club  of  somewhat  similar 
ohamoter: — 

•*  Jan.,  1GG9 — Contract  between  the  Deacons  of  the  London  Dutch  Church 
and  a  London  Dutcii  club  of  working  men.  The  Book-keeper  and  Treasurer 
collected  the  contributions  of  the  members,  which  were  handed  to  the 
Deacons  for  a  siok  fand.  Paid  out  to  sick  or  injarad  on  demand  of  Book- 
k'  l'per  and  Treasurer  after  investigation  bv  the  Deacons.  Should  the  cluh 
break  up,  the  funds  to  bo  to  the  poor  of  the  Church,  but  would  continue  «u» 
long  as  one  member  was  on  the  books.

The  members  pledged  their  persons  and 
property  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  rules."— Lcmi^  Dutch  Church  Arehioeh 
No.  3,723. 
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rules  to  the  number  of  thirty-two — two  more,  also  in  French, 
bat  written  in  different  hands  and  dated  30th  August,  1742, 
snd  26th  March,  1750,  were  subsequently  added. 

From  these  rules  we  learn  that  the  society  met  fortnightly 
at  six  o'clock,  from  '  la  foire  de  Londres  *  (Bartholomew 
Fair)  until  Easter ;  and  at  seven  o'clock  during  the  rest  of 
the  year,  breaking  up  at  ten  o'clock.  The  rules  were  to  be 
always  laid  upon  the  table,  in  order  that  members  who  con- 
travened them  might  have  no  excuse  of  ignorance.  The 
contribution  was  a  penny  •'^ol)  a  week,  two  sols  being 
accordingly  payable  on  assembly  night  when  the  expendi- 
ture was  "  fixee  a  Quatre  sols  par  Teste,  aulant  le  premier 
que  le  dernier  venu  ".  Reference  to  the  next  rule  shows 
that  this  contribution  covered  the  cost  of  l)eer  and  tobacco, 
which  alone  were  shared  ni  common.^  If  any  one  wished  to 
eat  anything,  he  did  so  at  his  own  expense.  Gambling  and 
betting  were  forbidden  under  a  penalty  of  6r/.  The  secre- 
tary and  treasurer  were  to  be  elected  for  six  months,  and 
then  to  nominate  two  successors ;  if  the  successor  declined 
to  serve  he  was  liable  to  a  fine  of  five  *  chelins,'  and  the 
officers  nominated  some  one  else.  Silence,  or  at  least  quiet, 
was,  so  far  as  possible,  to  be  maintained,  "  to  avoid  confu- 
sion "  ;  any  member  violating  the  rule  was  to  be  verbally 
rebuked  by  the  othcers,  and,  if  contumacious,  fined  ^2d. 
Thirty  sols  was  the  penalty  for  taking  God's  name  in  vain. 
Two  sols  were  payable  for  unseemly  conversation,  and  for 
absence  without  due  cause ;  but  if  such  absence  were  pro- 
longed over  seven  meeting  nights,  exclusion  was  the  penalty'. 
To  the  othcers  it  appertained  to  order  beer  and  to))acco,  and 
to  appoint  as  their  own  auditors  their  [)redecessors  in  office. 
Strangers  might  be  admitted  to  pass  the  evening  with  the 
societv,  but  were  to  withdraw  if  anv  matter  of  deliberation 
arose.  New  mend)ei*s  were  voted  for  on  the  proposition  of 
the  officers,  moved  thereto  l)y  a  mend)er;  if  elected,  they 
appeared  a  fortnight  later,  when  the  rules  were  read  in  their 
presence,  "the  whole  company  keeping  silence".  The  can- 
didate then  promised  to  conform  to  the  rules,  signed  the 
rej^dster.  and  paid  £'2  (40  chelins)  as  entrance  fee.  or  £1 
if  he  elected  to  receive  no  benefits  (disfributiuns)  for  a  year. 
[A  fragment  of  paper  piiuied  in  between  Rules  16  and  17 
states  that  the  society  *'  moreover  found  it  apropos,  in  the 

'  A  niinnt'-  of  the  High  and  Low  Normandy  Society,  datt'd  lft44,  states 
1 1  at  refreshment  tickets  are  to  be  provided  for  memL>ors  "  instead  of  drinking 
toge&ther  ".

case  of  thti  election  of  more  than  one  candidate,  to  <^\\e  each 
nieniher  a  ticket  {billet)  for  each  candidate,  and  a  hhink 
ticket,  and  the  latter  answerin*,'  to  'No'  prevented  admis- 
sion, l>ein<:  of  ^^reater  avad  (peut  eitipecher  qu'aucuii  ny 
entre,  se  trouvnnt  le  plus  fort)'\^^ 

On  reaching:  the  seventeenth  rule  we  come  to  the  provisions 
made  in  case  of  sickness.  The  officers,  i.e.,  the  secretary 
and  treasurer,  were  to  visit  those  ill  in  bed  and  otfer  them 
7s.  a  week,  to  be^'in  a  week  after  notice  liad  been  given  :  if 
the  illness  *'  venoit  a  tourner  en  langueurs  "  v  became  chronic  , 
then  the  allowance  was  reduced  to  3s.  (id.,  which  sum  was 
payable  also  to  those  prevented  by  a  minor  ailment  from 
workin^ij.  Advanced  a*^e  was  to  be  a  ground  for  considering' 
a  report  on  particular  cases  drawn  up  by  three  members 
nominated  by  the  society.  [A  subsequent  addition  to  this 
rule  was  inscribed  below  it  in  order  to  meet  the  case  of 
*  cy  devant  malades,'  by  whom  the  society  had  lost  money,^ 
and  it  was  provided  that  all  fines  and  arrears  should  be  de- 
ducted from  the  first  benefit  paid.]  Tlie  voting  w^as  by 
tickets,  '  Oui '  and  '  Non.'  thrown  into  two  hats.  Secrecv  was 
enjoined  both  as  to  the  delil)erations  of  the  Society  and  also 
as  to  the  fundamental  articles  of  the  rules  ;  any  one  convicted 
of  contravening  the  rules  was  to  be  fined  Is.  yun  chelin). 

The  social  side  of  the  society  is  further  emphasised  by  the 
provision  of  a  '  festin  ordinaire,'  to  be  held  in  the  Michael- 
mas Quarter,  iit  which  ail  were  expected  to  be  present,  even 
absentees  contributing  Is.  *' Le  cot  i.e.,  la  cote]  comman- 
cera  a  5  h.  et  le  Souppe  sur  la  table  li  i)  h.  '  At  nine  o'clock 
the  bill  was  to  be  called  for  and  each  member's  share  deter- 
mined. All  this  fell  on  the  officers,  who,  if  they  transgressed 
in  aught,  were  mulcted  in  double  fines  ;  if  absent,  their  place 
was  taken  by  some  predecessor  in  office.  Non-payment  of 
any  fines  involved  exclusion.  Three  strokes  of  a  mallet 
served  to  call  for  silence,  and  a  penalty  of  2d.  fell  on  him 
who  spoke  thereafter  without  first  asking  leaye — a  provision 
which  suggests  the  presence  of  an  Irishman  among  the 
Gauls.  If,  when  a  member  died,  his  representatives  desired 
it,  he  was  buried  at  the  society's  expense  in  an  elm  coffin, 
with  a  pall,  and,  generally  speaking,  all  that  went  to  the 
furnishing  a  decent  funeral  {un  enterrement  honorable)^  the 
cost  not  to  exceed  oOs.  All  members  were  to  be  warned  when 
the  funeral  took  place,  and  the  two  officers  in  charge, 
together  with  their  four  immediate  predecessors,  were  desig- 
nated pall-bearers.    Bankruptcy  entailed  exclusion,  unless 
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the  l)ankriipt  had  done  everythiiij;  by  his  conduct  and  in  his 
business  to  avoid  it.  The  twenty-eighth  rule  provides  f(3r 
the  case  of  members  travelling  in  or  out  of  the  kingdom  (the 
possibilities  of  remitting  small  sums  being  in  those  days  less 
frequent  than  now),  and  also,  in  certain  cases,  for  a  certifi- 
cate of  the  church  or  parish  to  which  the  member  belonged, 
to  the  effect  that  an  erring  member  had  asked  God's  pardon 
and  repaired  the  scandal  caused  to  His  Church  {demands 
pardon  d  Dieu  et  repar^  le  scandalle  fait  d  Son  Eglise). 

The  next  rule  provides,  by  unanimous  resolution,  that  cer- 
tain persons,  thereafter  named,  shall  serve  the  oftice  of  secre- 
tary' m  turn,  and  if  any  refuse  he  shall  pay  5s.  by  way  of 
penalty.  (A  list  of  thirty-eight  names  follows,  but  at  least  half 
of  them  were  added  ftfterwiods.)  Whether  or  no  the  subse- 
quent rules  are  later  additions  remains  uncertain,  but  their 
tenor  seems  to  indicate  it.  The  first  of  them,  number  30, 
refers  to  the  absentees  from  the  meetings  (two  are  named, 
but  their  names  have  been  cancelled),  who  are  to  pay  2s.  6d.  a 
quarter  and  be  exempt  from  fines,  provided  that  they  serve  as 
officers  when  called  upon.  Another  provides  that,  although 
matters  are  generally  decided  by  a  majorit3r  of  votes,  the 
society  shall  not  ,  be  dissolved  or  broken  up  in  that  \\  a}  so 
long  as  three  members  wish  to  maintain  and  continue  it. 
Fresh  rules,  when  found  necessary,  might  be  carried  by  a 
majority  of  votes. 

Article  S3  seems  to  have  been  passed  in  August,  1742, 
when  the  sick-pay  was  raised  from  7s.  to  98.  a  week,  so  long 
as  the  capital  of  the  society  remained  above  £100;  if  it  fell 
below  that  sum,  the  sick-pay  was  to  revert  automatically  to 
its  original  amount.  In  1750  Article  34  was  added,  to  meet 
the  case  of  intrigues — "  comme  les  brigues  causent  beaucoup 
de  desordre  dans  les  Societez  " — and  canvassing  for  votes  was 
forbidden  under  penaltiea  The  number  of  members  was 
in  1753  limited  to  forty-five.  In  1759  the  sick-pay  was 
raised  to  lOs.  a  week,  but  only  for  so  long  as  the  capital  re* 
mained  over  £200,  and  in  the  same  way  the  funeral  money 
to  £5,  half  of  which  sum  was  to  be  reserved  for  the  widow 
or  children  or  the  heirs-at-law  of  the  deceased  member. 

According  to  a  cancelled  rule  of  April,  17()1,  the  entrance- 
fee  was  raised  to  508.  {cinquante  chelins),  but  in  the  follow- 
ing year  this  was  reduced  to  408.,  being  at  the  rate  of  10s. 
per  cent,  of  the  society's  capital  ('V/  cda  a  mi  son  du  Capital 
de  notre  Compagnie,  qui  est  de  Quatre  Cents  Livres,  savoir 
d,  raisoft  de  dix  Chelinspar  cent,**). 
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liule  or  Article  84  is  succeeded  by  two  pages  containing 
the  signatures  of  the  members  from  1708  to  17^8,  witli  the 
dates  of  their  admission.  The  list  is  headed  bv  Abraham 
]  )avid,  tho  first  secretary  of  the  society.  He  is  followed  by 
])avid  Auber,  without  any  date.  Jaques  ])eprey  was  ad- 
mitted in  1710:  in  1710  a  niembrr,  whose  name  has  been 
obliterated,  follows  him,  and  to  him  succeeds  Pierre  Auber 
in  1717.  In  17'20  Jean  Halbout  signed  the  roll,  and  in  1730 
Pierre  David,  leaving  a  gap  of  ten  years  unfilled.  From 
that  date  the  years  arc  fairly  consecutive,  and  mider  them 
the  following  fifty-st  vcn  names  occur :  Auber  (2),  Buneuf, 
Bredal  Ijaudouin,  Campar  (?),  Catel,  Croixmare,  Dela- 
mare  (8),  Delorme,  Duchesne  (2),  Duprey,  David  (ti),  Debeze 
(illiterate),  Durand,  Deveux,  De  la  Ferte,  De  Bray,  De  Lonne, 
De  Lanquctuit,  Flammare  (2),  Hochecorne  (4),  Hebert  (3), 
Hautot,  Lambert,  Louvet  (2),  Levasseur  (?),  Lamy,  Le 
Vava88eur,  Limmonier,  Lemaitre,  Le  Conte  (2),  Le  Brument 
(2),  Le  Bailly,  Maze,  Mauger,  Nicolle,  Ouvry,  Sirvenet  {?), 
Tourni6,  and  two  illegible. 

Another  copy  of  the  roles,  also  in  French,  is  contained  in 
a  quarto  volome.  In  this  the  writing  is  extremely  good  and 
regular,  the  title-page  (which  is  preceded  by  the  signatnres 
of  125  members  m>m  1717  to  1800)  being  a  masterpiece  of 
caligraphy.  The  society  is  here  styled  that  of  'Haute  et 
Basse  Normandie/  a  name  which  did  not  cleave  to  it,  bat 
was,  as  we  shall  see,  adopted  by  a  much  later  foundation* 
An  improvement  in  style  as  well  as  in  handwriting  marks 
this  later  version,  the  somewhat  ragged  and  unscholarly 
fVench  of  the  earher  preamble  being  modified  and  cor- 
rected, although  the  words  used  in  it  are  in  great  measure 
the  same.  The  rules,  however,  are  rearranged,  and  the  first 
runs  as  follows :  "Pour  6tre  membre  de  ce&  soci^te  il  faut 
6tre  ref u  a  participer  a  la  Sainte  Gene  du  Seigneur,  faisant 
profession  de  la  Beligion  Protestante,  dtre  homme  de  bien 
et  sans  reproche,  ficfele  k  I'Etat,  bien  affectionne  a  sa 
Majeste  la  Beine  Anne,  et  k  Tillustre  maison  de  Hanover 
et  4  tout  son  illustre  famille  Protestante ".  The  second 
declares  that  there  shall  be  entire  equality  among  the 
members  "  sans  affection  ou  distinction  d'Age,  de  pr6s6ance 
ou  d'anciennete,  chacun  de  nous  se  regardant  comme  frere 
et  ayant  une  deference  et  honn^tet^  reciproque  **.  From 
Article  3  'the  fair  of  London'  and  Easter  vanish,  and 
Michaelmas  and  March  take  their  places.  Article  12  is  so 
agreeably  worded  in  thi^  revised  version  that  it  deserves  to 
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je  qnotec!  :  *'  La  c()iii})iij:nie  ayant  remarqiie  que  plusieurs 
fes  Menibres  de  son  (•()r[>s,  neglijjjent  a  se  troiiver  aux 
issemblt'es  ordinaires.  a  resoln,  ponr  prtvenir  la  coTifnsion, 
t  afin  ne  <jener  personne,  (jue  ceiix  qui  sonhaiteroiit  de 
e  mettre  au  quartier,  le  pounont  faire,  en  payant  Trente 
•ous  par  quartier  .  .  .  mais  iion  obstant  cela  ils  soront 
obliges  de  ser\*ir  les  ottices  a  leur  tour  (Ui  de  payer  cinq 
•helms  .   .  In  17()9  quarterly  members  were  made  fin- 

able, but  the  rule,  which  was  elaborate,  was  annulled  before 
year  bad  passed.    The  voting  arran^^ements  had  evidently 
been    a  source  of  trouble,  and  an  article        on  the  subject 
states  tbat  *'  I^a  Conipagnie  a  juge  a  propos.  pour  eviter  les 
longueurs  et  les  embarras,  que,  lorsqu'il  se  recontreroit  plu- 
-leurs  candidats,  et  qu'il  n'y  auroit  qu'une  ou  deux  vacances, 
c'est  H  dire  (]ue  tons  n'y  pouvant  rtre  adniis.  mais  tons 
iralleniemt  acceptables,  qu'on  y  proeederoit  de  cette  mani<  re, 
-avoir  :  que  tons  les  membres  prest-ns  auroient  tons  autant 
dii  hillets  quf  dr  eandidats,  sur  cliacnn  des  quels  il  y  auroit 
le  Noiii  d'un  des  candidats  et  un  billet  blanc  qui  repondroit  a 
iiotre  billet  de  non,  ce  qui  pent  empecher  qu'aucun  !i'y  entre, 
♦  t  dans  ce  cas  celui  ou  ceux  qui  se  trouveront  avoir  les  plus 
de  billets  oil  leur  noms  seront  marquez,  seront,  ou  sera,  les, 
mi  le  membre,  aceepte".    A  footnote  appended  to  the  next 
rule  (*27)  refers  to  a  revision  of  the  rules  made  by  a  small 
comiiiittee  in  17(i2,  when,  amonf;  other  things,  attendance 
at  funerals  was  dispensed  with  on  the  part  of  members  not 
beintr  officers  of  the  society  :  **  Toute  la  compagnie  accom- 
pagnera  le  corps  au  tombeau  si  le  Defunt  I'a  desire,  c'est  a 
dire  autant  que  faire  se  p()iirra,  n"y  ayant  personne  de  gene, 
que  les  deux  othciers  en  charge,  et  les  quatre  derniers  sortis,** 
who  had  to  act  as  pall-bearers.    Article  28  refers  to  the 
*  Festin  ordinaire,'  to  which  all,  except  the  sick,  had  now 
to  contribute  Is.  (id.    It  took  place,  as  of  old,  in  the  Michael- 
mas quarter,  but  supper  {le  souper)  was  served  now  at  seven, 
although  *  recot '  {i.e.,  la  cote)  still  began  at  five.  Under 
Article  81  no  *  sergent  de  cour  de  justice  ou  autre  tel 
office '  could  become  a  member  ;  if  he  did  get  in,  on  the  fact 
becoming  known  he  w^as  straightw^ay  to  be    exclu  et  baui  de 
ia  compagnie  sans  aucun  benefice  de  la  Bouette  "  {i.e.,  botte). 
After  Article  88  comes  the  "  Conclusion  :  Dieu  veuille  re- 
pandre  sa  benediction  sur  nous  tous,  et  nous  faire  la  Clrace 
de  \nvre  touiours  en  Concorde  et  en  Charity  frateruelle. 
Ainsi  soit-il.' 

In  1773  a  tiiirty-fourth  rule  provided  that  the  last  Monday 
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in  the  month  should  l)e  the  nieetincr  day ;  that  the  contribu- 
tion should  be  Hd. ;  and  that  the  beer  and  tobacco  money 
sliould  he  4d.  The  last  Monday,  whether  before  or  after 
Quarter  Day,  was  to  be  held  as  such,  and  thereby,  as  is 
noted,  'Me  Festin  sera  annulk' ".  In  1794  a  fortieth  rule 
opened  the  membership  of  the  society  to  the  descendants  of 
Korman  women  as  well  as  of  Norman  men. 

A  third  MS.  volume  is  entitled  '  Kules  and  orders  of  the 
Norman  Society  held  at  The  Pitt's  Head,  Tyson  Street, 
Bethnal  Green,  IHOO,"  and  contains  a  revised  versioQ  in 
English  of  the  regulations  drawn  up  in  French  more  than 
a  century  before.  The  preamble  briefly  alludes  to  the  atilit'y 
of  benefit  societies  in  general,  and  to  the  history  of  the 
formation  of  the  Norman  Society  in  particular,  recoimting 
how  as  descendants  of  those  Glorioas  Martyrs  to  the  cause 
of  Beligiou,  they  [i.e.,  the  founders]  determined  to  per- 
petuate the  memory  of  it  by  forming;  themselves  mto 
a  Benefit  Club  or  Society  to  be  enrolled  by  the  Magistrates 
agreeably  to  the  regulations  of  the  different  Acts  of  PacUa* 
ment  which  have  relation  to  Clubs  or  Societies  of  this 
description,  passed  during  the  reign  of  his  present  Majesty, 
George  the  Third."  The  meaning  of  the  writer  is  clear, 
though  carried  away  on  the  torrent  of  his  eloquence,  he 
hardly  gave  his  thoughts  their  logical  expression.  In  plain 
Enghsh,  then,  the  society,  founded  in  1703,  deemeii  it 
expedient  to  renew  its  youth  in  1809,  by  taking  advantage 
of  a  Parliamentary  encouragement  little  dreamt  of  by  the  first 
founders.  Beference  to  the  accounts  for  the  latter  half  of  1808 
reveals  the  sunmxoning  of  a  general  meeting,  the  purchase 
for  Is.  6d.  of  an  Act  of  Parliament,  and  of  a  quarter^undred 
of  pens  for  2s.  Other  general  meetings  followed  and  much 
paper  was  bought,  and  finally,  in  1809,  we  come  on  two 
entries  referring  to  the  new  rules.  On  28th  August  XI 
was  paid  to  Mr.  Leviilian  for  writing  the  articles,  and  on 
22nd  December,  three  guineas  was  paid  for  'ingrossing' 
them.  Other  expenses  connected  with  the  presentation  of 
the  articles  at  the  Sessions  House  also  occur.  The  cop} 
engrossed  on  parchment  was  doubtless  duly  deposited  with 
the  clerk  of  the  peace,  after  bein^^  confirmed  by  the  justices, 
in  accordance  with  33,  George  III.,  cap.  54,  sec.  2  (1793).* 
The  rules  themselves  differ  in  many  respects  from  their 

'  A  copy  oi  this  Act,  togetlier  with  tlioso  of  the  yean  1796, 1809.  1817 
1819,  is  bound  up  witli  the  MS.  copy  o£  the  rules. 
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French  originals,  and  are  far  more  commonplace.  The 
membership  is  still  limited  to  Protestant  natives  of  the 
Province  of  Normandy  and  their  descendants,  who  must  be 
well-affected  to  King  George  and  his  descendants.  Each 
member  is  to  contribute  8d.  a  month  and  spend  4d.  for  beer 
and  tobacco — a  relic  of  the  social  character  of  the  society  at 
its  formation ;  absence  involved  a  fine  of  4d.  to  the  box. 
This  box,  we  leam  from  Article  7»  contained  the  books  and 
moneys  (other  than  what  was  invested  in  Government 
securities)  of  the  society,  and  was  left  in  the  care  of  the 
landlord  of  the  house  where  the  club  met.  By  paying  i5s. 
a  year,  members  might  be  free  from  all  fines ;  such  annual 
payments  were  payable  to  a  collector,  who  received  £1  Is. 
for  his  pains.  The  ninth  article  limited  the  numbers  of  the 
society  to  fifty-five  members.  The  entrance  fee  was  £1  Is., 
and  a  candidate  was  proposed  at  three  monthly  meetings 
before  the  ballot  was  taken,  nor  could  he  receive  any  benefit 
antil  twelve  months  after  his  election.  Sons  of  niembers 
were  to  have  a  preference,  if  notice  were  given.  Sick  pay 
was  now  15s.  a  week,  and  those  receiving  it  might  neither 
work  nor  give  orders  for  work  to  be  done,  nor*receive  orders 
in  their  business,  nor  play  at  any  game  whatsoever, on  pain 
of  being  excluded  The  certificate  to  be  sent  weekly  by  any 
aiek  member  living  more  than  three  miles  from  the  house 
where  the  society  met,  stated  that  the  signatory  fiunly 
believed  that  the  illness  was  "a  real  visitation  from  the 
Almighty  God,  and  no  ways  brought  on  by  any  disorderly 
practice  "  ;  that  the  sick  man  was  unable  to  work  and 
deserved  the  benefit  of  the  society.  TVnsioners,  at  5s. 
a  week  each,  were  elected  on  account  of  their  great  age  and 
infirmities  and  not  allowed  to  work  at  their  trades  ;  but  this 
allowance  was  reduced  to  2s.  fid.  in  the  case  of  members 
admitted  to  T^a  Providrnce  or  any  other  house  of  charity. 
Article  1.5,  which  makes  loyal  provision  for  th«  r.  lief  of 
members  '  impressed '  into  his  Majesty's  service  by  land  or 
sea  or  otherwise  entering  it,  recalls  a  state  of  affairs  long 
passed  away.  If  any  member  lost  a  limb  in  the  service  he 
was  to  have  -is,  fid.  a  week,  even  though  he  were  an  ont- 
pensioncr  of  (rreenwich  or  of  Chelsea  Hospital.    Article  ±2 

Cvided  that  any  member  barnt  out  and  not  insured  should 
e  five  jxuineas  from  the  box.  Any  member  attending 
a  meeting  **di8p:uised  in  liquor."  or  causing:  **  any  quarrel  or 
disturbance  durinj:^  the  hours  of  business  "  incurred  a  tint  ot 
3d. :  if.  on  being  ordered  by  the  stewards  to  leave  the  room 
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he  did  not  immediately  do  so,  he  was  to  pay  Is.  for  his 
refusal.  Gaining  and  wagering  were  finvd  at  ()d.,  as  also 
was  cursing  and  swearing ;  a  blow  cost  28. 6d. ;  if  inflicted  on 
an  officer,  5s.,  and  in  case  of  non-payment,  exclusion.  Article 
32  provided  for  an  automatic  reduction  of  the  benefits,  when 
the  capital  stock  fell  to  XI, 000  4  per  cent,  consolidated 
annuities,  to  12s.  a  week  to  the  sick ;  half  pay  68. ;  pensioners 
48.  (id. ;  and  ei«(ht  and  four  guineas  for  funerals.  In  the 
event  of  the  stock  being  reduced  to  £600,  a  further  reduction 
of  benefits  was  arranged  for.  Disputes  were  to  be  referred 
to  arbitrators,  three  of  whom  were  to  be  nominated  by  the 
a^^^rieved  member,  three  l)y  the  society  and  a  seventh  by  the 
six  thus  nominated.  A  final  paragraph  reveals  the  fact  that 
tlie  society  had  been  re-established  on  litli  January,  1800, 
when  its  meetin^^s  were  held  at  The  Weavers*  Arms,  in 
Brown's  Ijane,  Spitalfields  ;  The  Pitt's  Head  was  held  by 
one  Mouf^on,  whose  name  indicates  that  he  was  a  compatriot. 
The  committee  ol  levision  comprised  the  names  of  Goslin, 
Le  Brument,  Lelieviv,  Kecher,  Eude,  Sampson,  Mougon, 
Louvet,  Boulle'ii.  Hotot  and  1  )e  B<k)s. 

Included  aiifonj^  the  contents  of  this  l)()ok  is  a  list  of  the 
signatures  of  the  members  from  ISIS  (Joseph  Chretien)  to 
tile  [)n  sent  time.  From  IHTO,  in  addition  to  the  date  of 
admission,  the  trade  and  ajLije  of  each  member  is  given. 
Durinp^  eiL'hty-five  years  n)eml)ers  ai)i»ear  to  have  been 
admitted,  ^Mvin<;  a  yearly  a\ta*a^e  ot  soniethmi;  under  two. 

The  by-laws,  bein<^^  concerned  with  details  of  business 
manat^enient,  need  not  detam  us :  with  tlie  exception, 
perhaps,  of  one  passt  d  in  lS'24.  This  set  out  that  the 
allowances  on  sickness  and  death,  with  the  pensions,  should 
rise  and  fall  in  accordance  with  a  schedule  annexed,  the 
income  derived  from  invested  funds  serving  as  the  mercury 
in  the  financial  barometer.  Taking  the  extreme  limits,  £'24 
and  £()4,  we  see  that  the  allowance  to  the  sick  rises  by 
gradations  from  Us.  to  l.")s.  ;  half-pay,  from  4s.  6d.  to  7s.  Od. : 
pensions,  from  3s.  to  os.  ;  funerals  from  £7  and  £3  10s.  to 
£12  and  £6. 

In  1801  "Mr.  Jolui  Ferry,  who  was  secretary  of  the  society 
for  the  seven  years  endiiiL;  m  l)eefinl)er,  1860,  read  a  paper 
on  its  origin,  rise  and  progress,  which  paper  was  afterwards 
printed  in  pamphlet  form.  Owin^  to  the  expense  involved 
in  printing  tabulated  statistical  statements,  certain  elaborate 
tables  compiled  by  Mr.  Ferry  in  illustration  of  his  work 
were  not  printed,  but  are  included  among  the  MS.  books  of 
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the  society.  It  would  be  dilHcult  to  speak  too  highly  of  the 
labours  of  Mr.  Ferry,  who  was  evidently  an  enthusiastic 
Hieinber  of  his  society,  and  spared  neither  time,  toil,  nor 
al>ility  in  compiling  lt^r.  history  from  the  somewhat  scanty 
miiterials  at  his  command  ;  and  we  owe  much  to  his  labours. 
The  number  of  m^  iiilxTs,  past  and  present,  down  to  1H()1 
was  307,  of  whom  54  entered  prior  to  1780.  The  Le 
Bruuients  were  probably  original  members  ;  in  any  case, 
Isaac  le  liniment  must  have  joined  before  ITM) ;  another 
Isaac  joined  in  1745,  and  a  third,  who  was  lor  many  years 
secrt'tary  <^f  tlie  scjciety,  in  176^)  began  a  membership 
destmeii  endure  during  no  less  than  sixty-eight  years.  A 
Pierre  le  Brument  had  entered  in  1747,  but  he  died  liefore 
the  end  of  the  century.  Between  the  years  1709  and  181  (> 
no  member  of  the  family  joined  the  society,  but  in  the  latter 
year  a  William  le  Ih-unieiit  ap})ears,  to  be  followed  m  1837 
l)y  Jkuotherof  tlie  same  name  ;  a  fourth  Isaac  joined  in  1843, 
autl  in  184.")  Petei-  le  l^runient  revived  the  memory  of  the 
Pierre  who  had  become  a  member  all  but  a  centurv  before  him. 

Mr.  Ferry  cites  the  case  of  one  member  ^ho  joined  in 
1795,  and  died,  an  inmate  of  La  Providence,  in  1859.  Hav- 
ing paid  in  contributions  and  fines  a  total  sum  ol  £'24  5b.,  he 
received  in  return  benefits  amounting  to  £290  98.  9d.,  which 
was  orood  for  biiii  ;  but  a  few  more  such  cases  and  the 
society  could  hardly  have  gone  on  and  prospered.  The 
funerals  of  this  member's  two  wives  and  of  himself  alone 
cost  more  than  his  contributions  amomited  to.  In  the  same 
year,  1795,  James  Gosselin  began  a  membership  of  sixty 
years,  during  which  he  never  drew  on  the  society,  and  to 
which  by  his  will  he  bequeathed  £10. 

Mr.  Ferry  s  first  table  shows  the  names  of  the  members ; 
date  of  entrance  and  age ;  whole  pay,  half  p)i\ ,  or  pension 
received ;  and  date  of  death  or  exclusion.  The  second  gives* 
the  income  and  expenditure  from  1800  to  1859,  with  the 
amoont  of  stock,  rate  and  amount  of  interest,  and  receipts 
from  members,  set  out  year  by  year;  and  also  the  sick  pay. 
pensions,  fonerals,  rates,  and  incidentals.  A  third  shows  the 
number  of  weeks'  sickness  in  the  four  corresponding  quarters 
of  each  year  during  the  century,  with  hirther  elaborate 
calculations.  The  fourth  and  fifth  tables  give  the  stewards, 
trustees,  and  treasurers  of  the  society  for  some  sixty  or 
seventy  years. 

Another  volume  contains  the  accounts  of  the  Norman 
Society  from  1793  to  1831.  For  some  years  they  are  entered

in  French,  bnt  in  1799  the  last  few  entries  on  the  payment 
side  are  made  in  English,  which  is  thereafter  continuously 
employed. 

For  the  year  1793  the  total  receipts  were  £66  10b.  Id., 
and  the  expenditure  £63  28. ;  the  former  being  made  up  of  a 
balance  of  £7  16b.  5d.  brought  forward ;  certain  sums 
received  '  Pour  la  Bouette,'  amounting  in  all  to  £24  Ss.  8d. ; 
and  £34  10b.  received  as  interest  from  Mr.  Pierre  Beuzeville. 
The  expenditure  was  made  up  of  payments  to  members  on 
various  accounts,  not  usually  particularised,  either  by  way  of 
sick  pay  or  pensions ;  but  we  learn  that  a  woman's  funeral 
cost  the  society  £3  3s.,  and  a  man's  just  twice  as  much. 
*  Bouette,'  sometimes  written  *  boette  *  and  '  bouitte,'  stands 
for  bottet  as  we  learn  in  1800,  when  its  place  is  filled  by  the 
EngUsh  equivalent  *  box In  1831  the  accounts,  still  kept 
in  the  same  form,  show  receipts  £130  Os.  2d.,  including 
£3  Is.  Id.  brought  forward  and  £34  168.  lid.  received  for 
the  box,"  with  an  expenditure  of  £128  178.  6d. 

The  present  position  of  this  society,  limited  formerly  to 
forty-five,  and  now  to  sixty  members,  is  exceedingly  good« 
the  rules  having  been  in  process  of  revision  ever  since  its 
institution,  and  the  management  skilful.  The  last  revision 
was  made  in  1897,  and  under  it  the  benefits  of  the  society- 
are  extended  to  natives,  or  descendants  of  a  native  (either 
male  or  female),  of  some  place  in  the  kingdom  or  repubUc  of 
France,  professing  the  Prot<^  stant  religion,  of  good  character, 
of  a  decent  profession,  and  of  an  age  between  twenty  and 
thirty  years.  Bailiffs  and  police-ofiicers  are  excluded  ;  but 
members  who  become  soldiers  or  sailors  may  be  reinstated 
without  payment  of  arrears,  and  if  rendered  incapable  of 
earning  a  living,  or  made  indoor  or  outdoor  pensioners  at 
Greenwich  or  Chelsea,  are  entitled  to  receive  as  other 
pensioners.  The  sliding-scale,  already  alluded  to,  has  been 
scientifically  elaborated  by  the  Norman  Society,  and  a  sche- 
dule adopted  wl  iich  provides  for  fluctuations  in  all  the  forms 
of  benefit  which  accrue.  The  invested  funds  of  the  society 
amounted  in  1897  to  over  £2,500,  and  at  that  date  just  half 
the  members  bore  names  which  are  obviously  French. 

The  Society  o/  Lintot} — This,  the  third  society  ou  our 

>  There  are  two  villages  of  this  name  in  the  department  of  the  Seine* 

Tnfrrienre:  one  in  the  arrondissement  of  Dieppe,  witli  220  inhabitant»^  :  the 
other,  which  is  probably  that  referred  to  in  the  text,  is  in  thearroudissemeni 
of  Le  Huvre,  witii  557  inhabitants,  and  is  Keveu  kilometres  distant  frum 
UUebonne.  It  is  in  the  commune  of  Bolbec, 
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list,  was  founded  on  5th  July,  1708,  in  Pluenix  Street,  ui 
tlu  ( (»rner  of  Farthing  Street,  at  the  sign  of  The  Magpie  (d 
lensrifjuf  de  la  Pie). 

There  were  present  at  this  first  meeting,  we  are  told, 
eijjhteen  persons  ;  fourteen  more  came  to  a  second  one,  and 
t(^  a  thini  thirteen  more,  makin«T  a  total  of  forty-five,  whose 
nanie?>  are  given  as  those  of  i\w  founders  of  the  society,^ 
The  tal)ular  list  of  subsequent  elections  seems  to  have  been 
carefully  kept,  and  is  carried  down  to  177"),  when  it  ends  with 
I'ierre  Hiiet,  the  three  hundred  and  nineteenth  in  order  from 
Salomon  Malet,  the  first  on  the  list  of  founders.  From  that 
date  the  admissions,  down  to  12th  ApriJ,  1898,  are  contained 
in  the  same  book  in  other  forms. 

The  founders*  kin  seem  to  be  now  represented  by  one 


tinuoosly  represented  in  the  society  from  the  time  when 
Jean  TEvesques  appears  as  the  thirty-fifth  signatory  on  the 
roll  of  1708  down  to  the  present  moment,  when  a  member 
of  it,  Mr.  Isaac  Charles  Levesque,  most  ably  and  courteously 
executes  the  duties  attaching  to  the  secretaryship.  The  Le 
Garons,  or  Carons,  end  in  1774,  and  the  Huets  in  the  follow- 
ing year.  Down  to  1824,  when  George  Greenwood  was  ad- 
mitted, being  the  three  hundred  and  ninety-third  on  the  list 
of  members,  the  names  are  all  clearly  French ;  after  that 
date  names  of  English  origin  become  increasingly  numerous. 
The  French  element  is,  however,  still  strong ;  since,  out  of 
twenty-one  members  elected  since  1886,  seven,  and  possibly 
nine,  bear  names  of  distinctively  foreign  origin. 

The  ancient  rules  are  prefaced,  as  is  customary,  with  a 
statement  of  the  objects  of  the  founders  of  the  society,  which 
is,  I  think,  sufficiently  interesting  and  characteristic  to  be 
reproduced  at  length,  preserving  the  original  spelling.

Apres  avoir  fait  de  serieuse  Reflection  sur  les  malheursde 
notre  dispertion  et  reconoisant  que  ce  sont  nos  pechez  qui 
ont  atire  sur  nous  ia  Juste  collere  de  Dieu  et  que  ee  son 
ces  gratuitez  que  nous  n'avons  pas  est^  entierement  con* 
sumez,  Benissons  Dien  et  la  providence  qui  nous  a  Icy 
menage  un  asile  dans  un  payis  avec  un  peupie  benin  sous  la 
protection  des  loix,  et  ou  tombent  sur  nous  trte  abondament 
la  mane  celeste.  Sencibles  a  toutes  ces  grace  et  consi- 
derant  que  Tunion,  la  charite,  et  Tamour  fraternelle  sont  les 
moyens  les  plus  efficace  pour  engager  le  Seigneur  a  nous 
continuer  le  precieux  aventage  dont  nous  jouisons  sous 
rheureux  gouvemement  de  sa  Majeste  le  Boy  George  notre 
Legitisme  Souverain,  Nous  avons  resolu  de  nous  unir  ettrai- 
tement  par  des  tiens  de  la  Chaiit^  et  de  la  Concorde  qui 
sont  les  Hens  de  la  perfection,  en  formant  une  Soci^t^  dont 
les  haines  et  les  discors  soyent  entierement  banis  pour  y 
faire  regner  Famour  mutuel  qui  se  propose  ausy  d'assister 
ses  membres  en  cas  de  maladie  et  comme  il  est  absolumeut 
nessesaire  pour  la  subsistance  d'une  Soci^te  que  toute  chose 
se  face  honnestement  et  par  ordre  sy  nous  faisons  ainsy  la 
paix  de  Dieu  demeurera  avec  nous  prions  le  qu'il  nous  soit  en 
aide,  voicy  done  nos  Beglements.*' 

The  membership  of  the  new  society,  limited  to  members 
and  the  descendants  of  members,  of  the  Church  of  Liutot, 
of  recognised  probity,  good  Protestants,  and  well-afifected  to 
King  George  and  his  Government,  was  governed  by  a  secre- 
tary, a  treasurer,  two  visitors  of  the  sick,  a  director  to 
bring  forward  propositions  in  the  society  (cmnpagnie)  and  a 

Erovider  to  supervise  the  expenditure  of  the  4d.  contributed 
y  each  member  present  at  the  monthly  meetings,  for  any 
excess  over  which  he  was  personally  liable. 

In  1771  it  was  resolved  that  no  one  should  be  proposed  as 
a  member  who  was  not  a  member  or  descended  from  a 
father  who  was  a  member  of  the  Church  of  Lintot ;  and  in 
1774  the  officers  were  reduced  to  four,  the  duties  of  the 
visitors  being  put  upon  the  treasurer  and  director.  As  how- 
ever a  funeral  necessitated  the  presence  of  six  officer^  (as 
pall-bearers),  it  was  arranged  that  the  two  last  out  of  office 
should  attend  und(^r  penalties.  In  1797,  a  further  reduction 
in  the  number  of  othcers  was  made,  and  it  was  arranged 
that  the  steward  {Vofficier  pour  la  hlere)  should  visit  the  sick 
during  the  first  three  months  of  his  term,  and  act  as  their 
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treasurer  cluriii'^f  the  last  three  some  other  member  ul  the 
society  taking'  tlie  iiiaiiagement  of  the  beer  money. 

Before  l^ein^f  put  up  for  election,  members  were  proposed, 
antl  a  month  had  to  elapse,  during  which  inquiries  could  be 
made.  The  hmit  of  age  was  thirty-five  years,  but  fresh 
refugees  for  the  cause  of  religion,  if  they  came  within  two 
years  of  their  landing,  were  received  up  to  the  age  of  lifty- 
two,  provided  they  had  the  requisite  qualifications ;  but  the 
opposition  of  a  single  member,  justly  motived,  apparently 
served  to  exclude;  et  s*il  n*a  pas  les  qualites  requise  Ton 
chargera  (jueUpi'un  de  Tavertir  afiu  qu'il  ne  soit  pas  refuse 
en  jMaine  conipaguie.  The  secretary  was  liable  to  pay  any 
fine  he  failed  to  exact.  The  second  Monday  in  the  month 
saw  the  meetings  of  the  society,  when  each  member  paid  8d. 
(huU  sols).  In  1767  the  society  resolved  by  a  majority  to 
have  a  sermon  and  a  feast  (festain)  at  the  July  meeting  in 
every  year,  in  mem<jry  of  its  foundation,  each  member  to 
pay  28.  to  the  officers  {deux  ehelains)  in  June ;  the  money 
received  at  the  church  after  the  sermon  was  to  be  dis- 
tributed among  'our  p  )or'  at  the  society's  discretion.  In 
1786  it  was  found  necessary  to  make  a  stringent  rule  as  to 
members  receiving  sick  pay  not  entering  pubhc-houses 
{cabarets) ;  and  in  1790  the  burial  allowance  was  raised  to 
£3  so  long  as  the  funds  did  not  fall  below  £500  stock  and 
£10  in  the  hands  of  the  officers. 

The  conditions  of  membership  were,  the  attainment  of 
eighteen  years,  reception  at  the  Holy  Communion  (as  in  the 
case  of  the  Norman  Society),  membership  of  a  church,  and 
payment  of  an  entrance  fee  of  7s.  6d. ;  or,  in  the  case  of  a 
member's  son,  58.  No  new-comer  was  entitled  to  benefit 
until  one  year  had  elapsed;  but,  if  one  fell  ill,  or  became 
poor,  a  collection  was  to  be  made  among  all  tlie  members 
••pour  s(M'ourir  raffli;^*'  dans  sa  nessesitt  ,"  t he  visitors  and 
director  being  charged  therewith.  In  1780  the  contribution 
was  raised  to  Is.  per  month.  Old  men,  no  longer  able  to 
pursue  their  calling,  received  28.  6d.  a  week,  or,  when  ill, 
sick  pay,  if  the  society  so  voted.  Any  members  who  were 
••mis  a  L'Hopital  Fran9ais  apele  la  Providence"  received 
Is.  a  week  by  way  of  pension,  and  were  buried  at  the 
society's  cost,  but  their  relatives  could  not  claim  the  £2  paid 
in  the  case  of  persons  dying  in  their  own  homes.  In  1 794, 
a  modification  was  made,  and  the  aged  pensioner  could  no 
longer  claim  extra  pay  when  sick.  In  1776  the  pensions 
had  been  raised  to  Sa.  and  Is.  6d.  respectively;  in  11 M  they 
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wvie  rt'duced ;  in  1790  they  were  a^ain  raised  to  the  bigbtr 
level. 

The  siiiii  allowed  for  a  funeral  was  £2.  Officers  who 
failed  to  accompany  the  body  to  the  grave  {d  Id  fosse)  were 
fined  Is.  lid.  ;  otlier  members,  not  being  officers,  contributed 
6d.  on  all  funerals  paid  for '  au  depens  de  la  Boite  '.  In  ITCv-i  it 
was  resolved  that  when  the  officers  were  assembled  for  the 
interment  of  any  member  **  II  seront  permis  d'ouvrir  la 
boite  et  de  retirer  la  somme  de  quatre  livre  sterlain  a  savoir 
40  Shelains  pour  payer  L'enterment  et  40  Sbelains  quil 
payeront  a  la  veuve  du  defunt/'  or,  if  there  were  no  widow, 
then  to  the  nearest  of  the  relatives  who  had  had  care  of  the 
dead  in  his  sickness.  Subject  to  the  capital  fonds  not  &lling 
below  £400  sterHng,  the  Mineral  money  was  raised  to  £6,  of 
which  £2  was  intended  to  bury  the  member's  wife.  The 
officers  in  this  case  were  bonnd  to  visit  the  body,  bnt  not  to 
attend  the  foneral. 

The  eleventh  article  deals  with  behaviour,  and  exhorts 
against  blaspheming  God's  Holy  Name ;  any  one  so  offending 
paid  Is.  fine  at  the  time,  or  was  struck  on  the  books.  AO 
fines  went  to  '  the  box,'  and  the  guilty  were  "  exortez  par 
un  esprit  de  charity  de  n'avoir  point  de  resentiment  et  de 
se  pardoner  les  uns  les  austres  avant  que  de  se  separer 
de  la  Soci6t6". 

In  1780  special  provision  was  made  in  cases  of  paralysis, 
etc.,  when  the  sick  man  was  under  fifty,  such  sickness  en- 
titling to  the  pension  of  3s. 

Article  XII.  brings  out  with  exceeding  clearness  the  close 
connection  between  the  society  and  the  Church : "  Sy  qnelqun 
se  laisse  entrainer  dans  quelques  erreurs  qui  soit  contraire  i 
nostre  Sainte  Beligion  ou  qu'il  commette  quelque  scandale 
public  qui  pent  deshonorer  nostre  Cornpagnie  apres  estre 
convaincu  du  fait  par  de  bons  t^moins  il  sera  rerancbe 
[retrancht^^  de  nostre  Societe  jusqua  ce  quil  aye  repare  le 
Scandale  par  luy  comnus  dans  \v  Consistoire  de  I'Eglise  d'oa 
il  e-r  ^fembre  et  sera  derechef  admis  dans  nostre  societe  lors 
quil  le  t( ra  connoistre  par  un  bon  temoignagedescondeuctenrs 
de  ia  ditte  Eglise  en  payans  tons  les  arierages  qui  seront 
ecoulez  depuis  sa  Rejection  No  one  bein|^  excluded  or  re- 
tiring could  claim  any  return  of  money  paid.  The  officers 
were  to  adjust  differences  with  impartiality,  but  if  one  of  tbe 
parties  to  a  dispute  ne  se  voudra  pas  soubmestre  par  enteste* 
ment,  '  he  was  to  pay  2&.  to  the  box,  apres  quoy  il  luy  sera 
permy  de  se  pourvoir  en  Justice  ainsy  qu'il  le  jugera  apropos  " 
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The  piovisions  for  dissolution  are  curioos,  and  those 
framed  to  avert  it  are  elaborate.  By  Article  XIV.  it  is  pro- 
vided that  the  society's  funds  must  not  be  allowed  to  fall 
below  £50  sterling,  unless  old-age  pensioners  have  to  be  pro- 
vided for,  in  which  case  "  on  poura  fsire  desendre  le  fonds 
josqu'd  la  somme  de  trente  livres,  qui  est  le  produit  de  la 
premiere  annee  de  la  fondation  de  la  dite  Societ^,  pour  aider, 
sy  les  contributions  ne  peuvent  foumir  tant  pour  les  malades 
que  les  vieliards  et  etennents  [enter rements]  If  the  num- 
oer  of  members  was  above  thirty,  the  contributions  were  to 
be  raised;  if  below  that  number,  the  £80  might  be  drawn 
upon,  so  long  as  £1  a  head  remained ;  but  if  the  membership 
fell  to  two,  **  ils  ne  seronts  plus  reconnus  pour  Societe,"  and 
each  was  at  hberty  to  carry  off  his  20s.  without  liability  to 
account  to  any  ona  No  one,  under  pain  of  a  fine  of.  Is., 
might  leave  the  company  until  ten  o'clock,  in  order  to  go 
to  play  in  the  same  house,  "  d'autant  que  cela  n'est  pas 
moins  que  de  m^priser  la  Societe  "  ;  and  all  are  exhorted  to 
comport  themselves  **  honnestement  avec  toutes  modestie  et 
respect  les  uns  envers  les  autres,"  although  quite  free  to  ex- 
press their  views  when  the  interests  of  the  society  were  in 
question. 

Everything  belonging  to  the  society  was  kept  in  a  box 
having  two  locks  with  ditt'erent  keys:  of  these  one  was  kept 
by  the  treasurer  and  the  other  by  the  first  visitor;  and,  in 
the  ordinarv  way,  the  box  was  only  opened  in  the  presence 

of  all  six  othcers. 

In  the  rule  relating  to  investments  and  trustees,  it  is  stated 
that  any  one  who  wislied  to  be  excused  from  serving  any 
othee  should  ])ay  t'5,  wliicli  would  not  only  exonerate  him, 
but  also  cause  him  to  be  recognised  as  a  'benefactor'. 
These  benefactors,  as  it  elsewheie  appears,  were  well-to- 
do  persons  who  joined  the  society  "pour  encourager  les 
autres  "  and  to  hel[)  forward  a  good  work.  Occasionally, 
howe\er,  when  misfortune  overtook  them,  they  were  glad  to 
be  rt^ceived  later  as  members.  Any  nuMiiber  desiring  to  be 
included  in  the  class  could  ]>ay  any  sum  he  chose  in  excess 
of  15s.  annually,  and  the  seci'etary  was  l)ound  to  call  for  the 
benefaction  at  the  benefactor's  house,  and  to  give  a  receipt 
signed . 

The  twentieth  article,  which  wears  an  air  of  finality,  says 
that  those  preceding  it  are  not  such  tliat  they  may  not  be 
added  to  or  taken  from  when  need  arises,  but  that  changes  can 
only  be  made  by  general  consent  ou  quarterly  nights,  when 
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8*11  est  nessesaire,  les  officiers  auront  voix  double  dans  toutes 
les  occasions  ou  la  Nessesit^  le  reqaerrera  *'«  And  then 
follows  a  kind  of  peroration,  which  sounds  remarkably  like 

the  beginning  of  a  sermon.  "  Messieurs/'  says  the  writer, 
la  charite  tant  recomande  par  Jesus  Christ  et  sy  sou  vent 
repet^  par  ses  apostres  nous  aprend  que  c'est  une  des  plus 
belles  vertus  qui  compose  le  Christianisme,  en  cecy  dit 
nostre  Seigneur  I'on  oonnoitra  t'on  que  vous  estes  mais 
di  si  pies  sy  vous  vous  aimez  I'un  Tautres  les  fondateurs  ayans 
en  veue  ses  divins  precepte  ce  sont  joints  ensemble  par  un 
zele  qu'ils  avoit  pour  leur  Sion  desollee,  a  ranime  et  reveile 
par  leur  charite  pour  sunnir  estroiteinent  et  pour  estre 
un  Memorial  p  rpetnel  a  la  generation  a  venir  pour  se  re- 
conoistre  toujours  membres  ou  desandans  diceux  de  notre 
Egljse  de  Lintot  c'est  poiirquoi  les  Fondateurs  exorte  et 
prient  ceux  qui  leurs  succederons  de  maintenir  toujours  la 
Societe  et  afiii  que  leur  intention  puisse  estre  execute/.  Ih 
ordonne  (juele  soit  grande  ou  petite  La  Companies  de  deux 
membres  (sic)  s'opposant  a  cenx  qui  voudrois  chercber  a  la 
detruire  l  emporteronts  sur  toutes  Lasemblc  quelique  uom- 
breuse  quele  j^nis  estre." 

By  a  rule  passed  in  17H5  full  sick-pay  was  limited  to 
seventy-eight  weeks  (scpfentr  et  Jmif  sefudinr)  during  thr? 
member's  life.  Having  received  so  much  he  could  only 
claim  balf-pay  in  case  of  sickness  or  accident. 

Tbe  rules  of  the  society  were,  as  we  have  seen,  added  to 
and  modified  from  time  to  time,  and  in  April,  IHOO,  they 
were,  after  a  conq)lete  revision,  ci^nfirmed  by  the  Court  of 
Quarter  Sessions.  At  that  time,  owing  to  the  clul)s  having 
omitted  to  take  advantage  in  due  time  of  the  provisions  of 
the  "  Act  for  the  Encouragement  and  Kelief  of  Friendly 
Societies"  (88  Geo.  HI.,  cap.  54).  it  b(M-;inie  necessary  to 
treat  the  old  society  as  a  new  creation,  and  accordingly  we 
have  a  book  of  rules  headed  "Club  called  Lintot,  formed 
10th  Fel)ruary.  ISOO."  which  at  the  time  was  held  at  The 
Flower  Pot,  kept  by  Jacob  Delaforce.  A  preamble  follows, 
with  a  list  of  fourteen  founders  appended.  The  rules  are 
in  English,  but  are  almost  identical  with  those  of  170«S. 
the  hmitation  to  nunibers  of  the  Church  of  Ijintot  being 
n^tained  :  these  were  eligible  from  the  date  of  their  recep- 
tion into  the  church  until  they  were  thirty-five  yeairs  old. 
Additional  provisions  as  to  receipts,  etc.,  not  to  be  found  in 
the  earlier  version  are  however  embodied,  and  conviction  of 
"  living  a  bad  life,  such  as  thieving,  drunkenness,  committing 
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adultery,  or  other  such  vices/*  was  followed  by  exclusion 
from  the  society.  No  loans  were  to  be  made  with  the 
society's  funds.  Any  one  who  proposed  the  dissolution  of 
the  society  was  to  be  fined  10s.  6d.  or  be  excluded.  (In  Lsll 
this  was  reduced  to  58.)  If  the  steward  informed  the  club 
that  a  candidate  was  "not  proper  for  admission,"  the  othcers 
and  six  members  chosen  by  the  club  were  to  settle  the  matter 
in  a  private  meeting,  the  proceedings  at  which  were  to  be 
kept  secret  nnder  a  penalty  of  10s.  6d.  The  six  othcers 
now  had  to  attend  a  member's  wife's  funeral.  In  1}^08 
the  sick-pay  was  made  12s.  until  the  fund  was  reduced  to 
£600 ;  funeral  money  was  to  l)e  paid  so  soon  as  the  deceased 
was  **  in  a  decent  cotiin,"  and  the  obligation  on  the  stewards  • 
to  attend  the  funeral  was  rescinded.  The  heer  and  tobacco 
money  w^as  raised  from  4d.  to  od.  In  1»S()H  the  pensions 
were  fixed  at  4s.  6d.  and  2s.  (jd.,  and  funeral  allowances  at 
£8  Bs.  and  £4  4s.  until  the  fund  fell  to  £1,000. 

'*  At  the  celebration  of  the  year  secular  of  the  f(^undatiun 
of  this  Society,  Nir.  James  Guilleniard  in  ihi-  Chair,  It  was 
unannuously  agreed  that  when  a  member  shall  have  con- 
tributed fifty  years:  the  said  nieniber  shall  Ije  entitled  to 
receive  4s.  6d.  a  week  without  bemg  deprived  of  following 
his  usual  occupation." 

In  October.  IHII,  a  second  revision  of  the  rules  was 
enrolled  at  Quarter  Sessions,  a  new  preface  being  added, 
reciting  the  objects  with  which  the  society  had  been  founded 
by  the  mendiers"  ancestors,  whfj  "could  fully  appreciate  the 
manifold  evils  attending  the  atllicted,  for  themselves  had 
suffered  much,  persecuted  with  intolerable  op}>ression  and 
cruelty  .  .  .  exiled  from  the  land  of  their  nativitv.  thev 
sought  for  shelter  in  tliat  country  which  has  ever  been  a 
reluge  for  the  oppressed.  In  Britain  they  not  only  received 
protection,  but  through  the  benign  influence  dI  her  laws 
and  the  generosity  of  her  sons  they  met  with  every  jiossible 
encouragement."  The  revision  of  the  rules  was  made, 
"keeping  m  view  their  original  spirit  and  meaning  as  far  as 
consistent  with  those  statutory  regulations  made  by  various 
Acts  of  Parliament  passed  in  the  reign  of  his  pnsent 
Majesty,  K.  Geo.  III.".  In  l.S'J4  admission  was  extend* d 
to  the  descendants  of  Huguenots  fnjin  the  whole  province 
of  Normandy,  preference  bemg  given  to  those  from  the 
district  of  Lmtot. 

The  rules  which  at  present  govern  the  Society  of  Lintot 
are  the  result  of  a  revision  made  in  iHhG,  whereby  the 
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membership  is  opened  to  all  Protestants  of  French  descent, 
as  in  the  case  of  the  Norman  Society,  with  which  that  of 
Lintot  is,  and  apparently  always  has  been,  intimately 
connected.  Thougli  modernised,  the  new  rules  still  bear 
the  marks  of  their  origin,  and  have  a  more  or  less  close 
resemblance  to  those  of  the  Norman  Society.  The  number 
•of  members  is  limited  to  sixty,  and  the  benefits  rise  and  fall 
in  accordance  with  the  amount  of  the  society's  invested 
funds,  which  in  1H9IS  amounted  to  just  under  .£'2, 500.  Out 
of  fifty-nine  members  (one  vacancy  existin^j)  some  thirty, 
more  or  less,  bear  French  names;  of  these  ten  are  Levesques: 
eight,  Colliers ;  three,  Lamys ;  and  three,  Dongrays. 

The  Frioidly  Sorirtf/.—TYiiQ  society,  as  appears  from  the 
introduction  to  a  copy  of  its  rules  issued  in  1891,  was  in- 
stituted in  17'20,  l)y  some  French  Protestant  refugees.  In 
1794  its  rules  were  confirmed  at  Quarter  Sessions,  and  in 
1.S31  they  were  certitied  l)y  the  Registrar  ;  those  at  present 
in  force  date  from  1889,  when  the  last  revision  took  place. 

The  earlier  records  of  this  society  are,  so  far  as  is  known, 
no  l()n«,'er  extant ;  those  in  the  custody  of  Mr.  Dupuy,  to  whose 
courtesy  I  owe  the  information  I  possess,  datin^r  from  iNiJti 
only.  It  possesses,  howevt^',  certain  relics  which  are  in- 
terestinfj  :  a  hox,  to  wit,  measurintji  about  2  ft.  X  1  ft., 
which  contains  a  small  pair  of  scales  and  counters,  or 
tokens,  f)f  four  dilferent  sorts,  some  of  which  are  still  in  use 
on  '  (juartcrly  ni«,dits';  specimens  of  these  are  exhibited 
to-ni«^dn.  and  kmdly  offered  for  the  acceptance  of  our  society 
by  ]\[r.  Dupuy. 

The  society  is  open  to  all  who  have  attained  the  acje  of 
twenty-one.  and  not  exceeded  thiity-one,  sound  in  body  and 
mmd.  The  entrance  fee  is  7s.  I)d.  :  the  contribution  is 
Is.  4d.  }>er  month,  so  lon^'  as  the  Stock  is  at  or  above  £()00: 
if  it  fall  below  that  the  contribution  rises  to  Is.  .)d.  ;  if 
under  i*oOO,  to  Is.  (Jd.  And  a  similar  slidin^j^-scale  is  in 
force  as  to  the  benefits,  which  start  with  8s.  a  week  sick- 
pay.  Members  who  become  inmates  of  any  union  are 
allowed  Is.  a  week  while  sick.  These  few  characteristics 
the  society  has  in  common  with  those  we  have  already 
considered ;  in  other  respects  no  trace  of  its  special  origin 
remains.  The  accounts  for  1897  exhibit  an  accumolated 
fund  of  over  £500,  and  a  membership  of  forty- two,  of  whom 
seven  bear  uanies  of  undisguisedly  foreign  origin,  though  not 
all  are  French. 
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The  Society  of  Protestant  Refugees,  from  High  and  Low 
S^onnandy. — Althoiigli  this  society  dates  from  28th  July, 
1764,  its  earliest  extant  record,  1  regret  to  say,  carries  us  no 
farther  back  than  1826,  at  which  date  a  small  Minute  Book 
is  found  to  begin.  We  have,  therefore,  no  means  of  ac- 
coanting  for  the  institution  of  such  a  society,  so  long  after 
the  Bevocation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes,  and  must  fall  back  on 
the  conjectuie  that  it  was  an  offshoot  from  the  older  Society 
of  the  Province  of  Normandy,  founded,  as  we  have  seen,  in 
1703.1 

At  the  time  when  this  society  first  offers  itself  to  our 
examination  it  numbered  some  twenty  to  thirty  members, 
who  met  at  an  inn — it  will  be  noted  that  all  these  societies 
have  al\\  ays  met  at  inns — ^known  as  The  '  Gibraltar.  It 
removed  its  headquarters  in  1834,  and  during  the  next 
thirteen  years  occupied  in  turn  The  Dolphin,  kept  by  Mr. 
Bordett  in  Church  Street,  Bethnal  Green;  The  Pitt's 
Head,  in  Tyssen  Street,  kept  by  Mr.  Potter,  and  The 
Hope  in  Pollard  Bow.  Ten  years  afterwards  (in  1857)  it 
removed  to  The  Norfolk  Arms,  Ivimey  Street,  which  still 
remains  the  headquarters  of  this,  as  also  of  three  other  out 
of  the  five  societies  at  present  under  review.  In  other 
matters  the  socie^  was  more  conservative,  for  the  earliest 
minute  preserved  is  one  in  which  a  proposal  to  extend  the 
number  of  members  was  negatived  by  a  great  majority  '* 
On  the  same  occasion  a  general  meeting  was  arranged  to 
consider  a  report,  to  be  furnished  by  a  committee  appointed 
**to  inquire  concerning,'  the  funds  appointed  by  Government 
in  favour  of  benefit  societies,''  and,  later  on,  twenty-four 
members  voted  in  favour  of  a  transfer  from  per  cent, 
consols.  A  similar  transfer  to  the  National  Debt  Of!ice, 
where  £3  i6s.  per  cent,  was  obtainable,  is  recorded  in  1842, 
and  others  in  1847  and  1849. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  1821')  a  committee  of 
eight,  appointed  to  revise  the  rules,  consisted  of  men  bearing 
thoroughly  i?'rench  names :  Le  Bailly,  Ijv  Brument,  Sully, 
Ferry,  Lanthois  (2),  Le  Buheux  and  Grew.  The  com- 
mittee's labours  were  approved  and  the  l  evision  adopted,  the 
meeting  night  being  cnanged  to  the  last  Suturday  in  the 
month.  Ill  1844  it  was  a^^ain  changed  to  the  hrst  Saturday, 
but  in  1858  the  last  Saturday  was  again  fixed  upon. 

'  The  accouuts  of  the  society  date  back,  I  learn  from  Mr.  Helsdon,  the 
•ecretanr  of  the  society,  to  1801,  and  the  naiu*  s  of  the  members,  with  the 
dMee  m  their  admiseton,  somewhat  earlier  than  that. 
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Early  in  the  year  l.s27  a  proposition  to  advance  the  con- 
tribution to  Is.  3d.  and  al)<)lish  monthly  fines,  in  order  to 
prevent  "a  decrease  of  the  stock,  "  was  lost,  though  by  two 
votes  only  out  of  twenty-two  members  voting'.  In  LsHl  it 
was  decided,  by  ten  to  six,  to  cnntorm  to  the  regulations  of 
the  Act  10  George  and  a  fresh  committee  of  revision 
was  appointed,  and  here  again  French  names  hold  the  field  : 
Lanthois  (2),  Mr)usset,  Galopin,  Have  (2),  Grew,  llautot  1  . 
Fn  niaiix,  and  Ti  ipcony.  Rather  nior(  than  ten  years  after- 
wards, in  1842,  a  revised  table  of  payments  and  allowances 
was  unanimously  adopted  ;  and  a  further  revision  was 
embarked  on  in  1840,  when,  by  fourteen  votes  to  six,  the 
following  provisions  were  agreed  to :  The  widows  of  future 
members,  on  attaining  the  age  of  sixty,  were  to  have  £2  2s. 
a  year,  but  if  in  the  hospital  £1  Is. ;  future  pensioners  were 
to  have  one  quarter  of  sick  pay ;  and  members  serving  by  luid 
or  sea,  except  in  the  militia,  were  to  be  exempt  from  contri- 
butions. Further  changes  were  mooted  in  1850,  of  which 
some  were  approved  and  some  not.  Among  the  former 
were  a  reduction  of  the  sick  allowance,  a  levy  for  the 
widows*  pensions,  when  more  than  four  were  on  the  list  at 
one  time,  and  revision  of  the  rules.  A  motion  to  reduce  the 
widows*  pensions  to  £1  10s.  was  lost  by  nine  to  sixteen. 
The  Bule  Committee,  which  again  numbered  eight,  was 
composed  as  follows :  Hautot,  Ferry  (2),  Fremaux,  Badne 
(1),  Galopin,  and  Brown — the  last-named  being  the  only 
member  with  an  English  name.  In  1858  a  committee  was 
appointed  to  arrange  the  rules  for  printing ;  and  in  1866 
some  changes  in  them  were  sanctioned,  when,  after  a  vote 
of  thanks  to  the  Chairman,  "  the  members  passed  an  hour 
by  vocal  music,  which  used  to  be  so  frequent  by  members  of 
this  Society  The  years  1871  and  1877  saw  further  modifi- 
cations effected  in  them,  and  the  last  revision  seems  to  have 
been  a  radical  one,  as  five  guineas  was  voted  to  a  member 
for  his  services  in  the  matter. 

Like  the  Lintot  Society,  this  one  had  its  '  festin/  and  in 
1H27  the  anniversary  dinner  took  place  at  The  Plow  at 
Black  wall,  when  there  sat  down  a  company  of  sixty-one,  of 
whom  three  were  'benefactors,'  thirteen  w^ere  members^ 
and  forty-five  were  visitors.  These  '  benefactors,'  to  w  houi 
allusion  has  already  been  made,  at  first  afforded  considerable 
p(  runiary  assistance  to  the  soc  iety,  but  the  contribations 
they  furnished  grew  gradually  less,  until  they  disappeared 
altogether  from  the  accounts,  no  new  contributors  coming

forward  to  take  the  place  of  those  removed  by  death.  The 
visitors,  it  will  be  noticed,  largely  outnumbered  the  members, 
and  it  would  appear  that  there  was  something  unsatisfac- 
tory about  the  arrangements.  In  the  following  December 
a  ^'eneral  meeting  was  asked  for,  in  order  to  discuss  '*  the 
propriety  of  altering  the  plan  of  the  annual  dinner". 
TwentjT-seren  members  and  a  "  benefactor  "  discussed  it  at 
length  in  January,  and  then  postponed  further  consideration 
until  the  dinner  had  once  more  taken  place.  When  it  did 
so,  forty-six  people  dined,  of  whom  fourteen  were  members 
and  two  "  beneilBbctors  On  this  occasion,  or  not  long  after- 
wards, the  cost  of  the  dinner  tickets  was  raised  from  3s.  6d. 
to  5s.,  with  the  result  that,  in  the  following  year,  the  diners 
numbered  only  twenty,  of  whom  one  was  a  ''benefactor" 
and  seven  were  meml>er8.  Two  years  afterwards  (in  1881) 
there  was  no  dinner  at  all,  two  proposed  stewards  "deferring" 
and  two  others  "  declining  "  to  serve  the  office.  (It  seems 
to  have  been  the  practice  to  elect  at  one  dinner  the  stewards 
who  were  to  act  in  the  following  year.)  But  with  wavering 
fortune  the  institution  was  kept  alive,  until  in  1858  the 
company,  numbering  but  one  short  of  forty,  sat  down 
at  home  in  The  Norfolk  Arms,  having  foi sworn  rural 
pleasures.  The  list  of  these  social  functions  is  fitly  con- 
cluded by  the  visit  paid  to  The  Talbot  Inn,  Passingford 
Bridse,  near  Abridge,  on  28th  July,  18(>4,  when  nineteen 
members  and  pensioners  and  six  visitors  met  to  celebrate 
the  centenary  of  the  society's  foundation.  Towards  the 
expenses  £10  was  voted  from  the  society's  funds,  though 
not  without  some  misgivings  as  to  what  Mr.  Tidd 
Pratt,  the  registrar,  might  say.  The  secretary,  however, 
managed  to  extract  a  crumb  of  comfort  frr>m  an  old  book 
which  showed  that,  in  1815,  £5  9s.  4d.  had  been  with- 
drawn from  the  funds  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  J  ubilee 
meeting. 

Down  to  the  year  1861,  the  minutes  are  very  meagre,  and 
it  was  only  then  that  the  practice  of  confirming  those  of  one 
year  by  a  resolution  passed  in  the  next  seems  to  have  begun. 
After  that  date  fuller  notes  are  given,  and  the  book  wears  a 
more  official  air.  Among  the  few  earlier  entries  is  one  of 
mild  protest  against  a  certain  resolution  as  not  being  in 
accord  with  the  rules.  In  1848  the  society  had  to  deal  with 
a  defalcation  of  £4  10s.  I^d..  and  again  in  1H()0  another, 
slightly  larger  in  amount,  occurred.  The  latter  seems  to 
have  led  to  much  angry  discussion,  and  a  page  or  two 
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haviDg  been  torn  from  the  minute-book  the  details  of  an 
ancient  scandal  are  decently  buried  in  obhvion. 

In  1H54  the  society  lost  its  much-valued  secretary,  Mr. 
Charles  Tripcony,  as  to  whose  worth  the  following  resolution 
bears  testimony  :  The  meeting  cannot  separate  without 
expressing  their  feeling  of  great  satisfaction  at  their  long 
connection  with  the  late  Mr.  Charles  Tripcony,  their  Secre- 
tary, and  they  sincerely  condole  with  his  survivors  on  their 
mutual  loss ".  Mr.  Tripcony,  who  had  been  secretaiy  for 
twenty  years,  was  succeeded  by  William  le  Brument — a 
name  already  familiar  in  connection  with  the  Norman 
Society.  Five  years  later  the  new  secretary  obtained  six 
months'  leave  of  absence,  Isaac  le  l^runient  bein^^  ap])oint«'d 
his  deputy.  At  the  end  of  the  time,  the  secretary  definitely 
resi<^ned,  havinf^'  successfully  established  himself  at  Maul- 
stone — he  was  admitted  to  the  society  in  is;^(i,  bein^  then 
less  than  twenty,  under  ilie  descri)>tion  of  "robe-maker" — 
received  a  vote  of  thanks  for  his  services,  and  was  succeeded 
by  his  de})uty. 

\\  idows  received,  under  the  rules,  a  sum  of  £.\  known  as 
'acquittance  money,'  hut  on  one  occasion  when  a  widow 
applied  for  this  a  curious  point  was  raised  and  decided 
a<::ainst  the  applicant  by  eleven  votes  to  three.  The  widow 
had,  it  was  alle^^ed,  been  S(^parat(^d  for  twelve  years  from  her 
husband  and  could  conse(juently  have  sustained  no  loss  by 
his  death.  Somewhat  iIlo<^ically  a  siil)Scription  was  suijst- 
queiitly  made  among  the  meml)ers  and  ^jjiven  to  the  disap- 
pointed a[)plicant.  Another  sht^dit  dithculty  arose  when  an 
unfortunate  member  committed  suicide ;  but  a  proposed 
chanfje  in  the  rules,  calculated  to  meet  any  similar  ca.se  in 
the  future;  was  negatived  and  it  was  decided  that  the  funeral 
money  should  be  paid  on  production  of  the  coroner's  certifi- 
cata 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  only  one  case  of  attempted 
imposition  on  the  society  is  recorded,  and  that  occnrreo  in 
1885,  when,  after  examination  by  the  stewards,  a  member 
was  excluded  on  that  ground,  eighteen  voting  for  and  twelve 
against  the  resolution.  On  the  same  day,  says  the  minute, 
died  the  father  of  the  culprit  and,  on  bis  funeral-money  being 
applied  for,  the  stewards  were  authorised  to  pay  the  under- 
taker and  divide  the  balance  among  his  three  children,  "  and 
that  the  Society  be  responsible  for  the  consequences  The 
rash  act  seems  to  have  oeen  unattended  by  any  consequences, 
as  no  more  is  heard  of  the  matter. 
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Sy  1855  the  reetriction  to  persons  of  Norman  descent 
Mms  to  have  been  found  too  narrow,  and,  by  twenty  votes 
;o  two,  it  was  agreed  that  the  word  Nonnan  should  be  struck 
mt  and  French  be  inserted  in  its  place  in  the  first  role ;  bac 
the  name  of  the  society  remains  to  this  day  the  same. 

In  1863  the  secretary-  made  a  joyful  announcement  to  the 
effect  that,  the  Stock  having  increased  to  over  £1,000,  the 
sontzibiitionB  would  be  reduced  '2d,  per  month,  and  the  sick 
pensions  and  funera]*moneys  increased.  And  at  this  point 
WB  may  turn  for  a  moment  to  the  society's  finances. 

ScMiie  thirty  years  after  its  foundation  the  society  jpos- 
^essed  Stock  to  the  amount  of  £375 ;  in  1810  it  owned  just 
doable  this  amount;  and  in  the  year  of  Waterloo  £1,000  was 
reached.    Five  years  later,  having  attained  to  €1,250,  it 
^>egM  to  drop,  but  by  18:^6  £1,250  was  again  reached.  Be- 
tween 1840  and  1842  it  dropped  from  considerably  o^er 
£1,300  to  £1,200.    Pensioners  appear  to  have  receiyed  sums 
varying  between  3s.  6d.  and  Is.  3d.  per  week,  and  widows 
had  small  allowances  of  £2  2s.  per  annum.    Sick-pay  was, 
in  1856,  9s.  per  week ;  hut,  so  far  as  one  can  make  out,  the 
payments  at  an  earlier  date  were  on  a  larger  scale,  as  was 
oonunonly  the  case  with  similar  societies  in  the  prescientific 
^'ra.     The  aooounts  of  the  society,  presented  in  1827  and 
1877  respectively,  and  giyen  in  an  appendix  to  this  paper, 
exhibit  its  workinj^.    The  Stock,  it  may  be  added,  amounted, 
in  1898,  to  just  l)olo\v  £1,300. 

A  list  of  '  benefactors '  between  the  years  1801  and  1830 
occurs  in  one  book  and  is  as  follows  :  The  Rev.  George

This  society,  which  is  limited  to  thirty-tive  members,  is 
confined  to  Protestants,  who  must  he  the  son,  brother,  son- 
in-law,  or  nephew,  of  a  present  or  deceased  member,  or  a 
native  of,  or  lineal  descendant  of  a  native  (either  male  or 
female)  of,  some  place  in  the  kingdom  or  republic  of  France. 
Its  rules,  as  revised  in  IvSTT,  resemble,  with  some  slight 
modihcations,  those  of  the  other  four  societies,  and  compnse 
a  sliding-scale  of  benefits.  They  are  prefaced  now,  as  also 
in  a  copy  of  1882,  by  a  prayer,  which  takes  the  place  of  the 
preambles  to  the  rules  of  the  older  societies.  And  with  it 
I  will  conclude  my  extracts  from  the  documents  which  have 
been  before  me  :  — 

0  God,  our  heavenly  Father,  who  art  the  God  of  peace  and  eharity, 

permit  us  to  implore  Th  v  hleraingupon  this  Society  now  prostrate  hefore 

Thee,  and  fonuod  nndoi-  Thine  eyes.  Entertain  union  and  pejwe  atuons; 
us :  penetrate  our  hearts  with  all  the  sentiments  of  aflfection  and  love, 
that  we  may  be  but  one  heart  and  soul,  that  our  desires  and  our  interet>t 
be  just  and  oommon,  and  that  we  may  help  eaoh  oilier.  Banish  from 
us  all  di8pntin>,'  and  quarrelling,  every  haughty  and  domineering  spirit, 
that  our  atiections  be  pure  tind  sincere  towards  our  brethren,  and  tluU 
this  Society  may  contribute  to  the  honour  of  our  Hoiy  Religion,  to  the 
advaucement  of  our  salvation  and  to  the  establishment  of  the  reign  of 
our  Lord  Jesns  Christ.  Amen. 

1  woald  willingly  end  on  that  note,  the  intimate  piety  of 
which  recalls  that  of  the  older  refdgees,  and  reyeau  to  ns 
after  the  lapse  of  more  than  a  century  its  continned  exis- 
tence among  their  descendants.  But  I  can  hardly  conclade 
without  ;i  word  of  thanks  for  the  patience  with  which  yoo 
have  kindly  listened  to  what  I  am  sure  must,  after  all,  have 
been  very  dry  details.  I  have  varied  them  as  much  as  was 
possible,  but  books  of  rules,  even  though  old  and  written  in 
French,  do  not  furnish  material  of  a  very  tractable  character; 
and»  as  you  have  gathered,  these,  with  a  few  accounts  and 
one  minute-book  of  a  not  very  early  date,  alone  seem  to  have 
withstood  the  lapse  of  years.  It  is  perhaps  somewhat  re- 
markable that  so  much  has  survived,  m  view  of  the  condi- 
tions under  which  friendly  societies  are  carried  on,  and  the 
general  tendency  of  busy  mankind  to  destroy  what  is  of  no 
immediate  present  use.    But  there  is  more  than  enough  to 
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show  in  what  spirit  the  exiles  founded  these  societies,  and 
that  some  of  them  should  have  weathered  the  storms  of 
well<nigh  two  centuries  without  suffering  shipwreck  is  a 
testimony  to  the  skill  and  husiness  capacity  of  their  founders 
and  members.  For,  in  this  connection,  we  must  bear  in 
mind  that  at  the  time,  so  far  as  we  know,  no  actuarial  data 
existed  on  which  tables  of  contributions  and  benefits  could 
be  based,  and  many  of  us  here  can  recall  the  disastrous 
results  which,  even  in  the  present  century,  overtook  many 
small  rural  societies  in  consequence  of  the  promise  of  pay- 
ments out  of  all  proportion  to  the  sums  contributed.  These 
small  Huguenot  Societies,  profiting  by  their  experience, 
modified  themselves  from  time  to  time,  gradually  accumu- 
lating capital,  and,  as  I  said  at  the  outset,  have  formed  the 
model  on  which  the  colossal  friendly  societies  of  to-day,, 
with  their  invested  millions,  have  been  built  up.

Who  has  not,  in  the  days  of  imaginative  childhood,  built 
castles  in  the  air  from  floating  cloud  masses  overhead,  and 
surrounded  them  with  lakes  and  moats  of  most  celestial 
blue  ? 

And  who,  in  the  dreamy  hours  of  youth  or  the  reveries 
of  old  age,  has  not  seen  many  such  castles,  glowing  and 
vivid,  in  the  red  heart  of  a  winters  fire? 

But  here  we  have  a  stranger  and  far  more  difficult  task. 
For,  round  a  six-pillared  well,  roofed  with  scales  like  a 
dolphin's  back,  and  under  a  cloudless  blue  sky,  we  most 
•*  build  and  complete  this  beautiful  house  of  Coutras  "  {as 
Brant6me  terms  it  in  his  Memoirs) ;  "  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  dwellings,  with  the  finest  spiral  staircase  in  France, 
as  I  have  seen  and  heard  tell  by  the  great  lords  and  ladies 
who  have  seen  it,  and  by  great  architects,  not  wishing  you 
to  be  led  by  my  opinion  "J 

This  well,  from  which  even  the  water  has  vanished,  is 
hexagonal.    Six  pillars  of  the  Doric  order  support  a  sculp-

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tared  architiave,  which  in  its  turn  hears  a  cupola  roofed 
with  fish  scales  of  slate. 

The  dome  is  surmounted  hy  a  small  replica  of  the  lower 
part,  only  with  four  columns  instead  of  six,  bearing  the  scaly 
roof  which  is  crowned  with  a  small  dolphin. 

Each  of  the  six  compartments  of  the  architrave  bears 
alternately  a  coat  of  arms  and  a  bas-relief,  representing  a 
mailed  hand  clutching  a  scimitar  and  cutting  several  Gor- 
dian  knots  Above,  on  a  wavy  scroll,  is  inscribed  the 
device  of  Jacques  d'Albon,  Marechal  de  Saint  Andre, 
"  Nodos  virtute  resolvo  ' — Virtue  cuts  knots,  that  is  to  say. 
Virtue  dissolves  all  diihculties. 

The  ledge  of  the  well  is  very  low,  and  worn  away  by  the 
friction  of  three  centuries  of  water  drawing. 

Silent,  useless,  and  as  if  dreaming,  it  stands  in  the  centre 
of  a  spacious  square,  once  the  quadrangle  of  the  lordly  castle. 

Opposite  it,  a  few  steps  off,  a  door-j^t,  a  few  large  stones 
one  upon  another,  with  the  spring  oi  an  arch,  complete  the 
dream  entrance  to  this  castle  of  the  imagination. 

The  arched  portal  opened  on  to  tlie  courtyard,  and  an 
arcade  of  rounded  a  relies  rose  above  it.' 

The  town  of  Coutras  is  to  the  north-east  corner  of  the 
Department  of  Gironde,  in  llie  firrotulisscfncut  of  Libourne. 

The  castle,  with  its  domains,  cH)V('red  niucli  ground.  On 
one  side  it  faced  the  chancel  of  the  Chureh  of  St.  Jean  and 
the  old  cemetery  ;  and  on  the  other,  the  grounds  e.xtended 
across  the  Warren  (La  (iarenne)  for  tin-  ^])aee  of  a  mile. 

Here  were  the  famous  gardens,  tin'  "  1 'leasaunce  "  -  with 
its  great  ponds  and  shady  groves,  wliere  many  a  love  story 
was  whispered.  The  park  was  of  great  extent,  and  the 
cavahers  and  ladies  spent  the  day  in  gallo[)ing  in  gay  folly 
after  each  other,  leaving  the  more  sentimental  courtiers  to 
their  amorous  wooing  in  the  luxurious  rooms  of  tlu'  castle.' 

The  lakes  have  dried  up,  and  only  low-lying  fields  show 
their  heds. 

On  the  west  side  of  the  castle  was  the  town  moat.  A 
large  ivy-covered  tower,  with  its  base  in  a  ditch,  and  traces

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of  walls  still  exist.  The  house  stood  on  a  slight  ciuiaenoe 
scarcely  raised  above  the  surrouuding  waireii. 

Origin  op  thb  Gastlb. 

Odet  de  Foix,  Comte  de  Foix  and  de  Comminges,  Martfchal 
de  France,  married  Charlotte  d'Albret,  third  daughter  of 
Jean  d'Albret,  Seigneur  d'Orval  et  de  Goatras,  and  Cathecme.

Through  his  wife,  Odet  became  the  seigneur  of  Coutras. 
The  quiet  little  town  on  the  banks  of  the  liver  Lisle,  witii 
its  lon^  straggly  street,  and  its  gzeen  meadows  and  Tineywrds 
enciiclmg  it,  was  a  favourite  residence  of  the  ^leat  captaio 
when  tired  with  the  brunt  of  his  long  campaigns  in  tialy. 
The  first  Italian  war  between  Francois  T.  and  Charles  Quint 
was  disastions  for  France,  and  Odet,  Governor  of  Milan, 
shared  in  the  disgrace  and  retired  to  Coutras  in  1521.  His 
castle  sprang  into  being  dunng  this  War,  but,  perfaapB  lor 
lack  of  the  master's  eye,  the  work  continued  slowly  and  was 
unfinished  at  the  time  of  Odet  s  death  at  the  siege  of  Naples 
in  1528,  daring  the  second  Italian  csmij^aign. 

Brant6me  describes  Odet  de  Foix,  Seigneur  de  liantroc,  as 
having  "a  haughty  and  forbidding  face,  .  .  .  intrinsically, 
and  also  owing  to  the  great  wounds  and  scars  on  his  ftyce 
which  he  had  received  at  the  Battle  of  Kavenna  (most 
honoorable  marks,  nevertheless)  whilst  defending  as  much 
as  he  was  able,  both  with  voice  and  sword,  M.  de  Nemouis, 
his  consin,  crying  oat, '  Ah,  sirs,  do  not  kill  him !  it  is  our 
general,  and  your  queen's  brother,  who  will  give  you  good 
ransom Bat  they  dispatched  him  for  all  that,  and  gave 
M.  de  Laatreq  so  many  blows  that  they  left  him  on  lAie 
field  as  one  dead.*'  • 

It  is  satisfactory  to  know  that  the  braye  champion  was 

Eicked  up  by  the  Doke  and  Duchess  of  Ferrara,  who 
andaged  his  wounds  so  carefiolly  (n  eurieuaemetUi  that  **he 
lived  to  fight-— and  die — ^another  day  ".

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The  historians  Davila  ^  and  De  Thou  -  both  state  that  the 
c^alliuit  captain  built  the  Castle  of  Coutras,  but  Brantdme 
hM  carious  tittle  story  which  transforms  the  gay  di&teau 
into  a 

Mausoleum. 

"  There  was  once  upon  a  time/'  he  says,  **  a  Bishop  of 
TTarfoes,  for  whom  M.  de  Iiantrec  had  obtained  the  bishopric 
of  that  ilk ;  who  governed  him,  and  too  much  so,  for  all  the 
afEaira  ^e  general  concerning  the  Duchy  of  Idilan  passed 
through  his  lumds,  and  he  did  naught  there  of  any  good. 
He  was  by  name  Manaud,  and  he,  not  being  able  to  recorer 
his  master  and  bene&ctor's  bones,  nor  raise  to  him  a 
superb  tomb,  did,  at  his  own  cost  and  expense,  build  and 
complete  this  beaatifnl  house  of  CoutraSi  which  had  only 
leaened  the  foondations  thereof  when  its  master  died  ;  and, 
continuing  the  design,  he  finished  it  beautiful  as  it  is  now, 
so  that  one  can  say  it  is  the  finest  in  France."  * 

It  seems  scarcely  credible  that  a  bishop,  however  grateful, 
should  have  finished  the  house  when  the  widow,  Charlotte 
d'Albret,  and  her  daughter  Claude  were  alive.  Perhaps  he 
favoured  her  with  advice  and  money.  Be  this  as  it  may, 
the  '*  Memorial  Chateau  "  descended  to  Claude  de  Foix,  her 
father's  heir,  to  retain  or  dispose  of  at  will.  After  the  death 
of  her  tirst  husband,  Guy  XVI.,  Cointe  de  Laval,  she  sold 
both  Coutras  and  Fronsac  to  Jacques  d'Albon,  Marechal  de 
Saint-Andr^,  Knight  of  the  Order  of  St.  Michael,  and  of  that 
■of  the  Garter.    This  was  about  the  year  1550.

The  bishop's  platitude  and  ener^jy  sink  into  oblivion 
before  the  archit(  ctural  celebrity  of  the  new  owuer  and  the 
brilliancy  of  his  fame.

tnoas  Court,  came  in  1550  to  his  new  possessions,  bnngisf? 
with  him  his  young  wife,  Margaerite  de  Lustrac,  agei 
twenty-three,  and  their  little  daughter,  Catherine  d'Albon. 
only  four  years  old,  over  whom  as  yet  brooded  no  shadow  ci 
the  awful  death  by  that  same  mother's  hand.^  They  esme 
hither  from  their  ChAteau  de  Vallery,  in  CNitinais,  near  8eDS» 
whm  they  held  teg9^  Court 

In  those  days.  Marguerite  de  Lustrac,  daughter  of  Antom 
de  Lustrac  and  Francoise  de  Pompadour,  was  oonsideEed  s 
pattern  of  beauty  and  sweetness,  although  jealous  whispen 
eTen  then  breathed  less  £ftyourable  reports  ol  her  character. 

The  Sieur  de  Billon,  in  his  book  entitled  Le  Fart  Im- 
pugnabU  de  VHonnmr  du  Sexe  FenUnin,  calls  her  tbe 
**  Marguerite  de  douceur 

On  tibe  other  hand,  her  detractors  said  that  the  splendoor 
and  eztravaganoe  ol  the  Saint-Andr^  was  immense,  Ail 
she  reigned  like  a  queen  amongst  her  ladie8-in-waitui|» 
was  received  as  one  on  her  travels,  and  that  she  eves 
scandalised  the  lax  morals  of  that  indulgent  age  by  btf 
pride  and  ostentation. 

Whilst  the  castle  was  in  course  of  construction^  Henri  II.. 
King  of  France,  erected  the  Viscounty  into  a  County,  an^ 
four  years  afterwards  into  a  Marquisate,  to  give  pleasure  to 
the  Marshal,  his  favourite. 

But  the  &vour  of  kings  is  proverbially  uncertain.  Tbe 
Marshal  incurred  the  monarch's  displeasure,  and  the  couple 
retired  to  Coutras  in  disgrace. 

A  few  years  later  they  again  sought  the  friendly  protectioo 
of  the  ch&teau  walls,  not  only  from  Catherine  de  Medici, 
but  from  the  host  of  creditors  who  were  dunning  them. 

According  to  De  Thou,'  Jacques  d'Albon,  having  bougbt 
the  castle,  enlarged  it  and  ornamented  it  with  gazdena 
ornamental  water  and  sandpits  {$ahlonmhre$y  Theae  sand- 
pits were  in  all  probability  for  rabbit-coursing.  He  loved 
the  house  and  grounds,  and  was  there  in  the  years  1559  and 
1560,  at  the  time  when  (according  to  their  enemies)  the 
Huguenots  provoked  hostilities  at  Coutras  and  Liboume.

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Two  years  later,  the  Marechal  de  Saint-Andr^  was  killed 
at  the  Battle  of  Dreox,  and  six  years  after  his  widow 
married  Geofifroy  de  Cauniont,  on  the  16th  Octoher,  1568. 

Marguerite  de  Lnstrac  had  employed  her  six  years  of 
widowhood  in  laying  ineffectual  sic^e  to  the  heart  of  the 
Prince  de  Cond6,  he  heing  only  thirty-three  (although  the 
father  of  seven  children)  and  she  two  years  his  senior.  For 
his  sake  she  became  a  Huguenot,  and,  freed  hy  death  of  the 
true  heir  to  all  her  late  husband's  property  {i.e.,  Catherine 
d'Albon),  slie  would  have  laid  at  Conde's  feet  all  her  im- 
mense wealth,  including  the  Marquisate  of  Fronsac  with  its 
Gh&teau  at  Contras. 

Condr  dec  lined  her  heart,  but  magnanimously  accepted 
the  lands  of  Vallery,  with  its  title  of  Count,  its  castle  and 
snmptuous  furniture. 

8^  beautiful,  rich  and  celebrated,  Marguerite  de  Lustrac 
married  in  Geol&oy  de  Caumont  a  man  whom  Brant6me 
qualifies  as  the  very  opposite  of  her  first  husband,  who  was 
handsome  and  valiant.  The  ex-Abbe  of  Clairac  seems  to 
have  been  esteemed  by  neither  friend  nor  foe.  Althoufrh  of 
the  Hu«,aienot  party,  he  made  no  common  cause  with  tlieni, 
and  followed  Jeanne  d'Albret  and  her  son  to  the  Court  of 
Charles  IX.^ 

In  1574  Margnerite  de  Lnstrac  was  again  a  widow,  and 
again  through  violence.  (jeotlVoy  de  Caumont  was  killed 
with  poisonous  mushrooms,  leaving'  his  widow  with  a  little 
son,  Jean,  Marquis  of  l^'ronsac,  and  on  the  pomt  of  iriving 
birth  to  a  cliild.  This  child,  Anne  de  Caumont,  became  on 
the  death  of  her  young  brother,  Marquise  de  I'ronsac,  and 
lieh-  to  all  the  estates,  by  possession  ;  hut  hy  rij^^lit  of  will 
they  w^ere  claimed  hy  her  first  cousin,  Jacques  Xompar, 
afterwards  the  celehinted  Due  de  la  Force. 

The  widowed  Marguerite  de  Tjustrac  belonged  to  the 
Court  of  Catherine  de  Medici,  who  a}>pears  to  have  invaded 
the  chateau  with  all  her  train  of  ladies  of  the  blood  n;yal 
and  the  haute  fwblesse. 

The  queen  dowagc^r  sweeps  tluough  the  halls  in  her  large- 
sleeved  robe  of  cloth  of  silver,  lined  with  lynx  fur.  Always 
superbly  dressed,  tall  and  himdsome,  and  of  great  majesty, 
she  charms  the  court  witli  her  gay  and  pleasant  humour,  and 
urges  them  on  to  all  the  pleasures  of  the  chase. 

Under  her  hood  with  its  border  of  great  pearls,  Catherine's

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face  looks  out  astute  and  white  and  self-contained,  while 
her  hands,  noted  for  their  whiteness  and  shapeliness,  gleam 
out  from  the  folds  of  her  sleeves. 

The  Catherine  who  lords  it  in  the  halls  of  Coutras  is  not 
to  he  recognised  as  the  Catherine  who  hut  a  short  time  back 
planned  and  carried  out  the  Massacre  of  St.  Bartholomew. 
Brantome  is  a  true  courtier.  All  that  is  royal  is  excellent. 
"  Her  court/*  says  he,  was  an  earthly  pa^radise,  and  the 
school  of  all  courtesy  and  virtue"  C'un  vray  paradis  da 
monde,  et  escole  de  toute  honnestete,  de  vertu/*  etc.).^ 

More  than  300  ladies  sweUed  her  train  and  accompanied 
her  everywhere,  so  that  the  ChAteau  de  Coutras  must  needs 
have  had  considerable  room  to  accommodate  them  all. 

Through  its  vast  courtyard  and  banqueting  haUs  passed — 
to  mention  only  a  few  names — ^Elizabeth  of  France,  after- 
wards Queen  of  Spain  ;  Madame  Claude,  afterwards  Duchess 
of  Lorraine  ;  Madame  Marguerite,  afterwards  Queen  of 
Navarre  ;  and,  perchance,  even  Mary  Stuart,  '*  reyne 
dauphine,"  gleamed  like  a  fair  vision  in  the  new  and  lordly 
castle.  With  this  "  bevv  of  fair  women,"  came  ^ileonoie  de 
Roye,  Pnncesse  de  Conde,  one  of  the  few  holy  women  in 
that  frivolous  train ;  Madame  la  Marechale  de  Brissac,  of  the 
Norman  House  of  Estelan;  also  Madame  d'Andelot  (Charlotte 
de  Laval),  another  rare  saint,  and  last,  but  certainly  not 
least  in  her  own  estimation.  Marguerite  de  Lustrac,  owner 
of  the  castle. 

A  few  years  later  the  younger  genei*ation  of  fair  daughters 
is  springing  up,  and  the  Court  at  Coutras  grows  more  and 
more  frivolous,  and  certainly  far  from  being  a  school  of 

virtue. 

There  are  the  demoiselles  de  Rohan,  Sourdis,  Bourdeille, 
Limeuil  (worst  of  women,  fairest  of  the  beauties,  and 
Marguerite  de  Lustrac's  vnctorious  rival  for  Conde  s  heart), 
and  with  them  Davilii,  the  young  Cypriot,  escaped  from  the 
sack  of  Cyprus,  and  sister  to  the  liistorian.  Then  the  sisters 
d'Estrees,  Ga})rielle  and  Diane,  the  former  possibly  already 
castiuLT  ])erilotis  darts  from  her  lovely  eyes  towards  young 
Henry  of  Navarre;  Mademoiselle  de  Guise  "  fraischement 
eslevee,  tres-helle  et  honneste  princesse,"  and  Mademoiselle 
de  Longueville,  the  elder,  "  of  Hke  virtue 

The  mothers  of  all  these  damsels  accompanied  the  queen, 
but  in  the  alleys  and  groves,  and  in  the  retired  nooks  of

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Contras  Park»  bat  little  sapervisioQ  was  probably  exercised 

or  solicited. 

Catherine  de  Medici  treats  the  castle  as  her  own  property. 
Henry  of  Navarre,  after  some  skirmishes  in  the  vicinity  of 
Coatras,  accepted  one  of  the  ephemeral  truces  with  the 
**]jeagiie"  in  the  month  of  September,  1577.  To  prove 
their  sincerity,  the  prince,  then  twenty-five,  and  married 
since  the  fatal  year  of  the  Massacre,  demanded  his  wife  from 
the  Court  of  France  by  the  hand  of  Monsieur  de  Duras. 

After  much  8hiily-shallyin<:j,  the  request  was  comphed 
with,  and  Catherine  de  Medici  left  Paris  with  her  daughter 
MargiuMite  and  a  gay  train  of  ladies  and  courtiers  for  Gas- 
conv,  which  to  them  seemed  a  distant  and  unfashionable 
province.  They  started  on  the  2nd  August,  1576,  and  the 
Court  was  left  lamenting. 

"  The  Court  is  vridowed  of  lier  beauty,"  they  cried — 

"  The  Court  i«  very  dark,  its  sun  is  lost  ! 

How  (lark  it  is  at  Court,  the  torolies  are  gone  out 

All  ia  over !  the  Court  and  France  have  lost  the  lovehest  blossoin  froui 
their  ehaplet"* 

With  them  went  the  l^rincc  de  Montpensier,  his  son 
the  Cardinal  de  Bourbon,  Paul  de  Foix,  La  Mothe-Fenelon 
and  I'lbrac,  and  besides  these  the  J)uchesse  de  Montpensier, 
tilt  1  )uches8e  d'Uz(l-r,  Madame  de  Sauve,  also  the  maids  «if 
h<  -nour,  Bazerne,  Davila.  the  Cypriot  (ealled  at  times  Dayelle), 
1>  Aquaviva,  Tie  R.  hours  and  Fran^oise  de  Montmorency- 
Fosseuse,  of  ill  re|)nte. 

"The  arrival,  "  says  the  Viscount  Charles  de  la  Hitte,  *'  of 
the  two  queens  and  their  .s//./7r  transformed  the  Court  of  the 
Kin«^  of  Navarre  into  a  veritable  'Court  of  Love'.  Every 
moment  was  passed  in  ^^ann  s,  festivities,  halls,  and  «:;allantries 
of  ail  sorts.  The  Queen-motlirr  arrived  with  that  bevy  of 
young  women,  elegant  and  co<juettish  in  the  extreme,  which 
had  been  nicknamed  the  *  flyin^;  squadron '  because  she  had, 
as  it  were,  enlisted  them,  and  taken  them  everywhere  with 
her  to  further  by  their  seductions  the  resources  of  lier 
diplomacy.***

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INIarguerite  de  Navarre,  young,  ^;ay  and  flif^hty,  fasci- 
nated every  one  save  her  husl)and  and  mother-in-law.  It 
is  ainusin*^  to  conii)aie  Jeanne  d'Albret's  criticisms  with 
Brantome's  extravagant  praise. 

The  former  writes  to  her  son  before  he  has  seen  his  bride- 
elect  that  Marguerite  has  a  beautiful  li<,nu'e,  hut  *'pinclied" 
extremely.  As  to  her  face,  she  so  covered  it  up  with  powder 
and  paint  that  it  was  (juite  spoilt. 

The  truth  was,  that  Marj^uerite,  of  wliose  marble  whiteness 
of  skin  all  the  courtiers  raved,  was  afflicted  w'ith  erysipelas, 
a  secret  which  has  been  betrayed  by  letters  to  "  Sybille," 
Jier  most  confidential  friend,  wherein  she  continually  be^'s 
her  to  send  her  the  receipt  for  the  "  wash  "  which  did  her  su 
much  good,  but  to  be  careful  not  to  send  the  kind  she  had 
previously  sent,  for  it  had  turned  green  upon  her  face!* 

Marguerite  had  prominent  eyes  like  Catherine  de  Medici, 
full  cheeks,  upper  Up  fine,  the  lower  pendant.  She  was 
of  middle  height,  with  little  feet.  This  is  the  prosaic 
description. 

Listen  to  the  courtier's ! 

"Her  features  are  beautiful,  her  eyes  so  limpid  and 
charming  that  there  can  be  found  no  fault  in  them ;  and 
this  beautiful  face  crowns  a  body  of  the  most  superb  pro- 
portions ever  seen,  and  therewith  she  has  the  carriage  of 
a  goddess,  and  a  grave  majesty."  In  her  "  robe  of  cloth  of 
silver,  with  hanging  sleeves,  and  on  her  head  a  white  veil, 
neither  too  long  nor  too  short,  she  was  of  such  beauteous 
majest}'  and  such  good  grace,  that  she  was  rather  a  celestial 
goddess  than  a  terrestrial  queen  **.  Her  hair  was  black,  but 
she  preferred  wearing  elegant  and  becoming  wigs.^

Henrv  <>f  Navarre  however  did  not  see  wnth  Brantome's 
eyes,  but  more  with  his  mother's,  and  the  four  years,  1578- 
82,  which  he  and  Marguerite  spent  together  m  Gascouy 
were  ill  spent  by  both. 

Catherine  de  Medici  returned  to  Court,  and  the  King  and 
Queen  of  Navarre  were  continually  at  one  place  or  another 
in  (xascony  and  Bearn. 

Coutras  opens  to  them  its  spacious  halls.    In  sweeps  the

bakers,  the  wine  merchants,  the  fruiterers,  and  all  the 
purveyor:^  to  his  royal  majesty  are  on  the  alert  to  make 
' '  hay  ^vhile  the  sun  shines**.  The  stables  have  been  put  in 
fresh  order  for  the  horses  of  the  kin^  and  his  ^'allant  gentle- 
men ;  hay  and  oats  ordered  for  them,  straw  for  the  bedding, 
oil  f«  »r  rubbing  up  the  harness,  wood  for  firing. 

The  forage  purveyor  had  preceded  his  majesty  aud  ordered 
in  stacks  of  wood  and  fagots  for  the  kitchen  fire. 

The  major-domo  carried  his  ledgers  with  him  and  labori- 
ously entered  into  them  every  item  of  the  expenses.  He 
could  have  had  no  time  to  wander  in  the  shady  alleys. 

It  ^^;ls  tlie  month  of  July,  1580,  the  first  of  the  month 
and  a  I'nday.  The  band  of  Huguenot  i^entlemen  certainly 
d\d  not  do  "  maigre,"  whatever  Marguerite  as  a  good 
(  atholic  may  have  done.  They  consumed  &2  dozen  roils; 
4s  lb.  of  veal,  70  lb.  mutton,  li)  chickens,  1  turkey,  12  lb. 
i>acon,  etc.,  etc.,  besides  eels  and  cod  (probably  lor  the  queen 
who  fasted). 

To  illumine  the  banquet,  (3  lb.  of  candles  were  ordered; 
and  for  the  cheering  of  the  gay  company  numberless 
barrels  of  white  wine  were  broached.  The  Court  drank 
nothing  but  white  wme,  chieHy  from  the  vineyards  of 
Juran9on,  a  suburb  of  Pau.^ 

The  king  went  hither  and  thither  that  summer;  his  wife 
possibly  may  have  stayed  at  Coutras  for  longer  periods,  for 
she  writes  frequently  from  the  chateau.  Summer  went  and 
winter  came  and  Marguerite  must  have  been  thankful,  in 
spite  of  her  own  errors,  to  be  able  to  hide  her  growing 
mifleiy  and  ill-treatment  in  the  beautiful  castle. 

She  spent  the  whole  month  of  December  there,  and  in 
January  her  gay  spouse  rode  in  again. 

There  was  a  grand  dinner  on  New  Year's  Day,  a  Sundav, 
1581.  The  baker  sent  in  50  dozen  rolls  (or  loaves?),  72  lb, 
of  beef,  115  lb.  of  fresh  pork,  1G4  lb.  of  mutton,  31  capons, 
12  rabbits,  etc.,  etc.,  and  the  feasting  was  continued  on  the 
following  days.  On^  Monday,  the  2nd,  in  additu)n  they  had 
a  pigeon  pasty,  2  pigs,  20  capons,  16  chickens,  4  chine  of 
pock,  39  lb.  of  bacon,  and  only  19  lb.  of  mutton. 

They  burnt  7  lb.  of  candles  and  a  great  deal  of  wood  in 
the  wintry  weaker,  and  drank  largely  of  white  wina

illegible  hand  and  his  Hfjures  are  undecipherable. 

Besides  the  usual  large  amounts  of  beef,  mutton  and 
bacon,  the  court  consumed  a  fat  capon,  a  hare,  '20  ordinary 
capoFis,  '2  pullets,  a  chicken,  3  partridges  aud  other  game; 
2  ox-feet,  pcjssibly  for  soup-meat. 

The  pastry  cook  {^astrioiis)  was  especially  paid  for  a  bare 
pasty.  ^ 

The  expenditure  on  white  wine  waf?  considerable,  and  the 
items  were  kept  in  a  separate  ledger  (11  (>()). 

On  the  following  Monday,  the  9th  of  January,  the  ubiqui- 
tous king  rode  off  with  his  train  to  Castillon,  to  return, 
however,  later  to  meet  his  royal  cousin  Henri  III.,  who 
came  to  Coutras  to  discuss  affairs  relative  to  the  Protestants. 

On  the  '2oth  of  April  ^faiguerite  writes  from  Coutras  to 
her  mother  *'  la  Koine,  ma  dame  et  mere,"  by  the  hand  of  one 
Kene,  to  assure  her  of  her  "obedience  "  and  to  say  that  her 
brother  (the  king)  would  leave  Coutras  in  a  couple  of  days. 

She  writes  again  the  next  day  by  one  Seguier  and  expresses 
the  desire  she  has  to  kiss  her  mother's  hand,  and  hopes  that 
when  peace  is  made  her  hnsbaiid  will  let  her  do  so. 

Henri  III.  left  Coatras  on  the  27th  April,  1581,  and  we 
can  see  the  strain  of  sadness  which  his  absence  cansed  to 
his  sister. 

As  for  the  King  of  Navarre,  he  enjoyed  both  his  fighting 
and  his  amusements,  and  changed  from  one  to  the  other 
with  the  same  light-hearted  spirit. 

In  the  month  of  August  of  the  next  year,  1582,  the  Coun- 
cillor and  Treasurer-General  of  his  Majesty's  household, 
Maltre  Julian  Malet  presents  his  Lord  the  King  (Seigneur 
Boy)  with  a  bill  for  ninety-fiye  crowns,  forty-six  to  fifty 
livres.* 

There  are  eight  entries  for  the  month  of  August,  aU  the 
items  being  for  the  king's  "  pocket-money"  (m^nus-plaisira) 
and  for  his  journey  to  Pan.  The  journey  to  Pan,  including 
money  in  his  royal  pocket  to  amuse  himself,  cost  100  crowns.

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The  rest  was  expended  at  Coutras  in  the  Base-court,  where 
be  wiled  away  his  time  playing  at  "la  paume "  with  the 
gentlemen  of  his  suite.' 

Tliis  f^jame,  which  he  may  have  introduced  into  tht-  castle 
fjronnds,  was  one  which  Henri  IV.  loved  and  practised  in 
his  park  at  Pan.  Tt  is  a  species  of  tt^nnis  played  with  the 
hand,  the  hall  heinfj  propelled  from  one  anta^^onist  to  the 
other  by  means  of  a  leather  strap  fastened  on  the  pahii  of 
the  hand.  The  game  was  played  for  money  and  the  stakes 
were  hi<?h. 

The  kin^''s  trentleman  in  waitinj^  whilst  at  Coutras  in 
1080  was  Nicolas  de  Ko<iuefort,  Sieur  de  J>astanes,  and  the 
queen's,  Joachim  de  Saint  (ieorges.  Chevalier  de  Tordre  du 
Koi,  Seij^nieur  de  Verac.  Uaron  de  Couhe,  son  of  Gabriel  de 
St.  Georges  and  of  Anne  d  Oyron. 

Marguerite  vanishes  from  Coutras,  and  silence  falls  upon 
the  castle,  till  the  clash  of  arms  awakes  it,  till  the  bombs 
fall  on  its  roofs  and  alleys,  till  Huguenots  and  Catholics 
again  meet  beneath  its  shelter  as  victors  and  vanquished. 

Battle  of  Coutras. 

Neither  the  visit  of  Henri  111.  to  the  Castle  of  Coutras 
nor  his  interviews  with  the  King  of  Navarre  had  any  bene- 
ficial result  for  the  Protestant  ]>arty. 

The  Ij€(i[jue  again  raised  its  head,  and  the  King  of  France 
threw  in  his  fortunes  with  its  partisans. 

One  of  his  favourites,  Anne.  Due  de  Joyeuse,  Atlmiral  of 
France,  advanced  with  an  army,  consisting  of  the  flower  of 
the  Catholic  nohility,  to  har  the  passage  of  the  "  Ijt'arnaiR 

Henry  of  Navarre  and  his  troops  occupied  on  the  night  of 
the  lUih  of  October.  I5s7,  the  castle  and  town  of  Coutras, 
the  neighbouring  villages  and  the  wide  Warren  round  and 
beyond  the  castle.

The  paper  is  sealed  with  the  arms  of  hearn  and  Navarre  ;  the  sealiug-wax 
is  applied  to  the  docnment,  and  over  it  a  loeongc-sliapcd  piece  of  paper ;  the 
leal  is  stamped  on  thli|4eee  of  paper  so  that  the  impression  is  on  the  paper 
aod  not  on  the  wax.   The  paper  is  then  folded  down  like  an  envelope.

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They  had  been  there,  as  is  proved  by  the  register  of  the 
"  kind's  military  expenses  "  (B.  2,886),  since  the  4th  October. 

With  the  king  were  Saint  Gelais,  Panjas,  Vivans,  Mesmes, 
Castekiau,  Madailhan,  Yignoles,  Parab^re,  all  noted  leaders 
of  the  Huguenot  part^. 

Their  pastor  Chandieu  ministered  to  them  and  stirred  up 
their  zeal,  having  promised  the  Kiu^  of  Navarre  that  God 
would  give  them  the  victory ;  he,  the  king,  bavin done 
public  penance  for  one  of  his  numerous  sins  and  having 
humbly  acknowledged  his  sin  before  God. 

Having  thus  his  conscience  absolved  on  one  score,  Henry 
of  Navarre  looked  forward  with  confidence  to  the  issue  of 
the  battle.  Strange  piety !  to  be  shriven  for  one  sin,  and 
to  eonfidently  huj?  another;  to  reject  Esther  Im))ert  at  La 
lioclielle  and  to  tight  and  win  bis  battle  for  fair  Corisande 
at  Pan.  Be  it  as  it  may,  these  men,  in  whom  strong  faith 
and  lax  morality  went  usually  hand  in  hand,  woke  on  that 
autumn  morning,'  in  firm  confidence  in  the  Lord  of  Hosts, 
and  Henry,  ere  he  left  the  castle,  called  his  favourite 
minist«^r,  his  bold  nnd  uiici»urtierlike  friend,  and  chose  the 
twelfth  verse  of  the  one  hundred  and  ei<?hteenth  Psalm  for 
their  battle  song  (a  version  ad  libitum  of  verse  24  IL  of 
Ps.  cxviii.,  Prayer-book  version) : —

The  famous  battle  was  fought,  and  victoij  remained  with 
the  Huguenots.  The  Due  de  Joyeuse  and  his  brother  Claude 
de  Saint-Sauveur  were  amongst  the  slain.  The  former 
might  have  survived  save  for  the  treachery  of  an  opponent, 
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&  Lac,  who  basely  killed  him  while  Joyeuse  was  tenderiDg 
his  sword  to  a  Huguenot  officer. 

Great  was  Henry's  grief  on  hearing  of  the  dastardly  deed. 
He  ordered  a  party  to  search  for  the  bodies  of  the  noble 
brothers ;  and,  when  tbey  were  discovered  under  heaps  of 
corpses,  they  were  carried  into  the  chateau,  where,  in  the 
j^reat  hall  opening  on  to  the  quadrangle,  the  bodies  were 
laid  on  a  table  and  covered  with  a  sheet. 

In  the  same  chamber  the  king's  supper  was  spread,  await- 
in  i:  his  return  from  the  field  of  battle.  There,  after  routing 
the  cjieinv,  Menrv  rendered  tbanks  to  God,  and  saw  that  the 
d*  ad  were  buried  and  the  wounded  carried  carefully  to  a 
place  of  safety.  Then,  passing  the  |)risoner^  in  review,  and 
spoakuig  "most  obligingly"  to  them,  he  gave  orders  that 
th«*  enemy's  camp  should  be  burnt,  and  returned  to  th'' 
castle. 

Ahno^t  the  tirst  thing  on  which  bis  eye  rested  were  »iie 
silent,  rigid  figures  with  the  white  pall  drawn  from  the  hand- 
some young  faces,  and  tlie  hall  crowded  with  careless  or 
syni])athetic  onlookers,  gazing  down  on  them. 

'ri:e  prince  recoiled  in  horror,  and  refusing  to  sup  in  the 
awful  presence  of  death  retreated  to  the  hall  above,  where 
he  ordered  his  meal  to  be  served. 

[It  seems  cruel  to  descend  from  pathos  to  bathos,  but 
Henry  was  nigh  going  to  bed  supperless,  for  one  of  the 
bombs  of  the  Due  de  Joyeuse's  army  fell  in  the  castle  kitchen 
and  nearly  blew  up  the  cook.  He  was  granted  a  compensa- 
tion of  twenty  crowns  for  his  injuries,  ...  a  year  after ! 
(B.  126.)] 

During  the  repast  prisoners  were  brought  to  the  prince 
from  all  parts,  and  the  soldiers  hastened  to  ofifier  him  the 
banners  they  had  taken — twenty-two  regimental  banners, 
besides  others. 

Courtiers,  prisoners,  men-at-arms  thronged  round  the  king, 
who  receiyed  them  all  with  the  gay  kindliness  and  absence 
of  pride  which  endeared  him  to  alL 

uhandieu,  who  was  standing  a  silent  spectator  of  the 
victory  he  had  foretold,  whispered  to  some  of  the  nobles  in 
attendance : — 

"Happy  and  truly  favoured  by  Heaven  is  the  prince  who 
can  see  his  enemies  humbled  beneath  his  feet  by  the  hand 
of  God,  his  table  surrounded  by  the  prisoners  he  has  taken, 
his  chamber  tapestried  with  the  standards  of  those  whom 
he  has  conquered,  and  who,  without  growing  prouder  or 
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vainer,  knows  how  to  keep  in  the  midst  of  the  <^reatest 
victories  the  same  firmness  which  he  shows  in  the  most  un- 
locked for  reverses  of  fortune 

The  eventful  day  at  last  drew  to  a  close.  The  wounded 
fell  int<i  a  tronl)le(l  slt'ep.  and  in  the  "^reat  hall  the  silence  of 
death  seemed  to  throb  and  puNatt^  in  the  darkness. 

Did  Henry  dream  that  ni^ht  of  Corisande  wanderin<,'  under 
the  threat  elms  and  heeelu  s  of  the  royal  juirk  at  Pan,  with 
the  river  «;h'aininj^^  upwaid  throuj^h  tlu*  trees  ;  or  did  the 
faces  of  the  di^id  youths  heneath  sadden  the  joy  of  that 
**  heureuse  journee  "  ? 

Thk  Morrow. 

Morning  dawned  on  tlu*  castle,  with  more  vigorous  life 
for  some,  and  sad  duties  for  othei*s.  The  Sieur  Maron. 
secretary  to  the  duke,  aided  by  the  Vicomte  de  Turenne, 
kinsman  to  the  brothers  De  Joyeuse,  laid  the  l)odies  in  a 
h.aden  cotiiu  in  order  to  convey  them  to  Paris  for  honourable 
burial. 

The  secretary  rec  i'ivcd  100  crowns  for  the  conveyance  of 
the  same  from  Kmt,'  Henry  of  Navarre. 

But  ere  the  melancholv  cortege  wended  its  wav  from  tho 
castle  <,^aies  Henry  was  galloping  oil*  ])(>st  liaste  to  Vnu  with 
the  ele^^ant  Ccmte  de  Soissons.  his  si>t(^r  C'atheiine's  Inver, 
to  lay  his  banners  at  the  ieet  of  the  U  autilul  Coiisande,  ami 
smi  liimself  in  her  smiles  iiistead  of  followin;^  up  his  N  ietoiy. 

Though  the  two  and  twenty  and  more  banners  gaily  waved 
in  the  breeze  as  they  were  l)orne  southwards  to  the  Bearnais 
capital  in  the  train  of  tlie  king,  yet  the  army  continued  to 
occupy  Coulras  until  the  4th  November  of  the  same  year 
(B.  'i.lSiSi')),  during  which  time  tlie  king  paid  out  in  grants  of 
money  to  the  wounded  olViC(>i  s,  and  to  prisoners,  in  order  to 
pernnt  them  to  reiuni  to  their  homes,  the  sum  of  1,446 
crowns  (signed  by  the  kujg  at  Nt  rac,  on  the  14tli  Dec, 
1587). 

Even  the  poor  were  remembered  by  le  bon  roi,  "  although 
the  relief  might  sometimes  be  long  in  coming.  Twenty 
crowns  were  granted  to  "  Kenee  Gautier,  a  poor  woman, 
widow  of  the  late  Matthew  Chevallier,  who  was  killed  at 
the  battle  of  Coutras  " — the  poor  suppliant  was  very  desti- 
tute.   She  received  relief  on  the  Idth  June,  1588  (B.  2,987).

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In  consequence  of  the  teinporary  inertness  of  Heiir\  of 
Navarie  the  League  again  raised  its  liead,  and  the  Guises, 
having  partisans  at  Coutras,  and  even  more  enemies,  stirred 
u]^  nt'W  trouhles  in  that  town.  A  company  of  l^oman  Catho- 
lic cavalry  garrisoned  the  place,  and  kept  l)otii  parties  for  a 
time  in  check,  but  at  last  the  minds  of  all  were  so  exasperated 
that  trays  broke  out  between  the  citizens,  in  one  of  which 
an  inhabitant  named  Jean  Ferchat  was  killed  by  Moria,  son 
of  Arnaud  Morin,  on  the  open  square^  before  the  castle. 

Another  time  the  Huguenots,  in  ambush  behind  the  House 
of  the  Chestnut  Trees  {Les  C/idtaigniers),  killed  a  soldier 
called  Bonatix.^ 

The  Pbot£STANT  Hei&ess  of  Coutaas. 
Thus,  while  Henry  of  Navarre  was  fighting  the  League  at 


being  tossed  from  hand  to  hand  without  peace  or  happiness. 

On  the  death  of  her  elder  brother  Jean  in  1579,  at  the  age 
of  nine,  Anne  de  Caumont  had  become  Marquise  de  Fronsac 
and  possessor  of  Caumont,  Tonneins  -  Dessus,  Fauillet, 
Castelmoron,  Goudourville,  Castelnau-les-Milandes,  Fronsac 
and  Coutras  ;  to  all  of  which  towns  her  first  cousin,  Jacques- 
Nompar  de  Caumont  had  laid  claim. 

Only  five  years  old  at  the  time,  the  child  was  placed 
under  the  tutelage  of  her  father  Geoffroy's  first  cousin,  /.e., 
Jean  des  Cars  (or  d'Escars),  Seigneur  de  La  Vauguyon,  son 
of  Fran(^oi8  d'Escars  and  Isabeau  de  Bourbon-Carcncy. 
The  Sei^nieur  dt'  La  \  au^^uyon  no  sooner  learnt  the  death  of 
the  heir  of  the  C'aumonts  tiian  hu  nicdilaled  a  marriatre  for 
his  son,  Claude  des  Cars,  Prince  de  (  arency,  with  tlie  Utile 
Protestant  heiress,  Anne,  Lady  of  Coutras  and  other  phices. 

As  usual  it  was  a  party  question.  La  \ 'au«4uyon  was  tor 
the  Koyal  and  ('atht)lic  side  :  Marj^^Ui-rite  de  Lustrac,  Anne's 
iiiother,  for  Hfury  of  Xavarrc.  under  whube  buzcraiuty 
UuUiinally  were  her  castles  and  lands. 

In  1580,  while  the  " /^V//v/'n.s- "  was  amusing  himself  at 
Coutras  with  his  regained  wife,  and  w  ith  all  the  pomps  and 
vanities  of  the  Court  of  Catherine  de  Medici,  the  child  was 
living  with  her  mutht  r  at  the  Castle  of  Castelnau  in  IV'rii^ord. 
It  lb  the  spirit  of  the  liuiuau  Catholic  party  to  represeui

all  sides,  and  left  without  a  single  protector,  must  have  felt 
infinitely  forlorn  and  defenceless. 

Anne's  Abduction. 

Full  of  his  prospect  of  a  rich  marriage  for  bis  son,  Anne's 
gnardian,  with  the  king's  coDsent,  went,  accompanied  by 
some  friends,  to  Castelnau  to  propose  for  the  child's  hand. 

It  was  refused. 

Not  a  whit  baltled,  he  promptly  abducted  both  mother  and 
daughter  and  carried  them  off  in  honourable  durance  to 
castle  of  La  Vauguyon,  and  there  celebrated  the  betrothal 
of  the  bride  of  six  to  her  bridegroom  of  fourteen. 

La  Vauguyon  retained  the  little  Lady  of  Coutras  and  dis- 
missed her  mother,  who  immediately  sought  means  to 
annual  the  contract. 

Jean  d'Escars,  in  retaliation,  appn^pnated  every  one  of 
the  ciistles  l)elonging  to  his  ward,  includnig  Coutras. 

Tins  only  threw  Marguerite  de  Lustrae  more  hotly  into 
the  party  of  Henry  of  "Navarre  ;  and  so  successfully  did  she 
light  the  lianie  of  war.  with  Geofifroy  de  Vivant  to  aid  her, 
that  Tja  Vauguyon  lost  all  the  towns  again,  excepting 
Castelnau,  Fronsac  and  Coutras. 

Anne  continued  to  reside  at  the  CastK^  of  La  Vauguyon, 
still  adhering  steadfastly  to  the  religion  of  her  fathers. 

Anne's  Second  Marriage. 

At  twelve  years  old  Anne's  marriage  contract  was  rendered 
still  more  definite  and  binding  by  the  marriage  vows,  but 

the  young  people  concerned  pursued  their  separate  ways. 

A  duel,  provoked  by  Charles  de  Gontaut,  proved  the  truth 
of  the  proverb — "  There  is  many  a  slip  'twixt  the  cup  and 
the  li])/'  for  Claude  de  Carency  was  killed  in  March,  1586. 

This  proved  no  hindrance  to  Jean  d'Escars;  he  trans- 
ferred the  little  Lady  of  Coutras  to  his  second  son  Henri, 
and  without  any  delay  the  cliild  was  contracted  for  the  second 
time,  three  months  after  the  death  of  her  first  husband. 

Marguerite  de  Lustrae,  as  Huguenot  and  mother,  was  ex- 
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asperated,  defyin^^  Church  and  State,  she  sent  Vivant 
with  the  Koman  Gathohc  Due  de  Mayenne  to  demaud  her 
daughter. 

This  thev  did  witli  12,000  men  at  their  back,  and  received 
the  youn^  marchioness,  whom  they  carried  oli"  to  Paris. 
The  duke's  chivah-y  towards  a  forlorn  maiden  was  not  dis- 
interested, for  the  heiress  was  otTered  him  as  a  bride  for  his 
sou,  the  Due  d  Aiguillon,  theu  aged  eight ! 

AnnK  S  AliJl  RATlON. 

This  second  abduction  caused  great  sensation.  The 
Kings  of  Navarre  and  P'rance  were  appealed  to;  Mayenne 
proposed  arbitration.  But  miirht  continued  ri^ht,  and  Anne 
was  placed  under  the  care  of  the  Duchesse  do  Mayenne 
(Henriette  de  Savoie),  and  was  a  prisoner  in  everything  but 
the  name. 

Whilst  Anne  had  been  under  La  Vauguyon's  care,  her 
relifjion  was  jicver  interfered  with. 

But  once  under  tlie  ehar^^e  of  the  Due  de  Mayenne,  a 
quiet  system  of  coercic^n  began.  We  nn^dit  have  coneluded 
as  much,  l)Ut,  in  spite  of  the  assertujus  of  some  Roman 
Catholic  writers,  the  fact  is  continued  by  the  btatemeuts  of 
evtMi  one  of  their  (»wn  party. 

Pere  Hilarion  »le  C'oste  writes:  "The  J)uke  intimated  by 
others  to  bis  dan<rbtei'-in-la  w  (as  be  aU'eadv  called  her)  I  bat 
he  wished  her  to  make  ])rofession  of  the  Catbolie  reb^'ion, 
Konum  and  Aj>ostolic,  and  that  she  sliould  attend  Ma>s. 
.\nd  m  order  tbat  she  sbould  reeeivt-  no  contraiA  ini])res- 
<ions,  he  removed  fiom  h.ei'  lier  ^^ovei  iK -^s  and  those  damsels 
and  waitiufj-maids  wlio  were  not  Catholic.  Altboui^h  the 
Manniise  de  ]''ronsa(;  was  but  a  child,  she  t^rieved  mucli  (eut 
heauC(Hij)  (i'rtniittj)  at  l)einLf  de|>rived  of  her  '  f^ouvernante  * 
and  her  other  domestics  whom  they  })Ut  far  from  her  :  and 
so  it  was  she  went  to  Mass  and  to  sermons  with  the 
Duchesse  de  Mayenne  and  her  eldest  dau;^bter,  Catherine  de 
Lorraine,  afterwards  ])ucliesse  de  Nevers.  Later,  she 
acknowled^^ed  hankly  tbat  in  her  soul  slie  had  changed 
naught  of  her  belief  until  the  time  when  they  wished  her  to 
communicate,  when  she  asked  to  be  given  a  Bible."  *  This 
being  given  her  and  the  passages  marked,  she  studied  the 
sabject,  and  this,  with  exhortations  from  a  priest  attached 
to  her  person,  cuhninated  in  the  "  conversion  "  of  the  help-

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less,  storm-tossed  girl.  In  1587,  the  same  year  as  ibai  of 
the  battle  of  Goatraa,  Anne  made  her  first  Easier  CSqb- 
munion. 

AnN£  S  TUIHD  MAiiRLAOE. 

At  the  age  of  eighteen,  Anne  was  widowed  for  the  aecoad 
time,  withoat  ever  having  been  a  wife,   lliis  left  the  Doe 
de  Mayenne  free  to  arrange  the  long-desired  marriage  of  the  | 
Marchioness  with  his  son  of  thirteen. 

Bat  at  last,  after  ten  years  of  detention,  after  disappoint-  ; 
ments  and  troubles  of  all  kinds,  the  widowed  maid  of 
twenty-one  reiJised  a  veritable  marriage  with  Fran^ 
d*Orl^ns,  Gomte  de  Saint-Pol,  on  the  2nd  Febmaiy,  ISM: 
and  as  his  much-neglected  wife  Anne  reappears  at  her  Castle  j 
of  Gontras  after  long  years  of  an  unhappy  married  life. 

At  Henri  IV.*s  death  in  1610,  Anne  de  Camnoiit  was 
thirty-six  years  of  age,  having  been  married  fifteen  yean, 
and  olessed  with  one  son,  L&nor,  a  boy  of  six,  on  whom 
she  expended  all  the  affection  which  in  her  troubled  and 
bitter  hfe  had  had  no  other  outlet.  Until  the  ^ge  ot  seven, 
L^nor,  the  little  Due  de  Fronsac,  struggled  for  life,  but 
vrith  boyhood  came  health  and  beauty. 

At  that  age  his  face  was  like  his  father's — narrow,  wi A  a 
forehead  promising  much  intelligence,  and  with  eyes  quiet 
and  thoughtful,  so  earnest  as  ahuost  to  presage  his  early 
death.  His  mother  set  such  store  upon  him  that  she  ooaM 
not  trust  him  out  of  her  sight  at  Court  at  the  age  at  whi^ 
most  boys  became  pages. 

PORTBAIT  OF  THE  LiTTLB  DUKB. 

"Hilarion  de  Coste  describes  the  !)oy  as  proudei-  and 
handsomer  than  any  other  of  his  bulli  or  of  his  time.  Skil- 
ful in  bodily  exercise  and  in  all  lie  undertook,  he  showed 
himself  full  of  "  bonne  <^rAce  "  either  on  foot  or  on  hor^e, 
and  owing  to  his  rich  and  fine  figure  he  seemed  older  than 
his  age.  There  never  was  a  more  excellent  combination 
of  majesty  and  sweetness  than  that  which  shone  from  his 
face.  Courteous,  with  noble  and  generous  manners,  he  was 
enthusiastic  for  noble  things,  and  excelled  in  study.^ 

Most  of  Anne  de  Caumont's  married  life  was  spent  at 
Amiens.  Later  the  Comte  de  Saint-Pol  obtained  an  ap- 
pointment at  Orleans,  hut  his  style  of  life  and  his  extiava-  |

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^^aiice  were  fast  alienating  his  wife  from  him,  and  it  ended 

in  a  judicial  sepanition. 

The  rej^asters  at  Coutras  show  that  the  countess  retired 
to  her  beautiful  c  liateau  with  her  son,  now  eleven  years  old, 
and  was  there  with  hiui  until  1G18,  it  not  later,  aud  again 
alone  in  1G22. 

DOMBSTIO  LiFS  AT  GOUTRAS. 

The  mother  and  son  hved  very  quietly,  and  evidtiitly 
interested  themselves  in  the  famous  gardens  and  in  the 
gardener. 

The  o:ay  throngs  of  lords  and  ladies  had  fled,  leaving  only 
their  nauu's  on  the  barks  of  the  trees  and  their  remem- 
brance "  as  that  "of  a  guest  that  tarrieth  but  aday".^  The 
castle  is  purer  without  them,  cleaner  and  quieter. 

ITntil  the  archives  of  the  little  town  emerge  from  the 
silence  and  dust  of  centuries,  we  must  content  ourselves  with 
the  scant  light  w^iich  the  worm-eaten,  faded  registers  shed 
oi\  the  daily  life  of  the  mother  and  son. 

Like  all  great  seigneurs,  they  were  active  in  standing 
sponsors  to  their  subjects.  The  gardener,  Martin  Chougnon, 
was  the  most  favoured. 

On  the  22nd  April.  hilT,  the  countess  was  godmother  to 
the  gardener's  baby.    The  register  runs  us  follows  : —

'      The  sponsors  si;^qi,  and  his  little  lordship  also.    All  the 
Caumonts  sign  alike,  a  high  straggly  hand,  in  the  style 

,   prevalent  then  at  Court. 

The  gardener  did  not  ])rc'sume  t(»  sign  in  the  presence  of 
his  masters,  but  he  had  an  excellent  signature  of  his  own 
when  he  himself  was  standing  sponsor  on  other  occasions. 
At  Hrst  he  signs  in  a  httle  neat  hand,  but  aspires  later  to  a 

I   larger  flourish. 

The  year  previous,  20th  November,  hi  Hi,  the  duke  and 
uuchesb  honoured  Notary  Drouillau  with  their  presence  at 
the  parish  church.

On  the  '2'2nd  January  of  the  next  year,  1617,  they  again 
stood  sponsors.

On  tlie  'Inih  May  the  young  prince  and  his  mother  were 
again  godpriimts  to  a  child,  son  of  N— —  (name  illegibltj 
and  Jaefjueiie  Mussan,  who  received  the  name  of  Leonor^ 
an  honour  wliich  the  other  hoys  did  not  share. 

Jhit  It  is  noticeable  and  pathetic  that  tiie  countess  m  the 
two  I'ases  under  notice  gives  to  the  godchildren  the  name  of 
her  husband,  of  him  wiio  was  tiaunting  at  Court,  and  spend- 
ing on  evil  pleasures  the  money  she  lavislily  sent  hhu  to  pay 
his  debts.  Afterwards,  thougli  separated  from  him  "  de  corps 
et  de  l)iens.''  she  noblv  and  unwisely  lavished  her  '*  troods  " 
upon  him,  and  let  her  heart  cling  to  the  father  of  her  only  child. 

13y  an  entry  of  the  year  lOlS,  we  learn  that  a  Monsieur 
Fran(,'ois  Dor  was  acting  lawyer  {notaire  practicien)  to  the 
young  duke.  These  entries  are  in  the  registers  of  the  lioman 
Catholic  Church  of  St.  Jean  de  Coutras,  and  kept  at  the 
Mairie, 

There  was  a  Protestant  temple  in  the  town  and  a  private 
chapel  in  the  castle,  which  in  the  times  of  Geoffroy  de  Cau- 
mont  and  Marguerite  de  Lustrac  must  have  been  used  for 
Huguenot  worship  ;  in  fact,  the  seigneurs  of  the  reformed 
religion  are  said  to  have  "profaned'*  it,  and  later  the 
Cardinal  de  Kichelieu  (who  became  Due  de  Fronsac)  to  have 
given  it  back  to  holy  worship.  The  historian  (Guinodi^,  I 
think)  errs  a  little  as  to  Kichelieu,  for  Anne  de  Caumout 
spent  many  an  hour  in  prayer  in  the  so-called  profaned 
chapel,  and,  devout  Cathohc  as  she  was,  must  have  restored 
the  chapel  to  Komish  uses. 

The  day  came  only  too  soon  when  she  had  sore  need  ot 
all  the  strength  and  comfort  of  prayer. 
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LAoNOR's  Death. 

Lf'onor  d'Orleans  I'roke  at  last  from  his  mother's  tutelage, 
and  throwintr  off  her  tender  fetters,  asserted  the  claims  of  liis 
manhood  and  his  line:\i:t\  "ITi'  never  ceased,''  savs  old 
Fatlier  Hilarion,  l)e«,^t;m{<  his  father  and  mother  to  send 
him  to  the  kin^^'s  army  during'  the  sie^T  of  ^[(^itaiil'an  in 
]n*21.  The  kin^^  spent  that  winter  in  Paris,  returnm^^  to 
the  army  in  the  sprinj^  of  1(52'2,  after  whieli  I.eonor  was  pt  r- 
raitted  to  follow  his  Majesty  to  the  Isle  de  l\ie,  where  the 
Seii^neur  de  Sonbise  was  defeated."'  Aftei  wards  the  youn^' 
prince  went  with  the  army  to  the  sietje  of  Royan,  and  from 
thence  to  the  town  of  Montpellier,  which  the  Catholic  army 
was  besiei:inj?  under  the  Due  de  ^^ontmorency. 

The  dav  alter  tiie  prince's  ariival  the  ^jarrison  of  the  in- 
vaded l  ity  furiously  attacked  and  repulsed  the  royal  party. 
On  the  kin^r  perceiving  this,  he  ordered  hel])  to  he  sent  them. 
Tlie  duke,  with  ten  or  twelve  nohU  inen.  including  Leonor, 
rushed  to  their  succour,  and  the  latter  fell  in  the  assault. 

Thus  perished,  on  the  3rd  September,  lO'i'i,  at  the  early 
age  of  seventeen,  one  **who  had  already  given  such  proofs 
of  his  generous  nature  and  excellent  qualities  that  he  gave 
promise  of  soon  being  capable  of  commanding  an  army  ".'^ 

With  him  ended  the  famous  hne  of  the  Orl^ans-Longue- 
ville,  Comtes  de  Saint-Pol. 

A  Mother's  Mourning. 

The  desolate  mother  was  at  her  cbAteau  at  Contras  when 
the  news  reached  her.  According  to  her  custom  of  many 
years  (we  learn  from  a  servant  who  was  with  her  thirty 
years),  Anne  de  Caumont  was  awoke  at  seven  on  that  event- 
ful morning.  Then  closing  the  curtains  of  her  bed.  her 
women  left  her  to  commune  with  God,  for  the  space  of  about 
a  quarter  of  an  liour. 

Then  having  risen,  she  entered  into  In  r  oratory  and  re- 
mained there  until  ten  o'clock,  not  sutteiing  herself  to  l)e 
im»'rrui)ted  save  for  something  of  great  nnportance  which 
could  not  be  delayed,  or  to  speak  to  ])ersons  of  such  liigh 
rank  that  they  could  not  be  dismissed  without  incivility. 
At  ten  o'clock  she  left  the  oratory  and  dressed,  simply  and 
modestly,  as  was  her  wont,  without  much  jewellery,  her

fond,! 

It  must  have  been  either  about  this  hour,  before  she  went 
to  bear  Mass,  or  later  in  the  afternoon,  after  her  simple 
meal,  that  lier  Jesuit  chaplain  (having  been  informed  by  a 
messenger  from  Montpellier  of  the  untoward  fate  of  the 
young  prince)  went  to  the  countess's  chamber  to  break  the 
news. 

They  conversed  at  first  about  the  meditation  which  the 
countess  had  made  tliat  mornin*'  in  her  oratorv.  "  Tt  was 
on  tliis  su]>ject."  said  the  Conitesse  do  Saint-Pol,  "  that  God 
junniits  vorv  justly  and  mercifully  things  to  happen  to  wean 
our  souls  from  thr  excessive  love  which  hinds  them  to 
creatures,  for  from  this  source  flows  all  our  care.  I  feel  it 
in  myself  every  day."  she  continued.  *'  for  my  son.  htnng  the 
only  object  of  my  thou^^hts  u})on  earth,  from  him  proceed  all 
my  <ji'icfs  ;  if  he  is  m  health,  I  apprehen<l  that  he  may  fall 
sick;  if  he  is  ill,  tlie  fact  of  his  bein*,^  so  i,'ives  me  deadly 
anguish  ;  and  from  this  son,  whom  indeed  I  love  but  to<.» 
well,  comes  all  my  atHiction." 

She  talked  at  lenc^th  upon  this  subject  so  near  to  hei 
heart,  until  little  by  little  the  reverend  Father  led  the  con- 
versation round,  and  broke  to  her  the  death  of  her  son. 

"On  heariiiij  the  news,  she  remained  as  one  in  a  trance, 
and  li(  r  women  laid  her  on  her  bed.  where  she  remained  fci 
home  time,  her  eyes  raised  to  heaven,  and  her  hands  clasped. 

**Tlu?  first  words  she  spoke  were  these  from  the  115th 
Paalm  (in  the  English  version  11  Dili),  verses  i-4  and  lo  :— 

"'Dinipisti.  !>»imine,  \  incula  niea. 
Tibi  siicriticalx)  hostiaiii  luiulis.* 

[1  lioii  iiiist  broken  iu\  1»oih1s  in  sunder, 
I  will  ofTt-r  to  Tliee  tlu-  sac  ritice  of  thanksgiving.] 

**  Havin^r  thus  said,  she  remained  a  long  while  again  with- 
out s[)eaking  or  weeping,  atte!'  w  liieh  she  asked  if  uoue  of 
the  s(uvants  of  her  son  had  arrived. 

"Being  answered  in  the  atlirnuitive,  she  hid  them  call  the 
messenger  at  once,  and  he  hein^,'  in  her  presence,  the  first 
thijiLT  she  iiupiired  of  him,  after  having  cried  *  lia  !  je  n'ai 
plus  de  fils.'  was  if  he  had  ctmfessed  before  his  death,  and 
tlieu  as  to  the  wounds  he  had  received." -

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First  for  his  soul  and  then  for  his  body,  like  every  true 
mother !  Sadly  must  her  dim  eyes,  from  which  the  shock 
kept  the  tears  from  falling,  have  wandered  from  her  window 
across  the  great  square  to  the  melancholy  churchyard  neath 
the  church  eaves,  where  the  autumnal  tints  were  just  be- 
ginning to  show  amongst  the  still  smnmer-hned  leaves. 

Cach  human  heart  can  picture  how  the  lonely  wife,  the 
bereaved  and  childless  mother,  passed  that  blank  night  of 
misery,  and  what  prayers  went  up  from  the  deserted  chateau 
to  the  Throne  of  Grace.  The  only  chain  which  bound  her 
to  earth  was  snapped,  and  she  had  the  faith  and  courage  to 
offer  praise. 

On  the  morrow  she  received  one  letter  and  wrote  another. 
The  royal  post  brought  her  an  autograph  letter  from  the 
king,  who  sought  to  console  her  by  the  thought  that  in 
*'  God's  will  is  our  tranquilhty,"  and  that  the  boy  had  left  an 
honourable  name  to  posterity. 

She  occupied  the  day  by  writing  to  her  husband  to  tell 
him  of  their  irreparable  loss,  and  to  exhort  him  to  make 
good  use  of  this  sore  trial — a  counsel  it  is  ik  ofllcss  to  say  he 
did  not  f(»llovv,  altliouf^h  he  truly  sorrowed  for  his  only  son. 

Thus  the  short-Hved  episode  of  three  generations  (1550- 
1622)  begun  in  the  overweening  extravaganco  of  a  frivolous 
marriage  ends  in  a  mother  weeping  over  the  last  of  the  race. 

Louis  Xni.  at  Coutras. 

Th<*  events  ol  the  castle  remind  one  of  those  (juaint  good- 
und -bad-weather  barometrrs  of  fornitr  davs,  where  u  little 
man  pops  out  of  one  door  to  herald  fair  weather,  and  retreats 
when  his  little  wife  puts  her  head  out  of  tlie  other  to  an- 
nounce a  storm. 

Joy  and  sorrow  alternate  at  the  castle.  W  hen  its  real 
proprietor  is  absent  the  king  and  the  Court  seem  to  take 
possession. 

The  Km^^s  (^t  i-'rancc  and  Navarn'  appear  to  have  tound 
Coutras  a  most  convenient  half-way  liouse  for  business  and 
pleasure. 

Before  the  Saint-Pol  tragedy  occurred,  Louis  XTII.  liad 
passed  tlirou;^di  it  on  the  Hth  July.  KVil,  and  <,nven  audience 
to  the  d(  |)ntit's  from  the  town  of  Saint- I'^milion. 

The  kin*^^  was  travellin;4  throu^'h  Guienne  aftt  r  leaving 
Saint  Jean  d'An^/rly,  and  w^as  on  his  way  to  Bergerac,  spend- 
ing the  nigbt  of  the  7th  at  Coutras. 
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On  his  arrival  he  was  visited  by  Malt^ret  de  Feuillas,  deputy 
from  Bo'isse-Pardaillan,  who  coiuphiined  of  the  protection 
which  the  Due  de  liohan  extended  to  the  Man'-ehal  Jaccpes 
Nompar  de  Cauiiiont,  Due  de  La  Force,  and  assured  the 
kinpf  of  Ins  (Boisse-I^ardaillan's)  fealty  and  of  that  of  the 
towns  of  Sainte-Foy,  Castillon,  La  Mothe  Moutravel,  Gensac 
and  otlier  places. 

The  kin^'  had  little  repose  allowed  him,  for  early  next 
morninfj,  at  nine  o'clock,  the  deputies  arrived  fn^m  Saint- 
Emilion,  nomiDated  by  Mathuriu  Chevalier,  the  mayor,  and 
by  the  whole  civil  assembly. 

*'The  Seigneur  de  la  Curie  brought  them  in,  conducted 
them  to  the  chamber  where  his  Majesty  sat,  and  presented 
them  to  him. 

"  And  they  being  there,  his  Worship  the  Mayor,  together 
with  the  worshipful  councillors  and  other  worshipful  gentle- 
men,'went  down  on  their  knees  before  his  said  Majesty,  to 
whom  the  said  Master  Chevalier,  the  Mayor,  presented'  the 
keys  of  the  town,  bound  with  a  cord  of  green  and  red  silk, 
and  prayed  his  Majesty  to  take  and  receive  them  after 
assuring  him  of  the  obedience  and  fidelity  which  they  had 
always  shown  in  his  service,  and  which  they  desired  to  main- 
tain and  continue,  offering  him  to  this  effect,  on  behalf  of  all 
the  inhabitants  in  general  and  particular,  their  life  and  their 
property,  protesting  that  they  would  never  be  aught  but  his 
most  faithful  subjects. 

**  Upon  which  his  Majesty,  after  having  given  audience  to 
the  said  worshi])ful  Mayor,  would  neither  take  nor  receive 
the  keys,  bidding  him  keep  them,  esteeming  them  well 
guarded  \u  his  hands,  and  to  continue  always  his  good  sub- 
jects and  he  would  be  to  them  a  good  king.  The  which 
havinjs;  done  and  having  been  dismissed,  the  said  mayor, 
councillors,  and  other  assistants  who  bad  acccorapanied 
them  returned  the  same  day  to  Saiut-Emilion.**  ^ 

Inteblude. 

Here  follows,  for  want  of  access  to  the  archives  at  Coutras. 
which  have  not  yet  been  classified,  a  gap  in  the  history  of 

the  castle. 

Anne  de  Caumout,  bereft  of  her  son  and  heir,  sold  FToasac

"Later  Kicheheu  was  created  Due  de  Fronsac,  and  possessed 
the  estates.  Coutras  probably  shared  the  fortunes  of  the 
dukedom,  as  the  duke-cardinal  is  mentioned  as  interesting 
himself  iu  the  restoration  of  the  castle  chapel. 

COUXaAS  AND  THE  FrONDE. 

It  wouki  take  too  lon^  to  detail  the  wars  of  the  Fronde 
the  "Okl  Fronde"  from  KM-s  to  104U,  and  the  "  Young 
Fronde "  from  1649  to  1658. 

Its  orifrinal  cause  was  the  bad  administration  of  Mazarin. 
The  Prince  de  Conde  at  first  sided  with  the  Court,  but 
hatred  for  the  Minister  induced  him  later  to  head  the  rebels. 
He,  with  his  brother  and  the  Dnc  de  Longneville,  were 
thrown  into  the  Bastille  in  January,  1650. 

Claire  -  Cl^mence  de  Maill6  •  Brez^,  Princesse  de  Cond6, 
was  at  Chantillv  at  the  time  with  her  little  son  the  Due 

_  _  » 

d*£nghien,  aged  seven. 

With  the  help  of  Pierre  Lenet,  the  historian.  Seigneur  de 
Meix,  de  Charette  et  de  Villotte,  the  princess  escaped  in  dis- 
guise from  Chantilly,  together  with  her  mother-in-law,  her 
child,  the  Dukes  of  Bouillon  and  de  La  Bochefoucauld, 
the  Counts  of  Coligny  and  De  Guitaut,  Sessac,  Comte  de 
Clermont ;  Duras,  Comte  de  Lorges ;  Foix,  Comte  de  Meille ; 
the  Marquis  de  Gouryille,  and  numerous  noblemen  from  the 
province  of  Limoges. 

Young  as  the  princess  was,  she  had  a  plucky  heart,  and, 
wasting  no  time  m  vain  reg^rets,  soon  stirred  uj)  the  south  of 
France  to  reven^re  and  free  the  prince,  her  husband. 

Bordeaux  openly  declared  for  her,  and  Coutras  became  the 
point  of  centre  for  rallying  the  troops. 

In  spite  of  the  gravity  of  the  situation,  a  great  deal  of 
amusement  diversified  this  war,  and  the  noblemen  in  her 
train  spent  more  time  in  love  passages  than  in  passages  of 
arms. 

On  the  'l\)th  day  of  the  "  raerrv  month  of  ^Fav  "  of  the 
year  1650,  the  Princesse  de  Conde.  her  suite,  and  her  army 
marched  from  Bordeaux  to  Saint- An toine,  where  thev  dmed. 

Hy  the  evening  they  readied  Coutras,  encamped  there, 
and  rested  tlu'  nif,dit,  hein«;  joim  d  hy  the  Chevahcr  de 
Thodias  with  200  horse  and  "){)0  fool.  The  chevalier  had 
previously  received  a  command  through  Langlade  to  order 
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commissariat  bread  to  be  prepared  at  Coutras  for  their 
coming. 

Pierre  Lenet,  who  accompanies  his  mistress,  recalls  to  his 
mind  when  he  reaches  the  place  the  famous  battle  of  Coutras, 
Henri  IV.  and  Joyeuse,  and  revels  in  "the  beanty  of  its 
situation  between  the  rivers  of  the  Lisle  and  Dronne,  and 
the  beauty  of  the  House  and  its  great  gardens  surrounding 
it  'V 

For  this  reason/'  Lenet  adds,  *'  it  was  considered  wise 
to  make  some  sojourn  there.*' 

A  Day  ik  thb  Plbasaumcb. 

PituTf  L^'net,  Sel^^nenr  do  Meix,  was  ovfM-  head  and  ears 
in  lovi!  with  an  iMif^lisli  «;irl,  Misti'ess  (icrljier.  This  lively 
yount;  claniM'l  had  heen  chiefly  instnniiental  in  the  escape 
of  the  Princesse  de  Cunde,  personatinf,^  tliat  lady  and  fei^niint: 
to  he  laid  up  in  hed—  as  the  princess  had  heen — with  a  severe 
feverish  cold.  She  rejoined  them  at  Lihourne,  aud  accom- 
panied them  to  Coutras. 

The  ladies  of  tlu'  ju  incely  Court  delighted  in  the  prospect 
(jf  flii-tations  ui  the  gardens. 

Lenct's  lady-love*  occupies  all  his  thou^^hts.  ahnost  to  the 
exclusion  of  tlie  other  heauties.  A  brunette,  eigliteen  years 
of  af;e.  with  sparkling  eyes,  a  beautiful  mouth,  and  a 
charming,  easy  figure,  she  captivates  his  eye,  and  her  in- 
telligence and  winning  ways,  her  shrewd  and  ready  wit,  please 
his  mind.^ 

They  fell  in  love  over  Italian  lessons  which  Lenet  gave 
her.  So  that  conjugating  the  verb  "to  love"  under  the 
form  of  tuition,  and  its  inevitable  results,  have  been  the 
same  in  every  f^^eneration. 

Next  to  the  English  maid-of-honour,  his  greatest  admira- 
tion is  the  youthful  Marquise  de  Gourville,  daughter  of  the 
Comte  de  Tourville,  one  of  the  bravest  soldiers  and  most 
cunning  courtiers  of  his  time  Her  husband  was  secretary  to 
the  Due  de  La  Rochefoucauld.  Eighteen  years  of  age  also,  of 
great  beauty,  with  eloquent  eyes  and  mouth,  full  of  charms

and  delights,^  she  was  an  arrant  flirt.  Sessac,  Duras,  Foix 
and  Gnitant,  all  four  of  tlie  same  age,  all  four  young,  and 
friends,  each  was  at  her  feet,  and  so  adroitly  managed  that 
each  gallant  thought  himself  the  one  she  truly  favoured. 
The  Comte  de  Guitaut  imagined  himself  especially  the 
chosen  lover  and  would  not  share  the  good  graces  of  his 
lady  with  any  other ;  in  fact,  was  rather  too  masterful  for  a 
cavalier  whose  heart  is  pierced  with  the  dart  of  love. 

On  her  purt,  the  Ma  141  use  found  Guitaut  amiable  and 
gallant. 

No  sooner  had  all  the  ladies  set  foot  in  the  castle  than 
they  dispersed  into  the  lovely  gardens,  wandering  in  the 
groves  and  along  the  banks  of  the  great  canal  shaded  by 
tali  and  stately  laurels,  which  excited  the  admiration  of 
Pierre  Lenet,  who  had  never  seen  such  an  avenue  of  laurels 
in  his  life.*-' 

Whilst  he  gazed  at  the  trees  and  thv  water,  and  the  great 
gardens,  from  which  iho  mournful  shades  of  Anne  de  Cau- 
Hiont  and  Leonor  had  tied,  and  where  the  clever  gardener, 
Martin  Chougnou  had  worked.  Ins  eyes  wandered  with  play- 
ful amusement  to  Mistress  Gerbier  and  her  lover,  the  Due 
<le  Bouillon,  and  to  the  marchioness  witli  her  four  cavaliers, 
all  busy  scrawling  their  initials  on  the  barks  of  the  laurel 
trees. 

Wanderint^  about  in  the  garden  also  must  have  been  the 
j!entle  little  Due  d'Mn<:hien,  with  his  child-like  f^race  and 
old-fashioned  ways,  and  ready  speech,  in  baby  language,  to 
thank  those  veterans  who  are  endeavouring  to  release  his 
**papa 

The  child  wears  mourning'  for  Ins  ^rand lather,  the  Mar^chai 
de  Breze.  lately  dead— a  suit  of  white  tal)by  silk  (*'tahis'* 

a  silk  nioirr  of  Hue  texture)  nrnaniented  with  silver  and 
l)lack  braid,  with  a  hat  trimmed  with  black  and  white 
plumes. 

But  alas  for    love's  young  dream  "  ! 

Into  the  nndst  of  the  llirtations  descended  a  hond»shell  in 
the  shape  of  a  war  messenger.    All  the  plans  were  altered,

and  the  f^ay  throng  swept  hack  to  Bordeaux,  followed  by  the 
army,  passim,'  throu}:^di  (^)u('Rsac  and  Tjoiinont. 

The  queen.  Anne  of  Austria,  had  arrived  in  (iaseony,  and 
her  advent  chant^ed  tlie  aspect  ot  atl'airs.  Nef^otiations  were 
entered  upon,  and  on  the  Ist  October  of  that  year  the  City 
of  Bordeaux,  capitulated,  the  Fronde  party  sued  for  peace, 
the  Princesse  de  Conde  made  preparations  for  her  departure, 
and  on  the  8rd  October,  1650,  she  embarked  with  all  the 
amorous  lords  and  ladies  on  board  a  galley  which  conveyed 
them  to  Boarg,  where  the  queen  was  staying. 

Here,  holding  her  little  son  by  the  hand,  the  princess 
asked  pardon  for  her  rebellion  and  Uberty  for  her  hnsband. 
which  was  granted. 

The  next  day  they  left  Bourg,  slept  the  night  at  Fronsae, 
passing  on  the  following  day  to  Liboume,  which  is,  either  )  >% 
land  or  water,  only  half  an  hoar  distant. 

Flirtations  Besumed. 

Without  staying  at  Liboame,  the  gay  cortege  proceeded  to 
Coutras,  towards  whose  alleys  flew  the  thoughts  of  the 

cavaliers  and  their  ladies. 

**  The  beautiful  house,  the  lovely  gardens  of  this  spot,  and 
the  weather,  which  was  magnificent,"  says  Pierre  Lenet, 
"stirred  up  the  love  of  the  Due  de  Bouillon  for  Mademoiselle 
Gerbier,  and  that  of  tlie  Comte  de  Guitaut  for  the  Marquise 
de  Gourville,  tlieir  love-making  having  been  interrupted  by 
the  ])iistle  of  departure  from  Bordeaux  and  by  the  journey 
to  Bourg." 

Tlie  ]'jif,dish  girl  stayed  indoors  with  the  duke  and 
chatted  (juictly,  whilst  the  fascinating  marquise  tore  in 
nmd  folly  on  liorsehack  n)und  the  park,  pursuing  and  pur- 
sued i>y  the  Cointc  de  (iuitaut.  Many  a  shady  spot  witnessed 
the  soit  nothings  which  Guitaut  whispered  in  the  ear  of  thf 
maniuise.  IVissihly,  as  the  niar(]uis  was  of  the  princess's 
])arly,  they  found  the  distant  alleys  of  the  park  more  favour- 
able for  intervi(nvs  than  remainin«,Mndoors.  Under  the  ever- 
<rreens,  where  their  initials  shone  whit(^  in  the  bark,  (juitaut 
confided  to  his  lad\'  nianv  a  matter  which,  on  their  return 

*  * 

to  the  house,  the  marijuise  retailed  to  the  Seigneur  d(^  Meix. 

"Mademoiselle  Gerl^er  also,  after  having  listened  with 
wily  interest  and  tejider  ulaiices  from  the  depths  of  her 
brown  eyes — unreadable,  as  are  all  brown  eyes — promptly 
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imparted  all  and  every  word  o£  Tureune's  confidences  to  her 
faithful  and  watchful  lover. 

Far  from  bein^;  jealous  or  anxious  about  this  passion, 
Tjenet  rejoiced,  for  it  ^^ave  him  a  handle  by  which  to  i^'overn 
thf  duke.  "  It  is  very  extraordinary,"  he  said  to  himself, 
*•  that  a  man  of  so  much  intidli^^ence  and  ability  as  is  the 
diik(^  should  confide  everytlnuf^  to  a  yount;:  <,nrl  of  eii,diteen. 
The  respect  1  feel  tor  him  shall  keep  me  irom  lietrayini^  inin, 
howt'ver,  in  my  memoirs.  For  I  pity  the  weakness  of  man, 
and  mine  more  than  any  one's,  when  a  violent  passion  takes 
hold  of  their  heart !  " 

The  next  day  and  the  following  passed  in  walks  and  fes- 
tivities, while  the  young  [irincess,  more  sober  than  her 
maids,  transacted  business  as  befitted  Conde's  brave  wife 
and  the  little  duke's  mother. 

Leave-taking. 

"  Rien  qu*un  jour,  un  seul  jour, 
Eai-ce  assez  pour  taat  d'amour? 

siirhs  the  ballad  '  and  the  ^hinpiise  de  Gourville  no  doubt 
also,  tor  on  the  morning  of  the  (Hh  the  Due  de  La  Kochefou- 
cauld  took  leave  of  the  princess,  and  returned  to  his  ancestral 
home  at  \'erteuil.  A\ C  mav  conclude  his  secretary  and  the 
secretary's  charming  youmi:  wife  accompanied  him.  The 
Comte  de  (luitaut  would  have  to  find  his  pleasure  elsewhere. 

The  7th  and  Sth  of  October  passed  in  walks  and  festivities, 
and  on  the  Dth  another  parting  took  place,  which,  as  the 
••perfidious"  dauj^hter  of  Albion  had  a  permanent  lover, 
could  not  have  grieved  her  much.  The  Due  de  Bouillon 
bid  farewell  to  the  princess  and  the  English  girl  on  the  9th 
to  return  to  Turenne.  He  wept  *'  tears  of  tenderness  "  when 
saying  good-bye  to  the  noble  mother  and  son,  and  assured 
her,  with  great  protestations,  that  he  would  faithfully  execute 
all  he  had  promised  for  the  future. 

The  princess  was  deeply  touched  at  parting  with  a  man 
whose  ability,  firmness,  and  constancy  had  so  ably  sup- 
ported her  party. 

The  duke  rode  off  with  a  crowd  of  nobles,  and  Pierre  Lenet 
escorted  him  two  leagues  on  his  journey  homeward.  At  a 
little  village  the  friends  alighted  and  entered  into  a  cottage, 
where  the  doke  indited  a  little  epistle  to  his  lady-love,  which

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he  entrusted  to  Pierre  Lenet  to  deliver  to  her  ou  his  returu

"I  gave  it  to  her  without  fail,  "  her  other  lover  drily  re-

As  we  gaze  into  the  smouldering  embers  where  the  dream 
castle  has  been  flowing  and  playing  out  its  drama  before 
our  eyes,  suddenly  the  flames  leap  up,  crackling,  hissing.

teiii[).s,  t'laieJit  en  |)ieiiie  vitalite  :  rivLflise  Walloiine  Franraise 
de  Threachircdlr  .S7/■^'^'^  iiistituee  aux  debute  <!•■  la  i ^/  fonuation, 
en  1  ")50,  par  iMlouard  \  I  |M>nr  les  ivfuiries  du  seizienie  siecle 
et  deiiieiuve,  avec  son  annex*'  de  rHopital,  strietenient  ealvi- 
niste  dans  sa  forme  et  sa  discipline,  et  T  I  '.^^Iise  dite  de  la  Saroie, 
issue  sous  Charles  I  d'un  culte  eliez  le  due  de  Soubise, 
transferee  de  Durham  House  a  Somerset  House  Chapel  et 
officiellement  reconstituee  par  Charles  II  en  1661,  sous  sa 
denomination  de  la  Savoie  (avec  une  annexe  k  Spring  Gar- 
dens), mais  k  la  condition  expresse  d*adopter  le  nt  auglicau.

Ij*immigration  en  masse  des 
B^fugi^s  apres  1  edit  de  Bevocation  les  rendit  bient6t  absolu- 
ment  insuiiisantes,  mais  il  fallut  compter  d*abord  avec  Ic 
luanvais  vouloir  d*un  souverain  qui,  passe  lui-m^me  au 
CatholiciBme  romain,  etait  loin  de  ressentir  pour  les  cpaves  dc 
la  "grande  tribulation*'  les  m&mes  sympathies  que  ses 
snjets. 

Ce  fut  a  grand'peine  que,  le  16  juin  1686,  le  c^l^bre  pastenr 
de  Charenton,  Pierre  Allix,  obtint  Tautorisation  d'etahhr  un 
culte  a  JeAvin  Street  (devenu  plus  tard  St.  Martin  Ortjars), 
avec  la  condition  de  se  conformer  au  rit  an<;lican.  Kn  1G87 
s'ouvrit  Fef^lise  de  St.  Jean  Swanfields,  coile-la  calviniste. 
Kn  1688  les  tidies  et  les  pasteurs  expatries  se  multiplierent 
an  point  de  provoquer  Touvcrture  presque  simultanee  de 
plusieniN  Heux  de  culte,  deux  confornnstes  dans  Tancienne 
chapelle  des  Grecs  et  a  Hungerford  Market,  une  non-con- 
fonniste  a  Glass  House  Street  (devenue  plus  tard  Leicester- 
fields),  alliee  aussitot  avec  St.  Jean. 

Cest  le  13  aoilt  de  cette  memorable  annee  lijXH  i\ne 
Jacques  II,  par  un  revirement  inespere,  ordonnait  de  pre- 
parer la  Lettre  Pat(^nte  scellee  et  datee  le  o  septemhre 
suivant,  d'ou  provient  le  nom  des  deux  eglises  dont  nous 
avons  presentement  a  nous  occuper. 

Nous  ne  n^produirons  pas  iei  cette  Patente  royale  im- 
primee  ///  rxtrnso  en  tete  de  la  publication  lecenle  de  MM. 
Minet  et  \\'aller  et  (pii  s'a[)puie  sur  Tin^utVisance  des  lieux 
de  culte  attribues  a  Londres  ou  dans  les  environs  a  ceux 
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**  of  the  French  Nation  professing  the  Protestant  Beligion  *'. 
Bomons-nous  a  rappeler  qu'elle  coneerne  express^ment  les 
pasteurs  d^sirant  exercer  "their  Ministry  according  to  the 
manner  as  they  did  in  France,  conformable  to  the  Con- 
fessions of  Faith  of  tb- ir  Churches  and  Liturgy  and  Dis- 
cipline used  amongst  tht  ni  ".  A  dix  d'entre  eux,  nomm^  i 
individuellement  dans  I'Acte,  et  a  leui-s  succ(  ssours  k  per- 
petuite,  etait  accorde  "  to  be  one  body  pohticai  and  corporate 
of  themselves,  in  deed  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  the 
French  Ministers  of  the  French  Conf^regation  of  Protestant 
Strangers  in  or  about  our  City  of  London  and  Suburbs  of  , 
the  Same,  of  the  foundation  of  King  James  the  Second 
avec  pouvoir  to  have,  purchase  and  possesse,  for  them  and 
their  successors  for  ever,  or  for  anv  terrae  of  veares,  life 
or  lives,  any  land  or  ground  whereon  to  build  one  or  more 
Church  or  Churclies,  place  or  places  of  Worship".

T!  est  perniis  de  se  deuiander  si  cette  tolerance  a  la(pU'lle 
Jacqut'N  II  n'avait  pas  habitue  les  Krfugies,  et  dont  les 
sti]>ulations  si  express<'s  depassent  nienu>  dc;  beaucoup  celle> 
d'Kdouard  VI  ou  d  Elisabeth,  n'a  pas  ete  un  etifet  des 
nienacantes  conjonctures  interieures  du  royaunie,  et  de  la 
crainte  eprouvee  par  le  monarque  de  voir  I'infiuence  gran- 
dissante  de  ces  Refugies  s'exercer  en  faveur  de  ses  adversaires. 
C'est  le  25  novembre,  I'avant-veille  du  dernier  retour  de 
Jacques  II  k  Londres,  que  les  dix  ministres  entr^rent 
officiellement  en  fonctions.  La  Patente  royale  leur  cr^t 
nne  situation  vraiment  privil^gi^e:  ^tant  ifiimit^  elle  Isb 
mettait  4  m^me  d'^tendre  an  besoin  le  bienfait  k  d*antre8 
congregations  non  encore  officiellement  reconnues  et  k  leurs 
ministres.

Pasteur*  el 
aucieus  avulcul  sigue  la  CoDfes.siou  de  Foi  des  Eglises  de  Frauce,  done  elle 
etait  non^conformiste.  Le  21  juillet  ils  nomment,  conjointement  aveo  U. 
D'Aubigny,  M.  de  Lcscjire  de  Lajirade,  de  Uiderscourt,  avec-  jonetion 
d»  ux  Eglises,  mais  les  deux  signatures  font  bientot  place  h  celles  de  Ix'gros  et

En  effet,  k  peine  entrds  en  fonctions,  les  noaveaux- 
venos  oon^arent  le  projet  de  se  soastraire  aa  contr6le  de 
leors  T^n^rables  coU^gaes,  et  gagnant  k  lears  vaes  ane  partie 
des  andens  de  la  Patente  de  Soho  ils  ne  craignirent  pas

II  cedait  sa 
charpe  a  .T.  Jembelin  (pasteur  de  St.  L(»  Kj^-i-lOHo.  et 
depuis  de  TlKirney  Abbey),  elu  le  12  avril  1713,  uu  des 
luembres  les  plus  di>rin;,aies  dii  clert^e  du  Refuj^e. 

Muis  les  secessioniiiste'^  de  Soho  n'avaient  pas  renonce  a 
leurs  projets  et  c'ebt  maiiiteiiaiu  a  Forent  iju  ils  s  atta^uerent.

Quand  Jembelin  et  Colombe  se  present^rent  k  Soho  pour 
y  precher,  les  anciens  se  refus^rent  k  les  laisser  monter  eu 
chaire,  et  la  plainte  adress^e  k  la  Chancellerie  Episcopate 
semble  6tre  rest^e  sans  i^aultate,  puieqn^on  ne  tronve  pins 
aucune  trace  d'union  entre  les  deux  Eglises  ni  aucun  Dom 
des  pasteurs  successifs  de  la  Patente  de  Spitalfields  sur  kt 
registres  de  celle  de  Soho,  que  vint  desservir  un  proe^lyie 
D*Agneaux.

En  sy  etablis^ant  le  Consistoire  constatait  avoir  reqn 
comme  location  des  places  du  14  fevut  i  ,  1716,  au  16  niai, 
1717,  la  soinme  de  £159  14s.,  ce  qui  donne  quelque  idee  de 
rimportance  du  troupeau.  Le  produit  des  Boltes,"  moins 
un  cm  jui»  ine  pr^leve  pour  les  necessites  de  I'Epjlise,  etait 
J  consacfr  aux  pauvres ;  celui  des  bancs  servait  a  la  suhsis- 
taoce  des  mmistres.

Le  14  mars,  1742,  I'Eglise 
de  Wheeler  Street,  ^voqoant  les  souvenirs  d'ane  ancienne 
aUiance,  demandait  sa  complete  incorporation  k  la  Patente 
de  Spitalfields.  EUe  venait  de  perdre  on  de  ses  deux  pasteurs,

1745,  aoceptait  au  nom  au  troupeau  et  signait  les  conditions 
suivantes : —

Tout  a  coup,  en  1769,  on  put 
esp^rer  un  retour  aux  meilleures  traditions  du  passe,  lon- 
que  la  triple  couf^6ration  de  Leicesterfields,  I'Axtillerie  et  k 
Patente  de  Soho  entr^reut  en  negociations  pour  la  oonclasioD 
d'nne  alliance  pastorale,  liais  TEglise  de  rArtillerie  pergisU 
senle  dans  ce  projet.'  Se  d^tachant  de  ses  confiM^rees  par 
sa  d^ision  da  5  aoftt  notifi^e  le  27,  elle  contractait  le  25 
mars,  1770,  par  Torgane  de  son  pastenr  Bonrdillon,  union 
definitive  avec  la  Nouvdle  Patente,  sor  les  bases  snivantes, 
qui  avaient  M  arr^tto  d^j^  le  28  septembre  dans  TAssembl^

D^rmais  les  registres  des  Bapt^mes  et  Manages  des 
deux  Eglises  portent  indistinctement  les  signatures  des  trois 
pasteurs.  Avec  Jacques  Bourdillon,  La  Patente  se  rattachait 
un  des  conducteurs  spirituels  qui  a  fait  le  plus  d'honneur  et 
laisse  le  plus  de  traces  dans  le  Befuge  en  Angleterre,  celui 
qui  dans  son  Sermon  de  Jubile  devait  constater,  avec  tris- 
tesse,  la  mort  pendant  son  ministere  de  cinquante-deux 
pasteurs  des  E^^^lises  franyaises  de  Londres,  la  fermeture  de 
neuf  de  ces  Eglises  et  le  declin  croissant  des  onze  autres.-' 

Ce  declin  s'accentuait  en  effet  avec  les  annexes  :  Talliance 
derniere  n  etait  (jue  le  prelude  de  la  dissolution.  Kt  pour- 
tant  en  1771  le  troupeau  de  la  Patente  })ut  se  croire  revenu 
aux  heures  les  plus  caracteristiques  du  passe  en  assistant  a 
I'abjuration  de  Nicolas  Le  Kicheux  de  Basse  Nonnandie. 

En  1774  Tavan  sollicitait  pour  se  rendre  a  Lausanne  un 
conge  d  un  an,  a  rexpiration  du(|uel  il  recevait  sa  dechar;^^e, 
son  service  de  predication  etant  contie  a  des  ministres 
interimaires— Brilly  (177()),  Carle  et  Lescure  fl77H),  Van 
Swinden(17H())  -a  raison  d  une  denii-guinee  par  sermon.  Les 
ressources  des  deux  congregations  accusant  des  dirtV-ieiices 
sensihles,  Jja  Patente  decidait  en  17H1  de  ne  plus  fournir  au 
fonds  commun  (|u  une  somme  egale  a  celle  de  TArtillerie. 
Mais  iUjk  les  approclies  de  la  lin  se  faisaient  sentir :  depuis 
1753  aucun  mana^^e  n  est  inscrit  sur  les  registres  de  la 
Patente,  en  17H3  il  n  y  a  (jue  quatre  bapt^mes.  Lors  du 
centenaire  de  la  Bevocation  les  negociations  ^taient  dijk 
entam^es  en  vue  de  Tun  ion  des  deux  congregations  avec  la

Toutefois  la  solution  ne  fut  pas  obtenue  sans  diflScnltes. 
On  lit  dans  les  Actes  de  Threadneedle  Street  a  la  date  dui 
novemhre,  1785  :  **  Ouverture  faite  par  quelques  anciens  de« 
Consistoires  des  Eglises  de  TArtillerie  et  de  la  Patente  de 
quel  oeil  on  envisagerait  I'idee  d'une  reunion  de  ces  Eglisef 
avec  la  notre.  Cette  proposition  ayant  generalement  ftit 
plaisir,  on  nomme,  pour  1  etudier,  un  Conseil  compose  do 
pasteur  La  Chaumette,  de  deux  anciens  et  de  deux  diacres. 
L'enqu^te  aboutit  a  un  refus,  a  cause  du  second  article  de 
projet :  '  qu'une  vocation  soit  adressee  a  leurs  pasteurs  \"  '  ■ 

Le  vieux  principe  si  inflexibleraent  maintenu  par  Thread- 
needle Street  s'affirmait  une  fois  de  plus :  pas  d'union  pas- 
torale, simple  fusion,  absorption  du  troupeau  par  TEglise 
I'aln^e  de  toutes.  Quand  Gautarel  et  Bourdillon  consentent 
a  ne  pas  recevoir' vocation  (d'apres  la  decision  de  rAssemblee 
Generale  de  leurs  deux  Consistoires  du  5  septembre.  nx% 
portant  qu'ils  se  dechargeront  en  entier  de  leurs  fonctions 
dans  les  deux  Eglises*'),  luais  a  la  condition  que  leurs  hono- 
raires  leur  soient  conserves,  la  clause  est  acceptee  par  Thread- 
needle Street  a  la  grande  pluralite  des  voix,  avec  fermeture 
des  deux  temples  et  pension  accordee  au  lecteur :  mais,  bien 
que  la  lettre  de  ratification  du  pasteur  La  Chaumette  soit  da 
24  mai  1786,  un  nouvel  obstacle  surgit ;  on  remet  d'abord 
de  mai  en  juin  le  "diner  d'union*';  m^me  en  novembre 
tout  est  encore  en  suspens  et  le  Consistoire  de  Threadneedle 
Street  en  adresse  ses  plaintes  a  Gautarel.

Enfin  le  IIH  docembre  17S6,  dans  une  derniere  asserablee 
generale  des  deux  Compaguies  de  la  Patente  et  de  TArtillerie. 
Gautarel  se  resignait  a  demander  sa  decharge :  I'acte  signe

loua  a  une  congregation  lutheriemie  allemande :  celui  de 
I'Artillerie  est  devenu  le  siege  d'une  communaute  baptiste 
fous  le  nom  de  ParUameut  Court  Chapel.  £n  se  fnsionnant 
le  Consistoire  de  rArtillerie  versa  son  capital  de  650  livres 
sterling. 

II.— La  Patje;8TJ£  oe  Soho. 

L'HISTOIBE  de  la  Patente  de  Soho,  devenue  ind^pendante 
de  son  homonyme  de  Spitalfields,  fat  singali^ement  moaye- 
ment^e  £t  d*abord,  aprte  sa  rupture  de  propos  d^libdrS,  le 
Consistoire,  qui  avait  provisoirement  adjoint  J.  Bod.  Hol- 
lard  (1719)  au  proselyte  Daigneanx,  sentit  le  besoin  de  se 
oonsolider  par  one  alliance  nonvelle.  G'est  k  un  troupeau 
conformiste  affaibli  par  la  cessation  de  son  confedere  de 
Crispin  Street,  celui  de  West  Street  (la  Tremblade  on  la  Pyra- 
mide),  qu'il  s'adressa.  Le  14  mars,  1720,  les  deux  uiinistres 
(iillet  et  Yver  "propoeent  de  joindre  TEglise  de  la  Patente 
a  la  leur,  et  en  mtoie  temps  d*appeler  M.  Daigneaux  pour 
^tre  leur  collogue,  afin  de  prteher  altemativement  dans  les 
deux  £gli8es  et  d'etre  associ^  pour  le  minist^re.  La  Com- 
pagnie  a  approuv^  unanimement  la  jonction  desdeux  Eglises, 
aussi  bien  que  la  reception  de  M.  Daigneaux  sous  la  condition 
(ju'il  recevra  les  ordres  de  I'Eglise  An<;licane*\  Cet  acte, 
bigne  par  les  anciens  de  West  Street,  fut  soumis  aux  fid^'les, 
qui  Taccepterent  sans  opposition.'  Malgre  I'ordination 
anglicane  stipulee  ]iour  Daifjneaux  la  Patente  de  Soho  con- 
servait  le  rulte  strictenient  refornie,  couime  le  prouvent  les 
actes  d'uuiou  et  de  vocation  des  pasteurs.^    EUe  eu  acquerait

L'alliance  de  la  Patente  et  de  la  Pyramide  iie  dura  que 
neuf  anti^y  sat  lesqiu  lies  les  Proces-Verbaux  de  West  Street 
foumissent  qnelqnes  details.  Des  17*21  'les  deuii  Consis- 
toires,  vu  les  h^^aentes  rechiites  (?) "  de  Daigjneaox,  decident 
d'adresser  vocation  comme  quatri^me  ministre  a  Danif  1 
Olivier,  pasteur  de  la  Brille,  frere  de  celui  de  Leicestertields. 
Noiniu^  le  19  mars,  il  pr^che  k  West  Street  le  7  avril,  puis 
"entre  dans  la  chani])re  du  Consistoire  pour  contirmer  sa 
vocation  '*  II  donne  la  main  d'asscxiiation  a  Messieurs  ses 
eolle^ues  et  anciens  de  West  Street  et  la  Patente.  comme  un 
scean  de  son  en^'a<^'enient,  priant  le  Seigneur  qu'il  veuille  le 
benir  dans  toutes  ses  saintes  entreprises  jK)nr  ravancement 
du  saint  de  tous  les  honimes."  Pour  lui  assurer  70  livres 
sterling  de  traiteincnt  on  augnientait  de  2s.  le  prix  des  places, 
mais  le  29  septenibre  Olivier  ayant  **nian(iut''  dv  parole  "  (d 
rntrait  a  S.  Martin  Orgars),  les  deux  (Oiisistoires  se  rt- 
unissent  et  le  reni))laeent  par  Charles  Bari)e  (niin.  de  la 
Brille) :  on  le  re(;ut  le  2  mars,  1722.  connnt^  (juatrienie  ])a^-  ^ 
teur  des  deux  Kglises.  Chacune  contribuait  pour  moitie  a  m  ii 
traitenient,  niais  le  plan  propose  par  la  Batente  jxjur  runioii 
finaneiere  coni])lete  des  deux  congregaticjns  avait  ete  desap- 
prouve  et  rejete  par  les  membres  de  West  Street.  Le  21 
deceml)re  Tassemblee  du  Consistoire  de  la  Patente  decidait 
que  les  pasteurs  Gillet  et  Yver  prendraient  tous  les  revenus

The  following  paper  is  transcribed  from  the  original  return 
contained  in  a  miscellaneous  bundle  (No.  17)  of  Civil  List 
books  preserved  among  the  Treasury  Records  at  H.M. 
Record  Office. 

The  paper  itself  is  entitled  **  Abstract  of  the  Examinstioii 
of  the  Freneh  Pensioiiers  now  on  the  Giyil  List  of  the 
Estabhshment  of  Ireland  I  have,  however,  given  it  the 
title  which  appears  at  the  head  hereof,  in  order  to  make 
more  plain  the  military  nature  of  the  pensions,  and  the 
proper  character  of  the  recipients. 

^nie  letnm  itself  is  in  book  form  with  very  wide  pages 
divided  into  columns,  these  latter  being  headed  as  follows : —

As  it  is  manifestly  impossible  to  reproduce  the  return  in 
Una  tabular  fomi,  it  is  faithfully  reproduced  here  by  the 
simple  device  of  lettering  the  columns  (a),  (6),  (c),  (d), 
and  so  on.  Where,  therefore,  in  the  case  of  any  pensioner's 
name  the  information  only  refers  to  (say)  coluniiis  (a),  (c), 
(f),  it  is  to  be  understood  that  thf  remaininj^  columns  are 
blank  in  the  oripnal  MS.  aiui  afford  no  details. 

Prefixed  to  the  abstract  is  the  ori(;iiial  report,  dated  *29th 
June,  1702,  from  Charles  DeriiiLT.  Auditor  Geiu'ral  of  Ireland, 
the  report  forming  the  covering  document  under  whirh  the 
abstract  was  forwarded  to  the  Lords  Justices  of  Ireland,  by 
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whom  they  were  hoth  doul)tless  transmitted  to  the  Eiighsh 
Treasury  under  cover  of  another  covering  document — now 
apparently  lost.  Derin^'s  report  is  sufficiently  succinct  of 
itself  to  explain  the  circumstances  under  which  the  abstract 
was  drawn  up  and  the  nature  of  its  contents. 

It  will  be  sufficient  here  to  indicate  in  brief  an  antecedent 
fact  or  two  in  further  explanation.  I 

As  early  as  April,  1689,  the  Huguenot  Refugees  had  formed  ' 
three  regiments  in  William's  arm5^^  The  reference  to  them  ^ 
as  '*  the  3  French  regiments  of  foot  "  is  constant  up  to  ir)9H.- 

In  March.  ir)9S-9,  they  suffered  the  fate  of  the  other  regi-  ■ 
ments  on  both  the  English  and  the  Irish  establishments  in  ' 
the  dishandment  of  that  year — a  disbandment  which  the 
niilitarv  liistorian  has  condemned  in  the  stron*:est  terms.^ 

Within  fifteen  montlis  the  policy  of  the  disbandment  was 
reversed  upon  the  outbreak  of  the  war.  Existing  regiments 
were  brought  up  to  war  strength,  and  new  regiments  raised. 
The  return  contained  in  the  following  pages  was  doubtless 
demanded  by  the  Lords  Justices  with  a  view  to  the  recruiting 
exigencies  of  1702,  and  it  might  be  conjectured  from  the 
heading  of  the  return  Gralway's  regiment/'  that  a,  possibly 
futile,  attempt  had  been  made  to  distinguish  the  penaioneis 
according  to  their  old  regiments.  'Unhappily  it  is  not  possible 
to  say  whether  all  the  pensioners  here  enumerated  are  to  be 
taken  as  being  of  that  regiment  and  that  alone. 

That  the  return  was  asked  for  more  with  a  view  to 
ascertaining  the  possibilities  of  recruiting  among  the  Frencb 
pensioned  soldiers  is  plain.  In  the  following  year  a  warrant 
was  issued  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland  for  the  raising 
by  Col.  Sibourg  of  a  regiment  of  Dragoons  consisting  of 
French  Protestants,  and  to  be  commanded  by  the  Duke  of 
Schomberg.'* 

There  was  doubtless  a  second  but  much  subsidiar}-  motive 
in  the  return — viz.  the  ascertaining  of  the  qualificatioiis 
and  pretensions  of  the  various  pensioners — f.e.  with  the 
mere  niggardly  view  of  pension  economy.  In  connectioo 
herewith  the  following  return  may  be  compared  with  two

The  persons  who  were  lonf^  known  in  Gt  rniany  by  the  op- 
probrious names  of  the  "  Ei;4enwinischon  "*  (self-willed,  i.e.^ 
Evangelicals)  or  the  "Luderschen"  (protligates,  i.e.,  Luther- 
ans) were  called  " Lutherans*'  or  Evangelists '*  at  first  in 
France ;  and  occasionally  also  "  Christandins/'  that  is  to 
Bay,  "  worshippers  of  Christ."  in  contradistinction  to  the 
worshippers  of  Mary. 

In  the  time  of  Lonis  XIV.  they  were  called  "ceux  de 
la  religion  pr^tendae  r^formee/'  which  was  shortened  into 
"ceox  de  la  rehgion/'  and  often  represented  in  writing  by 
the  letters:  R,  P.  R. 

In  oar  own  day  they  are  known  as  "  members  of  the  Eyan- 
gelical  Chnrch,"  or  "Protestants/*  or  again  as  "  Calvinists," 
or  "Lutherans".  In  official  documents  they  are  now 
generally  classed  together  with  Jews,  Mahometans  and 
atheists,  under  the  designation  of  '  non-Catholics''.  Papist 
and  Calvinist  were  the  names  at  all  times  most  commonly 
used  to  express  the  distinction.  But  during  the  religious  war 
(1562-89)  the  French  Protestants  were  popularly  known  as 
**  Huguenots 

What  is  the  origin  of  this  name,  and  when  did  it  first 

come  into  use? 

On  this  point  scholars  are  not  agreed. 

It  is,  however,  a  fact  that  tins  party-name  did  not  comr 
into  general  use  among  the  people  until  after  the  conspiracy 
of  Amboise  and  its  discovery  (Feb.  l'2th,  1560).  As  is  well 
known,  HOO  Protestant  nobles  under  tlie  leadership  of  La 
"R^'naudie  vowed  to  capture  by  force  the  Dukes  oi  Guise, 
the  heads  of  tlie  party  of  the  luquisitiun,  and  to  deliver  them

up  to  the  Court  at  Bloin,  vvliere  the  kincr.  Francis  11..  was 
to  come  into  residence  on  the  KHh  March.    At  the  ssurn^ 
time  they  were  personally  to  deliver  to  him  a  copy  of  the 
Evangelical  confession  of  faith  by  way  of  vindicating  Conde 
party. 

It  was  in  the  partisan  assemblies  of  this  date  thai  tiie 
battle  cries  of    Papists  "  and    Huguenots  '  first  made  thtxn- 

selves  heard. 

However,  bv  an  edict  issued  on  April  U)th,  1561,  tht- 
km^  forbade  the  use  of  these  names,  under  pain  of  severe 
punishment,  as  he  did  not  wish  to  see  the  tirst  year  of  his 
reign  marred  by  any  accentuation  of  tlie  differences  betwtjen 
the  two,  still  less  by  bloodshed  among  his  subjects.  The 
kin^^  wa^  then  sixteen  years  old,  and  had  come  to  th^ 
throne  on  July  lOth,  15()0.  But  the  Parliament  of  Pans 
opposed  the  king,  and  refused  to  re^^ister  the  edict,  on  tin 
ground  that  there  had  been  but  one  relitpon  in  Franc  e  siuct 
the  time  of  Clovis,  and  that  this  n(nv  variety  must  therefore  lie 
plucked  up  by  the  roots,  and  th«'  l^apists  must  not  be  brandf^ 
as  if  they  too  were  merely  a  party  in  opposition  to  the 
Hu<^uenots,  the  latter  being  an  expression  newly  iuveuted 
b}'  those  who  had  broken  away  fn^n  the  true  reli^on.' 

It  Uiay  be  noted  that,  in  the  year  in  whicli  the  party-uanit 
of  Huguenots  fii-st  came  into  vogue,  it  is  ascribed  by  the  Par- 
liament of  Paris  to  the  invention  of  the  Protestants.  Elie 
Benoit  too,  the  famous  i*rotestant  author  of  the  history  of 
the  Edict  of  Nantes,  who  had  been  a  preacher  since  1G64. 
writes  in  1()9H  that  the  lieformed  originally  tcn^k  pride  in  the 
honourable  name  of  "  Huguenott And  the  Huirrieuoi 
Pastor,  Fetizon,  also,  in  his  Apologij  for  the  Rr/itnmd, 
which  a[>peared  at  the  Hague  in  IGHS,  says:  "The  title  of 
Huguenots  was  originally  a  title  of  honour".' 

And  the  Parliament  of  Pans  is  perfectly  right  in  statim.' 
that  the  name  "Huguenot"  was  hardly  known  in  15G0  t<> 
the  public  political  life  of  France.  For  the  prohibitions  of 
the  edict  of  July  Hth,  1542,  are  directed  against  "the  nev* 
heresies  "  ;  those  of  October  4th,  1540,  against  "  the  heretics 
and  blasphemers  of  Meaiix,"  and  of  April  29th,  1551,  against 
the  "  imitators  of  the  Lutheran  sect*'.  The  name  "  Hugue- 
not ' '  does  not  appear  in  any  royal  edict  imtil  1561.

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The  author  of  the  Histoire  Ecch'dastiqm  of  1580,  whether 
Bera,  Des  Gallars,  or  whoever  else  he  may  have  been,  ex- 
pressly declares  that  the  name  "  Huguenot "  was  first  given 
to  the  reformers  at  the  time  of  the  Amboise  affair,  and  had 
clung  to  them  ever  since  ;  *  and  other  contemporary  writers 
concur  in  the  same  opinion.  Regnier  de  la  Phinche,  in  his 
history  of  the  French  State  of  157(),  asserts  that  tlie  calling 
of  Liuthcrans  ami  FA'an«,'elicalR  by  the  name  of  '*  Huguenots" 
dates  from  the  time  of  the  first  armed  rising  of  the  Pro- 
testants, and  its  betrayal  to  tlie  king  in  Amboise.  And  he 
adds  that  the  name,  l)enig  then  in  common  use  by  the  lower 
chisses.  began  to  be  ^'t-nerally  the  fashion. 

Pierre  de  la  Place  in  his  Conimentdnj  on  tlw  Po^sition  of 
Religion  (uul  the  State  writes,  as  early  as  io65,  that  the 
name  *' Huguenauds  "  (s/V  )  came  up  a  few  days  before  the 
Ariil)oise  attempt.  The  title  of  a  Parisian  handbill,  dated 
4th  September,  l.")()*2.  takes  us  a  little  farther  })ack  still,  and 
runs  as  follows  :  '*  The  wonderful  and  di\ine  j)unishments 
of  some  wicked,  wonder-working  Lutherans,  now  called 
Huguenots".  The  verses  of  Honsard,  the  poet  and  court 
favourite,  belong  to  the  same  year: — 

Je  n'aimo  point  ces  noma  qui  sont  finis  en  *'o«," 
Oota,  cagol8«  aubtrogots,  visgots.  ot  huguenots. 
Us  me  sont  odieux  oomme  pcsic,  et  je  penae 
Qa*iUi  font  prodigienz  &  Tempife  de  Fnnce. 

(I  like  not  names  which  end  in  **o*s,'*  such  as  gots,  cagots,  austroguU,  vis- 
gots  and  huguenots.  They  are  as  hateful  to  me  as  the  plsigue,  and  I  baiieve 
that  th^  are  of  evil  angary  to  the  Empire  of  France.) 

In  that  same  year,  15()2,  the  famous  Bernard  Palissy 
writes  :  "  au  lieu  de  me  remercier,  la  sotte  m'appela  Hu- 
guenot '*  (instead  of  thanking  me,  the  fool  of  a  woman  called 
me  Huguenot And  there  are  some  letters  which  go 
yet  farther  back.  Col.  Cayliis  on  18th  November,  1560,  and 
the  Gomte  de  Villars  on  the  11th  of  the  same  month,  of  the 
same  year,  both  oall  the  Protestants  '*  Hngaenaolx  " ;  and 
a  few  months  earlier,  10th  Jnne,  the  Cardinal  of  Lorraine 
speaks  of  them  as  "  Huguenots " ;  while  immediately  after 
the  discovery  of  the  Amboise  conspiracy,  ^tienne  Pasquier 
the  Parisian  advocate,  who  died  in  1615,  reports :  "  They 
have  begun  to  give  the  name  and  title  of  '  Huguenaux  '  (sic) 
to  the  whole  of  this  new  party       The  same  Pasquier,  in  his

This  would  carry  the  ori^nn  l)ack  to  155*2  or  1551.  Bin  uf 
the  use  of  the  name  at  tliis  <'arly  date  ail  proof  has  hitlierlo 
heen  wantintj.  Now,  however,  an  old  deid.  of  Marcli.  1552. 
has  heen  made  over  to  the  Societe  tin  Protestantisms  fran- 
(,-ais,  and  tnrns  out  to  he  an  liononrai)le  testimonial  t<»  on*' 
Bertin,  Mayor  of  Perigueiix,  }>ut  fortli  l)y  the  consuls  an<i 
notahilities  of  tlie  town  "per  cansi-  de  la  hrave  et  j^'enereuse 
action  qn'il  fazet  eontre  la  vilaine  race  d'Huf^uenauds  "  *?>^'- 
(on  account  of  the  hrave  and  noble  way  in  which  he  Lad 
acted  with  regard  to  the  horrid  ra«e  of  **  Huguenauds  "I 

The  religious  pendulum  long  swung  to  and  fro  in  Pcri- 
gueox  between  FapistB  and  Protestants.  At  one  time  the 
Hnguenot  leader,  tne  Sienr  de  Mesmi  (du  Mesnil),  was  the 
man  looked  np  to ;  at  another,  Pastor  Simon  Brossier  was 
put  in  prison,  and  the  blind  Pastor  Bomigly  was  taken  off 
to  the  gaard-hoose,  but  subsequently  rescned  and  led  home 
by  his  adherents ; '  so  that  the  expression  "  horrid  race  of 
Hugnenauds/'  coming  from  Papist  lips  in  the  spring  of  1552. 
cannot  be  taken  to  apply  to  any  but  the  Protestants.  It  is 
easy  to  see  too  that  it  is  an  expression  derived  from  the 
people. 

It  seeraed  a  great  matter  to  have  traced  the  name  Huguenot 

back  to  ^Nfarch,  155'J.    But  this  was  not  all !  i 

In  1899  a  family  of  tin  name  of  Lalance  was  discovered 
in  the  neighhourhood  of  Miihlhausen,  Alsace  ;  and  it  was 
found  that  they  had  bonie  the  surname  of  Huguenot*'  as 
early  as  14'25,  being  so  registered  at  that  date  in  the  red 
hook  of  the  hurghers  of  Mdmpelgard.  Jehan  Huguenot  dt- 
Cheveney,  son  of  Huguenot  Cruev<'sne  de  Cheveney.  was 
admitted  as  a  hurgher  in  Mompelgard  in  tlie  year  1425.  He 
is  followed  in  1512  by  Petit  Jehan  Huguenot  (a  priest  of 
Ch^'vremont  nvar  I-ielfort),  in  1571  hy  Claude  Huguenot, 
called  la  Lance,  and  in  1596  hy  Charles  Huguenot,  also 
called  la  Lance.^  So  that  there  were  Huguenots  a  hundred 
years  before  the  beginning  of  the  lieformation.

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But  more  than  tliis.  Sir  Austen  Lavard,  President  of  the 
Huguenot  Society  of  London  in  1889  (vol.  ii.,  Proceedings, 
p.  251),  has  pointed  out,  through  Littre's  Dictionary  of  1877, 
that  a  certain  Huc^uenot  Bony  was  received  in  the  year  1410 
as  *' Huissier  de  la  chanihre  des  comtes  de  Dijon"  (Usher 
of  tiie  Chamber  to  the  Counts  of  Dijon)  after  oath  taken  by 
him  that  he  could  neither  read  nor  write. 

Earlier  still.  7th  Oetoher,  1M87,  appears  Pascal  ITufruenot 
of  St.  Junien  in  Limousin,  as  "docteur  en  deenit  ".  So  it 
is  clear  that  there  were  Hu<^uenots  in  France  nearly  a  couple 
of  hundred  years  previous  to  the  conspiracy  of  Amhoise. 
And  it  is  also  quite  evident  that,  from  155*2,  Init  especially 
from  1500-61,  the  name  was  in  use  among  the  people,  and 
applied  as  a  term  of  reproach  to  the  French  Protestants, 
while  before  that  time  it  was  an  honourable  appellation,  and 
had  moreover  been  known  in  France  as  an  orninaiy  family 
name  since  1387. 

But  now,  what  is  the  meaning  of  the  name  Huguenot  ? 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  we  find  it  in  France  a  hundred 
and  thirty  years  before  the  beginning  of  the  Reformation, 
and  one  hundred  and  seventy-three  years  before  the  con- 
spiracy of  Amboise,  we  shall  be  prepared  to  find  various 
ideas  and  explanations  current  among  the  people,  and  that 
at  an  early  date  But  before  all  things  we  shall  do  well  to 
look  witli  suspicion  upon  all  purely  learned  explanations  of 
that  which  is  a  popular  expression. 

Many  a  learned  explanation  hardly  needs  refutation  at  all ; 
first  and  foremost  among  these  being  that  which  declares 
that  Calvin  held  nightly  intercourse  in  Geneva  with  a  fiend 
named  '*  Nox,'*  whom  he  summoned  whenever  he  wanted 
her,  by  the  words  "Hue  Xox";  and  that  he  had  by  her 
a  son  *'  Hucnox,"  who  was  the  father  of  the  Huguenots. 
Calvin,  it  will  he  rememhered,  did  not  die  until  so  it 

is  easy  to  see  why  it  was  so  late  in  the  day  hefore  this  ex- 
planation came  to  he  hatched  in  the  hram  of  a  learned  Jesuit. 
Another  leaiiu-d  and  ecjually  senseless  derivation  is  that 
wiiich  traces  the  name  to  the  "  Hucnos,"  or  *'  Ut  nos,  sert^- 
ni^sime  princeps,  advenimus,"  whicli  formed  the  exordium 
of  some  Protestant  orator.  All  ai-e  now  af^recd  that  the 
appellation  had  its  origin  among  the  people,  not  in  any  court 
circle. 

Y«'t  another  learned  explanation  would  derive  it  from 
'*  Hu<lgenot,"  or  "  1  lut^esfllen,  "  the  name  ot  a  league  at 
Soest  in  Westphalia  founded  for  the  protection  of  religion. 
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But  tliis  is  both  historically  and  etyniolo*^it:ally  untenable. 
The  derivation  from  a  Gnostic,  Hugo,  is  also  at  once  de- 
molished by  the  fact  that  the  Huguenots  never  favoured 
Gnosticism,  and  that  the  very  existence  of  this  particular 
Gnostic  is  problematical. 

Not  much  happier,  though  hased  upon  popular  notioiis, 
is  the  idea  that  we  Hoguenots  owed  their  name  to  their 
owlUh  characteristics,  their  nightly  ''howling"  of 
Psalms.  (Frederick  the  Great,  as  we  know,  said  that  the 
refiigees  had  fled  from  France  that  they  might  be  free  to 
howl  their  Psalms  in  public  and  by  day.) 

Well,  the  great  owl  is  certainly  called  "  Dugon/*  and  the 
little  owl,  "  Dnganel,"  ^  and  in  the  Langue  d'oc  the  Hngnenots 
are  called  *'  Dnganan,"  pronounced  "  Duganaou  But  then 
the  name  Huguenot  was  not  used  as  a  nickname  first  in 
Langue  d'oc,  but,  as  we  shall  see  directly,  in  Touraine.  Ic 
is  impossible  moreover,  to  say  why  the  Occitanian  word 
"  Duganau  *'  should  have  been  transformed  by  French  tongues 
into  "  Huguenot " ;  and  such  a  change  would  be  contrary  to 
ail  the  rules  of  language.  The  Catholic  Occitanians,  on  the 
other  hand,  might  easily  have  been  reminded  of  their  owls  ' 
when  they  were  arranging  the  F'rench  word  "Huguenot" 
to  suit  themselves.  The  Protestants  as  night  butterflies 
(Papillons,  Parpaillots),  might  well  have  appeared  to  them 
fit  objects  for  d<^rision  as  "owls"  and  "howlers*'.  Still 
another,  and  also  niercly  learned  derivation  of  the  Protestant 
party-name  would  trace  it  to  John  Huss,  burnt  as  a  heretic 
at  Constance.  According  to  this  "  Huguenots  "  were  '*  Hu^iS- 
genosscn  ".  l^ut  what  did  the  French  people  of  1560  know 
of  the  Bohemian  executed  in  1415  ?  Huss  had  no  influence 
whatever  in  France. 

If  all  these  ingenious  bnllDus  d^'ssai  failed  to  have  the 
smallest  effect  in  casting  discredit  upon  the  Protestants.  s<' 
far  as  the  French  populace  were  concerned,  it  was  other- 
wise with  a  move  made  by  their  deadly  foes,  the  Guises. 
The  Guises  gave  their  ecclesiastico- political  adversaries  the 
name  of  "  lOidgenossen  "  (Leaguers),  for  it  was  of  the  utmost 
importance  to  them  to  brand  the  conspirators  of  Orleans  and 
Amboise  as  **  rebels  **.  "  They  were  in  league  with  the  Swiss 
Bepublics/*  said  tbey,  '*and  could  never  again  be  faithfol 
subjects  of  the  King  of  France  without  breaking  their  oath 
to  Geneva.*'

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A  broadsheet  published  by  the  Guises  in  the  spring  of 
1562  announces  that  the  French  Protestants  had  dotennined 
to  organise  themselves  into  Cant<ins,  as  the  free  Swiss  had 
done.  It  was  to  this  intent,  said  they,  that  the  *  7>efonned  ' 
Churches  had  assumed  the  name  of  "  Aignos "  ;  for  the 
seditionmongers  of  Amboise  were  the  offspring  of  the 
Genevese,  and  the  latter,  at  the  time  of  their  rebellion 
against  the  Duke  of  Savoy,  had  brought  a  good  number  of 
Aygnoe  from  Berne  and  fVeiburg  into  Geneva,  and  then,  as 
soon  as  they  felt  themselves  strong  enough,  they  had  first 
caused  those  who  wished  to  live  as  the  Eidgenossen  did  (qui 
vondraient  vivre  en  TAignossen)  to  lift  up  their  hands,  and 
had  next  proceeded  to  drive  the  Faithful  out  of  the  town 
under  the  nickname  of  Crawlers  or  Cringers  (Mamelus).^ 
Hence  the  origin  of  the  satirical  song :  "  Tes  Aignos  sont 
aa  dessus,  tes  Mammelus  sont  ru^s  jus  And  so  again  at 
the  present  time  the  adherents  of  the  Prince  of  Gond^  had 
been  fed  upon  the  Genevese  spirit  of  rebellion  after  the 
fashion  of  tlie  Aignossen  (nourris  en  TAi^nossen  de  Geneve). 
And  for  this  reason  the  conspirators  of  Orleans  had  called 
themselves  "  Bundler,*'  in  Genevf^e  "Aignossen".'-  Even 
before  15(32  the  learned  partisan  of  the  Guises  asks:  Did 
the  King  of  Navarre  then  allow  himself  to  he  outwitted,  as 
the  Aignos  tried  to  outwit  the  Prince  of  Conde  ?  Ah,  Master 
Aignos!  from  whom  are  we  to  expect  f^ood  counsel  if  not 
from  him  whose  counsel  hitherto  has  brought  the  land  into 
a  state  of  bloomin*^^  prosperity   "  ^ 

This  *' Reponse  des  Triumvn-s  (tln^  (Anises)  :V  la  ]>('c]ara- 
tion  "  is  in  fact  the  reply  to  the  "  l)eclarati<  >ii  faite  a  ( )i  leans, 
le  H  Avril.  l^Ci'i/  par  M.  le  princ(^  de  ('(inde.  pour  niontrer  les 
raisous  qui  Tout  contiaint  d'entrcprendre  la  defense  de 
I'autorite  du  Hoy,  du  «;ouverneuient  de  la  Keine.  et  du 
repos  de  ce  royaume  Condc  had  just  launched  his  de- 
claration of  war  against  the  Triuuivirate— the  Duke  of  (luise, 
the  Cardinal  of  Lorraine,  and  his  own  brother,  the  Kin^  of 
Navarre,  who  had  lately  turned  Catholic.  There  was  to  be 
open  warfare  in  the  cause  of  the  (Jospel  and  of  the  Kin<r. 

The  ecelesiastico-political  ami  ot  both  parties  is  strikingly 
plain  therefore.  Both  protest  that  their  only  desire  is  to 
deliver  the  kin^;  from  false  counsellors,  to  he  faithful,  at-

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teritive,  kind  to  the  kin^',  and  to  lay  down  their  arms  at 
once  when  the  king  commands  them  to  do  so.  Each  Uvs 
all  the  blame  for  robbery,  murder,  bloodshed,  harm  in  general, 
upon  his  adversary,  and  each  accuses  the  other  of  having  been 
the  first  to  resort  to  arms. 

Such  declarations  and  counter-declarations,  says  La  None, 
are  necessary  in  our  age,  for  at  the  present  day  people  are 
so  lazy  that  they  won't  do  their  duty  to  the  State,  without 
being  goaded  to  it  The  Guises,  who  had  just  arranged  a 
blood-bath  for  the  Protestants  at  Vassy,  were  well  aware, 
through  their  new  confederate,  King  Anthony  of  Navarrt. 
that  his  brother  the  Prince  of  Cond^  was  negotiating  with 
the  German  princes.  All  the  more  crafty  therefore  was  their 
insertion  of  the  word  Eidgenossen "  in  the  incendiarv 
broadsheet  of  the  Catholic  League,  while  at  the  same  tinie 
they  were  themselves  coquetting  with  Spain,  and  were  t^kio^ 
both  German  Landsknechte  and  troopers,  as  well  as  Swiss 
Catholics,  into  their  service. 

It  is  remarkable  that  the  official  counterblast  of  the 
Guises  does  not  contain  the  word  "  Huguenot,"  and  that  it 
is  not  so  much  as  hinted  that  "  Aignos"  and  *'  Huguenots  " 
are  one  and  the  same.  There  is  merely  a  simple  lie,  put 
forth  in  the  interest  of  the  Papal  party,  to  the  effect  that 
Conde's   followers  had   called  themselves  **  Biindler,"  or 

Eidgenossen  "  (Leaguers  or  Confederates).  And  the  sole 
proof  alleged  of  this  is,  that  a  reformed  preacher  who  had 
recanted  and  returned  to  Rome  is  said  to  have  admitted  to 
the  Duke  of  Guise  that,  **  after  seven  years'  study,  he  had 
been  convinced  that  Calvinism  was  an  incentive  to  dis- 
obedience and  to  the  establishment  of  such  liberty  as  that 
which  prevailed  in  the  Swiss  Cantons  This  was  all  thai 
the  French  Protestants  had  done  towards  adopting  the 
name  of  "  Aignos  A  single  renegade  has  been  the  parent 
of  all  the  Protestants  of  France ! 

That  devourer  of  Protestants,  the  Marshal  of  France. 
Count  Gaspard  de  Tavannes,  sings  the  same  song.  He 
writes  in  his  Memoirs,  1574,  **  They  themselves  assumed  the 
name  of '  Eidgenossen  \  And  as  the  first  pastors  who  came 
to  France  always  cherished  the  wish  to  estabhsh  a  democracy 
there  (d'y  etablir  Tetat  populaire)  they  made  use  amon*: 
the  Huguenots  of  the  foreign  word  *  Eidgenossen '  (sic)  that 
they  might  not  be  understood  by  the  world  in  general.  So 
that  the  earliest  professors  of  this  religion  considered  the  naino 
an  honourable  one,  though  their  descendants  looked  upon  it 
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as  a  disgrace  and  reproach.**  *  We  see  that  Tavannes  does 
not  declare  the  '*  Eidgeuossen '*  to  be  identical  with  ^e 

Huguenots  " ;  bat  he  too,  following  the  illnstrions  example 
set  him,  suspects  them  of  bein^  "  democrats  **. 

And  now,  as  nei^er  the  Trinmvirate,  nor  Tavannes,  nor 
any  other  Frenchman  contemporary  with  the  conspirators 
of  Amboise,  attempts  to  explain  the  word  "  Huguenot "  by 
'*  Eidgenossen,"  we  might  let  the  identity  question  rest,  had 
not  an  attempt  been  made  to  support  it  by  an  appeal  to  old 
Genevese  writers.* 

We  are  discussing  a  nickname  of  the  French  Protestants. 
Now  French  Protestants  call  themselves  by  the  name  of 
Calvin.  Calvin  lived  in  Geneva.  Calvin  left  a  quantity  of 
letters  and  many  polemical  writings  behind  him.  His  chief 
talent  indeed  was  shown  in  polemics.  If  then  the  nickname 
'*  Huguenot"  had  its  origin  in  Geneva,  it  is  to  be  expected 
that  Calvin  would  have  been  foremost  in  defending  les 
notres."  as  lie  calls  his  adherents,  aj^ainst  the  aspersion  cast 
upon  them  b}'  this  insulting  sobriquet ;  or,  if  not  that,  that 
he  would  have  oiven  the  name  an  lionourable  signification. 

But  as  a  matter  of  fact,  Calvin  never  once  makes  use 
of  the  word  "  Ilu^^uenot,"  or  of  "  Kidgenot,"  "  Kygenot,** 
**  Ayguenot,  "  or  "  Euguenot".  This  I  was  positively  assured 
of  on  ()ctt)l)er  9th,  1H99,  by  Professor  Henninjard,  Doctor  of 
Tht'olngy.  wlio  is  without  a  rivjvl  in  his  ae(|uaintance  with, 
and  critieul  editing  of.  Calvin's  correspondence. 

However,  in  order  to  establish  the  identity  of  *'  Hnguenot** 
and  "  Eidgenots,"  recourse  is  had  to  two  Genevesr  eontem- 
poraries  of  Calvin's,  the  famous  chroniclers  Francois  lionivard 
iiVu'd  1570)  and  Michel  Koset  (died  IblH). 

l^t  t  us  consider  these  two  more  closely- 

The  famous  Bonivard,  Prior  of  St.  Victor,  the  j)risoner  of 
the  Castle  of  Chillon,  the  adventurer  whose  vicissitudes  have 
so  often  been  sung,  writes  in  book  iii.  of  his  Chroniques  de 
Genhe,  of  the  year  1518':  **  Allaient  crier  les  enfans : 
*  Vivent  les  Eiguenotz,*  voolant  dire  les  Eydgenoss,  (]iie  signi- 
fie  en  Allemand  les  ligues  ou  allies,  duquel  nom  s'appellent 
les  Soisses  en  g^n^ral,  car  Eyd  signifie  serment,  et  Genoss 
participant.  Ponrquoi  ces  deux  n^ots  joints,  assavoir  Eyd- 
genoss,  signifient  les  ligues  et  ensemble  asserment^s.  Cenx

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qui  tenaient  le  parti  des  Princes  par  moquerie  lea  appelamt 
lea  Eidgaenots,  et  cenx  de  la  part  de  la  liberty  nommaient 
cenx  par  opposite  les  Mammelacs  on  Monseignearistea,  pour- 
ceqa'ils  tenaient  le  parti  des  Seigneurs."  ("The  chUdreo 
went  about  shouting :  *  Vivent  les  Eiguenots,'  meaning  the 

*  Eydgenoss/  which  m  German  means  the  Leaguers,  or  Allies,, 
a  name  generally  adopted  by  the  Swiss,  for '  Eyd '  means  oath, 
and  '  Genoss '  associate ;  and  the  two  words  together,  namehr 
'  Eydgenoss,*  mean  those  who  are  leagued  and  bound  together 
by  an  oath.  Those  who  were  of  the  party  of  the  princes  called 
them  '  Eidguenots  *  in  mockery ;  and  those  who  belonged  to 
the  party  oi  liberty  called  the  opposite  party  *  Mamelukes,'  or 

*  Monseigneurists/  because  they  held  with  the  Seigneurs.") 

Such  is  the  passage  upon  which  all  arguments  for  the 
identity  of    Huguenot  '*  and    Eiguenot "  are  founded. 

Biit  we  must  now  call  attention  in  the  first  place  to  the 
fact  that  even  here  we  have  no  mention  of  the  word  *'  Huj^iie- 
not  *'  Ki<^menotz  "  he  himself  declares  to  be  a  corruption 
of  *'  Kidguenotz  "  (more  properly  Eidgenotz  or  Eydgenossen). 
originating  witli  the  children,  whose  lani^niage  was  French. 
And  then  another  point  which  we  must  he  clear  ahnut  is 
that  though  the  children  of  Geneva  shoute^l  "JMguenot/" 
in  the  streets,  they  certainly  did  not  yH  /l  the  word  to  any- 
body. In  fact,  it  might  have  been  written  **  ?jiguenotz." 
*'  Kyguenots,"  *'  Aigueuots,"  "Ayguenots,"  or  even  **  Eidgue- 
nots" and  *'  Evdwnots/'as  Honivard  does  write  it  immediately 
after.  To  this  we  must  add  that,  when  the  word  came  mto 
use  in  (teuf^'a.  Honivard  himself  never  heard  it  at  all.  For  in 
151H  he  was  a\v;iy  in  Home,  Turin,  Freiburg,  Gex,  Groiee, 
etc.,  on  matters  conc-ernin^f  his  priory.' 

Hut  it  was  not  till  l.")4.S  -  that  he  wrote  his  ChroiiicJf  oj 
Geneva,  which  he  brought  down  to  the  year  1527  ;  and  it 
was  uot  till  1551  that  he  handed  over  the  complete  work  to 
the  council.'  Another  thing  to  be  noticed  is,  that  it  was  not 
written  by  his  own  hand,  but  by  his  secretary,  Ant  Froment ; 
that  he  merely  added  corrections  and  marginal  notes,  and 
that  the  manuscript  soon  after  disappeared.  It  was  not  till 
30th  October,  1724,  that  it  was  restored  to  the  Public  Libraiy 
of  Geneva,  through  the  instrumentality  of  MM.  LuUin.** 

Now,  at  this  time  of  day,  who  is  going  to  prove  that  the 
handwriting  is  really  that  of  Froment  and  Bonivard*?  or»

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ftiriber  still,  that  Bonivard  spelt  the  word  "Eiguenots  * 
to  Froment  while  he  was  in  the  act  of  writing,  and 
enctly  as  it  is  printed  at  the  present  time  ?  It  is  all  the 
leas  possible  to  do  this,  because  Bonivard's  own  handwriting 
18  entirdy  unknown  to  ns  now,  save  by  bis  si^natares  (see 
the  remarks  of  Champonni^re  in  tbe  ed.  Bevilliod,  i.,  pp. 
59,  60,  64  of  the  "  Notice "). 

That  Fioment,  or  Bonivard  himself,  attached  no  great  im- 
portance to  tbe  form  "  Eigaenots,*'  the  closest  approximation 
to  that  of  Hngnenots,**  is  manifest,  for  he  has  no  sooner 
mentioned  it  than  be  immediately  uses  tbe  form Eidgenoss  ** 
three  times  over ;  and  not  only  this,  but  when  he  reverts  to 
the  nickname  (livre  iv.,  cap.  4,  cd.  Kevilliod,  p.  227)  be 
speaks  only  of  "Eydgnoss"  and  **  P^ydgenoss " — and  that 
SIX  times  in  the  year  1525 — and  (in  livre  iv.,  cap.  7)  he 
speaks  of  the  (lenevese  children  as  crying,  not  **  Kipjuenotz,'* 
bat  "  Eydgnot,  Eydgnot "  (Revilliod,  ii.,  p.  254).  Bonivard 
also  uses  the  nickname  "  Mammehicz  "  down  to  (ed. 
Revilliod,  ii.,  266, 270,  281,  288,  285,  298,  298,  825,  415).  But 

Eignotz  "  does  not  appear  again  after  1-525,  and  in  its  place 
he  always  uses  '*  com  bourgeois  In  1580  Bonivard  calls 
the  Evangelicals  of  r4eneva '*  Lutheiiiiis."  (1.  ii.,  p.  895), 

So  then,  **  Evan<,M'licals  "  and  "  lMdgenoss(Mi  "  wwr  not 
precisely  synonymous  terms  even  in  Geneva.  The  l\\an- 
gelicals  there  are  called  hrst  liUtherans,  and.  later  on.  C  ai- 
vinists.  The  "  Ei«,nieiios  "  aic  a  political  party  in  (reneva, 
the  party  of  independence,  the  d(M  lared  eneiiiK  s  of  the 
(hical  Manimelucs,  or  Monseigneuristes.  And  when  Calvin 
came  in  1585,  and  especially  when  he  was  recalled  in  158s, 
they  occupied  such  a  hostile  position  with  regard  to  the 
Evangelical  party  on  the  (piestion  of  ('liure)i  discipline,  that 
Calvin  opposed  theia  in  the  sharpest  way,  calling  tliem 
"slaves  of  liberty"  (Lihertins).  If  we  except  Bonivard, 
who  left  the  camp  of  the  "  hjgnos  "  for  that  of  Calvin,  we 
find  nearly  all  the  '*  Eidgenossen  "  between  1519  and  1.580, 
and,  so  far  as  any  of  them  still  survived,  between  1538  and 
1553,  in  the  camp  which  was  at  enmity  with  Calvin.  This 
was  perfectly  well  known  at  the  time  and  even  in  1560  to 
every  French  Protestant;  so  that  to  call  the  Galvinists 
'*£igaenots/'  "  Eidgenossen,*'  and  that  in  Geneva  of  all 
places,  wonld  have  appeared  altogether  monstrous. 

Finding  therefore  that  little  was  to  be  gamed  from  Bonivard 
in  proof  of  the  identity  of  "  Huguenot  **  and  Eiguenots/' 
recourse  was  next  had  to  the  son  of  the  man  whom  the 
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''Gonseil  de  G^n^ve*'  ordered  to  furnish  Bonivard  wiUi 
original  documents  from  the  State  archives.^ 

Michel  Boset,  who  succeeded  his  father  Claude  as  State 
Secretary  on  the  latter*s  death  in  1555,  is  the  writer  of  tiie 
Chroniques  de  Genhe,  which  come  down  to  1603,  that  is  to 
within  ten  years  of  Michel's  own  death.   It  is  unnecessary 
to  recall  the  fact  that  Michel  Boset  was  syndic  in  G^eva 
fourteen  times,  that  on  twelve  occasions  he  was  returned  at 
the  head  of  the  list,  and  that  he  was  entrusted  with  missions  \ 
from  the  Bepubhc  to  foreign  powers  no  fewer  than  eighty- 
four  times.*    It  is  enough  to  know  that  if  Senebier  is  right,  ; 
Boset  presented  the  first  part  of  his  Histoire  de  Gtnhve  to 
the  council  in  the  year  1562,  and  that  amid  the  greatest 
applause  of  all  'present.    The  council  gave  orders  that  every  i 
one  of  the  members  should  have  a  copy  pre|)are(l  for  his 
own  use,  that  he  might  make  himself  acquainted  with  the  ' 
privileges  of  tlie  town. 

Again  in  this  instanc  e  the  original  document  appears  to 
have  been  lost  and  never  to  have  been  printed.  But  the 
Bibliotheque  Cantonnale  of  Lausanne  possesses  (in  Litt.  F., 
Num.  117m  and  117V))  two  manuscripts  of  Hoset's,  according  \ 
to  the  statement  of  D.  Bernus ;  one  of  which  (1179)  is  said  | 
to  belong  to  the  end  of  the  sixteenth  or  beginning  of  the 
seventeenth  century,  with  glosses  of  the  same  date,  while 
the  other,  which  is  without  glosses,  is  of  the  seventeenth 
century. 

Now  Michel  Koset  was  not  born  till  1.533,  and  m  the  year 
1562 — in  the  very  year  therefore  when  the  party  name  of 
"  Huguenot "  was  making  a  stir  in  the  world — he  writes  as 
follows  concerning  what  went  on  in  the  year  1518,  fifteen 
years,  that  is,  before  he  himself  was  bom  (chap.  Ixzzix.):  "Ed 
ces  troubles  ceux  qui  avaient  d^sir  autrefois  acquis  la  Bour- 
geoisie de  Fribourg,  en  solicitaient  des  autres  partieulite- 
ment,  tellement  que  par  banquets  et  autres  assemble  ils 
s'inviterent  (orig.,  s'inciterent)  les  uns  les  autres  &  la  de- 
mander.  L'abb6  de  Baumont  (orig.,  Bomont)  et  le  Prieur 
de  St.  Victor — Bonivard — ^taient  aussi  de  leur  bande»  si 
furent  60,  inxodes  (He)  qui  Tenyoyerent  demander  k  Fri- 
bourg [a  severely  Catholic  Canton]  robtinrent  moyennant 
que  le  general  y-consentit.  Et  eux  a  s* assembler  de  p»]iis 
fort  et  :i  se  bander  ouvertement,  appelant  les  Durante  (orig^ 
Ducals)  Mamelus  comme  renon^ant  &  la  liberte  et  quelquefois 

>  Bonivaid.  ed.  Revilliod.  i.»  p.  lit.  *Bfdhtin  Fr„  1860.  p.  Uk 
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MoDseignimistis  (orig.,  MonseigneuristeB)  et  qu'ils  ^taient 
appeles  des  Mamelus,  'Hugaenots'  (orig.,  Eugnenos)  par- 
ceque  les  Lisnes  s'appelaient  '  Eidgnossen/  qn'est  k  dire 
participants  da  serment.  ('<  ttc  division  etaient  grande  et 
trainer  longaement,  tant  qne  les  Huguenots  (ong.»  Euguenot) 
se  trouvaient  plus  forts  en  norahre  (orig.,  de  voix).

That  this  copy  does  not  emanate  from  a  man  of  letters,  a 
linguist,  and  one  accustomed  to  deciphering  the  old  documents 
in  the  archives,  or  from  one  who  had  a  thorough  knowled^^n 
of  history,  either  as  statesman  or  Uttn-ateury  sneh  as 
S(''n('hi(^r  describes  Michel  l^oset  to  have  l)ccn.  is  clear 
enough  from  the  fact  of  liis  calling  the  "  Ducaux  '  (adherents 
of  the  Duke  of  Savoy)  *'  Durants,"  and  the  "  Monseigneur- 
istes "  (adlieit  nts  of  the  Bishop  of  (iciicva)  "  Monseigni- 
luistis'".  Any  one  who  distorts  names  in  this  fashion  would 
not  scruple  to  replace  liie  word  "  Kiguenots "  (which  of 
course  was  (juite  forgotten  by  by  a  nickname  which  had 

been  applied  since  lonO  to  a  totally  different  party.  The 
verdict  of  Professor  Henmnjard,  Professor  and  Doctor  of 
Theology  in  Lausanne,  was  therefore  just  what  was  to  be 
expected.  On  the  5th  ()ctol)er,  ISUI),  he  informed  me  that 
he  was  firmly  convinced  that  the  manuscript  in  the  Library 
of  his  Canton  of  Lausanne  was  not  nti  original,  but  a  cop}' 
merely.  And  Professor  A.  Bernus,  Doctor  of  Theology  in 
Lausanne,  as  also  Dr.  Linder,  preacher  of  the  lieformed 
Grerman  Church  in  the  same  place*  both  concur  in  his  state* 
ment.  The  latter  add  moreover,  that  the  word  '*  Huguenot , '  * 
which  occnrs  in  the  Lausanne  MSS.  (F.,  1179  and  1178),  is 
altogether  wanting  in  the  original,  that  is  to  say  in  Boset's 
Grenevese  manuscript,  where  "  Eugnenos  *'  is  the  term  used 
in  both  instances,  as  any  one  may  see  for  himself  by  looking 
at  pages  87  and  107  of  the  Genevese  MS.  first  published  by 
Fazy  in  1894.' 

From  all  which  it  appears  that  Michel  Boset  himself,  who 
died  in  1618  and  brought  his  Histoire  de  Geneve  down  to 
1602,  simply  followed  the  spelling  of  Froment  and  Bonivard, 
and  that  me  corruption  of   Eugnenos  "  into Huguenot  *'  is

Besides  wliich  "Evdnos"  has  heen  corrected  by  anoth^i 
learned  hand  into  *'  Kydgnoz,'*  and  a  fourth  adds  the  fjlosfe 
**  Hence  arose  the  faction  of  '  Eyd<^nossen,"  which  continaed 
several  years  later  in  Geneva  "  ;  while  a  fifth  schoiar  reiuftcks: 
*'  the  word  '  Huguenot'  was  derived  from  this". 

In  the  second  Lausanne  copy,  on  the  other  hand,  Uie 
proper  form,     Eidf^enosseii."  is  fjiven  in  this  pas«^ai:e. 

It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  later  writers  generally  have 
no  scruple  in  eaHin*^  French  Protestants  of  the  earliest  tmic?^ 
simply  "Huguenots"  instead  of  "Lutherans"  or  **  "Rran- 
gelists Thus  in  the  Antiquity's  dr  la  ville  de  Meauz, 
written  in  1721  hy  Claude  Boehard.  at  pa{^u^  ;^97,  we  find  under 
date  of  October,  1.V16:  '*  l^xecution  de  I'arrest  des  quatorz.r 
Huguenots,  hruslez  vifs  an  grand  marche  de  Mt-aux  With 
regard  to  which  Mr.  Herbert  M.  Bower  remarked  m  the 
ProcecdifKfs  of  the  Hufpieuot  Socirty  of  London.  1898,  p^i^j^ 
112:  "This  was  probably  an  anachronism  of  Rochard's.  a> 
writers  of  this  date  did  not  use  the  word  as  a  name  lor 
Lutherans 

To  a  French  ear,  *'  l\id<,MMiots  or  '*  Aydgenots  "  Aedjje- 
not,"  sounds  entirely  ditierent  from  '*  Huguenot.  "  which 
according  to  the  Academy's  dictionary,  is  always  aspirated. 
**  JE''  and  **  ii  "  are  as  dissimilar  in  sound,  as  any  voweJ- 
can  be,  as  much  so  as  "A"  and  "I".  Besides  this,  tb'- 
**H"  at  the  hegimiiiig  of  the  word  is  wanting:  and  thr 
entire  disappearance  of  the  '*  d  "  would  be  a  very  important 
point,  even  if  it  stood  alone.  "£id,"  oatli,  withoai  Ike 
**d"  becomes  "P!i,"  egg. 

Accordingly,  Littre,  in  his  Dictionnnirr  de  la  langu^ 
Franca ise,  and  the  Bulletin  Franaiis  are  both  eiupbatic 
in  expressing  their  dissent  from  this  explanation  (185?^,  p. 
302  fif.  ;  1859,  p.  128  ;  lH98,  p.  662.  Assurement  cette  ety- 
mologic (<lu  mot  alleinand  '  Kidgenossen ')  est  ce  qu'il  y  a 
de  plus  risque,  et  elle  ne  supporte  guere  Texamen."  Sir 
Henry  Austen  Layard,  too,  President  of  the  Huguenot  Society 
of  London,  declares  in  the  Proceedings,  1HS9,  page  251 
**  There  does  not  seem  to  i)e  any  g()od  reason  for  deriving  the 
word  '  Huguenot '  from  the  German  words  *  Eid-geuoss,'  i.^., 
bound  by  oath  ''. 

But  if  this  derivation  is  untenable  etymologically,  it  is 
equally  untenable  from  the  historical  point  of  view. 

The  famous  revolution  of  Geneva,  and  the  alliance  of  the 

ludepeudants  "  with  the  strictly  Cathohc  Canton  of  Frei-

bur^'  beloii<:(ed  to  a  time  l^elore  there  was  such  a  thing  as  a 
Calviuist  in  (ieneva.  The  Geiievese  themselves  were  glad 
to  forget  that  terrible  time.  For  the  Freiburgers  and  heniese 
had  scarcely  sent  troops  to  their  assistance  against  the  duke 
in  1530,  than  they  called  upon  their  new  allies  to  pay  down 
1,500  reichsthaler,  on  account,  as  a  reward  for  their  services ; 
while  at  the  same  time  they  declared  that  the  Duke  of 
Savoy  was  a  more  ancient  ally  of  theirs  than  Geneva,  and 
threatened  to  plunder,  burn  and  destroy  the  town  if  it  did 
not  at  once  pay  up  this  first  instalment  ol  the  price  they 
demanded."  And  Geneva  had  no  sooner  gone  over  to  the 
pure  Gospel  than  the  strictly  catholic  Canton  of  P'reiburg 
renounced  the  alliance.  Those  however  of  the  Eidge- 
uoesen"  who  had  taken  the  lead  as  champions  of  Hb^y 
were  opposed  by  Calvin  tbroa^hoat  his  life,  and  that  both  in 
word  and  deed.  He  stigmatised  them  as  "  Libertines  and 
liberty-drunk,*'  and  their  names  appear  in  the  ranks  of  those 
who  were  Calvin's  enemies,  as  late  as  1553.  Bonivard  was 
the  only  one  of  them  who  had  gone  over  from  the  ancienne  *' 
to  the  nouvelle  police  " ;  and  he  held,  not  with  the  **  Ei^- 
nol8»"  but  with  the  "  Huguenots,"  i.e.,  the  Calvinists,"  until 
his  death  in  1570. 

But  if  there  was  nothing  in  Geneva  itself,  as  early  as 
1538,  to  justify  the  identification  of  the  two  deadly  hostile 
parties  of  Eiguenots  *'  and  Huguenots,''  still  less  was 
there  in  France. 

The  France  of  1560-98  had  not  the  sHghtest  interest 
in  the  past  political  struggles  of  the  old  Geneva  of  1518- 
HO.  It  is  not  proved,  even  as  regards  the  neighbouring 
town  of  Lvons,  that  the  merchants  of  Geneva  were  called 
*•  Aignos  "  or  "  Huguenoz  "  between  151s  and  152(3.  And  if 
it  were,  it  would  not  be  enough  to  account  for  the  preva* 
lence  of  a  similar  usage  in  Touraine  hi  1560. 

If  we  are  considering  the  (juestion  with  reference  to  the 
Frencli  populace,  then — whetlu  r  the  pre-Calvinistic  name  of 
a  party  in  Geneva  were  invented  for,  or  whether  it  were 
transferred  to,  a  Calvinistic  ecclesiastico-political  party  in 
France  {transplantation  en  France,  or,  as  the  English  say: 
the  passing  from  the  Teutonic  into  Gallic  speech) — very  littk' 
importance  attaches  to  anything  we  may  find  in  the  writing 
of  a  French  scholar,  such  as  Jacques  Spon,  who  was  Ijorn  in 
Ijyons,  never  lived  in  Geneva,  died  in  Vevay  in  1685  im- 

'  Buuivard,  Chroniques  de  (ivn^vi-,  ed.  Uuvilliod,  Geneve,  1SC7,  ii.,  p.  424,  i.v. 
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mediately  after  his  fli^jlit  from  Francf.  and  who  took  a 
French  view  of  events  whicli  liad  occurred  in  a  foreit^n  land 
150  years  before  he  had  taken  his  doctor's  dej^'ree,  and  de- 
scribed them  for  our  benefit  as  they  app«'are(l  to  Ijini  in  the 
li;^dit.  the  Fr^/io/i- light,  of  the  end  of  tlie  seventeenth  eentui-y. 

The  first  edition  of  his  Hi>it(iirr  dr  (ituf^ve  came  out  in 
1()8().  It  is  a  tact  al)solutely  without  any  scientific  value 
therefore  that  we  find  this  Spon  of  Lvons  calling;  the 
Genevese  "  Eid<^'enossen  "  (Eignots)  of  lojs  (a  word  which 
did  not  exist  m  I'r.iiu  e  in  ItiSO)  by  the  name  of  "  Hugne- 
nots,"  by  a  name,  that  is  to  say,  which  had  been  current  in 
Lyons  since  15()1  as  the  sobriquet  of  the  ecclesiastico- 
political  party  of  liberty. 

Those  who  defend  the  derivation  of  *' Huguenot from 

Aig^oz/*  faJl  back  in  support  of  their  argument  iipon  two 
posinons,  the  one  historical,  the  other  linguistic.  The  his* 
torical  position  is  this :  Besan^on  Hugues  of  Geneva  is  said 
to  have  been  the  leader  of  the  '*  Eidgenossen/* '  and  the 
populace  immediately  dubbed  these  Eignots,"  or  "  Aignoz.** 
*  ''Huguenots"  after  him.  Unfortunately  for  this  ueory, 
the  people  called  Besan^on  Hugues  simply  Besan^on;  so 
also  did  Bonivard,  and  that  invariably.  It  has  moreover 
been  rightly  pointed  out  that  the  Hugues  brothers  were  by 
no  means  leaders  of  the  '*  Eidgenossen  "  in  Geneva.  The 
leaders  were  rather  Berthelier,  Bonivard,  Van  deli,  Claude 
Savoie,  Porral  and  Arnied  Perrin.  Besides  this,  Besanvon 
Hugues  very  soon  withdrew  into  the  background,  where  he 
occupied  a  position  even  less  conspicuous  than  that  of  his 
brother,  GuiUaume  Hugues,  the  syndic.  Bonivard  and 
Berthelier  remained  the  political  souls  of  the  agitation  for 
freedom  ;  and  the  latter  afterwards  fought  the  "Calvinists" 
in  the  person  of  the  church-discipline  man,  John  Calvin. 

Th<^  linguistic  position  betrays  still  more  confusion.  Soldaii 
entrenclies  himself  behind  the  proposition  that  po])ular  s]>e''eb 
has  metamorphosed  l^hnden  into  Hemdem.  Hampton  into 
"Anthonne,"  Irland  into  '*  Hirlande,  ' Joachimsthaler  int<i 
**  Joccondalles  "  (p.  t)20,  tl.  i.),  Armagnac  into  "  Arme 
Gecken  "  and  "  Armata  ^^ens  "  (IJidlrtifi  Franrais,  isr»0.  p 
*20).  hut  these  instances  are  none  of  them  explanation k^. 
and  all  they  do  is  to  show  possibilities. 

And  if  the  question  were  merely  as  to  corruption,  a  good

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deal  more  might  be  added.  There  is  for  instance  the  follow- 
ing in  "  la  D^ploration  de  la  cit^  de  Genefve  snr  le  fait  des 
Hereticques,  qui  Font  tiranniquement  opprim^e**  by  the 
monk  John  Gacke  or  Gacy  of  Savoy  in  1536: — 

Arrestez  vous  par  le  cheiiiin  passans : 
Consider^  que  je  ne  mas  pas  sans 
Extreme  dneil  et  irbs  griei've  soufifrance, 
Mieulx  me  seroit  si  je  ostoiw  soubs  Francei 
On  oboisae  j\  luon  iiatui  ol  prince ; 
Je  n'eusse  point  forvo^e  ne  priiiB  ce 
Chemin  obucque,  devenant  AngnenotU^f 
De  d^shonneor  perpetnelle  note.' 

If  "  Eidgenossen  "  could  become  "  Aii'^'uenottes  between 
15*26  and  1.536,  and  "  Hu^^uenots "  could  be  turned  into 
"  Husgnalei  "  between  loCO  and  1568,  it  would  of  course  be 
possible  for  the  *'  Kidgenos  "  of  1526  to  be  corrupted  into 
••Aiguenots"  and  "Huguenots'*.  We  tind  indeed  that  the 
Swiss  confederates  were  ti  ansformed  from  '*  Kidgenossen  '* 
into  "Eyguenos  "  as  early  as  iUili  October,  1530,  in  the 
French  text  of  the  Treaty  of  St.  Julien.  Furthermore, 
Jeanne  de  Jussie  calls  the  Genevese  "  Euguenots  "  instead 
of  "Eidgenossen  "  or  Eignos/'  and  their  league  "  AUiaiice 
en^notte 

Then,  on  the  other  hand»  we  have  Nicolas  Dnrand  de 
.VillegagnoD,  the  Brazilian  coloniser,  writiug  to  CardiniJ 
Granvella  of  his  former  friends  and  fellow-workers  (25th 
May,  1564),  and  calling  them  "  Aygnos  '*  instead  of  "  Hugue- 
nots **.« 

One  sees  &om  this  that  the  Swiss,  with  their  hotch-potch 
of  Gtoman,  French  and  Italian,  can  do  what  would  be  im- 
possible to  any  one  with  the  sensitive  ears  of  the  French. 
In  this  jargon  of  theirs  everything  is  turned  upside  down. 

EidgenosB  '*  is  turned  into  **  Bignos,"  Eignos  "  into  **  Aig- 
no8,"  "  Anguenos,"  "  Eygaenos,"  "  Eignenosz  "  and  **  Euge- 
nes," and  at  last  the  "Eugenes"  become  ''Huguenots"; 
and  then  the  ''Hngnenots"  are  tamed  back  again  into 
*'Aignos'*.   What  more  can  one  want? 

The  various  sounds  of  a,  ang,  6  and  ii  are  all  made  to  be 
of  equal  value ;  and  one  is  substituted  for  the  other  without 
the  least  scruple.  Wliat  in  fact  is  left  to  rest  upon?  and 
where  are  we  to  find  any  linguistic  law  ?    11  we  are  to  ac-

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cept  this  sort  of  thin^  we  must  admit  that  Albaric  was 
justitied  in  concluding  his  investigation  thus:'  "  Les  noms 
de  partis  se  confondent  ;i  leiir  origine  avec  des  paHsions 
populaires  dont  les  ressorts  intimes  echappent  au  Ixnit  de 
quelque  temps  aux  regards  investigateurs  de  Thistoneu  ". 

But  this  is  as  much  as  to  say  that  all  the  researches  of 
the  historian  are  so  much  lahour  lost.  For  the  result  would 
be  nothing  but  scientific  hankru]>tcy. 

Xnd  then  when  Soldan  makes  a  final  attempt  to  explain 
the  derivation  from  Eidgenossen  "  hy  alleging  that  in  some 
parts  of  Poitou  the  reformers  were  also  for  a  time  called 
**  Fribourgs  *"  or  *' Fril)ours,"  ui  allusion  to  the  league  of 
1518  between  Geneva  and  the  arch-Catholic  canton  of  Frei- 
burg, we  can  only  sav  that  this,  in  tiie  eyes  of  arch-Catholics 
at  ill!  events,  would  i)e  an  extremely  strange  designation  for 
reformers ;  all  the  more  so  when  we  consider  that  the  leairue 
of  the  Catholic  king  with  the  eleven  Swiss  cantons  was  signed 
in  this  same  Freiburg  on  7th  December,  1564.' 

Albaric  is  of  opinion  too  that  in  1560  the  common  folk  (tf 
Poitou  hardly  knew  anything  of  the  history  or  even  ezistenoe 
of  such  a  canton  as  Freiburg.  But  when  he  proceeds  to 
assert  that  this  use  of  the  word  '* Freiburg'*  must  un- 
doubtedly have  reference  to  some  local  circumstance  in 
Poitou,  what  is  this  but  to  canr  the  scientific  bankraptcy 
a  step  farther,  unless,  that  is,  he  can  point  to  what  tins 
"local  circumstance"  actually  was?' 

But  if  the  attempt  to  stigmatise  the  French  Protestants 
as  Swiss  "  Eidgenossen  "  made  by  the  Guise  party  was  a  , 
product  of  the  study,  and  due  to  ecclesiastico-pohtical  bias,  ' 
exactly  the  same  may  be  said  of  the  Protestant  explana- 
tion, which  would  make  them  into    adherents  of  Hugmes 
Capet '\ 

What  did  the  people  know  of  Hugues  Capet  in  1660  ?  They 
may  possibly  have  had  their  legends  of  Charlemagne.  But 
that  the  Carlovingians  had  dethroned  the  Merovingians  and 
had  then  been  themselves  dethroned  by  the  Capetiens.  and  that  I 
the  royal  fannly  reigiung  in  15()0  was  descended  from  Hugues  . 
Capet,  were  matters  not  taught  in  the  schools  of  thos<>  davs :  | 
to  say  nothing  of  the  fact  that  schools  for  the  people  m  the 
modern  sense  of  the  term  did  not  so  much  as  exist  Uuguea

'The  existence  of  a  Protestent  family  named  Fribour,  At  Treschateau  near 
Dijoti,  and  of  another  of  the  mne  name  at  Caen  doea  not  help  at  to  the 
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Capet  was  not  of  course  in  any  way  a  prophetic  comrade-in- 
the-faith  or  forerunner  of  Calvin.  If  there  was  no  religious 
meanin*,'  in  the  politiciil  league  which  Geneva,  in  her  thirst 
for  freedom,  had  made  both  with  Protestant  Berne  and  with 
ultra-Catholic  Freiburg  against  the  Duke  of  Savoy,  there 
was  just  as  little  religious  meaning  in  the  tracing  of  the 
party-name  of  "  Huguenot "  back  to  the  old  King  Hugues 
Capet.  It  was  merely  another  move  in  the  game  of  chess 
played  by  the  learned  of  Condi's  party,  and  was  intended 
as  a  countermove  to  the  assertion  made  by  the  Guises  that 
the  Protestants  were  a  republican  brotherhood  after  the 
pattern  of  the  Swiss  cantons.  It  was  desired  to  gain  cre- 
dence at  court  for  the  rumour  that  the  Guises  maintained 
that  they  had  a  rig[ht  to  the  Crown  as  being  descended  from 
Charlemagne;  while  Cond6  and  Coligny  maintained  the 
rights  of  the  reigning  dynasty,  the  descendants  of  Hu^es 
Capet.  The  reigning  Catholic  king  and  his  faithful  nobiHty 
are  here  called  "Huguenots,*'  or  more  correctly  "Hugue- 
naux  *\ 

In  the  collection  of  documents  which  appeared  in  Strass- 
burg  in  1565,  under  the  title  of  Mthnoiren  de  Cond^,  we  find 
the  following  reference  to  the  Guises  in  an  Advertissement 
au  peuple  Francis":  "They  (the  Guises)  long  ago  in- 
vented a  *  sobriquet  et  mot  :i  plaisir,'  in  derision  of  those 
who.  as  they  say,  are  descended  from  Hugues  Capet.  They 
call  them  '  Hugenotz,'  and  they  also  apply  the  same  name 
of  reproach  to  all  who  strive  to  maintam  the  prosperity  of 
the  kingdom  and  to  preserve  the  person  of  the  king  our 
sovereign,  his  royal  brothers  and  all  the  princes  of  the 
blood."  And  we  find  the  sanio  thing  said  about  the  Guises 
in  the  Cotnplainte  au  peuple  franca  is  :  "The  foreigners" 
(Guises) — who  belonged  to  Ijorraine,  which  had  remained 
Carlovingian — "  the  forei<,nu'rs  are  preparing  to  tear  our 
poor  children  from  our  arms,  and  to  strive  to  wrest  the 
Crown  from  those  called  '  Huguenots '  by  the  house  of 
Guise  (because  they  are  of  the  race  of  Hugues  Capet)  and 
to  transfer  and  restore  it  to  those  who,  as  they  say,  have 
Charlemagne  for  their  ancestor."^  According  to  this,  the 
French  royal  family  and  tlieir  Bourbon  train  were  Huguenots, 
and  on  the  other  hand  the  Guises  were  the  foreigners  and 
conspirators,  banded  together  against  the  race  of  Hugo  Capet. 

And  as  early  as  15(30,  in  the  Brieve  exposition  des  lettres 

iSoidan,  i.,  GU  ff. 
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du  Cardinal  de  Lorraine,  it  is  said :  **  It  is  very  well  known 
that  it  is  not  we  ProtestantB  who  belong  to  the  paxty  of 
those  who  claim  descent  in  the  direct  line  from  GhaTlemagDe 
and  who  assert  that  Hue  Gapet  usurped  his  sceptre,  and 
think  that  they  have  a  right  to  seize  upon  the  kingdom 
Even  at  that  date  therefore  the  name  Huguenot'*  was 
considered  by  the  Protestants  to  mean  the  same  as  **  Loya- 
hsts".  And  to  this  agrees  Benolt,  in  his  History  of  the 
Edict  of  Nantes,  when  he  writes  in  1690:  "  The  reformen 
called  themselves  after  the  family  whose  rights  they  were 
defending  against  the  Papists  or  Guisaxds,  at  tlie  time  of 
the  Amboise  enterprise.  So  tliat  at  first  the  reformers  evi-  i 
dentl>  considered  the  name  of  *  Huguenot'  something  to  be 
proud  of." 

Yes,  and  seven  years  before  Beno!t,  Pastor  Fetizon,  a 
refugee,  declares  the  title  of  *'  Huguenot "  to  be  a  "  glorious 
title  This  is  in  his  Apulogie  pour  les  ReformeSy  pubhshed 
at  the  Hague  in  1083,  where  he  points  out  that  those  upon 
whom  it  was  bestowed  were  the  faithful  adherents  of  th? 
descendants  of  Hu^^ues  Capet.  Contemporary  reformers 
also  inform  iis  that  the  ( Jiiises  derided  them  as  *'  Hu«^ue- 
nots  '  because  they  supported  the  descendants  of  Hugues 
Ca|>et.^ 

So  far  then  Kegnier  de  la  Planche  Popeliniere  and  others 
were  ri<:]it  when  they  drew  a  distinction  between  the 
•*  Huguenaux  '  {sic)  of  reli«4ion  and  the  political  "Hugiit- 
naiix  And  of  the  latter  La  Planche  says  that  they  weic 
provoked  to  see  foreigners  so  strangely  managing  the  kingdom 
while  the  princes  of  the  blood  were  shut  out.'- 

But  when  the  Ve^netuin  Michiel  concludes  from  all  this,  in 
1575,  that  **  llu<;uenots  w'as  the  name  given  to  the  Mai- 
contents  (li  Malcontenti)  of  the  l*rotestant  nobility,  who 
were  joined  by  the  malcontents  of  the  Catholic  nobility," 
this  is  a  mere  distorting  of  history ;  and  Tavannes  makes  a 
good  point  in  reply  when  he  says:  '*In  France  there  an 
loyalists,  as  well  among  the  Catholics  as  among  the  Hugue 
note ;  and  on  the  other  hand,  ambitious  and  rebellious  persons 
are  to  be  found  among  those  professing  both  religions 

When,  on  the  other  hand,  the  unknown  author  of  the 
RHteilrmatin  des  Franfais  (1573)  writes,  after  the  night  oi 
St.  Bartholomew :  '*  The  earlier  Lutherans  have  been  o^M 
by  the  ignominious  sobriquet  of  Huguenots  ever  since  the

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Aluboise  atfair"  :  and  again, "  The  Pope  learnt  how  thoroiio^hly 
the  Cardinal  of  Lorraine  had  done  his  duty  in  defending  the 
holy  Roman  Mother-church  against  those  Lutherans  who 
had  turned  Huguenots,"  what  he  (Franyois  Hotiuann  V) 
means  to  imply  is,  that  the  Lutherans,  hitherto  forming  a 
purely  religious  party,  had  become  an  ecclesiastico-political 
party,  by  taking  up  arms  and  joining  in  the  bloody  fend 
of  the  Cap^tieoB  and  CarolingianB. 

One  thing,  however,  is  evident  from  all  this :  namely,  that, 
as  all  who  mention  the  word  "  Hoguenot  between  1560 
and  1580  claim  to  have  adopted  it,  not  from  the  learned,  nor 
from  the  Goort,  bat  from  the  lips  of  the  people,  we  have  no 
real  explanation  either  in  the  learned  interpretation  of  the 
Guises,  which  makes  the  Huguenots  into  Swiss  "Eidge- 
nossen  **  and  therefore  enemies  of  royalty,  nor  in  the  learned 
interpretation  of  the  Cond^  party,  which  makes  them  out  to 
be  defenders  of  the  line  of  Hugues  Capet,  and  therefore 
devoted  to  the  king.  These  interpretations  are,  in  fact, 
only  the  crafty  inventions  of  diplomats,  and  their  object 
is  to  ingratiate  their  own  party  with  the  Court,  while  at  the 
same  time  casting  a  slur  upon  their  opponents. 

It  is  quite  another  matter  when  we  come  to  the  derivation 
which  traces  the  name  to  the  town  of  Tours.  We  must 
here  keep  clearly  before  us  the  fact  that  Amboise,  where  the 
Guises  were  to  have  been  arrested  by  500  Protestant  nobles 
in  1560,  is  a  town  in  Touraine,  the  capital  of  which  is  this 
same  Tours.  One  can  readily  imagine  that,  as  soon  as  the 
Guises  had  discovered  the  conspiracy  against  them,  they 
would  he  all  eyes  and  ears  to  find  out  sonic  popular  bon-uwt 
curn-nt  in  the  neighbourhood,  with  which  they  might  anni- 
hilate the  Protestants.  For  nothing  was,  or  for  that  matter 
i>.  ot  such  lasting  influence  in  France  as  a  smart,  national 
witticism.  It  is.  thanks  to  his  ready  wit,  that  Henri  IV. 
still  holds  such  a  warm  place  in  the  hearts  of  the  French. 
He  remains  the  most  popular  of  kings,  and  that  even  under 
the  Kepuhlic  :  and  with  the  people  lie  is  still  "  le  (xrand," 
more  truly  so  than  Louis  XIV.,  more  so  than  even  the  first 
Napoleon. 

Well,  the  Guises  discovered  in  Tours  a  hobgoblin,  who 
howled  at  night,  and  cudgelled  and  threw  into  the  mire  folk 
found  in  the  streets.  The  people  called  him  ^'Le  roi 
Huguet " ;  and  the  mischief  and  mal])ractices  in  which  he 
indulged  in  Tours  were  just  those  of  other  hobgoblins  else- 
where.  His  favourite  way  of  entering  the  town  was  by  the 
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**  porte  da  roi  Huguet  And  this  chanced  to  be  the  very 
place  where  the  Protestants  assembled  night  after  night, 
to  hold  the  services  of  psalm-singing,  prayer  and  preaching, 
which  were  forbidden  them  by  day.  Whether  the  Pro- 
testants invoked  the  protection  of  the  hobgoblin  for  their 
"  Gehenl/'  as  Frederick  II.  called  it,  in  order  that  they 
might  be  the  less  easily  discovered,  does  not  appear.  Neither 
has  any  one  sncceeded  in  proving  that  the  ghostly  King 
Hugo  who  hannted  Tours  was  the  same  person  as  the  Capet 
who  could  find  no  rest  in  the  grave  because  he  had  dethroned 
the  Garotingians. 

But  the  discovery  that  in  Tours  itself  the  popular  voke 
reviled  the  Lutherans  as  "Huguenots/'  or  more  properly 
"  Huguenaux,"  must  have  been  a  happy  find  for  tlie  Guises. 

The  famous  Parisian  writer  and  printer,  Henri  Etienne 
(Henricus  II.,  Stephanus),  explains  in  his  Apologia  pro 
Herodoto,  published  at  Geneva  in  1566,  that  the  word 
**  Huguenot,"  borrowed  from  the  Tours  hobgoblin,  Hugaon, 
was  drat  used  at  Tours  by  a  monk  who  deUvered  a  sermon 
there,  in  which  he  made  it  matter  of  reproach  to  the 
Lutherans  that  they  never  practised  their  religion  except 
at  night,  *' and  so  they  must  henceforth  l)e  called  '  Hu^juh- 
nots,'  as  being  akin  to  King  Huguon,  who  also  went  about 
only  at  night'*.  Ktienne  adds  tliat  it  was  ditVicuIt  to  get 
to  the  bottom  of  the  matter  even  in  his  day,  though  the  fact 
was  still  fn'sh  in  the  memory  of  contemporaries.^  If  we 
ask  ourselves  why  it  was  so  hard  to  lix  the  origm  of  an 
.  invention  which  was  then  but  six  years  (^Id.  the  answer  is: 
"Just  because  the  invention  originated  among  the  people**. 

La  Place  writes  to  the  same  etTect  as  early  as  l^fi")  ;  <o 
that  at  that  date  the  Guises  had  already  met  with  the 
newly  invented  nickname  in  Touraine.  He  savs  :  **  This 
designation  came  into  vogue  a  few  days  before  the  con- 
spiracy of  Amboise,  and  that  in  the  town  of  Tours,  one 
of  whose  gates  is  named  after  '  Hoy  Hu«^Mion  '.  As  ihe 
Protestants  were  in  the  habit  of  holding  prayer-meetinjis 
in  their  accustomed  manner  in  the  vicinity  of  this  gate,  the 
people  seized  upon  the  opportunity  to  call  them  '  Hugue- 
nauds*.  And  then  those  who  followed  the  Court  appro- 
priated the  name  without  loss  of  time,  and  it  has  been  heard 
everywhere  ever  since." ' 

La  Planche  is  of  the  same  mind,  for,  writing  in  1576,  he

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Jays  :  **  Such  a  watchful  eye  was  kept  upon  the  Lutherans 
it  that  time  by  day,  that  they  found  it  necessary  to  wait 
or  the  night  for  their  prayer-meetings,  sermons,  and  the 
Holy  Sacraments.  And  although  they  never  did  any  one 
Miy  harm,  the  priests  mocked  them  by  makin^^  them  out 
x>  be  the  successors  of  those  ghostly  beings  which  were  in 
the  habit  of  wandering  about  at  night.  And  as  soon  as  it 
bad  become  a  common  practice  for  the  lower  classes  in 
Fouraine,  and  especially  in  Amboise,  to  call  the  Evangehcals 
'  Hngaenots,*  the  nickname  began  to  be  generally  taken 
Dp,  and  that  too  jnst  at  the  time  when  the  first  armed  rising 
was  discovered  in  Tours,  and  when  the  Count  de  Saucerre 
brought  the  first  news  of  it  to  Amboise.*'  * 

In  the  year  1580  we  find  Beza  and  Des  Gallars  givmg  ex- 
pression to  the  same  views.  In  the  Histaire  EccUsiastique, 
1.,  d69,  they  write :  "  The  name  *  Huguenot '  was  given  to  the 
reformers  at  the  time  of  the  conspiracjr  of  Amboise,  and  has 
ching  to  them  ever  since.  It  arose  in  this  way.  Super- 
stitMMi  was  BO  rife  in  all  the  good  towns  of  France  at  that 
time,  that  certain  accursed  spirits  went  about  everywhere 
at  night,  seeking  their  own  purification  by  beating  and  in- 
imllii^r  wfaomaoever  tiny  enooonteied  in  the  streets.  The 
Hf^t  ol  the  Gospel  has  driven  them  away,  and  has  shown 
OS  ttiat  they  wm  simply  rovsterers  and  ruffians.  Thus  in 
Psris  there  was  '  le  mome  bourr^  * ;  in  Orleans,  '  le  mulct 


HugQet  * ;  and  ihm  were  others  in  other  towns.  This  is 
how  the  oomiDon  folk  ol  Tours  and  Touraine  came  to 
Rive  tile  now  very  general  name  of  'Huguenots'  to  the 
Lutherans,  as  if,  because  they  met  by  night,  they  belonged 
to  tiie  train  of  tiieir  King  Huguet.  And  the  sobriquet  has 
chmg  to  them  beeause  Uie  Amboise  conspiracy  was  first 
diaeoversd  in  Tours." 

It  aumot,  however,  be  too  much  insisted  upon  tiiat  it  was 
not  at  all  to  the  interests  of  the  Protestants  that  they  should 
sdopi  the  name  of  these  ghosts  from  Purgatonr.  Quite 
^rthnwise,  indeed ;  for  the  Protestant  fltfiotiv  Eeetmastigue 


^setnd  King  Hugo,  not  because  it  is  correct,  but  because 
toejr  ecmsider  it  an  established  fact  that  the  weak-minded 
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Catholic  po|)ulation,  with  the  priests  and  monks  at  their 
head,  did  actually  take  the  pious  nij?ht  wanderers  U>r  ^^hosts,  ! 
because  of  the  spectre  kinj^,  and  named  them  accordingly. 

A  still  more  j:jrisly  and  o^hostly  distortion  of  the  name  of 
**  Huguenot  "  is  that  of  "  Iluisgnalei,"  *  which  appears  in 
the  title  of  a  hook  by  the  Sorhonne  doctor.  Jac()hu^>  Faber. 
which  was  brought  out  in  l*ans  in  the  year  1568 — a  proof 
that  the  form  of  the  nickname  was  not  permanently  fixed 
at  that  date.  ' 

Others  wlio  declare  themselves  for  the  poor  jrhost  as  th^ 
source  from  which  the  ill  name  was  derived  m  Tours  are : 
Thuarius,  the  famous  historian  ;  Pierre  Cayet  (bom  1.525K 
in  liis  Chronoloqie  novautire,  which  a})])('ared  in  Paris  in 
1608  ;  and  rasijuier,  who  also  mentions  the  gate :  and  even 
these  do  not  exhaust  the  list.  And  as  Pasquier  (\Ky\n  in 
J*aris  15*28,  and  died  there  1615)  expressly  says  that  ih^ 
gate  took  its  name  from  the  ghost,  it  comes  to  the  ^ailu 
thing  when  La  Place,  La  Popeliniere.  as  well  as  DaTila 
(in  his  Historia  della  guerre  civile  de  Francia)  and  oth  r 
writers  declare  themselves  for  the  gate  as  being  the  pia 
of  the  nightly  assemblies;  while  J.  le  Frere  de  Laval,  in  hi? 
Vmir  ct  entihre  Hisfoire  ties  troubles  (157M),  mentions, 
among  other  explanations  of  the  name  "  Huguenot  *'  then  | 
current  among  the  people,  the  **  porte  de  Tours/*  where 
the  Calvinists  held  their  assemblies  for  preaching  and  prayer. 
But  the  greatest  weight  of  all  attaches  to  the  opinitui  of 
such  an  established  critic  as  Henri  Etienne  (Stej)hanus), 
who  in  the  preface  to  his  Apolvgie  d^ffc'rcniote  in  1567 
expressly  asserts  that,  of  all  the  explanations  proposed,  the 
only  correct  one  is  that  which  traces  the  name  to  the  ghostly 
King  Hugon  in  Tours,  although  this  explanation  is  les^ 
generally  adopted  than  any.*  ' 

I  must  not  omit  to  mention  that  Pope  Gregory*  Xni. 
who  ordered  a  Te  Deum  to  be  sung  m  honour  of  tbt 
''Bloody  Wedding  (the  Massacre  of  St.  Bartholomew), 
and  had  a  medal  struck  to  commemorate  the  "  Glades  Hugo- 
notorum  "  (slaughter  of  the  Huguenots),  did  most  ceitaioly 
not  derive  the  nickname  of  the  **  Christusfeinde  **  from 
either  **  Eignoz  **  or  **  Huguet/'  but  from  King  HuguoiL 
And  The  Catholic  Moderator,  a  book  which  was  prioted  in 
London  in  1623,  writing  of  the  year  1569,  says  ihat,  some 
time  before  the  death  of  Calvin,  a  custom  had  arisen  among

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tlie  Catholics  of  c-allitig  by  the  name  of  **  Hogaenots  *'  those 
who  till  then  had  been  known  as  Toorengeanx/'  and  that 
the  designation  was  derived  from  the  ^ate,  named  after  the 
ghostly  King  Hugo,  which  was  the  mghtly  rendezvous  of 
the  pra3ring  Protestants,  as  we  learn  from  the  Recherches  of 
Monsieur  PasquierJ 

But,  certain  as  it  is  that  the  nickname  invented  for  the 
Calvinists  by  the  CathoHcs,  and  used  sinco  1552,  but 
especially  since  1 5(iO,  owes  its  on^qn  to  the  ghost-kiii^,  it 
i^  just  as  certain  that  this  ghostly  name  could  not  l)e  a 
name  of  honour  in  Protestant  ears.  And  yet  that  "  Hugue- 
not "  was  origuially  an  honourable  designation  among  the 
Calvinists  is  certified  by  Agrippa  d  Aubigne,  author  of  the 
Histoirc  UniverselU,'-  which  was  completed  in  1570  and 
published  in  1618  ;  and  also  by  Benoit.  author  of  the 
Histoire  de  VEdit  de  Nantes,  whicli  appeared  in  1690.  Bal- 
zac, too  (in  1623),  in  the  Hocrate  chnticn,  makes  a  clear 
distinction  between  ternies  odieux  "  and  the  good  word 
**  Huguenot, *"  which  was  on  the  lips  of  eveiybody.' 

The  question  is,  then.  What  was  the  good  meaning  to 
which  French  Protestants  formerly  referred  with  such  pride 
when  they  used  the  expression,     a  la  vieille  Huguenote  *'  ? 

Before  we  give  any  answer  to  this,  let  ns  go  back  to  the 
name  "Huguenot**  when  it  was  merely  a  surname,  and 
therefore  without  party  significance,  as  we  find  it  in  M5m- 
pelgard  and  the  neighbourhood  of  Belfort  between  1425  and 
1596,  at  Dijon  in  1410,  and  in  the  Limousin  in  1387.  Every 
family  name  has  a  meaning  of  its  own.  Huguenot,  as  a 
family  name,  cannot  possibly  be  anything  else  than  a  diisunu- 
tive  of  the  Christian  name  Hugo ;  "  Huguenot,**  then,  is 
just  '*  Uttle  Hugo/'  as  "  Guillemot "  is    little  WiUiam  " ; 

Margot/* "  little  Margaret  "  ;  "  Chariot,"  "  little  Charles  "  ; 
"  Jeannot,"  "  little  John,"  and  so  on.  But  Castelnau,  one 
of  the  Amboise  conspirators,  infonns  us  that  when  the 
peasant  women  saw  the  scattered  band^  tlying  from  Amboise 
they  said  of  them,  **  they  are  a  very  bad  sort  of  jesters,  not 
worth  a  Huguenot  Castelnau  adds  that  a  "  '  Huguenot ' 
was  a  coin  of  smaller  value  than  a  '  maille  '  ".  According 
to  the  Dictionary  of  the  Academy,  the  "  maille "  was  a

Gaatelnau  has  not  an  idea  whence  this  smallest  of  ooina 
to€k  the  name  of    Hngaenott/'  so  he  declares  boUfy  that 

it  originated  in  the  time  of  Hngoes  Capet ".  ^  Tnawmnch 
as'we  are  still  rather  in  the  dark  as  to  the  histcny  of  the 
mint  in  the  time  of  Capet,  we  will  let  Castelnaa's  boM 
explanation  rest.  Bnt  we  are  natually  reminded  by  it  of 
the  minters,  who  were  called  "Hnsginoz  "  and  *' Hn«kn6E  "* 
as  early  as  1263  at  Strassbnrgy  in  1277  at  Spires  and  Vienoa, 
in  1289  at  BAle,  because,  so  Grimm's  G^eiman  DictmiatT 
informs  ns,  the  Government  Mint  was  originaUy  locam 
in  the  house  of  the  sovereign  himself.  "  Haus^nonen- 
schaft "  was  the  term  applied  to  the  whole  body  (S  mmten 
as  early  as  the  thirteenth  century.  Eheberg*  also  lays 
stress  upon  the  fact  that  the  right  of  coining  money  wm  at 
&tBt  solely  in  the  hands  of  the  rulers  (p.  1,  etc.)*  The  Mints 
were  in  the  imperial  palaces.  And  even  when  the  Emperor 
bestowed  the  privilege  of  coining  upon  the  bishops,  by  way 
of  ensuring  their  prayers  for  himself  and  his  house,  he  stiU 
retained  the  right  to  take  possession  of  both  mint  and  ' 
custom-house  for  as  long  as  he  held  his  Court  in  the  place 
(pp.  13,  30).  And  even  after  abbots,  princes,  and  towns 
hail  been  invested  with  the  privilege  of  the  Mint,  the 
Emperor  was  still  for  a  long  time  the  sole  possessor  the 
right  to  coin  gold  (p.  43).  The  coiners,  wno  were  in  the 
service  of  the  King  and  Emperor,  travelled  about  the  country 
visiting  palaces  and  courts  and  seeing  to  the  coinage  as  the  j 
needs  of  himself  and  the  empire  required  (p.  99).  But  as 
the  coiners  were  the  Emperor's  *'  Hausgenossen  "  (honae^ 
mates),  so  did  they  also  belong  to  the  house  and  family  of 
each  and  every  Master  of  the  Mint,  whoever  be  might  be. 
It  is  from  this  circumstance  that  Arnold  also  derives  their 
name  (p.  124);  and  to  this  may  be  added  "  their  relation  to 
one  another,  as  '  Genoss^n  '  of  the  same  Mint For  origin- 
ally they  had  had  to  dehver  all  the  silver  at  one  house*  see 
to  the  melting  in  one  house,  and  transact  the  businees  of 
the  exchange  in  one  house.  Their  lives  and  labours  ail 
centred  in  the  Mint-house,  and  they  were  consequent^ 
known  as  the  familiares  of  the  Master  of  Mint,  the  Biahop»

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lor  instance;  and  not  only  so,  but  among  themselves  also 
they  went  by  the  name  of  the  *'  Hnsgenossen  of  the  Mint  *' 
(p.  125). 

In  many  towns  they  rose  to  patrician  rank  and  held 
the  supreme  power.  It  was  they  who  bad  the  appointin<^' 
of  judges,  magistrates  and  cooncillors.  It  was  they  who 
made  the  rights  of  the  merchant  and  burgher-class  to  be 
respected.    They  were,  in  fact,  of  honourable  rank. 

Later  on  the  Guilds  rose  against  the  *  Hausgenossen," 
as,  for  instance,  at  Spires,  between  1804  and  1327  (p.  168). 
In  the  fifteenth  and  sixteenth  centuries  the  '*  Hansf^enossen  " 
vanish  altot^ether  from  the  scene  (p.  170).  In  Strassburg 
the  last  blow  was  dealt  against  them  al)out  1437.  They  are 
accused  of  pride,  of  breaking  tlie  laws,  and  of  coining  bad 
money.  Even  the  e/rige  pfcnfu(/  which  they  had  introduced 
by  way  of  meeting:  the  frequent  depreciation  of  the  coinage, 
was  denounced  (p.  173).  That  which  had  been  the  title  of 
honour  of  a  privileged  class  had  now  become  a  name 
of  reproach  ;  no  one  wanted  to  hear  any  more  of  the 
**  Hausgenossen 

Coins  often  bore  the  name  of  an  individual  Hausf/rnoss, 
that  is,  of  the  actual  coiner,  as  well  as  those  of  the  Master  of 
the  Mint,  and  <^f  the  place  where  they  were  minted.  The 
giving  of  the  coiner's  name  made  him  responsible  for  a  thud 
part ;  and,  as  long  as  the  Haus(/enoss  was  rich  and  respectt  d, 
and  held  a  distinguished  position,  his  name  enhanced  the 
value  of  the  coin ;  but  he  had  no  sooner  incurred  the  envy, 
hatred,  and  contempt  of  the  people  than  the  coins  suffered  m 
value  and  consideration. 

Even  apart  from  the  fact  that  the  smaller  coins — which 
served  to  pay  the  rent  to  the  Bishop,  or  whoever  else  the 
Master  of  the  Mint  might  be — bore  no  name  but  that  of 
the  "  Hansgenoss/*  the  mere  circumstance  that  the  coiners 
of  the  fifteenth  and  sixteenth  centuries  were  dej^sed  and 
driven  away  by  the  Guilds  would  of  itself  sufficiently  ex- 
plain how  the  basest  coins  of  Tours  came  to  be  called 
*' Hausgenossen '*  (Husgenots)  by  the  people  in  l  oGO,  and 
why  the  women  of  the  people  shouted  after  the  fugitives  at 
Araboise  :  "  These  fellows  are  not  worth  a  Huguenot". 

It  is  at  least  possible  that  the  name  was  transferred,  in 
the  popular  speech,  from  coins  to  persons. 

And  then,  if  we  further  consider  that  objectiv<>  faith  is 
often  compared  with  a  coin  bearing  the  inmLr<'  of  God,  and 
that  at  the  time  of  the  Eeformation  Protestants  were  every- 
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where  denounced  as  utterers  of  counterfeit  coin  in  matten 
of  faith,  we  may  find  another  connecting  link  between  the 
craft  and  the  family  name  on  the  one  hand,  and  between 
the  craft  and  the  religious  and  ecclesiastical  party-name 
on  the  other. 

But  now,  whichever  explanation  of  the  nickname  **  Hugue- 
not "  we  are  inclined  to  adopt — whether  we  are  more  drawn 
to  the  Genevese  **  Eidgenossen,"  or  to  King  Hugo,  or  to 
the  spectral  Hugo,  or  to  the  "  Hausgenossen  "  of  the  Mint, 
we  shall  all  readily  allow  that  it  is  hardly  likely  that  all 
these  names  were  invented  by  the  Protestants.  If  we  be- 
lieve, what  so  many  maintain,  that  the  title  of  **  Hugiienot  " 
was  originally  an  honourable  one,  and  adopted  by  the  Evan- 
gelicals themselves,  then  the  explanation  most  to  the  point 
is  the  one  which  I  submitted  to  the  judgment  of  the  General 
Assembly  at  Maulbronn,  on  the  Huguenots'  day,  five  years 
ago,^  which  Dr.  Enschede,  the  deputy  of  the  Walloon 
Church  of  Holland,  mentioned  in  his  report  (Haarlem  dm- 
rant)  as  being  the  only  correct  one,  and  of  which  I  gave  a 
fuller,  more  detailed  account  in  my  address  at  the  Jubilee 
in  Dornholzhausen. 

This  explanation  is  as  follows  :  700  Waldenses  had  fled 
to  Geneva  since  1535  ;  they  were  followed,  during  the  reign 
of  Henri  II.,  by  1,4()0  families;  1,500  French  Protestants 
collected  in  Strassburg ;  more  and  more  had  been  going  to 
England  since  1549,  and  to  Frankfort-on-the-Main  since 
1561,  and  to  the  Netherlands  since  1562  (see  Schickler, 
B^fuge).  And  so  it  went  on  until  the  Massacre  of  St. 
Bartholomew,  and  until  the  revocation  of  the  Edict  of 
Nantes.  Interlopers  such  as  these,  coming  from  Catholic 
France,  must  have  been  looked  upon  with  suspicion  in  the 
neighbouring  Protestant  lands,  where  the  Inquisition,  the 
Jesuits,  and  the  Dragoons  vied  with  one  another  in  spreading 
snares.  On  the  other  hand,  they  suffered  terribly  them- 
selves from  spies,  traitors,  and  cori*upt  guides,  as  they  fled 
across  the  frontiers. 

To  show,  therefore,  that  they  were  genuine  Protestants, 
and  to  ensure  recognition  by  their  evangelical  brethren  in 
the  faith,  as  well  when  they  were  on  their  journeys  and 
attending  secret  services  as  on  their  arrival  in  foreign  lands, 
they  introduced  themselves,  and  were  commended  by  their 
pastors  and  presbyteries,  both  by  letter  and  by  word  of

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mouih  (though  at  fintt  secretly),  as,  "  our  Hansgenossen," 
our  brethren  in  the  faith,  onr  fellow-suffererB.  And  this 
honourable  designation  gained  additional  force  in  the  Refuge 
as  soon  as  the  strangers  foond  that,  on  reaching  the  land  of 
liberty,  they  were  strangers  no  longer,  but  were  greeted  and 
welcomed  and  received  as  real  members  of  the  same  family, 
aod  that  in  spite  of  tiieir  French  birth  and  no  matter 
whether  the  house  they  entered  was  Dutch,  Swiss,  English^ 
or  German.^ 

But  it  was  the  passage  in  the  Epistle  to  the  Ephesians 
(ii.  19)  which  gave  the  greeting  its  full  force  on  both  sides : 

**  But  now  we  are  no  more  strangers  and  f(jreigners,  but 
fellow-citizens  with  the  saints  and  of  the  household  of 
God"  ''Gottes  Hausgenossen," in  old  German  ** Husginoz,'* 
"Husknoz,"  in  Dutch  "Huisgenoot  'j,  "built  upon  the  foun- 
dation of  apostles  and  prophets,  Jesus  Christ  Himself  being 
the  chief  corner-stone  ". 

Inasmuch  as  the  Evangelicals  of  l^'rance  felt  themselves 
to  be  "Gods  Hausf:renossen,  "  equally  with  the  Evangelicals 
of  foreign  lands,  they  had  both  found  "  access  by  one  Spirit 
to  the  Father,  through  Jesus  **  (Eph.  ii.  18).  And,  ther«-- 
fore,  to  live  "  a  la  vieille  ITuguenote  "  was  an  honour  and 
distinction  before  God  and  before  man.

Out  of  the  dead,  but  ever-livint^  past,  reach  us,  tlirough  the 
mediuiu  of  sonic  ill-scrawled  letters,  the  voices  of  thrae 
Huj?uenot  l)rothers,  refugees  for  conscience'  sake.  As  one 
of  them  says  in  a  proud  appeal  to  his  ohl  father,  "on  these 
occasions  one  can  only  consult  one's  own  conscience". 

Pierre,  Jean  an<i  T()l)ie  du  Foussat  came  of  a  family  which 
had  inhabited  the  little  village  of  Ruch  for  many  centuries. 
According  to  facts  l)ased  upon  authentic  documents  they 
were  descended  from  the  F^arons  du  Fossat  and  de  Madaillan, 
in  the  province  of  Agen,  and  also  of  Rauzan  in  the  district 
of  Entre  deux  Mers  "  (or,  as  it  might  be  translated,  Meso- 
[)otamia;.  The  du  Foussat  cany  their  pedigree  back  to  tht 
middle  of  the  sixteenth  century  by  authentic  pa])ei-s.  In 
the  seventeenth  century  those  who  had  remained  at  Kuch, 
at  the  price  of  abjuration,  were  censed  as  noble.* 

Kuch  is  a  little  village  at  a  few  miles  distance  from  the 
town  of  ]^ijols,  in  the  arrondissement  of  Libourne,  depart-  , 
ment  of  La  Gironde.    It  is  a  well-watered  hamlet ;  the  river  ' 
Bossugan  bounds  it  on  the  north-west,  the  Escouach  or 
the  east,  and  the  Combut,  a  tributary  of  the  Gamage,  cro.»^.-  , 
the  village  from  east  to  west.    It  lies  in  a  verj'  picturesque 
valley,  surrounded  In-  meadows.    A  higli  road  runs  throush  ' 
it  to  Castillon  :  and  outside  the  last  house  of  the  parish,  on  , 
the  eastern  side  of  the  thoroughiare,  lies  the  Protestant  ' 
cemetery.  , 

There    were    many    inaisons    iwhles    in   the   place,    viz.  ' 
Vaure,  La  Haille,  Courteillac  and  Lardier,  the  two  latter 
being  the  family  beats  of  the  du  Foussat.    Courteillac  was

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situftted  at  the  western  end  of  the  parish,  and  Lardier  at 
ihe  north.  Lardier  was  the  original  seat ;  Gonrteillac  was 
only  built  about  the  year  1717 ;  La  Haille  belonged  to  the 
faniily  of  Melet,  related  by  marriage  with  the  da  Foussat. 
Another  alliance,  that  of  de  Layard,  possessed  the  estate  of 
Lalanne  in  the  same  parish,  and  other  property  besides. 

There  is  no  mention  of  the  period  at  which  the  family  of 
du  Foussat  adopted  the  tenets  brought  into  Gascony  by  the 
devoted  labours  of  Guiliaume  Farel,  Jacques  LefebTre  and 
others. 

There  are  a  few  facts  which  show  that  the  du  Foussat 
mixed  in  the  noble  society  of  their  quiet  Uttle  village. 

To  quote  one  instance — "  Contrat  de  manage  entre  noble 
Thimotheon  de  Bacalan,  ecuyer,  Sieur  de  la  Barthe,  habitant 
de  la  paroisse  de  Blazimont,  et  deuioiselie  Louise  de  Melet, 
fille  de  feu  noble  Pierre  de  Melet.  ecuyer,  seigneur  de 
Laubesc,  et  de  demoiselle  Elizabeth  dWriioul  Aiiion<^st 
tliost'  who  witnessed  the  marriage  contract  were  Pu-rre  du 
Fossat.  t'cuver,  and  Pierre  de  Lavard,  ecuyer,  of  Kuch.' 

In  tht'  second  degree,  a  marriage  takes  ])lace  between 
Jeanne  de  Cornuaud  and  i^ierrt'  du  l-'oussat.  which  indirectly 
influenced  in  a  degree  tin;  fate  of  their  grandcliildren. 

This  alliance  with  tlie  family  of  de  Cornuaud  proved  of 
advantage  to  the  young  fugitives,  when  Joel  de  Cornuaud 
fled  to  the  Elector  f)f  Brandenburg. 

Louise,  sister  of  lliis  Pierre  du  Foussat.  married  Sym- 
phorien  de  Layard,  son  of  the  Pierre  de  Layard  whose  name 
tigured  in  the  marriage  contract  of  Thimotheon  de  Bacalan. 

At  her  marriage  contract,  on  the  13th  January,  1654,  with 
the  Sieur  St.  Forien  de  Layard  (as  the  clerk  quaintly  spells 
"  Symphorien  Monsieur  Jean  du  Foussat,  another  of  her 
brothers,  gives  Louise  du  Foussat  the  sum  of  1,200  livres  as 
her  dower,  and  as  her  inheritance  from  her  deceased  mother 
Marie  du  Tour.  Another  brother,  Daniel,  gives  her  300 
livres.* 

From  reasons  not  stated,  most  of  this  property  appears 
to  have  passed  into  the  hands  of  Daniel  du  Foussat,  her 
nephew,  son  of  Pierre  du  Foussat ;  Baymond  de  Layud,  her 
son,  sold  to  the  same  Daniel,  his  first  cousin,  some  of  his 
paternal  heritage  on  the  11th  May,  1684.

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Does  this  iDdicate  sale  of  propeity  on  the  part  of  the 
Layard  relations  hefore  the  memorable  year  of  fli^t  and 
persecution  ?  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  year  previoas,  on 
the  .12th  March,  1683,  Daniel  dn  Foussat  abjured  "  between 
the  hands  '*  of  the  cure  de  Merignas,^  in  the  presence  of 
Francois  Beges,  cnr6  of  his  own  town,  and  of  Mathnrin 
Guitard,  a  master-surgeon.^  The  dra^onnades  had  hegim  in 
the  village,  "Conversions"  were  taking  place  on  all  sides. 
The  sister  of  l^aniel  du  Foussat,  Marguerite  by  name,  held 
firm.  She  had  married  in  16o9  Jean  Trapaud,  **  lieutenant- 
criminel  of  the  Viscounty  of  Castiilon,"  but  her  husband, 
zealous  and  pious  Protestant  as  he  was  in  quiet  times, 
abjured.  Their  son  Jean  fled  to  England  and  eventually 
married  Aymee  de  Malactarre.  Daniel  du  Foussat 's  other 
sister,  Suzanne,  married  to  Jacques  d'Ailhe,  was  also  be- 
reaved by  flit^lit  of  her  son.  Scarcely  a  house  which  was 
not  dividi'd  a^^'ain st  itself. 

The  home  of  Daniel  du  Foussat  was  broken  up.  Pierre, 
the  eldest  son,  could  only  have  been  about  twenty-three 
years  of  a^^'.  and  -b  iin  and  To])ie  a  little  youn«^er.  Suzanne 
Biandiu,  their  mother,  was  already  dead,  and  their  father 
mariied  to  Jeanne  Jiriclieau  for  about  five  years. 

Both  Pierre  and  Jean  entered  the  refugee  coi*ps.  Jean 
joined  a  company  of  French  cadets,  raised  by  the  States  of 
Holland,  and,  after  spending  seven  months  at  the  Hague, 
economising  with  great  difficulty  upon  -S  sous  a  day,  he  wa> 
garrisoned  at  Utrecht.  It  is  Jean  who  speaks  of  the  dictates 
of  a  man's  conscience,  and  the  tone  of  liis  letters,  three  in 
number  (see  Letters  B,  1,  2,  3j,  indicates  a  sense  of  injuiy, 
austerity,  and  want  of  that  filial  affection  which,  possibly » 
his  father's  want  of  steadfastness  had  inspired  in  his  stem 
Huguenot  breast.  He  invariably  addresses  him  as  "Mon* 
sieur  mon  pto"  and  scarcely  admits  an  expression  of 
affection  into  his  letters.  Only  once  in  the  three  letters 
does  his  heart  speak,  when  he  says  that  he  tries  by  every 
means  in  his  power  to  make  himjaelf  worthy  of  his  remem- 
brance and  love  "  (Letter  2), 

The  Benjamin  "  Toby  "  is  his  brother's  constant  care  and 
anxiety.  He  watches  over  the  lad  with  a  mother's  affection, 
thinks  of  his  lack  of  clothes  and  his  necessities,  and  pleads

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for  him  with  the  father,  whom  Tobie  loves  to  call  his  "  very 
dear  That  Tobie  was  his  father's  petr  also,  we  may  surmise, 
for  the  first  child  by  his  second  wife  was  also  named  after  him. 

Tobie  was  placed  with  a  merchant.  Monsieur  Merveilhand, 
from  Middleburg,  in  Holland,  residing  in  1G86  at  Botterdain. 
This  man,  to  whose  protection  the  fut^ntive  was  confided, 
treated  liini  ron<^'lily  and  ^;cnrvily.  He  made  the  lad  pay  300 
francs  for  board,  and  when  Tobie  (who  was  directed  to  draw 
upon  the  merchant  for  his  necessary  means  of  existence)  ven- 
tared  to  ask  for  the  small  snm  of  one  crown,  Merveilhand 
scornfully  twitted  him  with  his  poverty,  and  even  tlirew  a 
doubt  on  the  father  making  good  what  the  son  asked  for. 

Monsieur  Daniel  du  Foussat,  on  the  contrary,  was  fairly 
well  known  to  tlie  merchant  throuj^'h  money  transactions,  as 
he  cashed  orders  for  the  refn«^ee  sons. 

Tobie,  wlio  was  of  a  timid  and  unwarhke  dis})()sition, 
would  liavt^  iiKUia^'efl  to  keep  happy  in  the  Dutch  home  if 
he  had  l)een  treatt^d  kindly.  To  his  father  he  makes  no 
eom|)laints,  only  lie  i)e^^s  to  l>e  allowed  to  choost-  a  eareer 
mon^  ad\ antat^'eous  than  eommerce  and  not  so  degrading — 
acconlini;  to  his  idea — as  trade. 

Thereiore,  he  n^solves  to  j^o  to  Utrecht,  where  his  brother 
dean  is  still  in  garrison,  and  enter  the  same  company  o£ 
cadets. 

M.  de  Mervrilhaud  will  not  permit  him  to  leave  until 
du  F«)Ussat  sends   the  neccssar\'  means  for  uniform  and 
clothes — the  boy's  imagination   is  somewhat  fired  by  the 
grandeur  of  these  gentlemen  in  their  gay  coats. 

Bnt  when  he  arrives  at  Utrecht  there  is  not  a  place 
vacant.  So  poor  Tobie  is  sent  on  to  Brandenburg  to  his 
maternal  relation,  M.  Joel  de  Comuand,^  commanding  a 
battalion  in  Jaussaud's  regiment,  garrisoned  at  Branden- 
burg, and  to  which  the  Elector  had  attached  a  regiment  of 
cadets.  De  Favolles  was  lieutenant-colonel,  and  De  Beau- 
fort one  of  the  cadets. 

**  Very  little  money  in  his  pocket  and  a  long  road  to 
travel,**  says  his  anxious  brother.  Only  just  enough  money 
to  carr>'  him  to  Berlin.  The  letters  of  introduction  in  his 
pocket  miijht  l)e  of  great  u-^e,  but  ^'ood  solid  cash  would  let 
him  '*  look  an  honest  man  in  the  face 

Thus  Tobie  travelled  out  into  the  imknown.   Others  must

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tell  us  if  he  succeeded  in  tlie  battle  of  life,  or  if.  like  hi- 
future  l)rother  ()fticei*s,  his  cousius  TV  Cornuaiid,'  the  hHtiiseb 
of  this  world  ended  his  gentle  and  atiectionate  existence. ' 

Bn^^^'idier  Jean  du  Foussat  stayed  on  at  Utrecht,  m  tlu 
orchard-girdled  town,  with  its  great  forth  and  ramparts,  and 
its  stirring  bugle  calls. 

Burdened  by  the  prohi])ition  of  his  fatliei-,  not  to  wnie 
more  than  once  in  six  months,  he  only  ventures  a  letter 
again  to  him  after  a  few  months  have  elapsed,  in  order  to  ask 
for  money  to  pay  the  expeuses  consequent  upou  a  duel  m 
which  he  took  jiart. 

The  austere  anxious  Jean  has  either  a  quick  temper  or 
sensitive  honour  somewhere  below  his  Huguenot  principle^. 
He  takes  care  however  not  to  mention  to  his  father  what  \^ 
the  origin  of  this  petiU  ajfairc  d'hoiuieur,  from  which  we  mav 
conclude  there  was  a  woman  in  it,  and,  like  a  gentleman, 
he  conceals  the  fact.  The  duel  took  place  outside  the  cii\ 
gates,  and  wounded  to  death,"  the  brigadier  was  left  wuL 
only  sufhc  ient  strength  to  drag  himself  to  an  old  w(jiiien'> 
hospital  liaid  by.  The  news  soon  spread  that  a  brigadier 
was  dying,  and  his  faithful  comradeN  in  arms  came  in  thr 
nick  of  time  to  carry  him  otf  in  a  wheel  chair  to  Vianen.' 
before  the  Prevost  of  Utrecht,  with  two  sergeants  and  a  guani 
of  twenty  men,  arrived  to  arrest  him.  Vianen  in  those  dav> 
was  a  '*  vilh  franchc,"  a  free  town,  and  there  the  briga  iier 
was  comparatively  safe.  His  freedom  and  safety  were  dear!) 
purchased  for  him  by  his  trusty  companions  for  80  livres. 

The  burgomaster,  pitying  the  young  refugee  officer,  iv- 
diiced  the  tax,  even  then,  by  nearly  halt.      In   this  city 
refuge  Jean  du  Foussat,  hovering  between  life  and  deatk 
kept  quiet  to  know  the  issue  of  the  duel.    As  no  one  died, 
liis  feai>  diminished,  but  not  his  necessities.    M.  "Maurin  I

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need.  In  his  weak  and  helpless  condition  Jean  writes  to 
his  father  for  money  to  pay  his  surgeon's  bill,  and  to  repay 
the  loans  received  from  his  brother  officers  and  M.  Manrin. 
We  may  conclude  that  the  father  paid  them. 

As  for  Pierre,  the  eldest  son,  ms  career  is  better  known 
than  that  of  his  brothers.  According  to  the  testimony  of 
M.  le  Capitaine  Arabin,  his  wife's  brother-in-law,  he  bore  a 
high  character.  He  was  a  true  Christian,  a  respectful, 
obedient,  and  affectionate  son,  a  tender  father,  and  an  lionest 
man,  loTed  and  esteemed  by  all  who  knew  him.  He  re- 
membered his  old  family  in  the  land  of  his  exile,  and  clung 
to  the  traditions,  as  we  perceive  by  his  asking  for  an  im- 
pression of  the  family  seal  in  order  to  have  it  engraven  in 
England.  In  1698  Pierre  du  Foussat  was  a  heutenant  in 
the  Marquis  de  Miremont's  regiment  of  Dragoons.  His 
name  is  spelt  Du  Fossat,*'  being  the  correct  spelling  of  his 
ancestral  name. 

On  the  ()th  Fehriiarv,  in  the  year  ITOo.  Pierre  du  Kf)iissat 
was  naturalised  an  Kn^'lish  suhject.  He  wrote  to  announce 
his  intention  to  M.  Jean  Jac(|ues  de  Cornuaud  de  Font- 
Ixuirtrade,  Sieur  de  Soulat,  father  of  the  lieutenant-colonel, 
Joel  de  Cornuaud,  mentioned  in  his  hnjther's  letter ;  and  on 
the  very  day  of  the  naturalisation  he  writes  to  his  father  that 
hi>  lont^  wooing  of  Mademoiselle  de  Malacarre  ("  Eniilie  ") 
ha<l  resulted  some  time  previously  in  a  happy  marriage. 

Kniilie  de  St.  Julien  de  Malacarre  was  the  youngest  child 
;ind  fifth  daughter  of  Pierre  de  St.  Julien  Sieur  de  Malacarre, 
and  Jeamie  le  I'ebvre,  mhahitauts  of  Vitre,  in  Brittany, 
Department  of  Ille-et-Vilaine. 

She  tied  to  England  with  her  brother  I'aul,  and  her 
sisters  Aymee,  Marguerite  and  Caroline ;  they  were  all 
naturalised  on  the  9th  September,  1698  (10  Will,  and 
Mar>'). 

On  the  2nd  June  previous,  her  sister  Aym^e  became  the 
second  wife  of  the  Colonel  Jean  Trapaud  to  whom  Pierre  du 
Foussat  refers  in  his  letter  of  the  6th  Februaty,  1705.  Thus 
the  families  were  doubly  connected,  for  the  mother-in-law  of 
Aym^  de  St.  Julien  was  Marguerite  du  Foussat,  sister  to 
Dianiel  du  Foussat,  Pierre's  father. 

The  Maroons  were  refugees  from  Castillon  and  also  related 
to  the  Trapaud  family.  In  the  land  of  exile,  the  families  of 
the  refugees  clung  to  their  kith  and  kin,  to  the  people  of 
their  own  **pays,^'  as  individuals  in  France  still  tenn  the 
inhabitants  of  their  own  town  or  village.    **  II  eai  de  mon 
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jEMiyt,"  is  an  expression  invariably  used  hf  the  peasantry  to 
denote  a  fellow-citizen  and  not  a  oompatnot. 

Pierre  de  St.  Jolien,  the  elder,  with  his  two  eons,  Pierre 
and  Louis,  had  already  been  naturalised  five  years  previooslT 
(15th  April,  1693). 

At  the  time  of  his  daughter's  marriage  he  was  liviii|r  in 
London,  and  was  much  troubled  with  gout.  With  him 
Pierre  du  Foussat  left  his  young  wife  while  he  hastened  over 
to  Ireland  to  the  Duke  of  Orinond,  who  had  half  pntmised 
hini  an  appointment.  His  wife's  aunt,  Madeleine  de  St. 
Juhen  de  Malacarre,  had  married  M.  GhamieTy  which  may 
account  ior  Jean  de  Foussat  being  posted  to  the  reigiment  m 
which  a      (  liamier  was  brigadier. 

Pierre  du  Foussat's  life  was  a  short  one.  His  wife  died  on 
the  17th  February,  1707  (n.s.),  aged  about  thirty-two,  having 
given  birth  to  a  httle  girl,  called  Emilie  after  her  mother. 
Madame  du  Foussat  was  buried  in  the  churchyard  of  St. 
Mary's,  Dublin.  Her  husband  fell  ill  soon  after  her  death, 
being  attacked  with  consumption  ;  he  lingered  three  yearf 
and  died  in  Dublin  on  the  otli  of  June,  1711. 

A  few  days  before  his  death,  he  informed  his  brother^» 
law,  Captain  Arabin,^  of  his  wish  to  write  to  his  old  father  at 
Lardier  in  Buch,  to  assure  him  of  his  filial  respect  and  duty, 
and  to  mention  his  sweet,  pretty  and  vivacious  little  girl  U 
four  and  a  half,  whom  the  grandfather  could  not  fail  to  low 
if  he  but  knew  her.  But  we  end  of  the  malady  must  hare 
hastened  rapidly,  for  the  wish  was  never  accomplished 
Although  he  remained  conscious  up  till  the  last  moment,  tlie 
sad  Irttt  r  had  to  be  w^ritten  by  the  captain  instead. 

In  his  death  he  showed  the  depth  of  his  Christian  character. 

Captain  Arabin  and  Caroline  de  Malacarre,  his  wife,  took 
the  httle  orphan  home,  the  father  having  bequeathed  hi$ 
treasure  to  the  uncle  and  aunt  until  such  time  as  she  should 
be  claimed  by  her  grandfather,  with  the  earnest  desire  that 
she  should  be  brought  up  in  the  fear  of  God. 

But,  either  the  httle  one  unconsciously  felt  her  &tberV 
loss,  or  the  seeds  of  consumption  were  in  her  al>o,  far  she 
hved  through  the  summer  months  and  died  when  the  cold 
set  in.  She  was  buried  on  the  1st  December,  1711,  at  tht 
tender  age  of  all  but  five  years.

N^GOCIATIONS  POUR  L'P^TABLISSEMENT  DES  COLONIES 

PRANgAISES  EN  IliLANDE. 

I. — Hbnbi  de  Mibmand. 

Henri  de  Mirmand,  a  Nlmes  en  1650,  d'une  des  pre- 
mieres families  protestantes  de  cette  viile,  en  fut  Tan  des 
refugies  les  plus  remarqaables.  Caract^re  d'une  grande 
noblesse  et  d'un  devouement  a  toute  ^preuve,  il  y  joignait 
une  modestie  et  uii  desint^ressement  qui  Tempdchaient  de 
86  mettre  en  avant,  et  de  chercher  k  se  faire  una  situation 
personnelle. 

Son  role  dans  le  refuge  fut  considerable,  il  fut  envisage 
dt'S  ral)ord  (^oiiime  I'un  dos  chefs  et  des  directeurs  des  re- 
fugies.  Son  intercession,  reclaniee  en  toute  occasion  par 
ses  freres,  ne  I'etait  jamais  en  vain.  Pour  leur  procurer  des 
retraites  et  des  secours,  il  traita  avec  les  rois,  les  princes  et 
le>  magistrats  des  pays  piotestants  de  Tlun'ope.  Considere 
cuninie  leur  dc})Utt'.  il  etait  toujours  ]nt*t  a  aider  les  exiles  de 
sa  hoLirse,  de  ses  conseils  et  de  son  actif  concours. 

Des  I'automne  de  Miniiand  avait  ete  nonmie  par  le 

(Trand-Electeur  de  Brandehourg  conseiller  de  cour  et  de 
legation,  avec  des  appointenients  honorahles,^  auxquels  il 
n'a  jamais  voulu  toucher.  Cette  situation  exceptionnelle 
donnait  a  ses  recjuetes  une  force  particuliere.  N'ayant  rien 
a  demander  pour  lui,  il  avait  toute  liberie  de  reclamer  des 
faveurs  pour  les  autres,  et  il  les  obtenait  facilement.  M** 
d'Audiffret  de  Nlmes,  dont  il  avait  ^pous^  la  fille  unique, 
Marthe,  morte  en  1681,  n'avait  pas  d'antres  descendants  ^ne 
les  deux  filles  de  Mirmand,  encore  en  bas  age,  que  celui-ci 
avait  emmen^s  avec  lui  k  Zuridi,  en  16B6 ;  tant  que  v^ut 
d*Aadi£hret,  jusqu'en  1694,  il  envoya  Targent  n^essaire 
k  I'entretien  de  ses  petits-enfants ;  en  outre  quelques  debris 
que  Minnand  parvmt  k  recueillir  de  sa  propre  fortune,  lui 
permiient  de  vivre  ind^pendant.

H  ne  lui  restait  que  Marguerite,  qui  epoQsa 
en  1698  Charles  de  Cabrol,  Seigneur  de  la  Rogue  de  Travauet  et 
de  SL  Pierre  de  TrAnsy,  r6fagi6  de  Castres,  et  en  seoondes 
noces,  en  1707,  FridMe  de  B&enger^  baron  de  Beaufain,  ancien 
procureur  d'Orange  et  r^fugi^  de  cette  ville.

Lorsque  Guillaume  d'Orange  et  sa  femine,  la  priiicesse 
Marie,  fille  de  Jacques  II,  inontaient  sur  le  trone  d 'Angle- 
terre,  ou  les  appclait  le  parti  protestant  de  la  nation,  le  18 
fSvrier  16B9,  il  leur  restait  k  conqa^rir  rEcosse  et  Tlrlande. 

L*Eco88e  presbyt^rienne,  attach^  k  la  reine  Marie,  se  raUia 
facilement  a  la  cause  orangiste.  II  n'eo  fat  pas  de  mtoie  de 
rirlande ;  ce  pays,  dont  la  population  ^tait  en  ^^rande  partie 
catholi^ue,  embrassa  la  cause  du  roi  d6tr6n^,  et  St  one  longae 
opposition  k  la  royaut^  de  Guillaume  III.  Les  seigneurs 
protestants,  qui  poss^aient  la  plupart  dea  terres  du  pays, 
formaient  una  minority  orangiste.  Jacques  II  s'^tait  r^fugie 
k  la  cour  de  Louis  XIV,  qui  lui  foumit  de  Targent  et  des 
troupes  pour  reprendre  possession  de  son  royauine.  En 
iij^nie  temps  Lord  Tyrconnei,  gouvemeur  {atholique  de 
rirlande,  levait  une  ainiee  de  cinquante  niille  Irlandais,  en 
faveur  de  Jacques  II,  et  Taccaeillait  a  Dublin  comme  sou 
roi. 

Dans  ce  pressant  danger,  c'est  au  vieux  niarechal  de 
Schomberg  quo  Guillaume  confia  la  mission  d'^tablir  son 
autorite  en  Irlande.     Les  defenseurs  du  parti  protestant, 

refouh's  par  I'arniee  de  Jacques,  s  etaient  retires  a  London- 
derry, st'uU'  ville  restee  fidele  a  Guiliaiinie.  Elle  fut  etroite- 
ni(  nt  hlocjuee  et  soutint  un  sie^e  lon^'  et  penible,  juscju  a 
TarnvtV  de  Scb(»iiil)('r<,'  (jui  vint  la  delivrcr  en  avec 
sa  [)etite  arinrp,  eoniposre  en  niajtmre  partie  de  rc'fu^ies. 
Les  deux  amuses  resterent  en  j)resence  pendant  I'hiver. 
Seh()nil)er<4  n'avait  pas  assez  de  troupes  pour  livrer  hatailU 
aux  rei^iments  du  roi  de  Franee,  alors  les  soldats  les  plus 
agiierris  de  I'luirope.  Mais,  en  lO'JO.  (Tuillaiinie  HI  ei 
personiie  vint  conihattre  en  Irlande,  aiuenant  des  renfort^ 
a  Schonibert^.  Le  10  juillet  tons  deux  ^^a^'nerent  la  batailk 
iniportante  de  la  Buyne,  qui  aneantit  les  esperances  dt^ 
Jacques  II  et  ecrasa  son  armee.  Les  vaillants  soldats  qui 
luttaient  dans  les  plaines  d'Irlande  combattaient  pour  h 
liberte  religieuse  ;  iis  la  conquirent  k  la  points  de  T^ppee.  Cetto 
victoire  ne  fut  pas  remporte^  sans  une  perte  cnielle.  Schom- 

'  Sclioinbcri,'  avail  trois  regiments  d°ia(aiiterie  et  uu  de  cavalorie,  comj»5-N 
de  refugit-s  fmiii.ais,  les  premiers  sous  les  ordres  de  Cambon,  de  la  Melouuiere 
et  de  la  Caillemotte-Ruvigny,  fr&re  de  Oalway.  La  CaiUemotle  perdifc  l»  ^ 
k  la  hataille  de  la  Bovtio.  oU  il  avail  coinlmttu  en  horos. 

Le  baroii  d'Avejau  ecrivail  ik  Mirmaud  le  23  avril  1689,  pour  le  prior  de  !oi 
enrdler  011  Suisse  des  rdfugies  pour  son  x^giment  (P.  C.).— Jacques  FofQUkimi, 
dans  ses  i^Umoir$8,  dH  qu*il  partait  quelquefois  de  quatre  4  cinq  cente  rffagMs^ 
de  Geneve,  en  une  semaine,  pour  8*enr61er. 
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berg  y  fttt  tn^,  ce  qui  retarda  la  pacification  de  Tlrlande ; 
luais  elle  etablit  Tautoritd  de  Guillaume,  dont  les  lieutenants 
acheverent  la  conqu^te  du  pays.  Parmi  eux  se  distingaait 
T.ord  Galway,  qui  contribaa  pour  une  large  part  k  la  victoire 
d'Aghrim,  le  22  juillet  1691,  oh  fut  tut'  Saint  Bhue,  com* 
niandant  en  chef  des  troupes  da  roi  de  France.  Enfin,  le 
13  octobre  suivant,  Guillaume  restait  maltre  de  toute 
ITrlande,  par  la  reddition  de  Limerick,  demifere  place 
occupee  par  ses  adversaires.  Cette  capitulation  liii  assurait 
une  paix  definitive.  Le  due  de  Tyrconnel  etait  niort,  il  ne 
restait  a  Jacques  IT  que  (juatorze  a  (|uinze  luille  Irlandais, 
>(>rti^  de  Limerick  apres  la  capitulation,  pour  rejoiudre  leur 
Souverain. 

Cette  conquete  de  I'Trlande  cut  uii  ^rand  ret<'iitisseiuent 
datis  toute  rKur()jH\  surtout  en  Suisse.  A  peine  etait-elle 
connue  par  1  entieini.->e  M'  C'oxe,  eiivoye  d'An^'leterre  a 
l'>erne,  que  les  nia;:fistrats  '  et  les  Directions  des  colonies 
traneaises -*  de  la  Suisse  adres^erent  leurs  tciicitations  an  roi 
d  An«4leterre.  au  sujet  de  cette  victuire  a  laqueiie  tous  ies 
refu^ies  etaient  intci'esses. 

(■ruillaume  III,  lui  aussi,  avait  interet  a  repeu])ler  ce 
pays  conquis.  Im  nicdleure  uccasion  de  le  faire,  etait 
d'y  «'tablir  des  colonies  de  retuo^ies  fran(,-ais.  II  y  trouvait 
sou  avantage,  tout  en  reiuplissant  un  devoir  de  reconnais- 
sance vis-a-vis  des  uoinbreux  militaires  franyais  qui  Tavaient 
si  paissamment  second^  dans  sa  conquete.  Aussi,  des  la  fin 
de  1692,  se  melt&it-il  en  rapport  avec  Galway  et  Mirmand, 
poor  oflfrir  une  retraite  en  Irlande  k  leurs  co-r^liji^oimaires. 
II  Youlait  y  appeler  noii  seulement  les  protestants  sortis  de 
France,  mais  tons  ceux  qui  en  voudraient  sortir  encore,  et 
repeapler  cette  tie  par  une  Emigration  g^n^rale  des  r^fugi^s 
fran^ais.  Id^e  f^conde,  qui  aurait  le  salut  pour  les 
r^formes  firan^is,  et  qui  aurait  pu  transformer  I'avenir  de 
rirlande.  Mirmand  et  Galway  en  furent  les  principaux 
promoteurs. 

III. — Lord  Galway. 

L'homme  Eminent,  (pii  fui  avec  Mirmand  Torganisatenr 
du  vaste  projet  d'Irlande,  etait  L&rd  Qalioay,    Henri  de

seiller  privt-  on  Angleterre,  pair  d  Irlande  et  deux  fois  L  r: 
Justice  de  ce  pays.  II  mourut  le  3  septembre  1720  daL 
sa  retraite  de  Rookley,  en  Angleterre. 

Galway,  par  sa  naissanee,  son  caractere  et  la  brilllaofi 
carrifere  qu'il  accompli t,  fut  le  plus  distingue  parmi  les  re 
fugies  fran(;ais  en  Angleterre,  des  la  mort  du  marechal  di 
Schomherg.  II  avait  fait  ses  premieres  armes  en  Portuin| 
Tan  16()5,  sous  les  ordres  de  ce  grand  capitaine,  il  fut  ensaji 
aide-de-camp  de  Tureune,  assista  a  sa  mort,  et  r^tablit  l| 
bon  accord  entre  ses  lieutenants  divis(^8,  a  la  grande  satishd 
tion  dn  roi  de  France.  Lors  des  negociations  pour  la  paii  ^ 
Nimegue,  Henri  de  Kuvigny  accompagua  Barillon  en  An^W 
teiTe,  et  signa  le  traits  avec  lui ;  rannte  suivante,  il  quittAii 
rarra^e  avec  le  grade  de  colonel  et  quatre  mille  livres  M 
retraite,  pour  sacceder  k  son  p^re  comine  depute  general 
Eglises  de  France,  k  la  cour  de  Louis  XIY»  en  1679 ;  nuis  i 
n'y  avait  rien  k  faire  oontre  le  conranl  destmeleiir  de  la  fan* 
cution,  et  la  voiz  de  Bnvigny  ne  fat  pas  longlempa  ^oomei 
Versailles.  En  1686,  il  se  retira  dans  nne  modeste  habitatki 
de  Greenwich,  avec  son  p^re,  octogenaire,  et  son  sen!  bm 
Pierre  La  Caillemotte  de  Rnvigny.  Par  exception,  le  roi « 
France  lenr  avait  laiss^  la  jouissance  de  lenra  biens  en  Fnnci 
qn*il  retira  k  Galway  apr^  la  campagne  d*Irlande  Cehii^ 
entr^  en  quality  de  majorff^n^ral  dans  Taim^  de  GnillaiiiiM 
111,  fnt  r^compens^  de  son  exploit  k  la  bataille  d'Agfarim 
ar  le  titre  et  le  fief  de  Galway.^  L'ann^e  snivante,  il  dcnii 
eutenant-gen^ral  des  forces  d'Irlande,  avec  r^sid^ce  ofJ 
cielle  an  ch&tean  de  Dublin ;  mais  il  ^tait  pins  soavent  a  n 
gnerre  qu'en  son  ch&tean.  Pendant  Thiver  de  1682  k  10^ 
il  s^jonma  k  Londzes  ponr  pre  purer,  avec  le  roi  et  Minnsni 
les  futures  colonies  fnui^Aises  en  Irlande. 

Le  roi  le  ch^rissait,  il  aimait  4  employer  see  capadt*j 
varices  autant  pour  la  n^gociation  que  pour  Taction.  Ga^ 
way  fit  k  ses  c6tes  la  campagne  de  Flandres  de  1698 :  ranvt'^ 
suivante  il  prenait  k  Turin  le  conunandement  des  trooped 
allies,  laisse  vacant  par  la  mort  de  Charles  de  8dionibeBfi 
et  repr^sentait  le  roi  auprls  du  due  de  Savoie  jusqu^^lsA 
de  la  guerre,  en  1697  (f^vrier).   A  son  retour  en  Anglet€^«^ 

'  Aghrim  se  trouvait  dans  Ic  comU-  de  (ialway.  qui  fut  doiine  en  Of-* 
Rafiguy*  moiua  ia  ville  de  Galway.  U'abord  vicomte  eu  1691,  il  fut  MffO 
Qomte  (Mil)  de  Oalnaj  m  168T. 
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il  fut  ♦'■lev»''  a  hi  pairic  d'lrlande  et  noinin«''  Tjord-Jut^e,^  une 
preiuif-ie  fois  dc  (  (Hicmt  avec  Lord  Methueii,  de  1697  ;i  1701, 
unr  beconde  foi  nvec  le  due  de  Grafton,  de  1715  a  1710,  sous 
le  re<,'ne  de  (Teor«^es  I. 

Guillauine  III  lui  doiiiia  en  1092  la  tcrre  de  Portarliiit^ton, 
doiit  il  avait  d(''])ossede  sir  Patrick  (Jrant,  tres  hostile  aux 
protestauts,  le  declarant  rel)elle  et  hors  la  loi.  Ce  don  fut 
confirnie  en  l()9(j  par  lettres  pateiites,  muis  le  parlenient 
anglais,  jaloux  de  voir  un  Fran(;ais  atteindre  a  de  si  liautes 
di^nites,  tit  casser  cette  donation  en  1700,  en  vertu  de  la 
loi  qui  fut  appelee  "  Retour  des  forfaitures La  eolonie 
fran9aise  que  Lord  Galway  s'^tait  h&t6  de  fonder  a  Portar- 
liDgton  cotinit  alors  grand  risque  d'etre  dissoute.  Elle  plaida, 
et  pat  prouver  qa'elie  possMait  denx  cglises,  Tane  frangaise, 
Faatre  anglaise,  et  des  ^coles  dues  k  la  monificence  de 
Rnvigny.   On  la  laissa  subsiBter. 

Galway  fit,  en  jnalit^  de  g^n^ral  anglais,  les  caiupagnes 
de  la  succession  d'Espagne,  de  1704  k  1707 ;  il  peidit  un  bras 
au  si^ge  de  Badajoz  et  un  ceil  k  la  bataille  d'Almanza.  Lors 
de  la  paix  d'Utrecht  (1712),  il  remplit  une  mission  diploma- 
tique aupr^s  de  T^v^ue  de  Cologne ;  rentr^  dans  la  vie  priv^ 
en  1716,  il  passa  ses  dernieres  annees  dans  la  retraite,  s'oc- 
cupant  avec  succes  dV^btenir  la  liberation  des  ^aleriens  de 
France.  11  niourut  en  17*20,  k  I'&ge  de  72  ans,  sans  laisser  de 
posterite,  n  ayant  jamais  ^t^  mari^.  iMacaulay  dit  de  lui,  qu'il 
avait  donne  tout  son  coeur  k  son  Eglise,  a  son  r<>i,  a  ses 
devoirs  publics.  Son  devouement  pour  les  refugies  fut  sans 
borne,  il  dura  autant  que  sa  vie ;  sa  generosity  ^tait  bien 
connue;  il  entretenait  a  Vevey  une  (]uarantaine  d'exil^ 
fran<;ais,  orphelins  pour  la  plupart.  II  fut  le  premier  {^ouver- 
ncur  de  Di^pital  fran^ais  de  Londres,  auquel  il  legua  mille 
livrts  sieriiiiLf. 

L  e^lise  an*{Iais('  de  Portarlintj^ton  conteiiait  une  plaque 
sur  laquelle  etait  <^a-avf  It-  noin  de  son  foudateur.  Lord  Gal- 
way, avec  ces  mots  "  La  me  moire  du  jmte  sera  etermlle  "r 

'  l^jid'Jugt',  ea  auglais  Lord  Justice.  C'etait  la  plus  hauto  digoile  du  ruy- 
au  me  d'lrlande.  Deux  Lords- juges  etaient  en  fonctiou,  ropr^sentant  I'autorit^ 
du  roi.    Ou  faisait  chaque  dinianche  des  pi  i. n    pour  eux  dans  les  Eglises,  k 

Itk  suit©  de  CMlles  qui  »''taient  ditos  pour  Ll^.  MM..  H.

Voici  ce  que  dit  Miriiiaiul  an  sujet  dii  piojet  d  lrlan-U' 
dans  les  Mnnoires  qu'il  t'crivit  a  la  tin  de.  sk  vie  pour  si 
petite-fiUe,  Heiuiette  de  Chambrier ;  nous  lianscrivun^  \f 
passap^e  textuel  : — 

**  L'on  etait  alors  rempli  de  Tesperance  d'etablir  en  Irlaode 
les  refugies  qui  etaient  en  Suisse  et  ceux  qui  viendraient  de 
France.  Cette  esp^r&nce  ^tait  fond^  sur  les  avantages  que 
le  roi  d'Angleterre  et  les  seigneurs  irlandais  accorderaient  a 
cenx  qui  s'^tabliraient  en  ce  pays,  dent  on  parlait  comme  de 
celui  de  Canaan.  En  effet,  nen  n'anrait  mieux  convenn  aux 
r^fngi^s  que  cette  retraite,  et  n'^anrait  ^t^  plus  avantagenx  en 
Angleterre  que  cet  ^tablissement,  si  on  eat  pu  en  venir  k 
bout  comme  on  Tavait  esp^r^.

**  Cela  me  fit  sentir  la  necessite  de  presser  I'afifaire  d'JrUifiti  ,  j 
CP  i]ue  je  promis  de  faire  autant  que  cela  me  serait  possihle.  j 
Jc  partis  done  de  Zurich  dans  le  mois  de  mars  JOy'i,  j)onr 
allcr  joindre  ma  fannlle  a  Wesel.  .  .  .  Comme  j'appris  p<  n 
de  temps  aprcs  (jiK^  le  roi  d'Angieten'e  etait  arrive  en  Hollande 
pour  entrer  en  campagne,  je  l  allai  troiiver  a  lin'da,  afin  de 
rinfnrmer  de  letat  des  choses  en  Suisse  a  I'egard  de  n«'< 
rt'lu 'jit's.  puis(ju'il  avait  la  bonte  de  penser  a  les  etablir  en 
Jrhnuii',  suivant  la  let  I  re  de  Mylord  Galway  dont  j'ai  parh' 
ei-(lesRus.  Ce  prince  que  je  vis  dans  cette  occasion  pour  la 
premiere  fois,  et  que  j'eus  riinnneur  d'entretenir  fort  Ion;:-  - 
temps  en  particulier  sur  diveises  affaires,  me  ttnioirrna  ' 
(ju'il  avait  fort  a  cunir  retahlissement  (Virlaudc,  et  v»iuhu 
ni'ohliger  de  partir  incessaniment  pour  Londres.  a  tin  d  y 
travailler.  Comme  je  ne  trouvais  pas  que  ce  voya^re  iv.r 
necc^ssaire,  je  lui  fis  des  representations  <ju'il  goiita,  en  si»ru' 
que  j'^vitai  cette  course  ;  et  ce  fut  avec  d  autant  plus  de 
satisfaction  que  le  temps  ne  me  paraissait  nuUement  favr>- 
rable  pour  retablissenuent  d'Irlande,  puisqu'il  ne  pouvait  pas

"Je  retonmai  done  4  Wesel,  oii  je  fus  expos^  k  diverges 
soUicitations  qui  venaient  de  la  Suisse  pour  m'obliger  d*aller 
a  Londres,  et  travailler  k  retablissenient  d'Irkmde;  car 
quoiqae  je  me  fusse  assez  expliqu^  snr  le  dessein  que  j'avais 
de  n'y  point  aller,  on  esp^rait  que  j'aurais  assez  de  charity 

Eoor  me  rendre  a  Londros  et  y  employer  mes  soins  pour  le 
ien  de  nos  exiles,  cVautant  mieux  que  le  Koi  m'avait  deja 
propose  a  Br^da  de  faire  ce  voyage,  et  que  Mylord  Galway 
demandait  qu'on  lui  envoy&t  de  ce  pays  quelqu'un  pour  lui 
aider  a  pousser  cette  ali'aire.  J'avais  bien  des  raisons  d'etre 
detourne  de  ce  voyage,  et  surtout  la  mauvaise  opinion  (\ue 
j'avais  du  succes,  connne  je  viens  de  Ic  dire.  II  fallut  pour- 
tant  s'y  detenuiiier.  apres  avoir  ret,'U  une  lettre  de  M'^  le 
iiianjuis  d'Arzeliers  pour  lors  a  Herne,  du  io  uovembre 
1092  :  en  voici  les  articles  les  phis  essmtiels  :  — 

**  *Tous  nos  pauvres  refnt(ies  (dit-il  en  parlant  du  voyaj^e) 
vous  en  prieut  par  nia  Ijouclie.    Kn  voici  la  raison  onvain- 
(juante.    Tl  y  a  environ  (juatre  niois  (pie  la  eliaiiii)re  des  refu- 
*^ies  voulut  sav(jn-  quelles  demarches  nous  faisions  pour  h^s 
atfaires  d  lilande.    Je  fus  avec  M""  Code  r  Coudert    J 'ere  a 
la  Chamhre,  ou  je  his  I'entreiien  (jue  vous  aviez  vu  avec  ces 
Messieurs  sur  ee  sujel,  cpie  M*"  Tessier  m'avail  eiivoyr,  ce 
qui  les  satisfit.  parce  que  vous  etes  connu  et  estini*'  tit  s  par- 
ticulierement  en  Suisse.

D'ailleurs,  Monsieur,  vous  serez 
de  grande  utilite  au  sieur  de  Buvigny,  qui  sera  peut-etre  oblige 
d'aUer  en  Irlande.   Je  vous  conjure  done  de  vous  disposer  k 
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faire  ce  voyage.  Je  sais  bien  qu  i]  y  a  cjuelques  d^pensesk 
faire ;  mais  je  stus  persnad^  que  8a  Majesty  qui  voiis  a  or- 
donne  d'aller  k  Londres,  vous  r^oompensenk  Ed  tout  caa 
Dieu  ne  manquerapas  de  k  /aire,  Partez  done,  mon  cher  Mon- 
sieur et  cher  ami,  je  voub  en  conjure,  au  nom  de  taot  de 
pauvres  que  vous  aiderez  k  tirer  de  la  mis^re  et  de  la  tenta^ 
tion  ou  ils  sent* 

"  II  fallut  done  ceder  a  Tardente  pri^re  que  me  firent  noB 
refu^^nes  par  la  bouche  de  M""  d'Arzeliers.  .  .  .

Milord  Galway  et  moi  e(tmes  une  audience  particuUere  du  Boi, 
sur  le  Bujet  de  mon  voyage.  Ce  prince  nous  t^moigna  d'avoir 
toujours  fort  a  coeur  Tetablissement  des  refugi^s  en  Irlande, 
et  nous  donna  pour  travailler  cette  aifaire  qiiatre  cominis- 
saires  :  Milord  Rochester,  Milord  Chxlolphin,  ^lilord  Uanehvjh, 
Milord  Conimjsby.  Ces  seif^neurs  tin  rent  a  cette  occasion 
diverges  assemblees  on  Milord  Galwaij  et  moi  fumes  a[)peles. 
Conime  j'etais  toujours  dans  la  prevention  (jue  cette  atTaire 
echouerait  faute  d'arf^ent.  je  temoi<,aiai  plusieurs  fois  a  cette 
assemblee  (juelle  etait  macrainte  ;  a  quoi  j'ajoutai  «ju'il  etait 
de  la  (lerniere  importance,  par  j)lusieurs  raisons,  de  ne  coni- 
mencer  point  c(^tte  atfaire,  si  la  conjoncture  n  etait  pas  propre 
pour  la  conduire  a  une  fin  heureuse,  et  (ju'il  valait  incompara- 
bleinent  mienx  n'v  toucher  point,  que  de  ne  la  faire  qu  a 
denii.  Milord  (Todolphin  qui  etait  fjrand  tresorier  m'im- 
posa  silence,  en  m'assurant  <jue  Targent  ne  mauquerait  pas; 
mais  je  ne  revins  ])ourtant  })as  de  ma  crainte. 

"Cepen<liint  il  fallait, conforniement  aux  ideesdes  sei^jneurs 
commissaires,  dresser  des  memoires  sur  I'etablissement  dont 
il  s'aj^issait,  et  faire  tout  comma  si  j'eusse  6t^  aussi  persuade 
d  un  heureux  succes,  que  je  T^tais  an  contraire,  ainsi  que  je 
m*en  expliquais  k  Milord  Galway. 

Enfin  il  fat  r^sola  que  ce  seigneur  irait  en  Irlande,  afin  de 
prendre  les  mesnres  n^cessaires  pour  y  recevoir  les  r^fu<;ies ; 
qu'on  ^tablirait  a  Dublin  un  comitl  k  qui  on  remettrait 
rar<^ent  qui  serait  employe  pour  leur  ^tablissement,  anqael 
on  destina  vingt  mille  pieces  (livres  sterling)  pour  le  com- 
mencement, et  que  j'irais  k  la  Haye,  solliciter  LL.  HH.  PP. 
d*accorder  une  somme  d*argent  pour  les  frais  de  leur  voyaf^e. 

*'Je  partis  done  de  Londres,  dans  le  mois  de  mars  1693, 
peu  de  jours  apres  le  depart  de  Milord  Gralway  pour  Tlrlande. 
Je  me  rendis  a  la  Haye,  charge  d*une  lettre  du  Boi  poor

\'. — Details  kkthospkctifs  si  h  les  ouigines  du 

PKOJET  D'IrLANDK 

C'est  en  d^cembre  1690,  pen  apr^s  la  bataille  de  la  Boyne, 
que  nous  tronvoDs  dane  one  lettre  de  Lussac  '  k  Mirmand 

la  premiere  id^e  d'une  colonisation  fran<,'aise  en  Irlande. 
Ij*ann^e  suivante,  apres  la  victoire  d'Aghrim,  Mirmand,  sur 
le  point  de  quitter  Zurich  pour  aller  vivre  en  Alleniagne, 
expose  tout  son  projet  de  colonies  a  Ruvigny ;  voici  la  reponse 
de  ce  dernier,  du  3  decembre  1691,  mentionn^e  dans  les 
Memoires : — 

**  Le  roi  approuve  fort  le  dessein  que  nous  avons  d'y 
transporter  le  plus  grand  nombre  de  refugies  que  nous  pour- 

rons.  Les  seicrneurs  iriandais  le  souhaitent  comme  le  seul 
juoyen  de  n'tahlir  leur  pays  depeuple  depuis  longtemps,  ct 
beaucoup  plus  depuis  cette  derniire  unierre.  Le  pays  est 
encore  vn  ijuehjuc  (lt''sordre,  ct  il  n'v  faut  pas  conduire  nos 
pauvres  frcrcs  avant  (juOn  y  ait  rc^Hc  It^s  moyens  dc  les 
entn-tenir,  en  attendant  qu'ils  s'y  soicnt  t'"tal>lis.  TiC  pays 
est  excellent,  mais  il  y  niaii(]ue  des  halMtatioiis.  T^es  niaisons 
de  la  campagne  n'y  out  jamais  ete  commodes,  les  Iriaudais

Nous  y 
travaillonft  actuellenient  ;  des  que  nous  en  aurons  fonue  le 
projet,  et  qu'il  sera  agr^e  du  roi,  je  vous  en  enverrai  une  copie. 
Au  reste,  il  ne  sera  pftB  ndcessnire  de  d^fricher  des  terres ; 
elles  sont,  hors  les  marais,  tontes  labourables ;  mais  on  n'en 
met  que  peu  a  cet  asage,  et  hors  le  n^cessaire  poiir  avoir  les 
grains  dont  on  ne  peat  se  passer,  le  reste  demeore  en  p&tu- 
rages.  Le  roi  dounera  des  terres  moyennant  on  cens  oa 
rente  modiqne  ;  j'aimerais  encore  mieox  les  prendre  des 
particaliers.  Je  crois  que  ceux  qui  pourront  s'^tablir  en  ce 
pays-la  serout  beaucoup  plus  heureux  que  ceux  qui  8*eu 
retoumeront  en  France,  s'll  etait  jamais  permis  d'y  aller  en 
bonne  conscience.  Quoiqu*il  arrive  je  n'estimerai  jamais  la 
prudence  de  ceux  qui  s  y  fieront.  Ainsi,  Monsieur,  je  vous 
exhorte  de  continuer  dans  votre  dessein,  et  d'y  encourager 
ceux  d(^  nos  freres  qui  sont  en  etat  d'entreprendre  un  si  Iod^ 
et  si  penible  voyage.  Ceux  qui  out  quelque  argent  y  peuvent 
faire  de  grandes  fortunes  en  peu  de  temps,  s'ils  sont  capables 
de  faire  valoir  les  terror  qui  se  vendent  prtsentement  an 
denier  vingt-cinq,  c'est-a-dire  que  pour  cent  ecus,  on  doit 
avoir  vinj^^t  ('cns  de  rente. 

'*  Si  vous  avez  en  Suisse  quelques  <,'ens  capables  de  bien 
iii(''na<,^er  une  si  j^rande  affaire,  (^t  (pii  sachent  tout  ce  (jui  est 
necessaire  jxiur  retablissenieiit  d'uru;  colonic,  ils  me  feraien: 
f^rand  plaisir  de  iui>  venir  aider,  car  nous  nianquons  ici  de 
<^^ens  capables  d"nn  tel  detail.  Avaiit  <]u'il  soit  uu  muis  ou 
deux,  vous  aniTZ  de  lues  nouvelles  |)lus  positives." 

(.'('tie  letni>,  ainsi  <|u  une  autre  de  (iahvay  a  d' Vrzt'lit'r>,  en 
avril  suivaiit.  fureiit  decisives  pour  les  reboiutions  qu'uu  pnt 
en  Suisse  an  .>ujet  d'lrlande. 

Par  une  circulaire  du  '2H  fevrier  1692.  Mirniand  tit  con- 
naitre  la  teneur  de  cette  lettre  aux  Directions  francaises  de 
Berne,  de  Lausanne,  de  Vevey  et  de  Geneve,  tout  en  leur 
annonrant  (jne  les  uiagistrats  de  Zuricb  garderaient  encore 
les  refuj^ies,  grace  au  roi  d'Angleterre  et  a  I'electeur  de 
Brandebourg,  dont  il  avail  sollicite  Tintervention. 

II  resta  convenu  que  Mirmand  retieudrait  en  Suisse  lea 
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r^fugies  jusqu'&  ce  que  le  projet  d*Irlande  fat  mAri.  II  de- 
manda  k  toates  les  colonies  de  ]a  Suisse  de  lui  envoyer  le 
r61e  d^taill^  des  Fran^ais  disposes  k  partir  pour  TlrlaQde, 
avec  le  montant  des  fonds  qu'ils  pouvaient  avoir  en  lenr 
possession. 

Cependant  la  circulaire  de  ^Firmand  avait  mis  en  emoi  les 
Directions  fran9aises  de  la  Suisse.  Celle  de  Beme»  (jui  <'tait 
en  chef ,  forma  une  **  Connnlssion  (VIrlande,*'  composee  de  la 
Compagnie,  et  de  six  refugies  de  marque:  Mourgues, 
Bouvet»  Duchesne,  La  Brune,  Domergiies  et  Al marie. 

Cette  commission  consulta  d'abord  les  chefs  de  famille 
franfais  de  Berne,  puis  les  refugies  des  autres  cantons,  afin 
d'atjir  d'un  m^me  accord,  en  une  circonstance  aiissi  grave. 
Elle  fut  chargee  de  tranquilliser  la  Chamhre  des  seigneurs, 
cjui  s'etait  emne  a  son  tour  en  apprenant  le  projet  d'lrlande. 
Kile  Tassura  que  rim  ne  se  ferail  sans  I'agrement  de  I^L. 
VA'].,  qui  seraient  ;i|)])el(''es  (^Ues-niemes,  connne  ile  Ixtiis 
peres  de  famille,  a  iK't^ocier  r('tal)lisseiue!it  des  Francais  en 
Irlande  ;  (jue  iieanmoins  les  refugies  eroyaimt  devoir  faire 
leur  possible  pour  la  reussite  de  cette  entreprise.  lis  s'a])- 
puyaient  sur  une  nouvelie  lettre  de  Mirmand  a  lieboulet  de 
Zurich. 

Mirmand  nous  a  dit  comment  il  alia  conferer  a  Breda  sur 
le  projet  d'lrlande  avec  (Tuillaume  III,  qui  s'v  niontrait 
favorable,  comprenant  (piels  avanlages  ce  pays  retirerait  des 
colonies  fran(,aises,  et  combien  il  serait  a  desirer  (jue  le 
iiombre  des  protestants  y  depassat  celui  des  catholiques. 
Sollicite  par  le  roi  et  par  ses  amis  de  Suisse  d'aller  a  Londres^ 
Mirmand  8*y  refusa  d'abord ;  mais  il  ceda  en  novembre  a 
la  lettre  pressante  du  marquis  d'Arzeliers,  cit^e  dans  ses 
M^moires. 

Dans  une  lettre  qu'il  ecrit  au  marquis  de  Venours  k  Ber- 
lin, le  8  novembre  1692,  nous  rclevons  les  passages  suivantes 
snr  rirlande : — 

'*  II  est  vrai,  monsieur,  qu'il  a  passe  bien  des  r^fugi^s  en 
Irlande,  mais  il  n'y  en  a  presque  point  d'autres  que  de  ceux 
qui  ^taient  en  Angleterre  depuis  (juelque  temps,  dont  les  uns 
ont  fait  des  trait^s  avec  des  seigneurs  particuliers,  et  lesi 
autres  y  sont  all^s  par  ordre  du  roi,  comme  les  140  oificiers 
pensionnaires  qui  s'y  sont  retires  avec  leurs  famiUes,  car  il 
n'y  a  encore  aucun  fonds  etabli.  A  i'egard  de  oeux  a  (jui 
Ton  a  donne  le  moyen  de  s'etablir,  le  nombre  en  est  fort 
petit,  M.^  de  Kuvigny  n'ayant  eu  qu*une  fort  petite  somme  a 
sa  disposition  pour  Temployer  k  cet  usage." 
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Miriiiaiul  lui  parle  des  lettres  et  des  inemoires  qu'il  a  ('•crits 
au  siijet  de  la  colonisation  en  Irlande.  ou  il  expose  ses  vues 
sur  ce  «^rand  projet,  en  sorte,  dit-il,  "  f]ue  ce  n'est  pas  I'in.struc- 
tion  (|ui  nianquera  dans  cette  affaire,  mais  la  ditticulte  sera 
d'avoir  I'argent  necessaire  pour  protiter  de  cette  instruction. 
...  II  n'y  a  qu'une  seule  chose  a  faire,  c'est  de  disposer  le 
parlenient  a  prendre  les  resolutions  necessaires  pour  cet 
etablisseiuent,  et  cela  ne  peut  se  t'aire  (jue  par  les  soins  dn 
roi  et  de  M'"  de  Kuvifi^n}'.  Nous  ne  saurions  pour  cela  avoir 
un  solliciteur  plus  ardent  que       de  Kuvigny." 

A  la  fin  du  meme  mois  Mirmand  partait  pour  Liondres  ;  il 
y  demeura  jusqu'au  milieu  de  mars  1693,  fort  occupe  a  orga- 
niser avec  Galwa}'  le  futur  etablissement  des  Fran^ais  en 
Irlande.  Tons  deux  fnrent  re9a8  en  audience  et  fort  bien 
accueiUis  par  le  roi,  qui  souhaitait  la  realisation  de  leur  entre- 
prise.  A  la  demande  de  Mirmand,  il  nomma  quatre  commis- 
saires,  Lords  du  oonseil  royal,^  pour  jeter  avec  eux  les  bases 
de  la  future  colonisation  de  Tlrlande. 

Nous  pouTons  juger  des  travauz  de  cette  commission  par 
les  m^moires  que  nous  avons  sous  les  yeux.  Plusieurs  d'entre 
eux  sont  I'oBUvre  de  Mirmand,  d*autres  ont  ^t^  ^labor^  en 
Suisse.  Une  courte  analyse  de  ces  m^moires  nous  donnera 
une  juste  idee  du  vaste  plan  qu'ils  embrassaient. 

VI. — ^M^MOIBES  POUR  L'I&TABLISSEHENT  DES  R^FUGI^S 

FRAN^AIS  EN  IrLANDE. 

A.— MbSURBB  PBOnBT^BS  mt  Avglrtbbbb. 

Le  premier  de  ces  Memoires  est  destine  par  Mimiand  au 
roi  d'Angleterre.  II  lui  expose  la  situation  des  r^fugies,  ce 
qu'ils  attendent  de  S.  M.,  et  il  arrive  aux  conclusions  sui- 
vantes :  V*  Assigner  une  avance  de  fonds  qui  sera  employee 
des  cette  ann^e  (1693)  k  ^tablir  les  premiers  colons,  soit  vingt- 
cinq  mille  livres  sterling.  2**  Nommer  des  commissaires 
royaux,  tant  k  Londres  qu*en  Irlande,  qui  seront  charges 
de  travailler  k  la  fondation  'des  colonies.  3^  Obtenir  un  ^tat 
des  terres  irlandaises  que  le  roi  destine  aux  r^fugi^s,  et  le 
remettre  a  Lord  Galway. 

M§me  si  le  roi  consacrait  k  la  colonisation  une  somme  plus 
forte  qu*il  ne  Ta  promise,  par  exemple,  cent  mille  livres  sterlmg, 
cela  ne  serait  pas  k  comparer  aux  sacrifices  que  fit  autrefois

aiccueilli  les  refugies,  et  ne  les  verraieut  peut-etre  pas  partir 
de  boil  a?il. 

Le  roi  lit  boii  fict  ueil  ace  ra[)port.  prcuve  cn  est  la  m»miiia- 
ti(»n  (les  coiiiiiiissaires  qui  eut  lieu  tot  apres.  Le  second 
Meiuoiie  est  destine  a  ces  Lords  coniniissaires.  Developpant 
les  nienies  idi'-es  tjue  le  precrdrnt.  il  laisse  entendre  cju'un 
t'onds  a  deja  ete  proniis  ])our  rijland(\  et  propose  de  [aire 
venir  cette  aunee-la  (iOO  tannlles  de  ivlu^des.  Un  eomite 
executif  devra  etre  institue  en  Irlande,  il  restera  en  convs- 
j)on< lance  avec  le  conute  directeur  de  Tjondres.  Trois  gentils- 
honnne>  Iraiirais  devront  laire  pariie  du  coniile  de  Duldin, 
et  le  roi  devra  assi^nit  r  cent  livres  sterling  pour  leur  pension. 

Mn-mand  prevoit  qu  il  fauiha  s'occuper  tout  de  suite  du 
voyage  de  ces  premiers  refugies,  (pit  sont  sans  ressources,  et 
qui  devront  traverser  les  pays  de  TAllemagne,  ravages  par  la 
guerre.  II  faudra  prier  S.  M.  d'interceder  aupres  des  Cantons 
soisses  et  des  Etats  d'AUemagne  et  de  HoUande,  poor  faire 
voyager  gratuitenient  les  Emigres  jusqu*ii  Botterdam,  d*oi!i  le 
roi  les  ferait  transporter  k  ses  frais  en  Irlande.  Mais  on  ne 
pent  les  faire  venir  avant  que  tout  ait  ^te  dispose  pour  leur 
installationy  afin  de  ne  pas  les  exposer  k  de  nouvelles  souf- 
frances,  lors  de  leur  arriv^e  dans  ce  lointain  pays. 

Un  autre  ^rit,  destin^  anx  commissaires,  paralt  6tre  le 
complement  de  ce  second  M^moire ;  Mirmand  y  propose 
qu*apr^s  avoir  commence  cette  annee  par  une  colon  ie  de  six 
cents  families,  le  roi,  si  c  ll<  reussit,  fasse  une  declaration 
publique  pour  appeler  en  Irlande  un  plus  grand  nonibre  de 
r^fugi^s.  II  est  4  isoulmiter,  dit-il,  que  les  grandes  depenses 
que  le  roi  est  appele  a  faire,  lui  permettent  de  destiner  cwz/ 
miUe  livres  sterlitig  a  Tetablissement  d  Irlande.  Si  c'etait  le 
cas,  on  pourrait  Torganiser  dans  de  boimes  conditions,  il  y 
viendrait  des  gens  qui  auraient  quelcjue  fortune,  et  avec  Taide 
de  Dieu,  ces  nouveaux  sujets  qui  lui  seraient  devoues  ne  tar- 
deraient  pas  a  dedomniager  le  roi  de  la  depense  (pi'il  aurait 
faite.  Cest  ainsi  qu  il  est  advenu  en  Hrandel)ourg.  on  le 
(irand-lOlecteur  a  fait  nne  depense  bien  plus  considerable, 
dont  son  lils  est  niaintmant  reeonq)ense. 

Jj<  tt'ni[)s  presse,  il  faudrait  prier  Milord  lieutenant  d'lr- 
landr  (It:  (loimer  tons  les  eclaircisseiii<  nis  nece'^sairi's,  qui  sr 
reduisent  a  ceci :  Peut-on  etablir  des  relugies  an  Irlande  ?

Le  fs 
avril,  nouvrlle  lettre  de  Galway.  acconq)a<,mant  la  Hcldlittn  dr 
rni/<ufr  do  Sailly:  '".J  ai  peur,  dit-il.  que  nos  ^ens  se  lassent 
uue  si  grande  idee  d'Irlande,  que  quoiqu'on  fasse  pour  eux, 
on  ne  les  puisse  contenter.  II  faut  bien  prendre  i^^arde  de  ne 
point  fan-e  esperer  des  terres  ou  fonds  a  qui  que  ce  soit,  avant 
qu'on  en  ait  a  leur  hailler.

La  proposition  du  roi  fut  consideree  comma  c 
par  la  diete.  vu  la  position  miserable  des  refugie 
Les  deputes  accorderent  le  transport  gratuit  c 
jus(ju*}i  Francfort,  et  deciderent  de  faire  faire  le 
les  Fran(;ais  n'fngies,  avec  indication  de  leurs  m^ 
sfuirces,  ])ar  les  autorites  des  lieux  ou  ils  residaie 
Ton  put  ehoisir  ceux  qui  conviendraient  pour  I'll 
•20  mars.  d'Arzeliers  ecrit  a  Reboulet  a  Zurich,  ( 
les  listes  des  refugies  de  Geneve,  Lausanne,  Vev 
Nyon,  etc.,  et  qu'il  les  lui  enverra,  aussit6t  re(,i 
soumettre  au  bourgmestre  Escher.  II  estime  a  ] 
mille  personnes  le  noml)re  des  gens  qui  veulent 
Irlande.  Dans  la  seule  ville  de  Geneve  se  troi 
cent-cinquante  families  «iui  veulent  partir,  et  c'es 
en  faut  prendre  le  plus,  car  ils  sont  tentes  de  r

dat^es  du  13  mars.  H  ^cnt  qu'on  peat  bient6t  esp^rer  avoir 
toute  satisfaction  de  Taffaire  d'Irlande. 

Enfin  Tenvoy^  d'Herwart/  par  sa  lettre  da  17  mai  1693, 
pr^senta  officiellement  aax  Cantons  suisses  le  message  dont 
le  roi  son  mattre  i'avait  charge,  par  an  commandement  ex- 
pres  de  sa  part,  a  savoir,  Vo&re  de  donner  des  retraites  cette 
ann^e-l&,  en  Irlande,  k  six  cents  families  de  FraD9ai8  r^fonnes. 

Le  roi  et  T  Europe  protest  ante,  dit-il,  t^moignent  k  la 
Suisse  la  reconnaissance  qu'ils  eprouvent  pour  les  services 
qu  elle  a  rendus  aux  pauvres  perst'cutt's  de  France.  En 
ofi&ant  k  une  partie  d*entre  eux  des  etablisseinents  dans  son 
royaume,  le  roi  desire  decharger  les  Cantons.

Mirmand  demandait  k  d*Herwart,  que  les  ^loges  qu^il  d^ 
cernait  aux  magistrats  de  Berne  et  de  Zurich,  dans  son 
Message  officiel  du  17  mai,  fassent  aussi  adress^s  aux 
magistrats  de  Geneve,  qui  les  m^ritaient  mieux  encore. 

Sar  le  grand  d^vouement  dont  ils  avaient  fait  preuve,  dans 
es  circonstances  plus  difficiles  que  celles  des  Cantons 
suisses.

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La  guerre  avait  repris  de  plus  belle  en  1693  ;  pendant 
Thiver  precedent,  Louis  XIV  avait  fait  un  eff^ort  supreme 
pour  preparer  cette  canipagne,  c[u'il  esp^rait  terminer  par 
an  coup  d'^lat,  en  renversant  la  coalition.  II  avait  fait  des 
lev^s  de  troupes  extraordinaires,  et  cr^^  sept  mar^chaux ; 
en  portant  un  grand  coup  k  TAUemagne,  il  projetait  de  forcer 
les  princes  et  Tempereur  k  faire  la  ])aix.  Au  printemps  ses 
armees  envahirent  le  territoire  ennemi,  le  marshal  de  Lorges 
occupait  le  cours  du  Rhin  et  les  contrees  avoisinantes.  II 
avait  centre  lui  le  prince  de  Baden,  g^n^ralissiine  des  forces 
de  remi»ereur.  Le  roi  le  pressait  d'agir,  et,  voyant  qu'il 
demeurait  inactif,  il  lui  envoy  a  le  daupbm,  son  fils,  avec  une 
grande  armee  de  renfort ;  mais  ni  de  Lorges,  ni  Monseigneur 
ne  firent  rien,  et  la  CHiui)agne  d'Alleniaj^ne  fut  outrageuse- 
ment  nulle  cette  ann^e-la.  C*est  a  I'invasion  de  cette  partie 
de  TAUemagne  par  Tanuee  fran9ai8e  que  Mirmand  fait 
allusion  dans  sa  lettre  a  Galway,  en  disant  avec  raison,  que 
la  route  du  Rhin  n  etait  plus  sike  pour  le  voyafje  des  refugies. 

Durant  cette  mSme  canipagne,  Louis  XIV  tenta  de  s'eni-

Ijuxeiiibour;.:  tiiiit  ])ar  Teiuporter,  mais 
sa  victniie  lui  cofita  cher,  et  le  vaincu,  toujours  de  sangfroid. 
Be  retira  sans  desordre. 

Tci  se  j)lace  le  curieux  episodt;  (ju'on  rap))()rte  sur  Galway: 
il  (.'()iiil)iittait  aux  cotes  de  Guillaunie,  a  la  tete  de  son  rt'<ri- 
nient  df  Galway,  compose  de  rrtu^^ies  ;  soudain  le  loi  se  voit 
uj<  iiace  (1  t  ire  envelo[)[)e  [)ar  reiinemi,  sa  vie  est  en  danger. 
Galway  s'elance  a  son  secours,  il  le  degage  et  assure  sa  re- 
traite  avec  une  indonjptal)le  bravoure.  Mais  lui-nirnie  est 
fait  prisonnier  par  les  Fram  ais  ;  ceux-ci.  dans  leur  admira- 
tion pour  le  brillant  fait  d'ai-me-s  dont  ils  out  etc  les  Irnioius, 
le  relachent  aussitot,  et  le  laissent  rejoindre  ses  compagnons 
d'armes.

Le  deplaisir  que  j'en 
reyus  lut  d'autant  plus  ^^rand  que  je  savais  (ju'il  y  avait  deja 
des  gens,  qui,  mal^ne  toutes  nies  precautions,  s't'taient  niis 
en  cheniin  pour  se  rcndre  en  Irlande,  et  qui  in'aliaient  toiu- 
ber  sur  les  bras  en  Hollaude,  ou  j'etais  pour  lors.

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PP.  avaient  destine  poor  leur  voyage.  Dans  la  suite,  le  Boi 
agit  aupres  des  Cantons,  pour  les  obliger  de  j^arder  encore 
les  r^fogi^.  Lord  Galway  s  employa  fortement  a  cela,  au 
commencement  de  I'annee  1694,  lorsqu'il  passa  en  Suisse,  en

II. — ^Les  chefs  dtt  refuge  auz  prises  avec  les 

DIFPICULT^lS. 

ApW's  avoir  taut  travaillt'  pour  I'Trlande,  et  coucu  Tcspoir 
fonde  d'v  rtahlir  des  colonies,  les  chefs  du  refu<^e  voient  leurs 
]>rojets  aiirantis,  leurs  esperances  reiiversi'cs.  Les  craintcs 
de  Mu'mand  st-  justifirnt,  la  jj^ncrre  absorbe  tons  Icn  fonds,  e-t 
les  voila  en  face  d  une  situation  sans  issue.  Des  caracteres 
nicins  fortement  treiii])«''S  (|ue  les  leurs  se  seraient  decoura^es  ; 
uiais  eux,  pleins  de  foi  et  do  souniission  a  la  volonte  de  leur 
Pere  celeste,  chercbcnt  a  reparer  de  leur  niieux  le  nialheur 
de  leurs  freres.  INIirniand,  qui  avait  juf^e  des  Tabord  la  posi- 
tion du  Koi,  n'avait  jamais  ajoute  une  foi  ini])licite  a  ses 
promesses,  non  cju  elles  ne  fussent  sinceres,  niais  la  guerre 
formidable  qu'il  soutenait  contre  le  roi  de  France  absorbait 
toutes  les  ressources  de  I'Angleterre.  Le  parlement,  jaloux 
de  ses  prerogatives,  et  peu  sympatbique  k  un  roi  d'origine 
etrang^re,  ne  lui  accordait  (fi*k  regret  les  fonds  n^cessaires 
k  son  arm^.  Lorsque  Gmllaume  III  se  mettait  en  cam- 
pagne  au  priutemps,  il  laissait  k  la  reine  Marie  les  r^nes  du 
gouvemement ;  elle  ^tait  en  son  absence  rigente  de  VAngleterre, 
Influenc^e  par  les  pairs  anglais,  elle  ne  se  croyait  pas 
tenue  de  remplir  les  promesses  faites  par  son  royal  ^poux. 
De  la  vient  que  Lord  Godolphin  et  Thomas  Southwell, 
charges  de  distribuer  aux  colons  dlrlande  le  don  royal, 
r^ussirent  a  lui  faire  modifier  les  dispositions  que  le  roi  avi^it 
prises  pour  la  colonisation  de  Tlrlande. 

Yoici  ce  que  Mirmand  ecrit  de  la  Have,  le  12  juin  lOUH,  a 
Galway :  **  J'ai  re^u  une  lettre  de  de  FHermitage  du  5  de 
juin,  qui  me  mande  que  Lord  Godoli)bin  lui  avait  dit  que 
tout  ^tait  chan  '  a  I  egard  du  projet  des  colonies,  que  la 
reine  avait  pris  d'autres  mesures.  ^y  de  i'Hermitage  ajoute 
a  cela  que  I'argent  que  vous  demandcz  n'etait  pas  pret,  et 
que  le  chevalier  Southwell  ayant  oft'ert  d'avoir  des  refugies 
pour  placer  en  Irlande,  avec  moins  de  depense  que  ceux  (ju'on 
devait  faire  venir  de  Suisse,  la  reine  avait  goute  e<'s  raisons 
et  approuve  ce  nouvejiu  projet.  Je  m'inia<^ine.  Milord,  (jue 
vous  6tes  iuforme  de  tout  cela  aussi  biea  que  moi,  et  que  si 
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vous  ne  m  en  avez  pas  paile  dans  vutre  derniere  lettie,  c"est 
]>uui  ne  me  donner  pas  ce  deplaisir.  jus(|ira  ce  que  vuus  ayez 
perdu  I'esperance  de  redresser  cettf  attaire,  a  (juoi  je  juL^'e  (pie 
vous  avez  travaille  par  la  lettre  (juu  vous  avez  ecrite  a  Lord 
(lodnlphin.  Jc  vous  assure  que  cette  nouvclle  a  ete  ]»<)ur 
moi  un  couj)  de  foudre.  (juoique  je  fusse  assez  dans  un  esjjiit 
de  meliunce  ;  niais  comme  nous  devons  adorer  la  ]n*ovidence 
de  Dieu,  dont  les  \  (ties  nous  sont  cachees,  il  ne  laut  pas  aussi 
douter  (juV'lle  ne  diri^a'  toute  ciiose  pour  le  bien  de  ses  enfants, 
qui  ne  (ioivent  rien  souhaiter  forteinent  danslemonde  que 
leur  salut.  .  .  .  Ce  (]ui  nous  reste  a  iaire  dans  cette  occasion, 
s  il  n  V  a  point  de  remede,  c'est  de  cacher  le  motif  de  cetie 
nouveaute,  en  donnant  le  meilleur  tour  qu'il  se  pourra  a  cetie 
affaire,  de  procurer  a  nos  fr^res  de  Suisse  le  secoors  dont 
U0U8  avous  parl^,  et  enfin  de  manager  Vhonneiir  du  roi  qui  est 
/art  compromis  dans  cette  occcaion,  Je  continue  d'agir  ici 
comme  8*il  n*y  avait  aucnn  changement,  et  je  sommerai  M' 
le  Pensionnaire  de  sa  parole,  d^s  que  les  Etats  de  Hollande 
seront  assembles,  ce  qui  arrivera  mardi  prochain.  .  .  .  Je 
n'ai  garde  d*avoir  rien  ecrit  en  Suisse  des  nouvelles  d* Angle- 
terre,  j*en  fais  un  fort  grand  secret,  et  j*en  userai  ainsi  jusqu^a 
ce  que  nous  ayons  convenu  de  la  maniere  dont  il  faudra  les 
debiter."* 

Dans  cette  m6me  lettre,  Mirmand  raconte  a  son  ami  It  s 
ennuis  qu'il  a  eus,  par  les  Emigres  venus  d  WUemagne  qui  loi 
sont  tombes  sur  les  bras,  quoiqu'il  eut  ec  rit  en  ce  pays  pour 
les  retenir.  Comment  faire  face  a  tout,  dit-il;  il  n'y  a  point 
de  fouds  diH))<)nib]es,  et  les  paquebots  ont  re9U  depuis  huit 
jours  ordre  de  TAngleterre  de  n'embarquer  personne  k  moins 
d'une  piece  au  lieu  d'un  ecu  qu'ils  demandaient  autrefois, 
et  souvcnt  meme  on  n'exifjeait  rien  des  pauvres  <?ens. 

La  re])onse  de  (ialway  est  datee  du  camp  pres  de  Louvaia 
le  lo  juin.  Oblij^^e  de  monter  a  cheval.  il  charge  son  secre- 
taire Du  Fay,  de  lui  envoyer  la  lettre  de  (T()dol])hin  et  les 
propositions  de  Southwell.  Kien  a  attt;ndre  du  cote  de 
(xodolphin.  II  faudra  se  decider  a  annoncer  K^s  mauvai>es 
nouvelles  en  Suisse,  ou  l(^s  einii^'ants  n'attendent  que  le 
si.Lrual  du  dei)art.  mais  Mirmand  <'l  Galway  ne  vouilraient  le 
faire  ^\u'v]\  envoyant  les  £2000  de  la  part  du  roi,  atin  d  at 
tenner  la  faelieuse  impression  que  eausera  ce  retard,  de 
])rc:venir  le  desespoir  des  refugies,  et  d'encourager  les  magis- 
trals des  Cantons  a  les  garder  chez  -  eux.

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Le  roi  dcrivit  k  Londies  poor  faire  remettre  ces  deux  miUe 
Uvres  en  Suisse,  mais  ce  fut  toujours  en  vain. 

En  juillet,  les  deux  amis  se  rencontrent  au  camp,  pour 
convenir  de  la  version  k  donner  au  public.  Mirmand  ^rit 
des  lettres  an  bourgmestre  fiscber  de  Zurich,  et  au  marquis 
d'Arzeliers  de  Berne,  Galway  ajoute  k  cette  derniere  une 
apostiile  qui  nous  a  ete  conserv^e :  Tl  redoute  une  resolution 
^heuse,  dit-il,  soit  de  la  part  des  Cantons,  soil  de  la  part 
des  r^fngi^s,  lorsqu*iIs  verront  le  peu  de  solidite  des  pro- 
messes  du  roi  ( t  (les  seigneurs.  II  indique  les  causes  de 
r^chec  d'lrlandt ,  de  la  maniere  suivante :  Lo  roi  etait  parti 
en  guerre  avant  d  avoir  re^jle  les  vin^jt  mille  livres  assignees 
aux  colonies, par  cons^'<juent  les  seigiieurs  iriandais  ne  recevant 
pas  rindeinnite  promise,  iravaicnt  pas  pu  batir  des  niaisons. 
De  son  cote,  Galway,  ayant  du  (putter  I'lrlande  avant  que 
les  colonies  fussent  ()r<,'anisc'es,  ft  n'ayant  passe  cjue  quatre 
jours  a  Londres,  n  avait  pu  redresser  tons  les  eontre-temps 
de  cette  atfaire.  Les  sul)sides  de  la  Hollande.  enfin  ohtenus 
par  Mirmand.  etaient  arri\  ('s  ti-op  tard  ;  niaintenant  i;i  saison 
etait  trop  avanctn',  et  la  S(H'lien'Sse  faisait  prrvoir  une  disette 
en  Irlande.    Le  depart  serait  done  remis  au  printemps.^ 

Du  Fay  fut  envoyt,'  a  Londres  auprrs  dv  (rodolphin,  muni 
d'un  vi^'onreux  Memoire  de  Mirmand,  qui  lui  repri'-scntait  la 
terril)i(;  position  d«.'S  six  cents  families,  pn^'tes  a  partir  de  la 
Suiss(>,  auxcpielles  les  ma^^istrats  pourraient  bien  refuser  la 
suhsistance,  si,  d'ici  a  cjuin/.c  jours,  la  sommc  qui  leur  avait 
ete  promise,  n'etait  pas  expcdiee.- 

III. — En  Suisse.    Consequences  de  l  echec  d'Iblande. 

La  manvaise  nouvelle  annonc^e  par  les  lettres  de  Mirmand 

parvient  k  Berne  et  k  Zurich.   La  Direction  fran9aise  de 

Beme»  r^unie  le  8  aoiit,  s'adresse  k  la  Chambre  des  Seigneurs, 

pour  la  supplier  de  gaider  encore  les  r^fugi^s :  celle-ci  r^pond 

qu'elle  desire  les  voir  quitter  son  territoire  au  printemps 

BoiTant ;  mais  elle  les  engage  k  d^l^guer  deux  des  leurs 

aux  autres  Cantons  r^form^s,  pour  les  prier  de  consentir  k 

une  repartition  personnelle  des  refugies  pauvres  du  Canton 

de  Berne.   Les  Cantons  de  B&le,  Zurich  et  Schafiniouse  pro- 

mettent  leur  concours ;  ils  se  chargeront  avec      Gall  de

M.  B., 
le  regret  quYprouvait  le  roi  de  devoir  renvoyer  k  des  temps 
meiileurs  T^igration  des  r^fugi^s  fran9ai8  en  Irlande.  Tl 
priait  les  Cantons  de  les  garder  chez  eux,  promettant  d*en- 
voyer  pour  leur  subsistance  deux  mille  livres  sterling.^ 

A  peine  les  difficultes  etaient-elles  aplanies  du  c6t^  de 
Berne.  qu*il  en  surgissait  de  nouvelles  k  Qeneve.  La  ville 
se  voyait  menacee  de  disette  par  le  manque  de  bl6  en  Bresse 
et  Franclie-Conite ;  les  maj^istrats,  inquiets,  donnerent 
I'oi-dre  aux  refugies  de  quitter  Geneve  k  la  fin  de  T^t^  1693. 
Cette  fois,  il  faliut  bien  se  r^soudre  a  partir;  plusieurs  ae 
mirent  en  route  avec  une  pi6ce  de  :^0s.  (sous)  pour  tout  bien. 
Mirmand,  navr^,  annonce  de  Wesel  cette  nouvelle  k  (iaiway, 
le  21  aoi^t,  en  lui  soumettant  son  plan.  II  faut  aider  ces 
pauvres  gens  dans  leur  voyage,  dit-il,  en  retenir  k  Eriangen 
et  a  Schvvabach  autant  qu'on  pourra,  pour  y  passer  I'hiver.

Zurich  laissent  entrevoir  dans  leur  laconisme  Tanxiete  des 
exiles.  Us  n'en  cessent  pas  moins,  ce  qui  vant  la  peine  d'etre 
relev^,  de  vivre  en  bons  rapports  avec  les  magistrats  de  la 
Suisse.  II  saffit  pour  s'en  convaincre,  de  parcourir  les  lettres 
superbes,  adressees  par  les  Directions  fran^aises  aux  di^tes 
^vangeUques.  11  sen  degage  un  sentiment  vrai  de  gratitude 
et  de  confiance.  r]u'on  ne  pent  meconnaitre.  Aussi  les  de- 
cisions des  magistrats,  bien  (|ue  motivees  par  d<^s  raisons 
])eremptoires,  cedeut-elles  souvent  a  leurs  sollicitations  res- 
pectueuses. 

Les  Directions  Berne  et  de  Lausanne  prcst^iterent  a  la 
iliete  de  Zurich.  r<''unie  Ir  4  janvier  H')0-i,  une  reipirte,  ten- 
daiit  a  faire  rexo'iucr  I'ordic  du  depart:  niais  c:et  ordic  fut 
niaintcnu.  et  les  chefs  du  retugc  furent  avises  qu'ils  t  ussent 
a  procurer  des  retraites  a  leurs  freres  pour  le  printenips. 
Su)-  ces  entrefaites,  on  ap[)rend  l  arrivee  de  Lord  Galway  a 
Hei  ne.  Quel  evenement !  Fanii  et  reprcsentant  de  S.  INT.  B. 
va  nuerceder  pour  les  exiles,  et  les  aider  a  sortir  de  peuie : 
aussi,  a  peine  descend u  chez  renvo3'e  d'Herwart,  le  IS  fevrier, 
fut-il  harangue  par  le  niinistre  Besomhes,  a  la  tete  d'une 
deputation  franeaise.  Lord  Galway  pnt  en  main  la  cause 
de  ses  freres,  il  la  plaida  avec  zele  aupres  des  seigneurs  de 
Berne  et  de  Zurich,  il  fit  apjpel  a  la  charite  des  autres  cantons 
r^form^s,  et  ent  enfin  la  joie  de  voir  abontir,  au  mois  de  mai 
sttivant,  ('arrangement  dont  nous  avons  parl^,  par  lequel  ces 
cantons  prenaient  k  leur  charge  la  moiti6  des  d^penses  jpour 
Tentretien  des  Fran^ais  ^tablis  dans  les  Terres  bemoises, 
ind^pendamment  de  ceux  qu'ils  avaient  accueillis  eux-m^mes 
sor  leur  territoire.

Mwat^a.  Les  autres  cantons  rinnis  comptaient  environ  la  moiti^  du  nombre 
des  ivfnglte  de  Berne. 
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Tandis  que  Galway,  en  lonte  pour  Turin,  s'^tait  arr^te  en 

Suisse  en  fevrier,  il  engagea  Mirmand  a  aller  encore  tronver 

le  roi  en  Angleterre,  pour  lui  representer  vivement  la  position 
des  n'fiigies  en  Suisse  et  solliciter  des  retraites  en  Irlande. 
Mirmand  sacrifierait  tout,  jusrju'a  sa  vie,  pour  tirer  snn 
peuple  de  rextreiiiite  ou  il  va  se  trouver,  n'-pond-il  a  d'Arze- 
Hers.  s*il  nV'-tait  persuade  que  ce  voyage  est  inutile,  et  qu'il 
n'aura  pas  plus  de  succes  aupres  du  roi,  par  des  disconrs, 
(|u'il  n\  n  anrail  en  lui  ecrivant,  ]>uisque  les  luenies  causes 
de  guerrr  produisent  la  meiue  ju'nurie  d"ar<,vnt.  11  adresse 
a  Guillaunie  III,  le  'if)  fev'"  l(i*.)4.  une  tort  belle  lettre,*  ou  il 
rappelle  au  nionanpie  la  prome.sse  (ju'il  a  faite  de  recevoir 
les  refugies  en  Irlande,  et  le  met  en  demenre  d'accoTuplir 
cette  promesse.  A  sa  lettre  est  jointe  nne  missive  de  (ialway - 
qui  insiste  sur  le  meme  point,  et  lui  annonceque  les  Cantons 
out  vote  lui  subside  de  vingt-cmq  mille  francs,  monnaie  de 
France,  pour  les  reingics  tie  Berne.

IV. — LkS  EMKiRKS  DE  (IeNKVE  ET  DE  LA  SUISSE,  A 

ScHWABACH  ET  Erlangen,  1693-1094. 

Les  r6fugi^8  qui  avaient  qoitt^  Geneve  s'^taient  ache- 
min^s  vers  le  nord,  en  suivant  I'itin^raire  de  Mirmand,  par 
la  route  de  Nuremberg.  Leur  premiere  station  ^tait  les 
colonies  de  Schwabach  et  d'Erlangen,'  dans  les  Etats  d*An- 
spach  et  de  Baireuth.  Plusieurs  des  Emigres  de  Geneve 
avaient  ^bou^  k  Berne,  od  ils  vinrent  grossir  la  troupe  de 
Modenx,  que  nous  avions  vue  pr^te  k  partir  d^s  le  printmips, 
au  nombre  de  douze  cents  personnes.  Ce  convoi  quitta  anssi 
Berne  a  Tentree  de  Thiver;  il  eut  beaucoup  a  soufi&ir  en 
voyage.  La  troupe  de  ^[(jdenx,  ecrit  d'Ai  zeliers,  etait  dans 
un  etat  pitoyable,  qnand  elle  passa  k  Schwabach  et  Eriangen, 
ou  elie  laissa  ses  malades.  Ces  colonies  etaient  pauvres,  elles 
n'avaient  pas  pris  Tessor  que  leur  donna  plus  tard  une  indus- 
trie  Horissante.   D'Arzeliers  les  avait  prevenues  de  Tarrivee

de.s  riaiiTi'os,  leur  i^romettant  des  subsides,  si  elles  conseii- 
taieiit  a  hiverner  les  f;ul)les  et  les  lualades.  Pendant  I'hiver 
de  1(39.S  a  1694,  Mirmaiid  s'efforca  de  faire  face  anx  hesoins 
urj^ents  que  creait  cette  station.  II  n'v  avait  cruere  d'autres 
ressources  que  Farfifent  envoye  de  Geneve  par  M'  I-Jibault, 
pour  faire  vivre  les  Fran(,'ais  sortis  de  cette  ville,  et  la  sonmie 
de  241  livres  sterling  que  Minnand  avait  rec^-ue  de  Londres, 
pour  les  ref  ugies  qui  8*arr6teraient  dans  les  deux  colonies. 

Les  lettres  que  Martel,  ministre  k  Schwabach,  et  le  cou- 
sistoire  d'Erlansen  adzesaent  4  Minnand  pendant  cet  hivar 
pr^sentent  an  tableau  saisissant  de  la  misdre  de  ces  caravanes. 
Martel  lui  ^rit  le  17  d^cembre  1693 :  "  Pour  ce  qui  re^arde 
r^tat  de  nos  pauvres  r^fugi^  de  Gkn^ve  et  de  Suisse,  je  parie 
des  noaveauz,  il  est  fort  deplorable.  .  .  .  L'Eglise  d'Er- 
lan^en  y  a  mis  son  petit  fends.  Si  la  saison  eut  permis  la 
continuation  du  passage,  nous  ne  pouvions  plus  subsister. 
Dans  le  grand  nombre  de  ceux  qui  passent^  plusieurs,  fati^^s 
et  harasses,  tombent  malades  k  Schwabach,  qui  est  leur 
premiere  station." 

Martel  lui  envoie  le  rdle  des  So  personnes  venues  de 
Geneve  et  de  Suisse,  qui  y  pass^rent  i'hiver,  avec  Tindication 
de  leurs  noms,  positions  et  metiers.  Un  certain  nombre  de 
ces  families  et  des  principaU  s  se  dispose  nt  a  partir  en  fevrier 
pour  rirlande,  ainsi :  M**^  d<'  Moissel,  de  la  Koche,  ministre, 
et  sa  famille,  Hurand  et  sa  famille,  et  (piantite  d'autres. 

"Le  consistoire  d'Erlan^en  ecrit  a  la  date  du  4  janvier  1094  : 
'*  F^igurez-vous  un  grand  nombre  d(^  iniserables  accables  de 
pauvrete,  de  misere,  de  nialadie,  de  froid  et  de  nudite,  et  vous 
vous  ferez  un  vj'-ntablc  portrait  des  tristes  objVts  qui  sont 
tous  les  jours  exposes  ;\  nos  yeux  ".  Tjc  consistoire  est  en 
deficit  :  (juoi(pi*il  ait  deja  re(;u  a  cette  dat<'  ])r»''s  de  liiUO 
livre>,  il  deniande  des  fonds.  Le  iN  frvrier,  m!il;^iv  I'envoi 
de  liOO  «'>cus  fait  [)ar  Minnand,  la  situation  est  la  nu'int* : 

Envoyez-nous  de  I'argent  au  plus  vite,  et  [)lus  qu'avant, 
j)arcequ*il  nous  taut  acheniiner  ces  emi^'res  au  niois  de  mais, 
et  leur  donner  de  I'argent  pour  aller  en  llollande  Le  8 
iiiai,  apres  le  depart  des  valides.  il  est  rest*'  a  Ihlangen  les 
vieiliards,  les  malades  et  les  orplielins.  11  faut  donner 
ciiaque  jour  du  bouillon  a  "20  on  '25  malades  disscniint'^s 
partout.  D'autres  pourraient  partii  qui  ne  veuit  nt  ])as  s'v 
resoudre  ;  il  a  fallu  diminuer  leur  ordinaire  pour  les  y  obliger. 
Lies  Fran9ais  venus  de  Suisse  ne  comprennent  pas  qu'il  leur 
faut  aller  plus  loin,  et  qu'Erlangen  ne  pent  pas  les  nourrir. 
lis  sont  unpatients,  ils  croient  que  le  roi  d*Angleterre  a 
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(•nvin(''  l)Oiim-oup  d  argent  pour  les  faire  vivre,  et  ils  venlt-nt 
vn  avoir  Ivuv  part.  Les  inaiiufactiires  vont  inal.  "  L'avenir 
lions  ('•toimt' !  ** — et  commt  rt  train  :  "  Envoyez-noiis  de  I'ar- 
<^viit !  "  Lc  29  inai,  meme  situation  :  '*  il  arrive  chaque  jour 
de  nouvoaux  venus  aux<iuels  tout  manque,  et  il  faut  tout  leur 
donner".  Ceux  qui  ont  des  petits  enfants  ne  veulent  pas 
aller  plus  loin ;  ils  disent  <}a*ils  aiment  mienx  inoarir  ici 
qu'ailleurs.  Dieu  veuilJe  avoir  piti^  de  nous  et  de  nos  freres 
souffirants !  .  .  .  £t  les  ressources  dont  disposait  Mirmand 
dtaient  presque  ^puis^es.  II  avait  envoy e  pendant  ce  terrible 
hiver  environ  quatre  mille  livres  k  Erlangen,  trop  au  gre 
d'Arzeliers,  auquel  il  r^pond :  "  Que  faire  quand  un  consis- 
toire  s'adresse  k  moi  toujours  en  corps,  ii  faut  bien  le  croiiv 
et  I'assister II  compte  apporter  en  Suisse  les  quittances 
de  cette  argent,  et  les  remettre  a  Tenvoy^  d'Angleterre,  pour 
sa  decharge.^ 

Le  nombre  total  des  refugi^s  qui  quitterent  (Ten^ve  et  la 
Suisse  en  1693-94  n'est  pas  connu.  D*apr^8  les  doeumentn 
que  nous  avons  entre  les  mains,  ii  est  pennis  de  Testimer  a 
deux  ou  trois  mille  personnes.^ 

V. — DeRNIBRS  RBNSEIONEIIENTS  8UR  LE  PROJET  D*IrLANDB. 
ET  BUR  L*£TAT  DES  RBFUOI&S  ARRIVl^S  EN  AnOLBTBURE. 

Mirmand  noiis  a  laisse  un  cxposr  du  projet  d'Irlaiide.  dai^-^ 
une  lettro  a  M'^du  Collet,  mars  ir)^)4.*'  II  raconte  son  orit^niir. 
la  suiti'  des  negociations,  les  causes  de  son  echec  ;  nous  y 
releverons  ceci  :  c'est  la  penurie  ou  se  trouvait  le  connte  Cw 
l^ul)lin.  etabli  pour  les  colonies.  II  se  plai^Miait  (pi'on  ne  hu 
avail  rien  envoye  des  vingt  mille  livres  sterlin«,f  altril>uees  au\ 
colons  fran(;ais  en  Irlande,  fait  confirme  par  le  protocole  d  i 
conseil  prive  d7rlande  du  5  mars  1693-94.  Le  conseil  est  im- 
puissant  k  agir  sans  argent,  dit  le  protocole ;  plusieurs  centaine^ 
de  pcrsonnes  sont  arrivees,  il  en  viendra  encore  d'autres.  Ces 
gens  seraient  morts  de  faim  si  le  gouvemement  d'Irlande  ne 
les  avait  assist^s,  mais  sa  penurie  est  telle  qu'il  ne  pent  suffire 
k  une  semblable  depense,  encore  moins  s*y  engager  pour

Charles  de  Sailly  ecrit  de  Londix  s  a  Mirniand,  a  la  date 
du  15  avril  1695  :  "  L'etat  des  irfu^nes  (venus  de  Suisse)  est 
fort  triste ;  ils  se  sont  vus,  pour  ainsi  dire,  abandoniio,  et  ils 
ont  adresse  un  manifeste  pressant  au  parlenient  an^dais,  a])res 
avoir  t'choLu'"  a  la  cour".  Ce  manifesto  ayant  M  presente 
par  un  rapporti  ur  hal)ile  (jui  a  su  laire  valoir  leurs  besoins  et 
toutes  leurs  raisons,  on  convint  qu'il  etait  juste  de  faire  quel- 
que  chose  pour  eux,  et  d  en  prendre  soin,  sur  quoi  les  refugies 
firent  una  adresse  au  roi.  La  cour  et  le  parlement  paraissent 
lenr  6tre  f avorables,  on  espere  obtenir  des  secours  pour  les 
faire  subsister.  Le  roi  a  ordonne  k  la  tr^sorerie  de  chercher 
on  fonds  pour  les  refu^des,  mais  si  la  chose  n'est  pas  expedite 
avant  son  depart,  tout  pourrait  encore  Stre  perdu  et  aban- 
donn4 

Quant  k  Fancien  projet  d'Irlande,  on  ignorait  a  Londres 
s'il  pourrait  encore  s'executer ;  voici  ce  qu*en  pense  Sailly : 
Pour  rirlande,  on  nous  flatte  aussi  de  quelque  bon  dessein, 
mais  je  ne  vois  pas  quand  il  pourra  s'executer,  ui  comment 
Lie  roi  m*a  fait  dire  par  Lord  Godolphin  qu'il  vent  que  j'y 
retoume,  mais  cela  ne  sufHt  pas ;  je  ne  puis  pas  aller  sans 
ma  famille,  et  je  ne  serai  pas  si  imprudent  que  de  Ty  niener, 
sans  savoir  qu'y  faire,  comme  Ty  entretenir,  et  quelle  re- 
ponse  porter  au  Lord-Justice  et  a  nos  gens ;  ce  que  j'ai  dit 
et  donne  par  ^rit  an  roi,  qui  lui  a  et^  lu  dans  son  conseil, 
avec  quelques  expedients  et  moyens  pour  avancer  le  vieux 
projet,  le  laciliter  et  executer ;  mais  tout  cela  est  reste  a  la 
Tresorerie,  et  je  n'ai  encore  pu  savoir  les  resolutions  du  roi." 

Lord  Godolphin  borna  a  donner  a  Sailly  queK]u'ar«,anit 
dont  il  se  servait  jjour  coTitinuer  ses  sollicitations  a  L(»iidi'(^s, 
et  pour  retouruer  en  HoUaude,  si  elles  ne  devaieut  pas  aboutir. 

VI. — liEPKlSli  DU  PKOJET  j/iiiliANDE,  iOUb. 

La  paix  de  Byswick  avait  ^t^  sign^e  en  septembre  et 
octobre  1697,  les  puissances  ^taient  lasses  de  la  guerre,  les 
peuples  ^taient  dpuisi^s.  Louis  XIV,  malgr^  son  desir  de 
replacer  Jacques  II  sur  le  tr6ne  d*Angleterre,  fut  oblige  de 
reoonnaltre  la  royaut^  de  Guillaume  III,  et  d*abandonner 
tontes  ses  conqu^tes.  En  revanche,  il  fut  inexorable  a  Ten- 
droit  des  r^fugi^,  qui  lui  adress^rent  vainement  des  supplica- 

'  liecord  Otfice  de  Loudre».    Prom  the  Privy  Couucil  of  Irelaud. 
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tions,^  pour  ponvoir  rentier  dans  leur  patrie,  avec  le  droit  d'y 
exeicer  leur  religion,  en  toute  Boumission  vis-i-vis  de  leur 
souverain.  L'espoir  qu'ils  avait  conserve  jusqu'alors  leur  fut 
enley^,  il  fallut  reprendre  le  bAton  de  I'exil. 

Bien  plus,  par  le  traits  malheureuz  que  Louis  XIV  con- 
clut  avec  le  due  de  Savoie,  2833  Pi^montais,  passes  sous  la 
domination  du  roi  de  France,  furent  expulses  de  lenrs  Valines, 
ayant  sept  ministres  a  leur  tcU\  et  coiume  chef,  leur  pasteur 
et  colonel  Arnaud,  le  heros  de  la  Giorieuse  Bmtr^  des  Vaudoh 
en  1<)H<)  Dans  Tete  de  1G98,  cette  troupe  fut  accaeillie 
charitablement  par  la  Suisse,  qui  se  chargea  de  son  entretien 
durant  I'hiver  suivant.  ma^r6  les  nombreux  r^fuj:pes  (ju'elle 
avait  sur  le  bras ;  car  les  vides  qu'avait  laisses  le  depart  de 
1()94,  se  corablaient  par  les  fugitifs  qui  iie  cessaient  de 
sortir  de  France.  La  situation  eaipirait  chaque  jour,  crrace 
a  repuisement  des  ressources  que  les  premiers  arrivants 
avaieiit  emportees  avee  eux,  et  (jui  les  avaient  fait  vivre  jus- 
qu'alors,  de  telle  sorte  (ju  line  nouvelle  emigration  s  imjiosait. 

Mirmand  n'avait  point  renonce  au  projet  d'Irlande  de 
1698  :  il  esperait  le  reprendre  avec  succes,  une  fois  la  paix 
si^niee.  ])eja  en  fevrier  i(j97,  lorscpie  Galway,  ranienant  ses 
troupes  du  Fiemont  aux  Pays-Bas.  vint  le  visiter  a  Wt  scl, 
ils  durent  en  reparler ;  [)reuve  en  est  la  lettre  que  Gahvuy,  a 
peine  installe  a  Dublin,  adressa  le  9-19  mars  a  Valkenier,  a 
Zurieli :  "  Je  ne  doute  ])as,  lui  dit-il,  d'etre  de  quelcju'utilite 
en  Ii  lande  a  nos  pauvres  retu^^es  ;  mais  il  ne  faut  pas  eii- 
voyer  de  nouxeaux  botes  que  nous  ne  soyons  nn  etat  de  les 
recevoir,  de  peur  qu'ils  ne  doivent  s'en  retourner,  coiume  il 
arriva,  il  y  a  trois  ans,  a  ceux  qui  se  haterent  trop  Mais, 
pendant  Tann^e  qu'il  passa  en  Irlande,  de  1697  k  1698, 
Galway  avait  vu  de  pr^s  T^tat  des  choses,  et  mieux  apprtei^ 
les  conditions  d'^tablissement  en  ce  pays.  II  changea  d'avis 
sur  le  projet  de  colonisation  en  Irlande,  et  chercha  k  en  dis* 
suader  Mirmand,  en  lui  faisant  voir  les  difiicult^s  qui  8*y 
opposaient,  dans  la  correspondance  qu*ils  eurent  k  oe  sujet, 
de  Janvier  k  decembre  1698.  D^s  le  25  janvier,  en  reponse  4 
ses  questions,  Galway  adresse  k  son  ami  un  rapport  important, 
intitule :  M^moire  sur  les  avantages  qu'on  pent  trouver  en 
Irlande  '\   II  reconnalt  que  le  pays  est  mal  peupl6,  et  que  la

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Ten  lie  de  colons  fran^ais  y  serait  fort  k  d^sirer;  mais»  dit-il, 
ce  n  est  ni  un  pays  de  conqu(>te,  ni  xxn  pays  noavellement 
ddconvert,  oii  se  rencontrent  des  tenes  qui  n'ap^artiennent 
k  personne.  Chaque  pouce  de  terra  a  son  propri^taire :  les 
grands  seigneurs  terriens  divisent  leurs  domaines  en  portions 
qu*ils  afferment  contre  une  certaine  redevance,  moyennant 
des  baux  appeles  *'  Leasc'\  Ces  contrats  sent  faits  soit  pour 
quelqnos  annees,  soit  pour  une  vie,  soit  pour  trois  vies.  II 
n'est  111  juste,  ni  possible  de  doposseder  It's  tenanciers,  pen- 
dant la  duree  de  leur  bail ;  cela  ne  se  pent  inirc  (jue  lorsqu'il 
est  expire.  Ceux  a  qui  le  roi  a  donne  des  terres  confisqiiees 
lie  peuvent  (ju'entrer  dans  les  droits  des  anciens  sei^nieurs. 
C'est  ce  qui  est  arrive  a  Lord  Galway  pour  sa  terre  de  Port- 
arlington,  nu  il  n'a  pu  etablir  jusqu'jci  qu'un  petit  noinbre 
de  Franyais,  en  qualite  de  ferniiers ;  niais  comme  plusieurs 
Lrases  expireront  sur  son  domaine,  d'ici  a  un  an  et  quelquea 
niois,  il  sera  libre  d'y  etablir  des  colons  refornies. 

Mais  si  quelques  refuj^^ies  ont  des  fonds  a  placer,  ils  ne 
pourraient  le  faire  niieux  et  plus  avaiitageusement  qu'en 
acbetant  des  terres  eii  Irlande ;  le  due  d  Ormond  va  vendre 
plusieurs  bonnes  ten  es,  a  bas  prix,  qui  seront  un  placement 
stiT.  Cette  vente  se  fera  selon  les  lois  du  pays,  par  des 
Leases,  on  banx  durables  pour  trois  vies  ;  quand  il  y  en  a  one 
eteinte,  racqu^reor  en  snbstitne  one  autre  k  son  choix,  ce 
qui  en  rend  la  possession  perpetnelle  et  Ms  silre,  car  elle  est 
sous  Tautorit^  du  parlement.  A  chaque  mutation,  on  paie 
an  seigneur  une  petite  redevance  dont  on  est  convenu.  C*est 
k  pen  pr^s  ce  qui  se  fait  en  France.  A  regard  des  gens  de 
metier  ils  peuvent  faire  leurs  affaires  en  Irlande,  avec  un 
petit  fonds ;  les  bons  ouvriers  y  sont  rares.  On  esp^re  que 
ie  parlement  votera,  dans  sa  prochaine  session,  un  acte  qui 
est  tout  prepare,  pour  naturaliser  les  etrangers,  (  n  ]>]  extant 
un  simple  serment.  Ils  n*auraient  a  payer  ni  droits  d'entree 
pour  leurs  effets,  ni  taxes  pendant  plusieurs  annees,  et  seraient 
re9U8  gratuitement  dans  toutes  lea  corporations. 

Les  ^migr^s  qui  n*ont  ni  fonds  ni  metier  ne  peuvent  pas 
reussir  dans  ce  pays,  pauvre  et  e])iii8e,  et  qui,  malgre  cela, 
donne  annuellement  huit  mille  iivres  bterling  pour  des 
pensions  aux  refiif^ies. 

C'est  beaucoup  au  regard  de  I'Angleterre  (jui  en  donne 
quinze  mille,  aussi  ne  peut-on  songer  a  faire  augnienter  cette 
somme  par  le  parlement.  Si  quelqu'un  voulait  entr<'])rendre, 
a  ses  })r(>j)res  risques,  d'etablir  en  Irlande  un  certain  n()nil)re 
de  families,  en  prenaut  assez  bieii  ses  mesures  pour  reussir 
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sumiieiit,  [K'ut-etre  troiivcrait-un  les  fonds  lu'cessaires  auprt-^ 
(In  |tul)lic;  iiiais  il  faudrait  vtrr  hieii  hardi  pour  tenter  unt' 
pareillf  cntreprisf  ajires  I'experience  du  passe.  Tant  (ju  on 
s'eii  ticiidra  a  des  tcrmes  vaj^ues  :  c'tablir  des  refn«xirs  en 
Trlande.  et  destincr  (l(  I'ar^^ent  pom*  cela,  on  ne  reus5.na  j^a-^ 
et  nirnie  les  sonnucs  qu  oil  pourrait  avoir  seraieut  dissipetrs 
sans  ntilite  |)t)nr  cux.* 

Jjc  1 1  fevrier,  avant  la  reception  de  ce  ^^emoire,  Mirniand 
tent. lit  line  demarche  aupres  de  Lord  Ivncliester,  l  iin  des 
anciens  commissaires  royaux  pour  I'Trlandc.  II  lui  rappeilf 
les  conferences  (|ui  eurent  lieu  cin(j  ans  aujtaiavant.  dans  sr.n 
h6tel,  avrc  Lonl  Galway,  Lord  Godolphin  et  les  autres  com- 
missaires, pour  fonder  des  colonies  en  Irlande.  Le  retard 
apporte  a  ce  projet,  dit-il,  a  ete  tres  prejudiciable  aux  refugi^s. 
qui  sent  restes  a  Geneve  et  en  Suisse,  epuisant  leurs  petit€s 
ressooices,  en  attendant  la  paix.  II  le  serait  bien  davanta^^ . 
s'il  fallait  y  renoncer  tout-lk-fait»  car  on  est  fort  en  peine  de 
leur  trouver  une  autre  retraite,  de  m^me  qu'lt  ceux  qui  doivent 
encore  sortir  de  France. 

Mirmand  prie  instamment  Lord  Hochester  de  lui  faire 
savoir  si  le  projet  d'Irlande  pourrait  avoir  (juelque  suite,  dans 
ce  temps  oii  la  paix  en  faciliterait  I'execution.  II  lui  demande 
de  bien  vouloir  y  employer  tous  ses  soins.^ 

Nous  n'avons  trouv^  aucune  reponse  k  cette  ouverture. 
Une  autre  tentative  que  fit  Mirmand  du  c6t^  de  Lord  Albe- 
marle, ])our  rint^resser  an  sort  des  refugi^s,  n*eut  pas  plus 
de  succes,^ 

LV  septembre  a  decembre  de  la  memo  annee,  Mirmand  est 
en  Suisse  ;  il  ne  trouve  pas  a  Berne  d'Uerwart,  qui  ^tait  parti 
|>our  la  Hollande,  alin  d'interceder  pour  les  r^fugies.  et  Ini 
ecrit  en  septembi  e  une  lettre,  ou  il  conserve  encore  de  Teapoir 
pour  ririande.  Passant  en  n^vue  les  pays  qui  pourraient 
encore  recevoir  des  refuses,  il  ne  trouve  que  Hesse  Darm- 
stadt et  ririande.  TiC  landp-ave  de  Hesse,  dit-il,  offre  <'nc<^r  ' 
des  terres  a  drfi  icher  ;  nuiis  outre  les  inconvenients  d'etre  irop 
pres  de  la  France  et  sous  un  prince  liitherien,  nos  freres  t'-tablis 
la  soutTrent  un  si  «4rand  donnna«,'e  des  /ti  tcs  I'liures,  (pi  ils  n*y 
peuveut  reined ier.     Le  Braudebouig  est  trop  miserable.

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L'Irlande  est  le  seul  pays  oil  I  on  puurrait  otablir  les  refufjies 
en  corps  dc  nation,  et  serres  les  uns  pres  des  autres.  Nos 
freres  de  France  deniandent  du  seconrs  ])our  soi  tir  du  roy- 
aume.  Comment  leur  aider  s  il  n  y  a  j)oint  de  retraite  ? 
Rocht^ude  ecrit  que  les  Aiij^lais  sont  o})poses  aux  colonies 
d'Trlande,  Est-ce  par  crainte  de  la  concurrence  (jue  pourrait 
leur  faire  l  industrie  des  l^'ranyais?  Mais  leur  parlement 
saura  toujours  defendre  leur  propre  industrie  et  faire  la  loi  {i 
rirlande.

Du  c6ti  de  Galw  i\ ,  il  n  y  a  pas  grand  espoir :  par  sa  lettre 
du  14-24  mai,  il  s*en  r^f&re  au  Mimoire  cit^  plus  haut.  II 
admire  Tactivit^  du  z^le  de  Mirmand,  il  le  prie  de  venir  lui- 
m^roe  en  Irlande,  pour  s'assurer  de  T^tat  des  choses,  ce  (jui 
lui  donnera  le  plaisir  de  le  recevoir  au  ch&teau  de  Dublin.^ 
Enfin  tout  espoir  s'^vanouit  pour  Tlrlande,  par  la  derniere 
lettre  de  Galway  du  5-15  d^cembre  1698.  Yoici  ce  qu'il  dit  a 
Mirmand : — 

"  Je  continue  k  me  rejouir,  Monsieur,  de  la  consolation  et  du 
secours  que  vos  soins  procun  iit.  ou  pr^parent  a  nos  pauvres 
r^fugies  de  France  et  de  Piemont.  .  .  .

Apres  cette  communication,  il  ne  res- 
tait  rien  a  faire ;  la  porte  de  llrlande  et&it  ferm^  aax 

refufries. 

Quoique  Mirmand  es])erat  toujours  jusqu  alors  voir  I'lr- 
lande  s'ouvrir  a,  ses  fri'ies,  il  avait  use  de  son  influence  :i 
Berlin,  pour  leur  preparer  des  asiles  en  Brandebourg,  comme 
nous  le  voyons  par  sa  lettre  du  1  novembre  an  comte  de 
Dohua,  ministre  d'Etat,  charge  de  la  surintendance  des  re- 
fugies  en  ce  pays.  II  lui  parle  de  la  Hesse,  et  ajoute  :  Ne 
vaudrait-il  pas  mieux  les  etablir  en  Brandebourg,  ot  Von 
connatt  la  charity  de  TElecteur?  Cherchez  bien  8*il  n'y 
aoiait  pas  quelque  retraite  en  ce  pays.  .  .  .  Quelle  est  la 
valeor  de  la  declaration  du  22  aodt  dernier,  faite  par  8.  A. 
oii  elle  ofte  de  recevoir  des  r^form^s  et  des  lutnMens  dans 
ses  etats?'  Leur  accorderait-elle  les  m6mes  avantages  que 
le  Grand  Electeur  avait  accord^s  aux  premiers  dmi^rte  ?  Chi 
dit  que  le  Brandebourg  est  d^j^  remph  de  ces  demiers,  est-ce 
le  cas  ?  Nos  deputes  en  HoUande  croient  qu*on  pent  compter 
sur  un  subside  en  argent  des  Etats  protestants  pour  Etablir 
ces  gens.  Ainsi  TElecteur  n*aurait  pas  d'autre  avance  a  faire 
pour  eux  que  les  terres  et  materiaux  de  construction."  II 
ajoute:  **  L'ordre  que  je  d  Berlin  de  S.  A.  E.  de  xom 

infontier  de  ce  qui  se  passait  en  Suitee  au  sujei  dee  refN<jijs, 
joint  a  i'attacbement  que  j'ai  pour  son  service,  et  au  desir 
de  m'acquitter  de  mon  devoir  envers  mes  freres,  m'engage  k 
proposer  a  votre  Excellence  ce  que  je  viens  de  lui  dire,  etc." 

La  reponse  du  comte  de  Dobua,  adressee  a  Mirmand  a 
Geneve,  est  du  17  d«''rembre  1098.  Le  comte  a  travaille 
diligemment  a  la  proposition  de  ce  dernier,  de  chercher  a 
placer  des  refugies  en  Brand('l)nnrg.  On  lui  en  avait  aussi 
ecrit  (le  Bt  rnr.  II  a  reeu  les  n'-ponses  de  la  Nouvelle  ^larche. 
et  il  attend  l  avis  des  commissaires  enq)loyes  ci-devant  a 
pareille  chose;  "apres  (juoi,  dit-il,  nous  pourrons  mander 
quehjue  chose  de  positif  et  <le  bon,  comme  je  I'espere  II 
ajoute  que  les  deputes  de  Koehegudi'  et  de  la  Grivehere  sout

En  efifet  la  Hesse  et  le  Brandebourg  s'ouvrirent  aux  exiles  ; 
pendant  I'ete  de  1(U)9,  4414  d'entre  eux  rjuittorent  la  Suisse, 
dent  plus  de  mille  furont  re(;us  en  Hesse,  et  trois  mille  dans 
le  Brandebour.i:.  Les  subsides  recueillis  dans  les  Ktats  Pro- 
cestiints  servirent  a  fonder  de  noiivclles  colonies  dans  c-es 
pays.  La  Suisse  mntribua  pour  unv  lar^^e  part  aux  frais  de 
vovaL'e  et  d'etablisseiuent  des  relugies  Ljui  passerent  en  Alie- 
uiagne  en  1699. 

CHAPITKE  im 

LES  COLONIES  PONDiSbS  EN  IRLANDB. 
1. — 0Biai2i£  DES  COLONIBS. 

Si  la  conception  grandiose  de  repeupler  Tlrlande  par  le 
moyen  des  r(§fugies  fran^ais  avait  ^nou^  dans  son  ensemble, 
il  se  piodnisit  n^anmoins  en  ce  pays  nne  Emigration  partielle 
de  r^form^s.  Les  efforts  de  Mirmand  et  de  Galway  ne  forent 
pas  perdus,  car  plnsieurs  auteors  enum^rent  quinze  colonies 
qui  existaient  en  Irlande,  k  la  fin  du  17^  si^cle ;  ^  elles  datent 
ponr  la  plupart  de  1693-1694.  Peat-6tre  y  en  a-t-il  en 
d'autres  dont  toate  trace  a  disparu.  Disons  quelques  mots 
de  celles  qne  nous  connaissons. 

Bien  av:int  la  BEvocation,  les  rois  d'An^leterre  avaient 
favorisE  i'^tablissement  des  n' formes  fran9ai8  et  wallons  en 
Irlaude,  et  rintroduction  de  leurs  industries.  Le  gouiceme- 
ment  esperait  stimuler  au  travail  par  leur  exemple,  la  popu- 
lation irlandaise  inculte  et  inactive,  et  lui  infuser  un  element 
de  force  et  de  prosperite.  Stratford  I'avait  tentr  dans  le  nord 
de  Tile,  av(^c  la  fabrication  de  la  toile  :  mais  ptni  aprcs  sa 
mort,  survenue  en  1(341,  pays  fut  dt'-solc  p.ii-  hi  .fucrre 
civjK".  Cbarles  n  suivit  la  nicnif  politi(|U(' de  lOiK)  a  108.5; 
scccnidc  par  le  due  d'Orniond,  alors  vicc-roi  du  pJiys,  il  t-tablit 
des  rt'fu;(ics  en  Irlande,  aux  fiais  de  TEtat,  TiC  due  leur 
Dffrait  des  terres,  des  niaisons,  uu  niatcriaux  dr  construction, 
des  avances  dc  fonds,  di  s  baux  nioderes  ct  a  loii<^'  ternie.  11 
leur  pruposa  lueme  de  faire  valoir  leuis  capitaux  au  10  "/^

par  eux  d^entretenir  leurs  pasteurs*  tant  qu'ils  conserveraient 
le  rite  calviniste,  niais  promettant  de  les  payer,  d^s  qu'ils  se 
railieraient  k  I'figiise  anglicane.  On  appclait  cela  "  se  corn- 
former  *' ;  les  colonies  qui  adoptaient  les  rites  de  TEglise 
anglicane  et  sa  litnrgie,  traduite  en  fran<^ai8,  etaient  appel^es 

cnnformistes,"  tandis  qnv  celles  qui  restaient  strictement  cal- 
vinistes,  et  qui  gardaient  la  liturgie  et  la  discipline  des  Eglises 
de  Fran(;e,  s'appelaient  **  uon'COfifonnist(\s'\ 

Des  V)&2,  le  parlenient  iilandais  ])iomul*,aiait  une  loi,  con- 
Hrniee  dix  plus  t:iid,  en  1()72,  pour  encourager  I'emigra- 
tion  j)i(jtest:mte  dans  ce  pays.  Kn  1074,  le  vote  du  parlenient 
acconlait  aux  Fraiu^ais  refornies  le  droit  de  naturalination  et 
Tentree  ^n'atuite  dans  les  corporations,  ])endant  sept  ans. 
niovennajit  un  sernient  dit  de  Suprc'-niatie  Api  es  Tae- 
cession  au  tiVme  de  (juillaunie  III,  le  premier  parlenient 
irlandai>  (jui  siegea  fut  celui  de  l()9'i  ;  il  etait  eoniposi'  de 
zeles  orangistes.

Ues  conditions,  beaucoup  plus  lib^rales  que  celles  que 
TAngleterre  offirait  aux  r^fugi^s,  attir^rent  des  miUiers  de 
huguenots  en  Irlande ;  et  m^oae  bon  nombre  de  leurs  families, 
dijk  fix^es  en  Angleterre,  quitt^rent  ce  pays  pour  Tlrlande. 
En  1697,  le  parlenient  proposa  de  prolonger  pour  une  pMode 
de  dix  ans  Tacte  de  natiualisation  de  1692,  en  faveur  des 
protestants  rtrangers,  en  y  ajoutant  des  privileges  additionnels 
pour  les  £gl  i  (  ^  non-conformistes :  ainsi  la  Chambre  des 
Communes  irlandaise,  dans  son  adresse  k  la  Couronne,  du 
14  octobre  1()V)7,  lui  proposait  de  defrayer  un  eecl/^iastique 
etranger,  partout  ou  les  protestants  depasseraient  le  chilfre 
de  50  fannll(»s.  Des  1()74,  en  suite  du  vote  favorable  de  la 
nation,  les  reformes  fojidereiit  les  colonies  de  Dublin.  Cork. 
Waterford,  Tjisburn  et  Kilkemiy.  lis  y  etablirent  des  nianu- 
factui'es  de  toile,  de  soieries.  do  dentclles.  de  drap  et  de  gants. 
Ces  industries  ctaieiit  en  ])Icine  activite,  lorsqu'eclata  la  revolu- 
tion de  Jliss,  (pii  mit  ( luillaunie  III  sur  le  trone  d'Anglett>rre. 

Kncore  une  fois  rirlandt^  fut  decbiree  par  la  guerre  civile, 
plusieurs  colomes  furent  ruinees  ;  le  pays  ne  jouit  de  queique 
rcpos  qu'apres  la  paix  de  Limerick,  en  IGUi. 
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C't'st  i\  I  epoque  du  bill  important  de  1692,  que  Mirinand 
Gal  way  ^laboraieut  leur  projel  de  colonisation  en  Irian  de 
avec  les  commissaires  du  roi,  et  tandis  que  celui-ci  appelait 

les  refugies  de  Suisse,  par  son  envoye  d'Herwart,  les  seigneurs 
irlandais  leur  faisaient  des  propositions  particulieres.  Ces 
causes  dt'terminerent  la  masse  des  refugies  de  Suisse  a  partir 
pour  riilande ;  et  lorsque,  en  septenibre  H)U.1,  le  loi  retira 
son  invitation,  et  abandonna  son  projet,  nonil)re  d'entre  eux 
pt^rsisterent  dans  leur  resolution  et  se  niirent  en  route, 
lualiijre  tous  les  obstacles.  t'e  n'etait  pas  I'exijde  j^'eneral 
qu'on  avait  reve  ;  n^ais  reniignition  par  f^roupes  isoles,  qui, 
iivec  I'aide  de  Mirniand  et  des  Ktats-(4enerau\,  parvinrent  a 
«zagner  I'lrlande,  et  y  tuuderent  les  colonies  dont  nous  aliens 
parler. 

I'ludou  '  distin^^'Ue  deux  cate^:jories  jiarnii  celles-ci  :  celles 
qui  avaient  une  K^lise  constituee,  avec  pasteur  et  chapelle,  et 
celles  qui  u'en  avaient  pas,  parce  qu'elles  ue  coniptaient  pas 
cinquante  families.'

Castleblaney.*

Colonie  du  due  d'Ormond,  qui  6tablit  a  Chapelizod  quel- 
ques  ouvriers  en  toile,  en  1666.  Trop  pauvre  pour  entre* 
tenir  son  culte.  la  congregation  devient  conformiste ;  elle 
obtient  avec  le  traitement  de  son  pastt  ur  la  chapelle  de 
St.  Patrick,  sous  le  toit  de  la  cath^drale  de  ce  nom,  od  le

culte  fut  celebre  en  fran(,*ais,  do  1666  a  1816.  Des  le  7 
octobre  1694,  l  Eglise  se  recoiistitua  selon  les  regies  des 
anciennes  Eglises  de  France,  et  fut  gouvernee  par  leur 
discipline.  A  la  Revocation,  la  colonie  prit  une  *^rande 
extension  ])ar  Parrivee  des  nouveaux  emi^Tes  :  en  1*)9'2,  elle 
s'aiignicnta  des  niilitaires  retraites  de  Tarniee  de  Selutnjht'rt^, 
.  et  en  I(j03-U4,  par  I  mmigration  de  Suisse.  Trois  nouvrlles 
congregations  se  fonderent :  I'une.  non-confonniste,  dans 
I'Eglise  des  jesuites  e.xpulses,  s'appelait :  "  Eglise  francai>e 
de  St.  iirigide,  ou  de  St.  Pierre  "  ;  la  seconde,  non-confc»rnnste, 
s'appelait :  "  Eglise  frani^-aise  by  the  Iiuis,  on  de  Golblac  "  ; 
elles  etaient  situees  dans  Lucas  Street  et  Peter  Street ;  la 
troisieme  Eglise,  contormiste,  celle  de  St.  Maiy,  fut  creee  ea 
1701  par  Galway  ;  en  1716  elle  cwiopta  les  regies  de  I'Eglise 
de  St.  Patrick,  avec  laquelle  elle  se  fondit  en  1740.  Lies 
Eglises  de  St.  Patrick  et  St.  Mary  enrent  ensemble  5  pasteors,. 
8  pour  la  premiere,  2  pour  la  seconde.  II  y  eut  done  k 
Dublin  quatre  Eglises  iran^aises,  jusqu*en  1740. 

La  colonie  etait  compos^e  de  nobles,  de  militaires,  de 
marchaods  et  d'artisans.  Pour  les  loger,  il  fatlut  construire 
les  rues  de  Pimlico,  de  La  Combe,  et  de  Spitalfields,  noma 
des  rues  de  Loudres  que  les  ouvriers  avaient  quittees  pour 
s'installer  a  Dublin.  lis  fabriquaient  des  soieries,  des  velours 
et  des  toiles,  qui  parvinrent  a  un  tei  degr^  de  perfection, 
que  leurs  produits  sont  encore  renomm^.  La  "  Popeline 
d'Irlande  "  occupa  de  uombreux  artisans  au  1S«^  siecle,  mais 
les  graves  fireut  depcrir  cette  Industrie  au  19*^  siecle,  et  le 
quartier  fran(,'ais  de  Dublin  qui  etait  le  phis  ricbe,  en  devmt 
le  plus  pauvre.  Les  refugies  aiinaient  I'horticulture ;  lis 
ne  negligeaient  pas  la  litteratinn.  et  le  reverend  Lc  Droz 
fr)ii(la  en  1744  le  premK  r  jonrnaJ  litteruire  du  pays.  Deux 
cnnLtK  res  (  talent  a  leur  usage,  dans  Tun  d'eux  fut  enseveli

En  politi(|ue,  la  eolonii-  do  Dublin  fut  Tun  des  boulevards 
du  parti  protestant  (;n  Irlande.  eontre  les  entrc])ris»'s  de  la 
faction  jiH'(»])ite.  Elle  etait  soutenue  j)ar  les  colonies  voisnit-> 
de  Watertuj'd.  Lisburn  et  T^)rtarlington.  oil  s'etaient  retn-os 
de  nijiiibieux  iiiilitaues  luis  a  la  deiui-solde.  L  inHuence 
salutaire  qu'exercerent  les  refugies  se  lit  sentir  a  Dublin  dans 
«  chaque  progres  religieux  ou  social.  La  colonie  subsista  jus- 
qu*au  commencement  du  dix-neuvi^me  si&cle ;  peu  a  pen  elle

Cette  colonic  du  doc  d'Ormond  ne  prit  de  Tessor  qu'apr^s 
1C94.  Son  premier  pasteur,  Jacques  Fontaine  (1694-98), 
offrit  de  la  desservir  gratuitement,  vu  sa  pamTete.  L'Eglise, 
rennie  d  abord  dans  Christ  Church,  puis  dans  la  cour  du 
Comte  et  dans  la  maison  de  Fontaine,  put  enfin  construire 
un  temple  pour  son  usage  dans  *'  French  Chinch  Street,"  le 
quartier  fran9ais,  qui  en  a  conserve  le  nom,  et  forme  actuelle- 
ment  In  ]viroisse  de  St.  Paul.  La  colonie,  commer^ante  et 
indusi;neiie,  avait  des  distiilateurs,  raffineurs,  fabricants  de 
drap,  et  de  ce  fin  tissu  raye,  si  apprecie  autrefois,  qu'on 
appelait  (jiini'iand.  FJU'  cnniptait  aussi  des  <(entiIshomme8 
et  des  otViciers ;  elle  tut  tirs  iniportante,  et  son  mtiuence  fnt 
considerabli'  snr  la  population  irlandaise.  avec  laquelle  elle 
evita  lon^^temps  de  se  nieler.  T^e  I'i  juillet  1()99,  le  cons(Ml 
de  ville  accordait  l  entree  i^'ratuite  dans  la  connnunaute  anx 
nonnnes  :  Ant.  Duhnul,  -/.  do.  la  Croi.r,  .V.  .\r(l<>iiin,jnn..  Peter 
Gi(III"l,  Peter  (iiidh't,  jmi.,  considrrant  (|u"ils  avaient  <|uitte 
L^ur  pat  lie  pour  le  fait  de  la  j"eli_L;ion.''  l'>n  174'),  il  y  eut  une 
nouvelle  arrivee  de  reiuf^ies.  industriels.  (jui  fonderent  une 
seconde  Kglise  fraiiraise  a  Cork.

Jean  Pic, 
appel^  de  Geneve  en  1732,  et  Jean  Madw,  venn  d'Amsterdftm 
en  1735  furent  tons  deux  pastenrs  k  Cork  pendant  pres  de 
quarante  ans.  A  la  mort  de  Madras,  en  1774,  Pic  fit  les 
fonctions  des  deux  pastenrs,  la  colonic  ^tant  fort  diminn^.  | 
Le  r^v^rend  Goedrel,  nn  Snisse,  fat  le  dernier  pastenr  jasqo'en 
1813;  il  ne  restait  alors  que  denx  membres  du  tronpeau. 
La  florissante  cplonie  se  fondit  pen  k  pea,  il  n*en  reate  que 
quelques  descendants,  et  les  noms  des  premiers  colons,  dont : 
Mellihe,  Magihe,  Japp(!f  de  la  Hayes,  Perrier,  PcJion,  Hardi, 
Bernard,  Bussy,  Malet,  Robinet,.  Caealette,  Lavitte,  Ardouin, 
Banneval,  etc. 

IV. — POBTASLINGTON. 

Cette  colonic,  la  plus  inteivssante  cellos  d'Irlande,  fut 
cr^^e  en  1G03  ]>ar  Lord  (4al\vay  snr  son  domaine,  province  i 
de  Leinster,  au  nord  de  Kilkcnnv,  sur  le  J^arrow.  Galwav  ' 
y  appela  L'^O  families  distin^^aiees  (celle  de  Bostaqiiet)  parrai 
les  ancit'us  militaires  de  Tannee  de  (luillauiue.  Tandis  (ju'il 
leur  hatissait  100  niaisoiis,  sur  le  modrlc  de  celk's  dv  Fiance, 
avec  ef^dise  et  ecole,  les  colons  lial»itaient  les  vilhiLies  voisins 
de  Doolou;,di,  Monasterevan,  Cloneydown  et  Lea.  Portar- 
linfjton  n'etait  encore  qu'une  reunion  de  huttes  aj)peltV 
Cootletoodra.  Dbs  le  8  juin  1()94,  le  culte  fut  celebrr  t-n 
fran(;ais  a  rortarlin«^^ton  ;  il  le  fut  juscju'en  1H17.  L'KoIisf 
se  constitua  ollicicllement  en  1()0(),  I'Ktat  payait  £50  j3<>ur 
le  i)asteur  ;  d  abord  strictenient  calviniste,  ello  se  conforma 
en  1702.  En  1700,  la  colonie  comptait  150  families,  et  130 
maisons,  deux  ^^lises  et  plusieurs  ^les ;  elle  ent  une  serie 
de  pastenrs  distmgu^s :  Gillet  en  1694,  BeUaguier,  Darassus, 
Deseasse,  DaiUon,  Ligonier  de  Bonnevalt  Desvoiree,  CaUUard,  An- 
toine  Vmchon  dee  Vopux,  Jean  dee  Vignolee  de  1793  4  1817, 
Charles  des  Vignoles,  fils,  en  1817,  qui  fut  plus  tard  doyen 
d'Ossory.  Le  culte  se  fit  en  anglais,  k  partir  de  1817.  La 
paroisse  subsiste  encore,  et  le  registre  francs,  commence 
en  1694,  des  baptdmes,  manages  et  enterrements  y  est  con- 
serve. Portarlington  fut  cel^bre  par  sa  soci^ti^  d'^lite : 
c*etaient  des  gentilshonnnt  s  ot  de  grandes  dames,  d'une 
haute  culture  intellectuelle,  de  moeurs  pures,  d*une  pieti 
eprouvee.  Apr^s  avoir  beaucoup  souffert  et  s'^tre  vus  d^ 
poss^d^B  de  leurs  grands  domaines  de  I'rance,  on  les  voyait 
gais,  calmes  et  heureux,  se  contentant  de  la  demi-solde  da 
roi  d*Angleterre.    Leurs  habitudes  contrastaient  avec  les 
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moeurs  rudes  des  seigneurs  irlaiulais.  liev^tus  de  leiirs 
inanteaux  «''rarlates,  k's  premiers  colons  se  reiinissaient  sous 
les  chenes,  et  buvaient  dii  the  dans  de  petites  tasses  de 
porcelaine,  en  devisant  des  choses  dn  passe.  Us  etaient 
passionnes  de  leurs  jeiix  nationaux  t^t  doiinaient  entre  eux 
des  bals  et  des  concerts.  Le  meilleur  ion  regnait  dans  cette 
societe,  cpii  parlait  un  fianyais  tres  pur.  If  s'est  conserve 
an  travers  du  dix-huilienie  siecle.  Les  colons  planterent 
beaucoup  d'arbres  fruitiers ;  le  chataignier,  le  noyer  noir 
d'ltalie,  le  poirier  jargonelle  y  prosperaient.  Les  espaliers, 
savamment  cultives,  donnaient  des  prodaits  magndiques, 
ainsi  que  les  flenrs  et  les  legumes,  dans  ce  lieu  privilegie  qui 
rappelait  la  France,  et  qui  etait  renomm6  par  sa  propret6  et 
par  le  bien-^tre  de  ses  habitants. 

L*^ole  des  r^fagi^s  jouit  longtemps  d*ime  reputation 
m^tde ;  beaucoup  de  jeunes  Anglais  et  des  fils  des  grandes 
fomilles  irlandaises  vinrent  y  faire  leur  Education.  Galway, 
bieu/  que  deposs^de  des  1700,  par  le  parlement,  de  sa  terre 
de  Portarlington,  ne  cessa  de  prendre  un  vif  int^r^t  a  la 
colonie,  et  de  la  favoriser  de  toute  fa^on.  EUe  coinptait  des 
artisans  de  tous  les  metiers :  tisserands,  bouchers,  boulangers, 
charpentiers,  macrons,  tailleurs  et  cordonniers.  Les  Blanc 
furent  bouchers  de  p^re  en  tils,  pendant  cent  cinquante  ans, 
ila  existent  encore  sous  le  nom  de  Blowj.  Les  Michaud, 
fermiers  des  BohULard  en  Champagne,  le  furent  encore  dans 
la  colonie.  Le  ma^on  Laborde,  le  forgeron  Capel,  le  char- 
pentier  Gauiier  des  environs  de  Bordeaux  ont  laisse  des 
echantillons  de  leur  travail,  (pn  i  rvelent  leur  origine.  Voici 
les  nonis  des  principaux  habitants:  Fleuri/,  ChampiKiney,  dc 
Villicr,  des  Viytiolcs,  Lcfcvre,^  vicointe  de  Lacal,  GnUm,  da  Pctit- 
bose,  ClaverWy  Labrusse,  dc  Boj/cr,  dc  Hcaucliant,  dc  MccJunet, 
Franque/ori,  de  Vidayel,  Jean  Nicolas,  lieutenant  de  cavalerie, 
etc. 

Kn  les  emigres  de  la  Revolution  rejoignirent  a  Port- 

arliugtuu  ceux  de  la  Kevocatiuu. 

V. — Waterford. 

D6s  1662,  cet  endroit  fut  designe  par  le  parlement  pour 
V  etablir  une  colonie  franc  aisi  ,  elle  fut  Tune  do  eelk  s  du  due 
d'Ormond ;  sr)us  Charles  II.  la  municipalite  etait  d^j^  pro- 
testante.    Waterford  etait  admirablement  situe  pour  le

plus  dnmatiqoat  de  aon  Triatram  Shandy,

pays  a^icole,  dans  le  sud  de  I'lle.  La  colonic  se  comi-nsait 
en  1698  de  niilitaiies  en  i-ctraitc  de  niarcliands,  de  fabricants 
et  oiivriers  en  toile.  Le  niaire  Lloyd,  le  recorder  Chnstian, 
r^veque  Foy  favoriserent  les  rrfugics ;  ce  dernier  lenr  ])ro- 
cura  pour  leur  culte  la  cliapcllc  de  St.  Ohivc,  dans  rancieune 
abbaye  des  Kranciscain?^,  on  Ic  service  fran(,-ais  fnt  celehre 
de  1693  a  1819.  Par  r^'ard  pour  I'eveque,  la  colonie  devint 
conformiste.  Son  premier  pasteur,  David  (icnais,  recevait 
de  la  corporation  de  Waterford  £40 ;  il  mourut  en  1716. 
Son  successeur,  Jacques  Denis,  ne  recevait  plus  que  J^b,  mais 
il  avait  une  pr^bende.  La  municipality  ofirit  en  1693  de 
payer  50  logements,  et  d'accorder  le  droit  de  communaute 
gratuite  anx  artisans  en  toile  qni  viendraient  y  introdoire 
leur  industne,  pourvu  qu'ils  p assent  vivre  jusqu'4  la  pro- 
chaine  r^olte  du  chanvre  et  du  lin.  Latrobe,  Vassoci^  de 
Crommelint  encourage  par  le  parlement  irlandais,  y  fonda  une 
manufacture  de  toile  q^ui  devint  une  source  de  richesse  pour 
le  pays.  La  ville  fut  bientdt  en  progres  sous  tons  les  rapports, 
par  le  d^veloppement  de  la  population,  du  commerce,  des 
sciences  et  des  arts.  Les  rt^form^s  poss^aient  de  irrands 
capitaux  en  especes  fran9aises,  librement  employees  dans  les 
affaires ;  une  ordonnance  de  la  couronne  en  ay  ant  determine 
le  cours.  Le  commerce  des  vins  franc^ais,  entr'autres  cenx 
de  Bordeaux,  si  recherches  des  refugics,  etait  (  n  majeure 
partie  entre  les  main's  des  colons  de  Waterford.  Tlusieurs 
d'entre  eux  s'eleverent  a  un  rang  eminent  dans  la  munici- 
])alitc,  et  ac<juirent  fortunt;  et  bonncurs.  Aiiisi  Jctm  Kspoifjnet 
en  fut  slierill  en  1707,  (n(;/nt  eii  1709,  VacJion  en  1735,  /iVy- 
uolds  en  1755.  II  y  avait  deux  medecins  frani;ais, //^'  L'antc  et 
J.  Uciiucttc.  La  succession  des  pasteurs  dc  la  colonie  fut  la 
suivante  :  iJin  id  (rcrntts,  Jai-ijucs  Dcm.s,  (luiihni  Iin:Jiivn,  Geoi'ics 
Vatibier,  Dauit'l  Satido^,  Josur  Fraw]  nc/oi  ( ,  An  iiistc  Ihnorir  de 
J7r)l  a  176'2,  entin  Picrrc-Aininstc.

Ce  fat  sortout  dans  la  province  sej^tentrionale  de  T  Ulster, 
dans  les  comt^s  de  Down  et  d'Antrim,  que  les  huguenots 
cherch^ient  un  refuge ;  ils  y  ont  laiss^  une  empreinte  durable.

lieur  influence  se  manifeste  encore  par  Tindustrie  prosp^re  de 
Belfast  et  de  la  contr^  environnante,  tandis  que  les  colonies 
da  sad  ont  cU'peri  peu  k  pen.  Lisbam,  k  dix  milies  aa  sud- 
ouest  de  Belfast,  fut  un  de  leurs  sejours  de  predilection.  La 
ville,  incendiee  en  1641,  avait  ^te  une  des  colonies  du  due 
d'Onnond  ;  Crommeiin  choisit  cet  emplacement  d^vast^, 
pour  y  t'  lal)Iir  sa  manufacture,  qui  tint  le  premier  rang  pour 
les  toiles  de  I'Ulster.  II  rehjitit  cette  ville,  destinee  a  devenir 
Tune  des  plus  riches  colonies  des  r^fugies  en  Irlande.  En 
1()97,  le  parlement  irlandais,  dt'sireux  d'importer  I'industrie 
des  toiles.  et  de  faire  conrurnMice  a  c(^lles  de  Caen,  rendit  un 
bill  poiu:  favoriser  cette  fabrication.  GuillainiH'  HI  in  vita 
la  nienie  annee  Satnucl-LoHin  Crommeiin  a  vinir  en  Irlande 
en  prendre  la  direction.  Celui-ci  arriva  de  Hollande.  en 
KiUH,  avee  niille  metiers  et  toutc  une  colonic  de  tisserands. 
iJepuis  <|uatre  cents  ans,  la  t'ainille  ( 'n 'iiiiuclin  s'adonnait  a 
riiidustrie  de  la  toile  a  Armandcourt,  })r»  s  de  St.  (^)uentin. 
Louis  y  avait  travaille  trente  ans;  niais  a  rap[)ruche  la 
lievocation  il  realisa  sa  fortune  et  se  retira  en  llolhuule. 
Nouiiiie  insp(>cteur  de  la  manufacture  royale  des  toiles 
d" Irlande,  avec  trois  aides  qui  rccevaient  cliacun  CI '20,  et  une 
bui)vention  de  £.">  par  metier  en  activite,  jusqu'a  la  mort  de 
Guillaumc  III,  Crommeiin  changea  bientot  la  physionomie 
du  pays  par  sa  capacitc  hors  ligne ;  il  y  apporta  le  travail  et 
la  richesse.  Depuis  les  seiuailles  du  lin  jusqu'aux  derni^res 
operations  de  la  blanchisserie,  il  s'occupait  de  tons  les  details 
de  la  fabrication,  et  en  fut  Ic  veritable  fondateur.  Ses  toiles 
forent  bient6t  sup^rieures  k  tout  ce  que  la  Grand  Bretagne 
avait  jamais  prodoit ;  il  y  avait  mis  dix  mille  £  de  sa  fortune. 
En  1699  le  roi  lui  accorda  par  lettres  patentes  divers  avan- 
tages,  et  en  1707  le  parlement  irlandais  lui  decemait,  ainsi 
qa^4  29  families  de  tisserands,  des  remerciements  solennels. 
Crommeiin  avait  deux  fr6res  et  une  scour,  ^l^^de  la  Cheroys ; 
il  ne  laissa  pas  de  fils;  sou  frere  (iuillaume  dirigeait  a 
Kilkenny  la  manufacture  do  toile,  fondee  par  le  marquis 
d'Ormond,  comme  son  associ6  Latrobe  la  succursale  de 
Waterford.  Louis  Crommeiin  fiit  enseveli  en  1727  dans  lo 
dmetito  de  Lisbam. 
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Les  families  Du  Bowdieu  et  Goyer  illustE^ent  aussi  ia 
colonie,  ce  dernier  en  se  remettant  k  fabriquer  des  soieries  et 
de  la  batiste,  comme  il  le  faisait  en  France.  II  y  eat  panni 
les  colons,  les  Lavalede,  Roche,  Geneste,  de  Blaquieres,  Perrin, 
Guillot,  Saitrin  et  Calvisson. 

La  congregation  de  Ldsbom  fut  non-conformiste,  elle  eat 
son  Eglise  fran9aise  jnsqu'en  1798,  et  comme  pasteurs : 
Charles  de  la  Valade,  pendant  quarante  ans,  on  second  de  la 
Valaile,  pendant  deux  ans  et  demi,  puis  Saumarez  Du  Bourdieu 
pendant  quarante-cin(|  ans.  II  y  iHait  encore  en  17*.)K,  et 
fut  seul  epargne  par  l  insurrection.  Le  temple  fut  aiors 
ferme,  et  Saumarez  devint  pasteur  de  Liambeg.  La  colome 
se  fondit  dans  ia  popoiatiou. 

VII.  — Kilkenny. 

Chef-lieu  du  comt^  du  m^me  nom,  dans  Leinster,  au  sad 
de  I'Lrlande,  et  b&ti  sor  la  Norra.  C*^tait  une  colonic  da 
dac  d'Ormond.  Elle  ne  prit  de  Tessor  qae  lorsqae  le  txkie 
de  Grommelin  y  dirigea  ^nergiquement  la  fabriqne  de  toile, 
&  la  fin  da  dix-septieme  si^cle.  La  colonic,  conformiste,  se 
composait  de  nobles,  de  marchands  et  d'artisans ;  elle  eat 
comme  pastears  M^^  David  et  Benoult,  Florissante  k  ses 
d^bnts,  sa  prosperity  ne  dura  pas ;  il  n'en  reste  qae  le  soa- 
venir  et  nne  blanchisserie  qa'on  y  pent  voir  encore.  Les 
noms  fran^ais  de  CfUlot  (1694)  et  Balaguier  (1698)  sont  cit^ 
par  Pardon  dans  sa  notice  sor  Kilkenny.

Cette  colonic  eul  un  pasteur  fraiii;ais  dt'puis 
environ  ;  elle  etait  non-conforniiste.    Les  (.''niif^rt'S  ijui 
la  coiDposaicnt  n'ont  laisst'  aucune  tradition,  si  ce  n  est  le  nom 
de  la  veuve  du  pasteui",  a  laquelle  une  pension  lut  accordce, 

IX.  — Belfast.

XII.  — WiCKLOW. 

Sur  la  baie  du  m^me  nom,  au  sud  de  Dublin,  province  de 
Ijeinster.  EUe  re^ut  plusieurs  families  huguenotes  vers  le 
temps  du  projet  dlrlande,  dont  Tune  du  nom  de  Lefehure, 
Cette  ville  ttait  recommandte  par  Sailly,  pour  y  ttablir  des 
rtfugi^,  k  cause  de  la  proximity  de  la  baronnie  de  Moskwicks, 
oil  il  aurait  voulu  caser  les  six  cents  premieres  families.

XIV.— Tallow. 

Dans  le  comt^  de  Cork,  province  de  Minister,  an  sud  de 
rirlande  et  au  nord  de  Youghal.  Cette  colonie  fut  fondee  a 
la  suite  du  projet  de  colonisation.  EUe  reyut  queiques  r^fu- 
gi^s ;  il  n  y  reste  qu*une  famiUe  du  nom  dL*Amauld,  Tallow 
n'avait  pas  de  lieu  de  culte.
